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EIGHTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF 
MANAGERS  OF  LETCHWORTH  VILLAGE 


To  the  Honorable,  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York: 
As  required  by  the  Act  organizing  Letehworth  Village,  the 

undersigned  managers  submit  their  eight  annual  report : 
Ambassador  Jusserand,  in  his  delightful  volume  of  addresses 

entitled  *^  With  Americans  of  Past  and  Present  Days,"  has  this 

to  say  of  L'Enfant,  whose  genius  created  the  plan  of  development 

for  the  City  of  Washington : 

''  With  the  mind  of  an  artist  and  in  some  sense  of  a 
prophet^  perceiving  future  time  as  clearly  as-  if  it  were  the 
present,  a  man  foresaw,  over  a  century  ago,  what  we  now  see 
with  our  eyes." 

In  1902  the  Federal  Park  Commission  consisting  of  Daniel  H. 
Burnham,  Charles  F.  McKim,  Augustus  Saint  Gaudens  and  F.  L. 
Olmsted  and  the  Semate  committee  on  the  improvement  and  devel- 
opment of  Washington  said : 

"  Th^  original  plan  of  the  City  of  Washington  having  stood 
the  test  of  a  century,  has  met  universal  approval.  The  de- 
partures from  that  plan  are  to  be  regretted,  and  wherever  pos- 
sible remedied." 

The  pJan  of  development  of  Letchworth  Village  has  stood  the 
test  of  criticism,  and  the  fact  that  other  States  are  following  the 
ideas  developed,  here,  is  an  indicjition  of  their  soundness. 

GovaERNOB  Whitman's  Visit 

On  October  20,  1915,  Governor  Charles  E.  Whitman  laid  the 
corner  srtone  of  the  new  Attendants'  Home,  and  made  an  address 
in  which  he  took  an  advanced  position  as  to  the  necessity  of  the 
State's  fulfilling  its  obligations  to  the  dependent  defective  part  of 
the  population. 

The  addresses  made  by  Governor  Whitman  and  the  President  of 
the  Board  of  Managers  upon  this  occasion  will  be  found  in  the 
m^peadix. 
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Governor  Whitman's  later  appointment  of  Commissioner  Strong 
and  his  approval  of  legislation  and  appropriations  have  shown  his 
active  interest  in  these  important  problems. 

Developments  Duking  the  Year 

The  first  section  of  the  power  house  was  complete<l  and  put  into 
service  on  October  20,  1915.  The  construction  of  the  laundry 
building,  and  of  the  service  building  and  Attendants'  Home  for 
the  Boys'  Improvable  Group  was  started  and  all  these  buildings 
are  now  under  roof.  In  addition,  the  Erie  Railroad  Company 
has  completed  two  permanent  bridges  on  the  spur  track  to  replace 
temporary  structures. 

Plans  and  specifications  for  the  construction  authorized  by  the 
Legislature  of  1916  have  been  prepared  and  contracts  have  been 
awarded  for  the  storehouse  building  and  for  alterations  and  ex- 
tensions to  the  storage  reservoir.  The  bids  for  the  construction  of 
dormitories  E,  F,  G  and  H,  which  were  opened  on  October  19, 
1910,  proved,  owing  to  the  present  abnormally  high  cost  of  labor 
and  materials,  to  be  in  excess  of  the  appropriations.  It  has,  ac- 
cordingly, been  necCvSsary  to  revise  the  plans  and  specifications  and 
it  is  hoped  that  bids  can  again  be  asked  for  in  the  riear  future. 

Per  Capita  Cost 

The  Board  has  annually  called  attention  to  the  necessarily  high 
per  capita  cost  at  Letchworth  Village  compared  with  that  at  com- 
pleted State  institutions.  The  figures,  however,  compare  favor- 
ably with  those  of  other  institutions  during  the  formative  period. 
When  Letchworth  Village  is  finally  completed,  the  per  capita  cost 
of  maintenance  will  alsc>  compare  favorably  with  other  institutions 
doing  similar  work. 

The  average  number  of  patients  and  the  per  capita  cost  for  eaeh 
year  since  Letchworth  Village  was  o|>oned  are  given  below :

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Heating  and  Ventilation* 

The  time  and  expense  expended  in  the  study  of  the  problem  of 
heating  and  ventilation  have  been  amply  justified  by  the  success- 
ful results  obtained  from  the  system  of  forced  hot  water  heating 
and  the  method  of  ventilation  installed  in  Cottages  A,  B,  C  and 
D.  The  Board  of  Managers  recognizes  that  the  first  cost  is  slightly 
higher  than  that  of  less  efficient  methods.  Its  justification,  how- 
ever, is  in  its  economy  in  operation  and  the  satisfactory  results 
obtained. 

The  solution  of  this  very  difficult  problem  removes,  what  is  to 
mo&t  institution  superintendents  a  source  of  constant  expense  and 
annoyance.  The  installation  at  Letchworth  Village,  now  in  prac- 
tical operation,  demonstrates  the  soundness  of  the  solution  of  these 
difficult  engineering  problems. 

It  is  a  satisfaction  to  the  Board  of  Managers  to  record  the  fact 
that  the  present  State  administration  has  approved  the  continua- 
tion of  the  employment  of  the  engineer  who  prepared  the  plans 
for  the  mechanical  equipment  of  the  Village  and  under  whose 
supervision  the  installation  of  these  important  features  is  being 
made.* 

Reports  of  Legislative  Committees 

The  Joint  L^islative  Committee  to  investigate  the  needs  of 
the  State  institutions,  in  its  report  to  the  Legislature  of  1916  made 
the  following  statement  : 

**  A  definite  policy  should  be  adopted  by  the  State  with 
reference  to  the  development  of  institutions  for  the  feeble- 
minded. There  is  an  urgent  necessity  for  custodial  care  for 
a  large  number  of  feeble-minded  who  are  not  now  in 
institutions.^' 

This  statement  was  followed  by  a  definite  recommendation  for 
the  development  of  Letchworth  Village.  This  Committee,  which 
was  continued,  reported  to  the  Legislature  of  1916,  and  made  the 
following  recommendations  at  that  time: 

"  Since  the  last  report  of  this  Committee  on  February  22, 
1915,  the  status  of  the  institutions  for  the  feeble-minded  has,

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so  far  as  the  aocommodation  for  this  class  of  people  is  oon- 
eemed>  not  changed.  The  Committee  again  calls  attention  to 
the  fact  that  there  is  urgent  necessity  for  care  for  a  large  num- 
ber of  the  feeble-minded  who  are  not  now  in  institutious. 
All  of  the  institutions  now  in  existence  are  crowded  to  their 
utmost  capacity  and  provision  must  be  made  for  taking  care 
of  the  large  number  of  these  people  who  should  be  looked 
after.  The  Committee  does  not  recommend  the  establishment 
of  a  new  institution  of  this  character.  It  believes  that  the 
existing  institutions  can  be  enlarged  with  safety  and  with 
due  regard  to  the  care  of  the  inmates  to  a  point  where  the 
most  pressing  needs  of  this  population  can  be  satisfied.  The 
place  where  the  largest  number  of  additional  people  can  be 
cared  for  wdth  the  least  expenditure  of  money  is  Letchworth 
Village  and  the  appropriations  should  be  made  at  once  for 
new  construction  there.  A  program  should  be  mapped  out 
which  will  provide  for  the  completion  of  that  institution  so 
that  it  will  take  care  of  a  number  of  persons  at  least  as  great 
as  was  contemplated  by  the  original  plan.  On  account  of  the 
location  of  Letchworth  Village  in  the  vicinity  of  the  City  of 
Xew  York  it  is  adapted  to  care  for  a  large  number  of  persons 
from  the  metropolitan  district  who  are  in  need  of  custodial 
care  and  the  completion  of  this  institution  should  be  provided 
for  as  a  definite  policy  of  the  State. 

"  The  institutions  at  Rome  and  Newark  are  capable  of  con- 
siderable expansion  and  the  Committee  recommends  that  plans 
be  made  for  the  enlargement  of  these  institutions*  During 
this  fiscal  year  the  moneys  available  for  new  construction 
should  in  the  opinion  of  the. Committee  be  sp^it  at  Letchworth 
Village." 

However  opinions  may  differ  as  to  the  further  development  of 
the  system  of  state-care  for  the  feeble-minded,  there  is  universal 
agreement  tJiat  the  first  step  is  the  prompt  completion  of  Letch- 
worth Village. 

Xkw  York  Commiitee  on  Feeble-Mindedness 

An  independent  state-wide  organization  has,  during  the  past 
year,  taken  up  the  study  of  this  important  problem  and  is  formula- 
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ring  a  constructive  program  looking  to  more  adequate  state-care 
for  the  feeble-minded,  to  the  decrease  of  the  number  of  defectives 
and  the  proper  care  and  control  of  this  unfortunate  part  of  the 
iwpulation.  The  first  item  in  the  program  which  has  been  pre- 
pared by  this  organization  is  the  prompt  development  and  com- 
pletion of  Letehworth  Village. 

Program  for  the  Coming  Year 

The  Board  of  Managers  has  requested  an  appropriation  of 
$1,164,600  for  construction  and  permanent  improvements.  The 
Board  proposes  that  authority  be  given  to  complete  the  Boys'  Im« 
provable  Group  and  build  the  Adult  Female  Group,  together  with 
such  structures  as  may  be  needed  in  connection  with  the  proper 
conduct  of  these  groups. 

At  the  present  time  the  Village  has  342  beds.  When  the  four 
donnitories  authorized  by  the  Legislature  of  1916  are  completed, 
the  niunber  will  be  increased  to  622.  The  construction  of  the 
Adult  Female  Group  will  provide  560  more  beds.  As  they  are  so 
urgently  needed  it  is  hoped  that  the  Legislature  will  authorize  at 
least  this  amount  of  new  construction  during  the  coming  year. 
The  Board  of  Managers  is,  however,  prepared  to  proceed  more  or 
less  rapidly  as  the  Legislature  may  direct. 

Owing  to  the  greatly  increased  cost  of  doing  the  work  in  small 
sections,  and  in  view  of  the  urgent  demand  for  further  accommoda- 
tions for  the  feeble-minded,  the  Board  of  Managers  believes  it  is 
in  the  interest  of  economy  to  complete  Letehworth  Village  as  soon 
as  the  condition  of  the  State  Treasury  will  permit. 

System  of  Control 

In  addition  to  its  responsibility  for  the  construction,  develop- 
ment and  management  of  Letehworth  Village,  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers has  from  the  start  taken  the  position  that  to  accomplish  the 
best  results  and  to  provide  the  most  adequate  care  for  the  inmate 
population  it  is  essential  to  have  a  simple  and  effective  system  of 
central  control,  leaving  the  institution  free  in  the  conduct  of  detail 
matters. 

This  Board  has,  consequently,  year  by  year  discussed  this 
important  problem,  so  that  the  facts  might  become  more  generally 
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known,  as  the  first  step  toward"^  securing  a  simplified  and  more 
satisfactory  system  of  control. 

The  Secretary  of  this  Board  at  the  State  Conference  of  Charities 
and  Correction  in  1912  read  a  paper  on  this  subject,  calling  atten- 
tion to  the  anomalous  condition  then  existing. 

In  1914  a  special  committee  of  the  Board  of  Managers  made  a 
further  investigation  and  secured  the  services  of  the  Bureau  of 
Municipal  Research,  which  made  an  exhaustive  examination  into 
the  subject.*  The  Board  of  Managers  later  made  a  special  report 
to  the  Constitutional  Convention  of  1915  and,  in  addition,  has 
regularly  discussed  those  important  problems  in  its  annual  reports 
to  the  Legislature. 

The  appointment  by  Governor  Whitman  of  Honorable  Charles 
II.  Strong,  as  a  commissioner  under  the  Moreland  Act,  was  accord- 
ingly welcomed,  in  the  belief  that  an  impartial  investigation  and  a 
report  by  a  man  so  well  qualified  by  experience  and  training  for 
this  important  and  difficult  service  would  be  productive  of  results. 

This  Board  is  only  concerned  with  the  part  of  Commissioner 
Strong's  investigation  and  report  relating  to  the  system  of  control 
of  the  State-  Charitable  Institutions.  This  Board  regrets,  as  does 
every  fair-minded  individual,  that  matters  foreign  to  the  original 
scope  of  this  investigation  were  injected  into  it  which  temporarily 
distracted  attention  from  the  main  object  of  the  inquiry. 

(Commissioner  Strong  has,  very  properly,  laid  emphasis  on  the 
fact  that  his  investigation  had  nothing  to  do  with  matters  of  per- 
sonality, and  that  his  duty  was  not  concerned  in  the  least  with  such 
matters.  In  view  of.  what  has  taken  place,  the  Board  of  Managt^rs 
desires  to  record  at  this  time  its  sense  of  appreciation  of  the 
rtorviees  to  the  State  and  this  institution  of  William  Rhinelander 
Stewart.  The  people  of  the  State  of  New  York  have  seldom  had 
a  more  loyal,  untiring  or  unselfish  public  servant  or  one  who  has 
endeavored  more  conscientiously  and  faithfully  to  live  up  to  the 
responsibilities  and  duties  of  his  ofiice. 

Letchworth  Village  is  under  a  particular  obligation  to  Mr. 
Stewart,  as  he  was  Chairman  of  the  Commission  which  selected  the

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site  for  the  Village,  and  since  the  completion  of  his  work  as  a  Site 
Commissioner,  he  has  been  an  unfailing  supporter  of  the  policies 
of  the  Board  of  Managers.  As  time  goes  on  it  will  be  more  and 
more  realized  how  much  this  institution  owes  to  the  unselfish  work 
which  William  Rhinelander  Stewart  has  done  in  its  behalf. 

This  Board  believes  that  in  Commissioner  Strong's  conclusions 
are  to  be  found  the  basic  ideas  which  can,  through  proper  legisla- 
tion, be  made  to  effect  the  changes  so  long  needed  in  order  to  secure 
the  most  efficient  and  economical  administration  of  the  State 
CLaritable  Institutions. 

As  it  seems  important  that  the  L^slature  should  imderstand 
hw  these  problems  affect  this  Institution,  Commissioner  Strong's 
™ou3  recommendations  will  be  considered  somewhat  in  detail. 

Recommendations 

While  many  of  the  matters  referred  to  below  have  been  con- 
sidcred  in  previous  reports,  this  Board  feels  that  it  is  its  duty  to 
eontiiuie  to  point  out  necessary  changes  until  they  have  been' 
fiuallv  effected.

This  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  simplest  and  most  effective 
.\vt'teiii  of  central  control  should  be  made  possible  through  the 
enactment  of  the  necessary  legislation  at  the  coming  session  of  the 
Legislature. 

While  the  relations  of  this  Board  with  every  department  with 
wliich  it  comes  in  contact  are  most  cordial  and  while  Letchworth 
Village  is  most  appreciative  of  the  continued  co-operation  and  help 
^f  the  officials  at  Albany,  the  Board  nevertheless  believes  that, 
entirely  apart  from  any  question  of  personality,  a  system  can  be 
'levirH^d  which  will  lead  to  further  economies  in  administration  and 
le  of  immeasurable  benefit  to  the  wards  of  the  State,  for  whose 
'1110  j-iuh  large  amounts  of  money  are  being  annually  appropriated. 

At  this  point  it  is  particularly  necessary  to  record  the  sense  of 
'obligation  of  this  institution  to  the  officers  and  staff  of  the  Fiscal 
Supervisor's  department. 

IJKCONSTRrcT  THE  StATE   BoAUD  OF  CuARITlES 

It  is  undoiiibtedly  the  fact,  as  Commissioner  Strong  pertinently 
points  out,  that  from  the  hour  of  the  creation  of  the  office  of  Fiscal 
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Supervisor  in  1902,  "  the  power,  dignity  and  influence  of  the 
State  Board  of  Charities  began  to  wane."  If  the  State  Board  is  to 
become  an  effective  agent  for  the  control,  guidance  and  supervision 
of  the  State  Charitable  Institutions,  it  must,  as  Commissioneor 
Strong  recommends,  be  recreated  and  be  again  clothed  with  the 
very  large  powers  which  the  framers  of  the  Constitution  who 
created  this  body  intended  to  put  into  its  handsw 

It  is  not  necessary  to  discuss  the  factors  which  have  brought 
about  the  present  unfortunate  position  in  which  the  State  Board 
of  Charities  finds  itself.  It  is,  however,  a  fact  recognized  by  all 
that  the  recommendations  of  the  State  Board  are  considered  of 
less  importance  than  those  of  other  bodies  having  supervisory 
control  of  the  State  Charitable  Institutions.  This  is  particularly 
true  in  regard  to  the  matter  of  appropriations.  This  Board  also 
endorses  the  following  recommendation  of  Commissioner  Strong: 

"  I  would  give  to  the  Xew  York  State  Board  of  Charities 
the  power  to  require  submission  to  it  in  the  first  instance  of 
all  institutional  requests  for  appropriations,  whether  for 
maintenance  or  otherwise,  before  submission  thereof  to  the 
Legislature  or  the  executive  or  the  new  budget-agency  pro- 
vided in  1916,  always  reserving  the  right  of  any  of  these 
bodies  to  go  directly  to  the  institution  for  budgetary 
information." 

This  Board  approves  Commissioner  Strong's  plan  for  the  recon- 
struction of  the  State  Board  of  Charities  and  giving  it  administra- 
tive powers  as  well  as  those  of  visitation  and  inspection. 

A  New  Department  for  the  Feeble-Minded 

In  its  report  to  the  Constitutional  Convention,  this  Board  recom- 
mended that  a  new  department  should  be  prov^ided  for  the  super 
vision  of  the  feeble-minded  to  occupy,  in  relation  to  this  class  of 
the  community,  the  same  position  as  the  State  Hospital  Commis- 
sion does  towards  the  administration  of  the  State  Hospitals  for 
the  Insane. 

Commissioner  Srong  says: 

"  I  find  there  is  a  demand  from  one  end  of  the  State  to  the 
other,  both  in  and  out  of  the  institutions,  for  a  new  and  inde- 
pendent department  for  the  care  of  the  feeble-minded." 
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Se  qaoboB  the  testimony  of  Fxank  A.  Yaaderlip,  President  of  the 
£oard  of  Managero  of  Lefecliworth  Village  as  follows: 

"  I  M.ierv:6,  therefore,  that  a  eepaaute  body,  compoeed  of 
men  equipped  by  training  and  experience  to  deal  with  this 
special  group  and  who  would  direct  their  undivided  attention 
to  the  development  of  a  comprehensive  plan  for  the  care  and 
treatraient  of  the  mentally  deficient,  and  supervisory  control 
of  the  State  institutions  and  work  for  the  mentally  deficient 
and  epileptic  could  deal  more  effectively  with  this  phase  of 
the  State's  responsibility  than  the  State  Board  of  Charities, 
having  the  supervision  of  a  large  number  of  charitable  insti- 
tutions differing  widely  in  character  of  equipment  mnd 
service,  however  able  the  personnel  of  such  a  board." 

The  opinion  of  a  Committee  of  the  Psychiatric  Society  is  also 
^oted  by  Comrnissioner  Strong  as  follows: 

"  It  seemed  to  your  Committee  that  the  tasks  of  putting 
into  operation  a  new  and  comprehensive  law  for  dealing  with 
mental  deficiency,  of  developing  the  different  types  of  institu- 
tions needed  and  of  carrying  out  plans  for  securing  adequate 
protection  of  the  mentally  defective  in  the  community  are  so 
vastly  important  that  they  should  be  entrusted  only  to  a  Com- 
mission created  especially  for  their  performance  and  com- 
posed of  the  best  qualified  persons  whom  the  State  can  secura 
We  are  convinced  that  the  administration  of  institutions  for 
the  mentally  defective  and  of  laws  for  their  protection  and 
commitment  is  not  a  proper  fimction  of  the  State  Board  of 
Charities,  and  that  the  care  and  commitment  of  epileptics 

should  be  a  function  of  a  board  created  to  deal  with  mental 
deficiency." 

This  Board  accordingly  endorses  the  following  recommendation 
Blade  »by  Commissioner  Strong  for  the  establishment  of  a  Bureau 
f»r  mental  deficiencgr  in  the  State  Board  of  Charities : 

"Pending  the  adoption  of  such  new  constitutional  pro- 
vision as  will  permit  the  establishment  of  an  independent 
State  department  for  the  supervision  of  the  mentally  defee- 
tive,  knowoL  generally  as  the  feeble-minded,  I  reoonmiend  the 
flstablishnient  of  a  new  bureau  in  the  State  Board  of  Ohari- 
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tiee,  to  be  known  as  the  Bureau  of  Mental  Deficiency,  die 
chairman  of  which  is  to  be  one  of  the  paid  members  of  the 
board,  and  who  must  be  a  physician  with  special  training  in 
psychiatry,  and  associated  with  whom  is  to  be  a  new  unpaid 
advisory  council,  named  by  the  chairman  and  approved  by 
the  State  Board. 

'^  In  the  State  Hospital  Commission,  the  State  has  made 
independent  provision  for  the  supervision  of  the  insane,  ^who 
furnish  no  graver  problem  than  do  the  mentally  defectiveu' 
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Abolish  Unnegessaby  Depabtments 

In  considering  the  functions  of  the  Fiscal  Supervisor,  Com- 
missianer  Strong  says: 

'^  In  a  careful  analytical  report  of  the  Special  Ccxnniittee 
of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  Letchworth  Village  on  the  bjb- 
tem  of  control  of  the  State  institutions,  made  in  1914,  it  is 
said: 

^' '  Through  his  hold  upon  the  purse  strings,  the  Fiacal 
Supervisor  has  far  greater  power  than  the  State  Board  of 
Charities  or  any  other  department  having  to  do  with  chari- 
table institutions.  No  part  of  any  appropriation  can  be  spent 
until  estimates  have  been  presented  in  detail  to  the  Fiscal 
Supervisor  and  approved  by  him.  The  system  of  expenditures 
upon  allotments  makes  the  institutions  completely  dependent 
upon  him.  Xo  recommendation  of  the  State  Board  of 
Charities,  Salary  Classification  Commission,  or  State  Airshi- 
tect,  that  involves  the  expenditure  of  money,  can  be  carried 
into  effect  without  the  consent  of  the  Fiscal  Supervisor.'  '* 

Commissioner  Strong  further  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that 

"  It  should  be  remembered  that  the  statutory  powers  and 
duties  of  the  Fiscal  Supervisor  and  the  State  Board,  in 
respect  of  recommendations  for  State  institutional  appropria- 
tions are  substantially  identical,  and,  so  an  opinion  of  the 
Attorney-General  discloses." 

He  goes  on  to  say: 

'^  I  doubt  if  it  is  generally  realized  that  most  of  the  other 
work  performed  by  the  clerks  in  the  office  of  the  Fiscal  Super- 
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visor  has  of  late  been  assumed  or  is,  in  substance,  done  over 
again  by  clerks  in  the  office  of  the  Comptroller.  ♦  ♦  ♦ 
There  are  three  audits  of  each  account." 

This  condition  of  affairs  accordingly  brings  Commissioner  Strong 
to  the  conclusion  that  this  office  should  be  abolished.  His  conclu- 
sions are  stated  in  these  words : 

''  Such  of  the  duties  of  the  Fiscal  Supervisor  as  relate  to 
audit  should  be  vested  in  the  Comptroller  solely.  This  would 
not  mean  the  imposition  of  new  duties  upon  the  Comptroller. 
He  has  them  now.  It  would  mean  simply  that  duplication 
of  labor  in  the  process  of  audit  would  be  ended. 

. "  The  remaining  powers  of  the  Fiscal  Supervisor  either 
are  now  vested  in  the  State  Board  of  Charities  or  should  be. 
Functions  of  the  Fiscal  Supervisor  to  which  the  State  Board 
is  unaccustomed  are  the  periodic  revision  of  institution  esti- 
mates and  the  supervision  of  purchasing  under  joint  contract. 
For  the  reasons  already  set  forth,  I  am  convinced  that  the 
estimate  system,  modified  as  I  have  herein  above  suggested 
to  the  extent  of  providing  by  administrative  order  allotments 
in  group  instead  of  allotments  in  detail  as  at  present,  should 
be  administered  by  one  member  of  the  State  Board.  My  sug- 
gestion is  that  that  memlier  shall  be  the  President  of  the 
State  Board,  to  be  appointed  and  compensated  as  hereinafter 
provided.  The  inspectorial  staff  of  the  Board,  which  visits 
State  institutions  and  which  could  be  enlarged  if  desirable, 
would  bring  to  the  desk  of  the  estimate  revision  officer  the 
required  information  as  to  institution  needs.  The  President 
of  the  Board,  directing  this  work,  would,  as  a  member  of  the 
Board,  know  its  policy  with  respect  to  each  of  the  institutions 
that  it  supervises." 

Building  Improvement  Commission 

Commissioner  Strong  says : 

*^  A  reading  of  the  minutes  discloses  that  the  Governor 
was  called  upon  to  give  his  time  to  the  careful  consideration 
of  such  matters  as  a  shack  over  a  root  cellar,  plastering  in  a 
toilet  room,  the  resetting  of  register  frames  for  eight  dollars. 
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one  extra  drop  li^t,  the  subBtitution  of  black  slate  for  green 
slate,  a  piggery  aod  a  hen-houfle  —  a  list  which  might  be 
continued  at  great  length.     *     *     * 

"  The  President  of  the  State  Board  characterized  it  as  a 
^  useless  commission/  and  the  Fiscal  Supervisor  said  that 
neither  the  Governor  nor  he  should  be  members  of  it/^ 

This  Board  is  convinced  that  Cammissioner  Strong,  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  State  Board  of  CharitieB  and  the  Fiscal  Supervisor 
ne  Tight  Another  wise  recommendation  is  made  by  Commis- 
flioner  Strong  in  the  following  words : 

"  In  order  to  end  such  interminable  and  disastrous  delay 
in  building  construction  as  was  visited  upon  Letchworth 
Village,  I  favor  the  sugestions  that  institution  authorities  be 
authorized  by  law  to  retain  an  architect  to  draw  planB  and 
specifications  for  new  buildings  for  which  appropriations 
have  been  granted  in  case  the  State  Architect  certifieB  that 
he  cannot  prepare  the  plans  and  specifications  within  a  rea- 
sonable time  to  be  fixed  by  statute,  all  plans  and  specifica- 
tions, prepared  by  the  State  Architect  or  otherwise,  to  receive 
the  approval  of  the  President  of  the  State  Board." 

CoMMissioiT  ox  Sites,  Bttildinqs  and  Geoukds 

La  its  Seventh  Annual  Eeport  this  Board  made  the  following 
recommendation  which  is  again  urged : 

^'  Chapter  625,  Laws  of  1913,  estabhshed  the  Coannodfision 
on  Sites,  Qrounds  and  Buildings.  The  Board  agi^es  with 
the  State  Architect  and,  other  members  of  this  Oammission 
in  their  view  that  it  serves  no  good  purpose  and  results  in  d 
duplication  of  work  and  effort  not  commensurate  with  any 
possibility  of  accomplishment  Boards  and  officers  existing 
prior  to  1913  possess  ample  authority  to  safeguard  the  inter- 
ests of  the  State  and  for  the  sake  of  simplicity  and  economy 
the  abolition  of  this  Commission  is  recommended." 

There  is  unanimous  agreement  as  to  the  uselessness  of  this  body. 
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BoABD  OF  Examiners 

Tliis  Board  agrees  with  the  following  opinion  of  Commisfidoner 
Strong: 

"  Irrespective  of  the  moral  and  sociologiGal  phases  of  the 
question^  it  id  clear  to  me  that  it  is  only  a  waste  of  public 
funds  to  continue  this  Board  under  existing  conditions,  and 
I  recommend  the  repeal  of  the  law  creating  it." 

Saxajey  Clabsipigation  Commission 

Cbmmi»^oner  Strong  says: 

"  The  main  criticism  of  the  Commission  by  institutional 
heads  is  based  upon  alleged  delay  in  action  upon  requesfts* 
Much  of  this  criticism  has  been  warrented.    *    ♦    * 

"  One  reason  for  the  delay  in  the  work  of  tihe  Commission 
is  the  infrequency  of  meetings  of  the  Commission,  although 
it  does  meet  as  often  as  is  required  by  the  Statute.  One 
result  is  that  desirable  employees,  seeking  increases  in  salary, 
are  last  to  the  institutions  because  they  cannot  remain  so  long 
in  uncertainty-  pending  the  action  of  the  Commission,  An^ 
other  result  is  tibat  employees  are  placed  in  authorized  posi*- 
tions  which  bear  titles  wholly  foreign  to  the  work  actually 
dtme.    *    *    * 

"  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  Chairman  of  the  Commission,, 
the  President  of  the  State  Board  of  Charities,  has  done  his 
work  carefully,  and  that  his  intention  has  been  to  compensate 
tha  State's  employees  on  a  standard  tiiat  bore  some  semblance 
to  that  adopted  by  the  other  State  institutional  groups,  and  to 
liiat  prevailing  in  municipal  or  private  servica  But  he  has 
not  had  the  staff  that  might  have  enabled  him  to  deal  with 
salary  schedules  upon  a  comprehensive  basis.    *    *    ♦ 

"  For  years  it  has  been  apparent  to  the  Chairman  of  the 
Commission  and  to  others  that  there  is  a  wide  disparity 
between  the  salaries  and  wages  paid  in  the  three  great  insti- 
tntianal  groaps^  the  charitable,  the  prisons  and  the  hospitals 
for  the  insana  Governor  Hughes  said  in  his  message  to  the 
Legislature  in  1908 : 
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While  the  State  is  the  one  employer,  there  are  diversities 
in  existing  classifications  and  in  the  means  of  fixing  salaries 
which  are  wholly  unnecessary  and  subject  the  State  service 
to  serious  disadvantage.  In  some  cases  one  portion  of  tiie 
State  service  in  effect  competes  with  others  and  the  want  of 
harmonious  action  breeds  widespread  dissatisfaction.    ♦   *    *  ' 

^^  In  general^  it  may  be  said  that  the  highest  compensation 
is  made  in  the  hospitals,  the  next  in  the  prisons,  and  the 
lowest  in  the  charitable  institutions.    *    *    * 

"  To  sum  up,  there  is  nothing  left  to  justify  the  continued 
existence  of  the  Commission.  *  *  *  I  have  carefully 
examined  the  report  of  Senator  Horton's  committee  and  am 
convinced  not  only  that  it  is  based  upon  sound  principles  of 
investigation,  but  that  the  committee  has  comprehensively 
considered  the  long  standing  problems  of  inequality  and  dis- 
parity in  all  institutional  service  compensation  and  lias 
adopted  reasonable  standards  that  should  be  tested  in  actual 
experience.^' 

This  Board  believes  that  the  correct  solution  of  the  problem  of 
employment,  including  the  classification  of  positions  and  the  rates 
of  payment,  is  one  of  the  most  important  problems  that  can  be 
considered  by  the  Legislature.  It  believes  in  the  general  principles 
enunciated  by  the  Horton  Committee  and  trusts  that  legislation 
will  be  enacted  on  the  general  lines  recommended  by  it. 

Pensions  for  Employees 

The  Superintendent  of  the  Craig  Colony  for  Epileptics,  in  his 
report  for  1914,  made  the  following  recommendations: 

"  The  pension  system  for  employees  now  in  force  in  the 
State  hospitals  for  the  insane  of  this  State,  should,  in  my 
opinion,  be  extended  so  8  s  to  include  the  employees  of  the 
various  State  charitable  institutions,  one  of  which  is  the 
Colony.  This  pension  system  has  been  in  use  for  a  sufficient 
period  to  show  that  on  the  whole  it  is  quite  satisfactory.  The 
salaries  and  wages  paid  to  officers  and  employees  of  the 
various  State  institutions  should,  for  like  service,  be  placed 
on  a  uniform  basis.     A  discrimination  in  the  matter  of  sal- 
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aries  and  wages  makes  it  exceedingly  difficult  for  an  institu- 
tion with  a  low  rate,  especially  if  located  in  a  remote  district, 
to  retain,  or  in  fact  obtain,  desirable  employees. '^ 

These  considerations  are  extremely  important  in  securing  and 
holding  the  best  types  of  officers  and  employees.  The  Board  of 
Managers  hopes  not  only  that  salaries  and  wages  can  be  placed  on 
a  imiform  basis,  but  that  an  incentive  can  be  given  to  keep  officers 
and  employees  in  the  service. 

The  present  excessive  rate  of  rotation  of  employees  is  demoral- 
king  and  costly  and  could,  undoubtedly,  be  greatly  lowered,  with 
a  corresponding  improvement  in  the  standard  of  service  were  it 
possible  to  secure  a  uniform  classification  of  salaries  in  the  hos- 
pitals, prisons  and  charitable  institutions,  varying  only  in  so  far 
as  local  conditions  must  be  considered  and  providing  for  adequate 
retirement  pensions. 

Civil  Service  Appointments 

The  Board  of  Managers  firmly  believes  in  the  "  merit  system," 
but  is  also  of  the  opinion  that  improvements  can  be  made  in  its 
practical  application. 

Honorable  John  C.  Birdseye,  Secretary  of  the  State  Civil  Ser- 
vice Commission,  stated  in  a  letter  written  to  the  Fiscal  Supervisor 
in  1912 : 

"  We  concede  that  the  present  classification  of  positions  at 
the  charitable  institutions  is  the  result  of  *  precedent  and  cus- 
tom.' It  should  be  borne  in  mind,  however,  that  the  present 
classification  is  unbalanced,  having  had  its  inception  years 
ago  when  positions  were  not  as  numerous  as  at  present,  and  at 
a  time  when  our  facilities  for  handling  examinations  were 
not  as  advanced  as  at  present.  It  may  be  found,  therefore, 
that  certain  positions  now  in  the  non-competitive  class,  may 
be  properly  transferred  to  the  competitive  class,  with  the 
understanding,  of  course,  that  the  present  incumbents  would 
continue  without  further  examination." 

Mr.  Harold  N.  Saxton,  Chief  Examiner  of  the  State  Civil  Ser- 
vice Commission,  in  his  report  for  1912  to  the  Commission  said; 

•*  Then  it  has  also  occurred  to  me  that  the  relation  of  pub 
lie  education  to  the  civil  service  svstem  should  be  most  care- 
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fully  studied.  Can  there  not  be  a  systematic  coordination  of 
our  school  systmn  and  the  civil  service  system  ?  It  has  been 
said  that  the  State  of  New  York  carries  the  examination  idea 
to  the  extreme.  Through  a  system  of  examinations  pupils  are 
giraduated  from  the  grammar  schools  and  admitted  to  the  high 
schools;  upon  passing  suecesafully  the  required  examinations 
they  graduate  from  the  high  sdiool.  An  academic  diploma 
is  required  for  admission,  for  example,  to  the  study  of  medi- 
cine; at  the  end  of  the  course  the  stud^:it  is  examined  for 
graduation  and  then,  if  he  desires  to  practice  medicine  in  this 
State,  he  must  take  an  examination  for  license,  and  on  top  o€ 
all  this,  if  he  desires  to  serve  the  State  in  the  capacity  of 
physician  he  is  usually  required  to  compete  in  another  exam- 
ifiatien.  for  the  appointment  to  which  he  aspires.  I  have  no 
suggestion  to  make  in  this  connection.  I  leave  it  to  those 
more  competent  and  with  more  time  at  their  command  to 
study  out  a  plan  for  the  inter-relation  of  public  education  and 
public  employment." 

Honorable  Dennis  McCarthy,  formerly  Fiscal  Supervisor, 
caufied  an  examination  to  be  made  by  representatives  of  his-  de- 
partment into  the  application  of  the  civil  service  rules  as  affecting 
the  State  charitable  institutions.  The  conclusions  reached  by  his 
investigators  were  as  follows : 

"  Without  doubt,  the  Civil  Service  Commission  desires  to 
serve  the  public  fairly  in  administering  the  law.  The  insti- 
tutions are  fully  cognizant  of  this  fact,  but  feel  that  the  Com- 
mission is  not  in  as  close  touch  with  them  as  they  believe 
desirable. 

"  The  appointing  officers  of  the  institutions  have  many 
more  difficulties  with  which  they  must  cope  in  selecting  their 
employees  than  have  department  heads.  Employees  prefer 
departmental  to  institutional  work.  In  securing  employees, 
the  appointing  officer  is  hampered  by  this  condition,  and  by 
the  situation  of  the  institution,  the  commercial  activities  in 
the  vicinity,  the  class  of  patients  under  treatment,  and 
various  other  factors,  which  do  not  appear  in  the  depart- 
mental problem.     Moreover,  other  departments  are  depend- 
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ing  on  the  institution  for  fairly  accurate  work.  For  this  the 
superintendent  is  responsible,  and  often,  when  there  is  not  a 
full  quota  of  officers,  or  employees,  is  hard  pressed  in  many 
departments  of  his  institution.  Therefore  it  seems  that  it 
would  be  only  reasonable  to  allow  more  latitude  to  the 
appointing  officer,  and  this  can  only  be  done  by  a  re^^lassifica- 
tion  of  all  institutional  positions ;  placing  all  not  essentially 
clerical  in  character  in  the  non-competitive  class,  and  nurses, 
teachers  and  the  like  (who  possess  a  State  certificate  or 
diploma),  in  the  exempt  class.  This  would  act  toward  rais- 
ing the  standard  of  efficiency  of  institutional  employees,  by 
placing  the  burden  of  responsibility  for  securing  competent 
employees  on  the  superintendents,  or  other  appointing 
officers." 

The  Board  of  Managers  believes  that,  as  a  result  of  closer  co-op- 
oration  between  the  State  Civil  Service  Commission,  the  Commis- 
ttoner  of  Education,  and  the  Boards  of  Managers,  further  improve- 
ments can  be  made  in  the  practical  application  of  the  civil  service 
nilea,  which  will  result  in  increasing  efficiency  in  the  conduct  of 
the  State  charitable  and  reformatory  institutions. 

Institutional  Eahnings 

This  Board  has  long  felt  that  the  present  system  of  requiring 
tiat  all  earnings  must  be  turned  into  the  State  Treasury  without 
giving  the  institutions  credit  for  those  earnings  takes  away  much 
incentive  to  use  the  institutional  farms  and  other  activities  to  their 
maximum  capacity. 

The  Board  approves  the  recommendation  of  the  Fiscal  Super- 
visor in  this  regard  and  recommends  that  the  necessary  legislation 
to  carry  out  this  recommendation  be  enacted. 

Institution  Treasurers 
The  following  recommendation  made  by  the  Board  to  the  Legis- 
llituree  of  1912,  1915  and  1916  is  again  urged: 

"  The  present  system  of  institution  treasurers  is  not  uni- 
form, is  cumbersome  and  entails  a  large  amount  of  labor  on 
voluntary  officials  who  are,  in  most  instances,  unpaid  and  at 
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the  same  time  required  to  do  a  large  amount  of  work,  part  of 
which  is  unnecessary,  and  most  of  which  should  be  done  in 
the  institution  offices. 

"  The  State  Comptroller  and  the  Fiscal  Supervisor  have 
recommended  that  legislation  be  enacted  providing  that  the 
superintendent  of  each  institution,  as  is  now  done  in  a  few 
cases,  be  given  authority  to  act  as  treasurer.  This  Board 
approves  the  enactment  of  such  legislation." 

Bond  Issuks  foe  Permanknt  Construction 

The  President  of  this  Board  wrote  as  follows  to  the  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Finance  of  the  Constitutional  Convention  of 
1915: 

"  For  the  past  four  years  I  have  been  President  of  the 
Board  of  Managers  of  one  of  the  newer  State  charitable  insti 
tutions,  Letchworth  Village,  an  institution  designed  to  accom- 
modate some  three  thousand  of  the  feeble-minded.  During 
these  four  years  I  have  had  many  opportunities  to  observe 
the  processes  and  methods  by  which  the  State  provides  for 
the  construction  of  its  institutions.  Whatever  else  may  be 
said  of  it,  certainly  it  is  not  an  economical  process.  With 
every  step  there  are  delays,  inconsistenci(BS  and  wasteful 
extravagances,  which  are  generally  perpetrated  in  the  name 
of  economy.  The  exigencies  of  the  annual  budget  do  not 
seem  to  permit  the  development  of  any  harmonious  and  well- 
considered  and,  therefore,  economical  plan  of  construction 
of  State  institutions.  The  State  expends  large  sums  of  money 
in  acquiring  sites  and  in  doing  the  preliminary  work  thereon, 
and  then  incurs  large  losses  by  failing  to  erect  the  necessary 
buildings  and  make  productive  the  investment  already  mada 
The  State  is  so  far  behind  not  only  in  providing  for  the 
feeble-minded,  which  has  come  within  my  personal  knowledge, 
but  also,  I  am  told,  in  regard  to  the  insane  and  in  regard  to 
penal  institutions,  that  it  seems  to  me  inevitable  that  a  well- 
considered,  conservative,  consistent  program  of  State  con- 
struction can  only  be  put  through  by  the  means  of  a  moderate 
annual  issue  of  bonds." 
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It  is  the  opinion  of  this  Board  that  the  State  will  never  be  able 
to  live  up  to  its  obligations  in  making  provision  for  the  insane, 
defective  and  delinquent  wards  of  the  State  until  construction  is 
financed  through  bond  issues. 

Budget 

Commissioner  Strong  says: 

"  If  I  felt  it  to  be  within  my  province  in  this  report  to 
express  my  view  on  an  annual  legislative  appropriation  for 
'personal  services/  carried  in  such  detail  as  in  1916,  I 
should  say  that  it  is  unwise  legislation.  *  *  *  Some 
latitude  in  fixing  salaries  should  be  reposed  in  the  local  boards 
of  managers.  *  *  *  Governor  Hughes  said  in  his  annual 
message  in  1909 :  '  It  is  not  advisable  that  particular  sal- 
aries of  subordinate  employees  in  State  institutions  should 
be  fixed  directly  by  the  Legislature.  These  matters  of  detail, 
within  the  limits  fixed  by  the  legislative  appropriations, 
should  be  dealt  with  through  administrative  agencies.'  " 

The  Board  concurs  with  the  views  expressed  by  Governor 
Hughes  and  Commissioner  Strong. 

The  Estimate  System 

Commissioner  Strong  says : 

"  Under  the  law  in  New  York,  the  Fiscal  Supervisor  has 
the  discretion  to  determine  the  extent  of  the  detail  of  the 
estimates.  The  Fiscal  Supervisor  has  seen  he  must  draw  the 
line  somewhere  and  has  exercised  this  discretion  by  permit- 
ting a  large  number  of  articles  to  be  grouped  and  requested 
under  list  numbers.  But  there  are  still  too  many  refinements, 
by  far.     *     *     * 

"  If  the  estimate  system  is  to  continue  at  all,  it  must  be 
modified.     ♦     *     * 

"  The  present  Deputy  Fiscal  Supervisor  admits  that  it  is 
practically  impossible  to  tell  whether  the  estimate  system 
saves  money,  and  agrees  with  Mr.  Wright  that  it  may  cost 
more  in  energy  and  mean  more  in  neglect  of  the  more  im- 
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portant  functions  than  could  be  saved  in  reducing  the  cost 
of  supplies.  The  Bureau  of  Municipal  Research,  after  a 
careful  analysis  for  the  Board  of  Managers  at  Letchworth 
Village,  concluded  that  *  The  important  savings  are  not  the 
result  of  the  supervision  of  the  estimates,  but  they  are  made 
by  the  (local)  management  in  controlling  possible  liabilities 
when  they  are  incurred.'  " 

The  budget  is  essential,  but  true  economy  cannot  be  secured 
through  revision  of  the  minute  items  contained  in  the  estimates. 
Central  control  is  essential,  but  to  be  intelKgent,  to  be  helpful  and 
to  effect  economy  the  estimate  system  must  be  readjusted  and  put 
on  the  basis  adopted  by  all  large  and  successful  enterprises. 

Eegistratiok  of  Defbctivks 

Governor  Whitman  made  the  following  alternant  in  his  address 
at  the  time  he  laid  the  comer  stone  of  the  new  ITurses'  Home : 

"  I  believe  that  the  time  is  coming  when,  as  has  been 
recommended  by  those  who  have  studied  the  problem,  all  de- 
fectives will  be  registered,  and  provision  will  be  made  for 
the  care  of  all  such  as  are  without  means  of  support  or  who 
cannot  be  properly  safeguarded  in  their  own  homes." 

The  Board  of  Managers  very  heartily  endorses  Governor  Whitr 
man's  position  as  to  the  necessity  for  the  registration  of  defectives 
and  would  once  more  suggest  that  appropriate  legislation  be  en- 
acted giving  authority  to  the  State  Board  of  Charities,  the  State 
Commissioner  of  Health  or  some  other  central  body  to  require 
that  all  cases  of  feeble-mindedness  be  reported  so  that  a  proper 
disposition  of  each  case  can  be  made. 

Defective  Delinquents 

This  Board  joins  very  heartily  in  the  reconmi^idatron  of  the 
State  Board  of  Charities,  endorsed  by  C<Hnmissioner  Strong,  that 
the  State  should  at  once  provide  adequately  for  the  care  and  treat- 
ment of  defective  delinquents. 
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Extension    of   the    Supervision    of    the    State   Board    of 

Charities 

This  Board  is  in  hearty  sympathy  with  the  following  statement 
made  by  Commissioner  Strong: 

"  I  have  pointed  out  the  disaster  that  fell  upon  the  State 
Board  and  the  public  in  1900,  arising  out  of  the  interpreta- 
tion which  the  Court  of  Appeals  felt  impelled  to  give  to  the 
charities  section  of  the  Constitution.  *  *  *  With  all 
respect,  I  cannot  believe  that  this  was  the  intention  of  the 
framers  erf  the  Constitution.  *  *  *  A  private  charity  is 
a  public  trust  and  should  be  amenable  to  reasonable  State 
supervision." 
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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 


To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  Letchworth  Village: 

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1916:

There  have  been  seventy-one  boys  and  thirteen  girls  admitted 
during  the  year  from  the  following  counties:  Four  from  Che- 
mung, three  from  Chenango,  five  from  Columbia,  one  from  Cort- 
land, two  from  Dutchess,  two  from  Greene,  one  from  Livingston, 
one  from  Madison,  two  from  Nassau,  thirty-six  from  New  York, 
six  from  Orange,  four  from  Rensselaer,  one  from  Rockland,  three 
from  St.  Lawrence,  one  from  Schenectady,  two  from  Steuben, 
three  from  Ulster,  two  from  Warren  and  five  from  Washington. 
Sixty  children,  forty-eight  boys  and  twelve  girls,  have  been  dis- 
charged since  our  last  report ;  eleven  boys  died  —  three  of  diar- 
rhoea enteritis,  two  of  chronic  interstitial  nephritis,  one  of  general 
paralysis  of  insane,  two  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  one  of 
exhaustion  of  idiocy,  one  of  simple  meningitis  and  one  accidental, 
fractured  pelvis ;  two  boys  were  discharged  by  the  court,  thirteen 
boys  ran  away  and  were  not  returned ;  ten  girls  were  transferred 
back  to  Randall's  Island,  two  girls  and  twenty-two  boys  were 
returned  to  parents. 

It  is  now  six  years  since  a  superintendent  was  appointed  at 
Letchworth  Village  and  plans  started  for  the  development  of  an 
institution  that  should  care  for  three  thousand  children  on  the 
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twenty-one  hundred  acres  comprised  in  this  tract.  It  is  well  to 
make  a  little  resume  of  what  has  been  accomplished  during  this 
period. 

First  of  all,  a  carefully  worked  out  plan  has  been  developed 
for  the  institution,  the  essential  feature  being  that  it  is  divided 
into  six  distinct  groups  of  about  five  hundred  each,  so  that  we  can 
build  any  part  of  the  Village  without  having  to  replan  the  entire 
institution  later.  A  gravity  system  of  water,  with  an  abundant 
supply  to  draw  from,  has  been  installed.  A  sewage  disposal 
plant  has  been  constructed  and  tnmk  lines  for  the  sewage  have 
been  laid.  A  spur  track  a  mile  and  a  half  in  length,  connecting 
our  store  and  power  houses  to  the  Erie  Railroad,  has  been  com- 
pleted. A  section  of  the  boiler  house  and  nearly  a  half  a  mile  of 
tunnel,  six  by  seven  in  size,  has  been  finished,  and  the  heating 
pipes  installed.  Four  dormitories,  holding  seventy  each,  have 
been  erected  and  occupied.  A  farm  colony,  holding  fifty,  has 
been  in  operation  for  five  years.  A  second  farm  colony,  which 
was  erected  and  occupied  for  a  time,  is  now  being  used  as  an 
employees'  home  and  as  a  service  building  for  both  employees  and 
children.  A  new  cow  bam,  holding  one  hundred  cattle,  has  been 
erected,  and  is  filled  with  cattle.  A  hen  house,  holding  six  hun- 
dred hens,  has  been  built.  Three  old  barns  have  been  overhauled 
and  made  into  good  stables  for  the  twenty  or  more  horses  which 
we  use.  Three  bams  have  been  reshingled  and  repaired,  to  be 
used  as  storehouses  and  additional  barns  for  hay.  One  bam  has 
been  converted  into  a  blacksmith  shop,  one  into  a  gymnasium  for 
the  children,  and  one  into  an  incubator  house.  Two  new  ice 
houses  have  been  built,  of  sufficient  size  to  store  our  supply  of  ice. 
Three  new  sheds,  twenty  by  one  hundred  feet,  have  been  erected 
to  store  tools,  lumber,  cement  and  other  farm  implments.  Sixteen 
old  houses,  which  were  on  the  place,  have  been  renovated,  so  as  to 
be  used  as  a  hospital,  an  office,  service  buildings,  officers'  quarters, 
houses  for  married  employees  and  other  purposes.  A  canning  fac- 
tory has  been  erected.  A  temporary  laundry  building  has  been 
put  into  operation.  A  superintendent's  residence  was  constructed 
during  the  first  year.     A  mile  and  a  half  of  new  road,  with  stone 
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foundjation  and  covered  with  crusked  stone  or  rotten  stone  tak^ 
from  our  own  pits,  has  been  completed. 

A  service  building,  a  laundry  and  an  attendants'  home  are 
nearly  completed.  A  storehouse,  refrigerating  and  bakery  build- 
ing has  just  been  let.  We  have  the  money  for  four  new  dormi- 
tories, similar  to  the  ones  already  in  operation,  which  will  be  let 
shortly,  and  which  will  hold  seventy  each. 

Our  farm  land  has  been  improved  to  the  point  that  we  ajce  now 
cutting  at  Jeast  ten  times  the  amount  of  hay  that  was  cut  five  yeara 
ago.  Two  hundred  thousand  pine  trees  have  been  set  out.  About 
three  hundred  fruit  trees  have  been  added  to  our  old  orchardfi, 
which  have  been  put  into  such  shape  that  we  can  easily  gather  one 
thousand  barrels  of  apples  a  year.  Two  acres  of  raspberry  and 
blackberry  bushes  have  been  set  out,  and  about  five  thousand  straw- 
berry plants  are  set  out  each  year.  The  equivalent  of  at  least  tOT 
thousand  dollars  worth  of  grading  has  been  done  about  the  new 
buildings.  All  of  the  forage  needed  for  one  hundred  cattle, 
twenty  horses,  one  hundred  pigs  and  six  hundred  hens,  excepting 
a  part  of  the  grain,  is  produced  on  the  farm.  All  of  the  vegetables 
and  fruit,  excepting  a  part  of  the  potatoes,  are  being  raised  on  our 
farm.  If  it  were  not  for  the  grading,  road  building,  excavating, 
etc.,  we  could  raise  easily  enough  produce  to  supply  our  entire 
population. 

Our  institution,  although  still  small,  is  organized  and  ready  to 
receive  children  as  rapidly  as  we  have  the  money  with  which  to 
build  and  as  our  cumbersome  system  of  central  supervision  will 
permit.  The  present  capacity  is  three  hundred  and  forty-two, 
divided  into  four  dormitories  of  seventy  each,  one  colony  of  fifty 
and  one  hospital  of  twelve. 

The  boys  in  two  of  the  dormitories  and  in  the  farm  colony,  who 
are  past  the  school  age,  are  kept  busy  all  of  the  time  out  of  doors, 
at  work  on  the  land,  in  the  barns,  driving  teams,  grading,  etc. 

The  smaller  boys  in  one  dormitory  are  at  work  out  of  doors  a 
part  of  the  time,  but  a  large  portion  of  their  time  is  given  up  to 
school  training,  which  is  carried  on  in  the  playroom  of  this  build- 
ing.    This  work  consists  of  games,  gymnastic  exercises,  basketry, 
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hand  weaving  and  some  manual  work.  Classes  in  shoe  repairing 
and  in  the  band  are  largely  drawn  from  this  group. 

One  dormitory  is  filled  with  women  of  child-bearing  age.  These 
girls  are  divided  into  groups ;  one  group  works  in  the  laundry,  two 
in  sewing  rooms,  two  in  the  kitchens  and  dining  rooms,  and  'the 
remainder  do  the  mending  and  assist  in  the  work  of  the  dormitory. 
One  evening  a  week  there  is  a  class  in  folk  dancing  for  these  girls, 
and  on  the  other  evenings  there  are  classes  in  handiwork,  largely 
given  up  to  special  exercises  with 'the  needle. 

An  old  farmhouse,  which  has  been  made  over  into  a  very  com- 
fortable hospital  by  putting  in  heat,  electric  lights,  two  bath  rooms, 
new  floors,  etc.,  and  which  has  a  capacity  of  twelve  beds,  is,  in  the 
absence  of  sick  children,  filled  with  eight  of  the  smaller  boys  and 
four  of  the  larger  girls.  These  children  will  be  moved  to  their 
wards  if  at  any  time  we  have  enough  sick  ones  to  fill  the  building. 
There  has  been  comparatively  little  sickness  during  the  year, 
excepting  an  epidemic  of  intestinal  disturbance  last  winter  among 
the  low  gradje  boys. 

Our  Field  Worker  has  rendered  invaluable  service  for  us  dur- 
ing the  year  by  visiting  the  homes  and  communities  from  which 
our  children  come  and  obtaining  careful  family  and  social  his- 
tories, thereby  furnishing  us  with  the  necessary  data  to  decide 
whether  a  child  should  be  kept  in  the  institution  indefinitely  or 
given  another  chance  in  the  community. 

The  plans  of  our  institution  are  now  so  complete  and  the  pres- 
sure for  admission  so  great  that  I  am  confident  that  the  Village 
will  be  rapidly  completed,  but,  in  order  to  properly  handle  this 
great  population,  who  have  proved  themselves  to  be  misfits  in 
society,  we  must  have  the  most  competent  assistants  that  can  be 
obtained  from  this  State  and  every  other  State  and  country  from 
which  they  can  be  drawn.  In  order  that  we  may  obtain  these 
ast^istants,  the  Civil  Service  must  be  amended  so  that  we  who  are 
responsible  for  the  work  of  the  institution  have  more  to  say  about 
who  should  be  our  helpers.  The  salaries  must  be  made  adequate 
and  equalized  in  the  different  institutions.  We  must  be  given 
greater  leeway  in  buying  without  submitting  estimates  in  detail. 
Here  at  the  Village  we  must  have  a  club  center,  where  our  assist- 
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ants  can  find  the  same  kind  of  amusements  and  diversions  that  they 
would  have  in  a  village  or  town.  An  automobile  stage  should  be 
furnished  to  carry  the  assistants  to  and  from  trains  and  to  .the  ixywa 
when  they  wish  to  leave  the  institution. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  my  assistantBy 
who  have  stayed  by  and  who  have  done  good  work  under  conditions 
which  do  not  exist  in  an  older  institution.

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INTRODUCTORY  REMARKS 


By  Frank  A.  Vanderlip 

President  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  Letchworth  Village 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen. —  It  is  a  great  pleasure  to  welcome 
you  to  this  splendid  valley,  where,  little  by  little,  a  village  com- 
munity is  being  established,  which,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that 
it  is  hid  away  among  these  wonderful  Ramapo  hills,  yet  has  upon 
it  the  eyes  of  many,  not  only  in  this  country,  but  abroad  as  well, 
who  are  watching  its  development  with  keen  interest. 

As  President  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  w^hich  has  been  en- 
trusted with  the  responsibility  of  developing  what  is  to  become 
tihe  largest  institution  of  itskind  in  the  State,  I  want  to  tell  you 
in  a  very  few  words  just  what  has,  bo  far,  been  accomplished  and 
what  is  still  to  be  done. 

The  Site  Commission  which  acquired  this  splendid  valley,  on 
behalf  of  the  State,  gave  in  their  reports  a  clear  picture  of  the 
problems  which  were  left  for  the  Board  of  Managers  to  solve. 
The  law  defined  the  scope  and  purposes  of  the  Village.  The 
Board  of  ilanagers  have  in  their  work  been  guided  by  these  gen- 
eral principles;  that  all  construction  should  be  as  inexpensive  as 
possible,  but  that  it  should  be  durable,  in  order  to  keep  mainte- 
nance charges  at  the  lowest  possible  point ;  that  each  step  should  be 
taken  only  after  the  best  possible  expert  advice  had  been  received ; 
that  no  permanent  expenditure  should  be  made  until  the  final 
plan  of  development  had  been  approved  and  adopted. 

The  first  request  made  by  the  I^oard  of  Managers  of  the  Legis- 
lature was  for  a  small  appropriation,  Avhich  would  make  possible 
the  employment  of  the  best  expert  advice  which  could  be  obtained. 
That  original  request  was  granted  as  has  been  a  second  similar 
request,  and,  as  I  feel  confident,  a  third  request  will  be  next  year. 

After,  with  the  help  of  the  State  Civil  Service  Commission,  we 
had  persuaded  Dr.  Little  to  leaA^e  his  native  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire, he  settled  down  here  and  lived  for  months  in  a  tent  while 
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engaged  in  the  preliminary  work  of  thinking  out  the  development 
of  the  Village.  In  this  work  he  was  aided  by  the  best  medical, 
architectural,  engineering  and  other  expert  advice  that  could  be 
obtained,  much  of  it  being  given  either  at  a  nominal  cost  or  as  a 
matter  of  public  spirit.  In  this  way,  four  complete  studies,  each 
one  an  improvement  on  the  last,  were  made.  Finally,  in  May, 
1912,  the  present  plan  of  development  was  completed  and 
approved. 

It  has  been  slow  work,  and  what  has  been  done  heretofore  has 
been  necessarily,  much  of  it,  a  kind  of  work  which,  while  costly 
has  not  made  much  show.  Back  in  the  hills  a  dam  has  been  buill, 
where  to-day,  21,000,000  gallons  of  water  provide  a  never  failing 
gravity  supply  of  water.  The  water  mains  already  laid,  encircle 
the  valley.  The  main  trunk  sewer  and  a  section  of  the  sewage 
disposal  plan  have  been  completed.  All  the  fimdamental  prob- 
lenifi.  connected  with  the  Village  having,  been  settled,  the  type  of 
architecture  having  been  decided  on,  the  systems  of  heating  and 
ventilation  having  been  studied  and  worked  out  by  the  engineers, 
the  medical  problems  connected  with  the  proper  care  and  efficient 
administration  of  a  village  community,  in  which  ultimately  3,000 
inmates  and  500  employees  wall  live  having  been  settled,  the  time 
is  at  last  here  when  the  vision  which  has  been  created  by  many 
minds  and  the  hardest  kind  of  conscientious  labor,  is  coming  into 
sight.  From  now  on,  each  year  will  see  steadily  increasing  evi- 
dences of  growth. 

Remember  that  the  development  of  this  Village  has  had  to  be 
based  on  the  most  enlightened  program  of  care  and  treatment  for 
its  defective  wards.  Think  of  this  great  institution,  if  you  will, 
as  six  small  commimities,  wdth  a  central  administrative  depart- 
ment, and  you  will  grasp  the  general  plan  which  is  being  followed. 
On  the  other  side  of  the  valley  three  separate  groups  will  ulti- 
mately house  the  girls  and  women,  while  on  this  side  of  the  stream 
will  be  three  groups  of  boys,  adult  males  and  infirm  men. 

The  central  power  station  wall  supply  the  power,  heat  and  light 
through  a  system  of  underground  conduits,  of  \vhich  the  first 
sections  have  been  alreadv  laid.  A  svstem  of  forced  hot  water 
heating  will  radiate  from  the  central  station  to  all  the  six  groups, 
making  one  of  the  largest  plants  of  its  kind  in  the  world. 
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So  far,  nearly  three-quarters  of  a  million  dollars  have  been 
spent  on  permanent  improvements.  The  final  estimates  show  that 
the  completed  institution  will  cost  in  the  neighborhood  of  three 
and  a  half  million  dollars.  Building  piecemeal,  as  we  are  obliged 
to  do,  the  contractors  tell  us  increases  the  cost  over  twenty  per 
cent,  above  the  amount  which  would  be  required  were  it  pos- 
sible to  let  all  the  remaining  work  in  a  single  contract  at  one  time. 
Until,  however,  provision  is  made  for  permanent  improvements 
through  bond  issues,  it  will  be  necessary  to  carry  on  these  public 
improvements,  little  by  little,  as  funds  can  be  spared  from  the 
current  income  of  the  State. 

During  the  past  six  years,  the  Board  of  Managers  has  en- 
deavored to  settle  every  problem  on  its  merits  alone,  to  consider 
not  only  the  immediate  problems  in  mind,  but  their  relation  to  the 
broader  problems  affecting  the  State  as  a  whole  and  the  other  in- 
stitutions and  departments  of  the  State  government  with  which 
the  work  of  the  Village  is  connected.  How  well  this  work  has 
been  done,  the  future  alone  will  tell.

ADDRESS 

By  Charles  S.  Whitman^ 
Oovemor 


Rockland  County  is  fortunate  in  many  ways.  Material  re- 
sources, scenic  beauty  and  historical  associations  combine  to  make 
these  hills  and  valleys  skirting  the  Hudson  especially  attractive 
and  of  peculiar  interest  to  our  people. 

If  the  story  of  one  great  treason  attaches  itself  to  these  hills, 
the  record  of  loyalty,  courage  and  public  spirit,  which  helped  in 
the  early  days  of  our  Nation's  life,  gives  an  unusual  background 
to  occasions  of  public  celebrations  here. 

Some  day,  when  bridges  and  tunnels  connect  the  West  Shore 
with  the  Metropolis,  Rockland  and  Orange  counties  will  come 
into  their  own. 

You  are  especially  fortunate  in  having  within  your  borders  the 
great  park,  as  yet  an  undiscovered  country  to  so  many,  which  will 
attract  an  ever  increasing  number  of  our  people,  offering,  as  it 
does,  opportunities  for  health  giving  amusement  and  recreation. 
Your  fertile  valleys  are  bound  to  provide  home  and  occupation  for 
a  va^t  population,  whidb  is  steadily  increasing  and  demanding,  as 
the  years  go  by,  place  and  opportunity  for  growth  and  for  ex- 
pansion. 

At  the  Falls  of  the  Genesee  in  Livingston  county,  there  lived  for 
many  years  a  man  of  distinction,  of  very  modest  demeanor  and 
of  rare  public  spirit,  whose  friends  and  admirers  extended  far 
beyond  his  native  State. 

William  Pryor  Letchworth,  as  a  man  and  a  public  official,  gave 
freely  of  his  time,  his  thought  and  his  worldly  goods  for  the  bet- 
terment of  mankind. 

He  has  left  behind  him,  as  a  gift  to  the  people  of  this  State  the 
splendid  park,  including  his  home  '^  Glen  Iris,"  and  the  Falls  of 
the  Genesee,  to  be  forever  a  public  playground,  and  so,  for  all 
time,  to  preserve  the  wonderful  natural  surroundings  in  which  he 
spent  so  many  years  of  his  life. 
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The  Legislature,  in  recognition  of  Mr.  Letchworth's  service  as 
President  of  the  State  Board  of  Charities,  has  given  the  name 
"  Letchworth  Village "  to  this  colony  in  commemoration  of  his 
public  service  and  humanitarian  work. 

'  The  social  and  humanitarian  work  of  the  State  of  Kew  York 
has  assumed  an  importance  and  magnitude  which  is,  in  my  opinion, 
not  realized  by  the  average  citizen.  Nearly  one-third  of  the  State's 
expenditures  are  made  for  these  purposes. 

To-day  we  have  a  system  of  State  care  for  the  insane,  which  has 
replaced  the  faulty  and  barbarous  methods  of  past  generations, 
i^)lendidly  organized  and  generally  regarded  as  a  model  for  the 
whole  country. 

The  present  generation  has  recognized  the  necessity  of  adequate 
protection  of  the  health  of  our  people,  and  I  can  confidently  pre- 
dict, a=i  a  result  of  the  effective  organization  and  preventive  meas- 
ures adopted  by  the  State  Department  of  Health,  that  the  rural 
death  rate  will  continue  to  show  a  steady  decline. 

Ill  health  and  crime  are  more  closely  related  than  many  of  our 
people  realize.  My  experience,  as  District  Attorney  of  New  York 
County,  brought  me  into  very  close  contact  with  the  subnormal, 
abnormal  and  criminal  portion  of  the  population  and  forced  me  to 
realize  how  much  ill  health  and  lack  of  mentality  increase  crim* 
inal  tendencies  among  certain  portions  of  our  population  and  how 
greatly  they  complicate  the  problems  of  every  department  having 
to  do  with  public  safety  and  order. 

The  Fire  Marshal  in  New  York  City  said  some  time  ago: 
"  There  are  enough  pyromaniacs  in  New  York  City  to  fill  a 
special  institution."  What  have  we  done  with  these  moral  dere- 
licts, most  of  them  of  a  low  mentality  ?  We  have  treated  them  as 
criminals  and  punished  them  for  deeds  for  which  they  are  not 
altogether  responsible,  and  when  their  terms  of  imprisonment  are 
over,  we  have  let  them  loose  on  the  community  to  repeat  their 
offenses.  We  must  come  to  realize  that  the  moral  defective  is  as 
dangerous  as  the  mental  defective,  that  they  both  need  custodial 
care  and  that  it  is  cheaper  to  provide  such  care  for  the  potential 
"  fire  bug "  than  to  permit  him  liberty  to  jeopardize  life  and 
property. 
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Xew  York  State  is  one  of  the  pioneers  in  providing  for  the 
feeble-minded^  and  I  am  told  that  this  State  is  now  fourth  in  the 
ratio  of  beds  to  population  in  the  public  institutions  for  the 
feeble-minded.  The  states  of  California,  Massachusetts  and 
Minnesota  are  the  only  states  which  make  more  adequate  public 
provision  for  such  cases. 

I  know  from  personal  experience  how  necessary  it  is  for  the 
proper  and  just  enforcement  of  the  criminal  law  that  there  should 
be  thorough  examination  and  a  dear  understanding  on  the  part  of 
piosecutors,  judges  and  juries,  as  to  the  mental  condition  of  those 
charged  with  crime.  I  have  little  sympathy  with  the  so-called 
"  insanity  plea  "  often  urged  in  homicide  cases,  and  I  speak  from 
a  rather  unusual  experience.  Neither  do  I  endorse  the  sentiment, 
60  often  expressed,  that  the  average  criminal  is  mentally  deficient. 
I  am  sure  that  that  is  not  true.  There  are  cases,  and  many  cases, 
which  come  into  our  courts,  where  the  defendants  are  children  in 
mind  but  mature  in  body,  who  are  utterly  unable  to  cope  with  the 
complicated  machinery  of  modem  civilization,  and  whether  we 
will  or  no,  the  problem  must  be  faced  and  met  if  the  health  and 
moral  standards  of  the  population  at  large  are  to  be  maintained. 
I  am  told  by  physicians,  and  I  know  that  some  of  you  are 
thoroughly  familiar  with  this  problem,  that  the  weak  and  back- 
ward types  are  also  a  prolific  source  in  the  spread  of  all  kinds  of 
infectious  and  contagious  diseases.  The  danger  to  the  normal 
population,  through  the  spread  of  venereal  diseases  contracted 
from  feeble-minded  individuals,  has  long  been  recognized,  but  I 
have  myself  been  shocked  to  know  what  sources  of  infection  these 
defectives  are  in  the  spread  of  communicable  diseases. 

I  believe  that  there  is  no  greater  problem  nor  one  more  worthy 
of  the  best  thought  at  the  present  time  tiian  that  with  which  the 
Health  Department  of  this  State  and  of  the  various  states  of  the 
Union  are  deeply  concerned,  namely,  how  shall  our  people  be  most 
effectually  protected  from  every  agency  that  tends  to  undermine 
health,  destroy  intellect  and  weaken  the  power  of  the  will. 

I  can  reiterate  what  I  have  often  said  publicly  before,  that  the 
conservation  of  the  health  and  lives  of  our  people  is  not  a  matrer 
of  party  or  politics,  and  I  am  glad  to  say  that  I  believe  the  people 
of  this  State  endorse  the  proposition  that  the  State  Departments 
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having  to  do  with  these  important  functions  must  be  organized  and 
manned  solely  with  reference  to  the  accomplishment  of  the  pur- 
poses for  which  they  were  created. 

Of  course,  we  must  all  recognize  the  financial  problems  which 
the  Governor  of  this  State  has  to  face  and  the  necessity  for  the 
most  rigid  economy  which  forces  at  times  the  postponement  or 
curtailment  of  functions  of  government,  admirable  in  themselves. 

We  all  know  that  Letchworth  Village,  if  completed  this  year, 
could  be  filled  to  its  ultimiate  capacity. 

It  may  be  of  interest  and  satisfaction  to  you  to  know  that  the 
Special  Legislative  Committee,  which  last  year  investigated  the 
State  system  of  care  for  the  feeble-minded,  has  reconmaended  the 
prompt  development  of  this  institution. 

When  Letchworth  Village  was  established,  it  was  recognized  by 
the  Legislature  that  additional  facilities  were  needed  for  the  care 
of  defectives  in  the  southeastern  part  of  the  State.  New  York 
City  will  be  the  chief  beneficiary  of  this  expenditure. 

I  believe  that  the  time  is  coming  when,  as  has  been  recom- 
mended by  those  who  have  studied  the  problem,  all  defectives  will 
be  registered,  and  provision  will  be  made  for  the  care  of  all  such 
as  are  without  means  of  support  or  who  can  not  be  properly  safe- 
guarded in  their  own  homes.  • 

We  have  come  to  realize  that  feeble-mindedness  is  a  disease^  not 
a  crime.  The  State  recognizes  its  obligations,  and  the  develop- 
ment of  this  splendid  institution  marks  the  last  word  in  the  care 
and  treatment  of  the  feeble-minded;  but  if  this  institution  is 
properly  to  perform  the  functions  for  which  it  has  been  founded, 
the  standard  of  service  from  managers  and  superintendents  to  its 
most  humble  employees  must  be  of  the  best,  and  if  the  lives  of 
these  backward  children  are  to  be  made  happy,  if  they  are  to  be 
developed  as  far  as  their  retarded  intellects  will  permit,  if  their 
parents  and  relatives  are  to  consign  them  to  the  care  of  the  State 
gladly  and  willingly,  occupation,  training  and  care  must  be  com- 
bined most  effectivelv. 

In  this  building,  whose  corner  stone  we  lay  to-day,  fifty  women 
are  to  live,  who  come  here  to  care  for  these  helpless  wards  of  the 
State  of  Xew  York.  This  building  will  provide  comfortable 
(piarters  in  which  they  can  live.    While  the  State  demands  a  high

standard  of  service,  it,  at  the  same  time,  desires  that  its  employees 
aball  so  live  that  they  may  be  able  to  perform  their  daties  moet 
conaeientiously  and  effectively. 

To  the  loyal,  intelligent  and  unselfish  men  and  women  who 
are  to-day  devoting  their  lives  to  the  care  of  the  insane  and  feeble- 
minded, too  great  praise  can  not  be  awarded. 

It  is  my  hope  that  this  building  may  be  one  of  the  factors 
which  will  ntake  it  possible  to  keep  to  the  highest  standards  of 
care  and  treatment  in  this  institution. 

The  preservation  of  the  health,  momls  and  intellecte  of  its 
people  is  one  of  the  most  important  of  all  the  functions  of  the 
State. 

I  know  that  the  people  of  the  State  of  New  York  will  support 
their  public  ofHcials  in  this  effort 

Our  problems  are  vastly  complicated.  New  York  is  the  gate- 
way ot  tlie  K'ation.  Her  proud  position  brings  with  it  vast 
opportunity  and  great  responsibility.

One  of  our  countryiiien  is  reported  to  have  recorded  the  faCt 
that  the  deepest  emotion  he  experienced  while  exploring  in  Thibet 
was  the  sight  of  an  American  sewing  machine.  In  studying  the 
problems  connected  with  the  construction,  organization  and  man- 
agement of  public  institutions  for  defectives,  I  have  had  varying 
emotions,  but  I  have  nev'er  been  moved  to  the  depth  of  feeling 
which  that  product  of  American  genius  produced  in  the  explorer. 
AVhile  I  have  seen  much  to  thrill  me  and  to  make  me  proud  of  the 
devoted  men  and  women  who  are  giving  their  lives  to  the  care  of 
their  less  fortunate  fellows,  I  have  seen  so  much  of  the  handicaps 
under  which  they  suffer,  resulting  from  mistakes  in  planning, 
construction  and  arrangement  of  the  institutions  in  which  they 
work,  that  my  emotions  have  often  been  very  mixed  and  sobering. 

Why,  I  have  often  asked  myself,  have  the  experiences^  the 
failures  and  the  successes  of  others  not  been  of  more  use  in  pre- 
venting the  needless  repetition  of  costly  mistakes  ?  Local  customs, 
politics,  prejudice,  lack  of  initiative,  courage  and  vision,  and  a  host 
of  other  factors  are  included  in  the  answer.  Frederick  Scott  Oliver, 
the  autlior  of  that  delightful  book  "  Alexander  Hamilton,  An  Essay 
on  American  Union,"  in  his  latest  work,  "  Ordeal  by  Battle,"  has 
this  to  say  of  political  control: 

"  The  smaller  fry  of  politicians,  whose  fears  —  like  those 
of  the  monkeys  —  are  more  easily  excited  by  the  front  row 
of  things  which  are  visible,  than  by  the  real  dangers  which 
lurk  behind  in  the  shadow,  are  always  much  more  terrified 
of  opinion  than  of  the  facts.    *    *    * 
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"  It  is  only  the  very  rare  type  of  big,  patieat  politiK^ian, 
who  realizes  that  the  f  aets  cannot  be  changed  by  opinion,  and 
that  in  the  end  opinion.  nsLUst  be  di>anged  by  the  f acts^  if  the 
two  happen  to  be  opposed.  Such  a  one  chooses  accordingly, 
to  follow  the  facts  in  spite  of  unpopularity. 

"  The  little  fellows,  on  the  tsoatraxy,  with  their  large  ears 
glued. anxiously  to  the  ground,  keep  ever  muttering  to  them- 
selves, and  chanting  in  a  sort  of  rythmical  chorus,  the. most 
despicable  incantation  in  the  whole  political  vocabulary: 
*  We  who  aspire  to  be  leaders  of  the  people  must  see  to  it  that 
we  are  never  in  advance  of  the  peopla  *  *  *  The 
people  will  never  stand  this:  the  people  will  never  stand 
that.  *  *  *  Away  with  it  therefore ;  and  if  possible  attach 
it  like  a  millstone  round  the  necks  of  our  enemies.' 

"  Of  course  they  are  quite  wrong.  The  people  will  stand 
anything  which  is  necessary  for  the  national  welfare,  if  the 
matter  is  explained  to  them  by  a  big  enough  man  in  accents 
of  sincerity." 

I  hare  quotod  OKver's  words  without  feax,  being  somewhat 
of  a  politician  myself;  and  having  had  the  good  fortune  to  know 
not  a  few  of  the  "  big,  patient"  men  to  whom  Oliver  refers,  I 
repeat  and  emphasize  his  words,  ^^  The  people  will  stand  anything 
which  is  necessary  for  the  national  welfare,  if  the  miatter  is 
ORplained  to  them  by  a  big  enough  man  in  accents  of  sincerity." 
Have  not  the  successes  in  institution  building  been  aocompliahed 
by  the  big  and  sincere  men  who  have  looked  to  the  future,  who 
have  taken  the  time  and  the  trouble  to  educate  the  people  and 
whose  sincerity  has  been  unquestioned?  On  the  contrary  have 
not  the  failures  resulted  from  the  very  lack  of  these  qualities  ? 

I  am  not  here  to  moralize,  but  rather  to  record  some  impress 
aions,  viewed  from  the  standpoint  of  a  layman,  of  problems  vastly 
important  for  the  success  of  your  work  in  its  broadest  aspects. 

"  No  reasonable  person  at  the  present  day,  when  planning 
an*  inBtitntion  for  the  defectire,  would  think  it  necessary  or 
desirable  to  propose  a  building  entirely  original  in  its  design; 
for  such  a  struobure  could  hardly  fail  to  lose  in  usefulneas^ 
whal  it  gained  in  noivelty.     Instead  of  something  entirelyt 
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new,  the  object  should  be  to  profit  by  the  experience  of  the 
past,  by  the  knowledge  of  those  who  have  a  practical  famili- 
arity with  the  wants  and  requirements  of  the  defective,  and 
after  a  careful  study  of  existing  institutions,  to  combine,  as 
far  as  possible,  all  their  good  features,  and  especially  to  avoid 
their  defects  and  inconveniences. 

"  These  institutions,  especially  when  put  up  imdor  State 
authority,  while  having  a  plain,  but  still  good  and  agreeable 
style  of  architecture,  should  not  involve  too  large  an  expendi- 
ture of  money  in  their  erection;  but,  nevertheless,  should  be 
.  so  conveniently  arranged  as  to  be  economical  in  their  subse- 
quent management,  and  should  have  every  possible  advantage 
for  the  best  kind  of  classification  and  supervision  of  their 
patients,  and  for  their  comfort  and  treatment. 

"  Everyone  concerned  in  providing  accommodations  for  the 
defective^  may  rely  upon  the  fact  being  established  by  all  ex- 
perience, that  the  best  kind  of  institutions,  not  only  best  built, 
but  with  the  most  perfect  arrangements  and  fixtures  of  ex'ery 
kind,  and  managed  in  the  most  liberal  and  enlightened 
manner,  are  sure  to  be  most  economical  in  the  end — (for 
true  economy  consists,  not  only  in  avoiding  all  waste  and 
extravagance,  but  also  in  doing  thoroughly  whatever  is  under- 
taken)— will  fulfill  most  completely  the  objects  for  which  they 
are  erected,  and  ultimately  give  most  satisfaction  to  every 
enlightened  community." 

These  sentences,  quoted  from  '^  Kirkbride  on  Hospitals  for  the 
Insane,"  with  the  single  substitution  of  the  word  "  defective  "  in 
place  of  "  insane,"  are  just  as  true  to-day  as  when  my  father 
wrote  them  in  1854.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Association  of  Medical 
Superintendents  of  American  Institutions  for  the  Insane  held  in 
Philadelphia  in  1851,  a  series  of  propositions  was  adopted  relative 
to  the  construction  of  hospitals  for  the  insane,  and  at  Baltimore  in 
the  following  year  an  additional  series  of  propositions  was  adopted, 
and  with  the  former  were  directed  to  be  published  in  the  Journal 
of  Insanity  and  to  be  appended  to  the  annual  reports  of  the  differ- 
ent institutions.  I  desire  not  so  much  to  call  your  attention  to

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then  an  occaaiiMial  architect,  or  commiasiiui^  of  some  sort^  or 
legislator,  or  even  on  very  rare  oceaaions  an  all-wise  governor 
basking  in  the  sunshine  of  temporary  power  will  "  put  over  ^*  a 
"  seven  days'  wonder,"  relying  more  on  nerve  than  knowledge  and 
wiE  leave  a  monument  or  more  likely  a  monstrosity  in  brick,  con- 
crete, mortar  or  lumber  as  a  legacy  and  a  byword  and  a  warning, 
to  those  who  come  after,  having  failed  to  find  the  crux  of  the 
problem. 

So  fearful  have  I  been  of  leading  you  astray  that  I  wrote 
Dr.  Femald  and  asked  what  I  ought  to  say  to^ay.  I  cannot  do« 
better  than  quote  his  own  words : 

*^  The  subject  assigned  you  is  a  splendid  one,  although  I 
regard  it  as  a  pretty  large  order.  I  think  it  would  be  very 
hard  to  write  a  paper  of  that  sort  vnthout  seeming  to  have 
some  particular  institutions  in  mind. 

"  For  instance,  if  I  were  to  write  that  paper,  I  should  feel 
that  I  would  describe  Letchworth  Village  as  an  ideal  institu- 
tion lay-out  to-day,  even  if  I  felt  that  the  question  of  one- 
story  or  two-story  buildings  was  debatable. 

"  It  is  obvious  that  if  large  numbers  of  the  feeble-minded 
are  to  be  cared  for,  the  cost  of  housing  them  must  be  reduced 
to  a  point  where  it  cannot  be  criticised  by  the  business  man 
and  the  taxpayer. 

"  The  ornamental  or  decorative  features  of  the  old-tiiDB 
institution  will  have  to  go,  if  this  is  to  be  accomplished. 

"  We  have  only  begun  to  utilize  the  beautiful,  well-propor- 
tioned commercial  type  of  buildings,  such  as  the  General 
Electric  Co.,  the  Bridgeport  Arms  Co.,  etc.,  are  building. 

"  You  would  emphasize  the  point  that  the  classification  of 
inmates  is  a  most  important  matter,  and  that  such  classifica- 
tion is  made  possible  by  the  use  of  separate  buildings  for  the 
housing  of  different  grades  of  patients.. 

"  I  feel  that  the  elimination  of  unnecessary  ornamentation: 
and  decoration,  and  the  relying  upon  the  suitability  of  the 
bildings  to  their  proper  purpose  will  bring  about  true 
beauty." 

So  I  feel  no  hesitation  in  referring  to  the  institution  with  which 
I  am  most  familiar. 
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Wkat  has  made  Letohworth  Village  "  go  '^  has  been  the  creation 
of* an  intelligent  ptiblic  opinion,  backing  a  program  advocated  in 
reason  and  ont  of  season,  early  and  late,  by  a  group  of  sincere 
and  unselfish  men  and  -women,  their  program  based  on  the  com- 
bined jndgment  of  the  best  experts  and  interpreted  by  a  capable 
and  devoted  superintendent.    First  came  the  selection  of  a  suitable 
site  for  the  Village,  then  the  selection  of  the  best  available  man  for 
superintendent,  next  the  development  of  a  plan  for  the  completed 
in^itution  based  in  every  particular  on  expert  adviea    This  done, 
^ihe- development  of  the  institution  has  become  only  a  matter  of 
"<ame:  and  money.     A  normal  growth  not  forced,  each  step  taken 
:^t6r  comdnoing  the  appointing  or  appropriating  power  of  its 
'Kvisdmn,  no  compromises  made  and  opposition  f  ou^t  to  a  finish, 
have  resulted  in  the  creation  of  an  institution  being  built  for  the 
future  and  embodying' the  best  and  most  up-to-date  principles  in 
the  oare,  tmrtmant  and  training  of  defectives. 

The  willingness  of  successive  legislatures  and  governors  to 
ft|i{m>priate  funds  for  the  payment  of  experts  has  resulted  in  large 
curings  and  mad«  possible  the  determination  of  the  right  comae  of 
action  in  such  technical  problems  as  water  supply,  sewage  disposal, 
mechanical  equipment,  architectural  and  landscape  features  and 
other  phases  of  the  institution's  development.  From  the  start, 
advanced  positions  taken  by  the  superintendent  and  the  managers 
based  on  experience  and  expert  advice  have  been  questioned, 
fought  out  and  decided  on  their  merits.  While  time  and  experi- 
.  ence  will  undoubtedly  indicate  minor  changes  and  improvements,, 
ilie  fundamental  principles  on  which  the  institution  is  planufid 
will  undoubtedly  stand. 

A  village  community,  with  a  central  administrative  organiza- 
tion, separated  into  a  number  of  groups,  and  in  each  group  build- 
ingB  of  moderate  size,,  giving  an  opportunity  of  separation  by  sex, 
and  also  classificastion  and  s^egation  necessary  to  secure  the  best 
results,  is  slowly  being  developed.  The  report  of  the  Commission 
which  chose  thejdte  of  Letchworth  Village  and  the  seven  reports 
of  its  Superintendent  and  Board  of  Managers  tell  the  story  of  its 
^owth.  The  groundwork  has  been  laid  and  830  patients  are  now 
at  the  Village  which  will  ultimately  provide  for  3,000  inmates  and 
500  employees. 
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From  its  experience  I  now  want  to  generalize  in  regard  to 
certain  fundamental  problems  about  which  there  can  be  no  differ- 
ence of  opinion  save  on  the  part  of  the  hide-bound  reactionaiy' 
living  in  the  reflected  glory  of  a  dead  past 

In  planning  a  new  institution  these  things  are  essential: 

Ample  acreage. 

Proper  transportation  facilities. 

Adequate  water  supply. 

Adequate  sewage  disposal. 

A  plan  of  development  for  the  completed  institution,  including 
8epara4;ion  of  the  sexes,  the  division  of  each  sex  into  groups  for 
the  young  and  trainable,  the  middle-aged  workeira^  and  the  old 
and  infirm,  and  in  each  group  separate  buildings  of  moderate  size 
at  suitable  distances  apart. 

The  proper  type  and  location  of  each  building. 

A  completely  developed  plan  of  mechanical  equipment,  includ- 
ing light,  heat  and  power. 

A  general  architectural  and  landscape  scheme  of  development 

Adequate  provision  for  administration,  occupation,  training  and 
recreation. 

There  may  be  differences  of  opinion  as  to  wheiher  both  sexes 
should  be  cared  for  in  the  same  institution,  as  to  the  relative  merits 
of  one  and  two-story  buildings,  as  to  the  relative  cost  and  eflSciencj 
of  forced  hot  water  and  steam  for  heating,  as  to  whether  construo- 
tion  should  be  durable  or  cheap,  as  to  the  relative  value  of  fire- 
proof and  mill  construction  and  a  score  of  other  matters  in  regard 
to  which  there  is  a  large  fund  of  information  available.  The 
decision  in  each  separate  case  must,  however,  be  made  after  inde- 
pendent investigation  and  a  consideration  of  local  conditions  and 
other  pertinent  facts. 

If  you  want  to  know  why  Letchworth  has  adopted  forced  hot 
water  heating,  and  the  one-story  dormitory  and  how  other  problems 
have  been  solved,  visit  it  and  read  its  reports,  which  give  not  onlv 
each  step  in  the  development  of  the  Village,  but  also  the  expert 
opinions  on  which  each  step  was  based. 

In  connection  with  a  few  of  these  more  or  less  debatable  prob- 
lems let  me  mention  certain  definite  tendencies: 
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The  increasing  recognition  of  the  value  of  forced  hot  water  bb 
the  heating  medium ;  the  decrease  in  size  and  increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  buildings  in  order  to  seoure  adequate  classification  and 
segregation :  the  elimination  of  costly  non-essentials  in  omamenta-  * 
tion;  the  increasing  recognition  of  the  fact  that  permanence  in 
construction  with  low  maintenance  cost  is  far  more  economioal 
than  cheapness  in  first  cost  followed  by  costly  repairs,  or  inevitable 
dilapidation  and  decay:  the  development  of  the  colony  idea  in 
connection  with  a  parent  institution  with  the  obvious  advantages 
which  are  thus  secured  in  providing  for  those  who  are  taken 
young,  trained  and  finally  passed  on  to  the  normal  and  simple 
outdoor  life  so  eminently  suited  to  the  needs  of  the  adult  defective. 

Some  day,  I  hope,  Letchworth  will  secure  a  big  tract  in  the 
Bamapo  Hills,  a  few  miles  from  the  Village,  and  there,  back  in 
those  wonderful  mountain  valleys,  develop  little  communities 
housed  inexpensively,  leading  a  free  and  happy  existence,  con- 
tributing to  their  own  support  and  that  of  the  Village,  and 
duplicating  the  magnificent  results  of  Femald's  genius  at  Waverly 
and  Templeton.  But  without  early  training  in  the  parent  institu- 
tion, the  inmate  will  not  be  at  his  best  in  these  little  colonies. 

The  problems  of  the  older  institutions  are  often  different  from 
those  of  the  newer  ones.  But  do  not  the  same  fundamental  princi- 
ples in  maintenance,  improvement  and  enlargement  apply  ?  How 
Ui«ny  institutions  in  these  matters  follow  well  ordered  and  sys- 
tematic plans  ?  How  much  past  growth  has  been  haphazard,  how 
much  tearing  out  and  enlarging  and  costly  rebuilding  has  resultetl 
from  the  fact  that  like  Topsy  so  many  institutions  have  "  just 
arrowed  "  ? 

It  is  economy  for  every  institution,  whether  old  or  new,  to  have 
a  definite  and  well  considered  plan,  based  on  the  best  obtainable 
information  to  guide  in  all  these  matters.  How  many  of  you 
possess  topographical  maps  of  your  institutions  and  can  show  on 
them  the  location  of  every  conduit,  pipe,  wire  or  other  under- 
ground structure  ?  Such  records  are  costly  in  the  beginning,  but 
may  save  untold  discomfort,  annoyance  and  cost. 

But  with  this  advice  let  me  add  just  a  word  of  caution:  while 
holding  fast  to  a  plan  of  development  for  your  institution  don't 
let  the  plan  hold  yon  too  fast,  for  the  last  word  has  not  yet  been 
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^flp^ML'.on.inany  of  the i problems  we  nmst  all  face,  and  so  such 
flmis  oughit  to  be  flexible  enough  if>  take  advantage  of  such  changes 
mmd  improvements  as  experience  and  future  knowledge  may  indi- 
■eate.  Let  us  all  remember  that  our  purpose  is  not  to  build  costly 
okioiiumeuts,  at  the  expense  of  the  taxpayer^  to  architects^  legis- 
datoxB  ajcid  govemoars  or  indeed  to  ourselves,  ncxr  on  the  other  hand 
to  permit  die  good  names  of  our  states  to  become  a  by-word  and 
A  r^m>ach  by  permitting  cheapness  to  beeome  the  mother  of 
^ixeariness  and  decay,  but  to  so  build  these  institutionB  that  the 
aolod  support  of  the  entire  public  can  be  secured  for  wise  and  f ar- 
'Seeing  plans. 

The  movement  for  more  adequate  provision  for  the  feeble- 
minded and  epileptic  is  gaining  steady  headway  all  over  this 
country.  The  superintendents  and  managera  of  existing  and  new 
.ifflstitiifltians  by  wise  or  injudicious  use  of  public  fumds  caai  greatly 
hasten  or  retard  the  movement.  There  are  to^ay  two  national 
ioorganiflations,  a  true  example  of  cooperative  competi4;ion,  which 
Taae  blazing  the  way  in  this  important  work.  I  am  glad  they  are 
OBOt  only  devoting  themselves  to  the  education  of  public  opinion  — 
essential  as  that  first  step  is  —  but  that  they  are  also  becoming 
«leaHng  houses  for  the  dissemination  of  information  which  will 
make  the  part  of  those  who  are  seeking  the  best  in  all  the  problems 
of  construction,  training  and  care  far  easier  than  ever  before. 

Whatever  we  do  and  however  we  plan,  let  us  always  remember 
iihat  ^^  the  best  institution,  best  planned  and  best  manacred  is 
(always  the  cheapest  in  the  end."

In  presenting  this  paper  for  your  consideration  and  for  criti- 
rism,  I  have  tried  to  place  before  you  the  reflected  knowledge  and 
iadyice  that  we  have  received  from  architects^  engineers,  superin- 
tendents of  other  institutions,  laymen  and  others  who  have  con- 
tiibnted  to  the  planning  of  the  institution  of  which  I  am  the 
superintendent. 

In  selecting  an  institution  site  there  are  many  considerations  to 
be  taken  account  of : 

First  and  most  important  of  which  is  accessibility  to  the  region 
irom  which  the  inmates  of  the  new  institutdan  wilf  be  drawn. 

Second,  transportation  facilities.  Freight  and  passenger  rates 
are  to  be  considered,  not  only  in  connection  with  the  original 
cost  of  construction,  but  with  the  cost  of  maintenanoe  for  all  time, 
as  they  will  affect  both  the  price  of  supplies  and  the  rate  of  wages 
to  be  paid  employees.  The  cost  of  transportation  of  inmates  to 
and  from  the  institution,  and  of  visiting  relatives  and  friends,  is 
also  a  factor.  Vi8it(»:s  should  be  able  to  reach  the  institution  at 
a  minimum  expenditure  of  time  and  money.  Every  institution 
«f  any  size  should  have  a  spur  track  to  its  power  and  store  houses 
and  lumber  yards,  so  that  its  freight  can  be  unloaded  directly  from 
the  cars  where  it  is  to  be  used  or  to  a  common  distributing  center. 

Third,  while  readily  accessible,  the  location  must  be  somewhat 
isolated.  To  secure  the  best  results  the  inmates  must  be  given  the 
largest  possiUe  amount  of  freedom  and  at  the  same  time  not  be 
exposed  to  contact  with  the  outside  world.  For  this  reason  the 
site  should  be  off  the  general  line  of  travel.  The  rights  of  the 
neighborhood  property  owners  must  also  be  considered.  While  it 
is  of  direct  advantage  to  a  community  to  have  an  institution  of 
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this  character  near  enough  to  use  its  markets,  it  should  not  be  so 
near  as  to  cut  off  natural  growth  by  the  withdrawal  of  a  large 
tract  of  land  from  possible  settlement.  At  the  same  time  it  is 
essential  that  the  institution  should  be  within  easy  reach  of  a  town 
which  will  not  only  give  the  employees  means  of  recreation  and 
the  opportunity  of  attending  religious  services,  but  provide  homes 
for  their  families,  and  serve  as  a  base  of  supplies  in  emergencies 
and  a  source  from  which  employees  themselves  can  be  drawn  — 
but  will  also  provide  facilities  for  visitors  to  the  institution  and 
secure  the  advantages  of  local  pride  and  interest  in  promoting  the 
welfare  of  the  institution  and  its  inmates. 

A  fourth  and  very  important  requirement  is  the  possibility  of 
expansion.  It  is  the  history  of  almost  all  institutions  of  this 
sort  that  with  growth  in  number  of  inmates  comes  the  imperative 
need  for  additional  land.  The  site  should  be  situated  so  that  expan- 
sion can  take  place  in  various  directions.  Adjacent  land  should, 
moreover,  be  of  various  character,  as  it  is  not  possible  to  forecast 
accurately  the  lines  which  future  development  may  take. 

Fifth,  and  of  great  importance  is  its  water  supply.  In  any 
hilly  country  a  gravity  system  should  be  provided,  if  possible,  for 
after  its  first  cost  the  upkeep  is  comparatively  small  for  twenty 
years.  Where  the  gravity  system  is  not  possible,  pumping  into  a 
reservoir  high  enough  above  the  building  sites  to  furnish  fire  pro- 
tection is  imperative. 

Sixth,  from  a  recent  experience  in  Xew  Tork  of  two  of  our 
institutions  we  have  learned  that  hereafter  it  will  be  necessary  to 
take  carefully  into  consideration  the  disposal  of  sewage  and  not 
locate  an  institution  in  the  water  shed  of  any  city  or  town  supply. 

Seventh,  an  institution  should  be  located,  as  far  as  possible,  so 
as  to  afford  shelter  to  its  buildings  from  the  prevailing  winds. 
Individual  buildings  should  be  so  planned  as  to  afford  pleasing 
outlooks  in  as  many  directions  as  possible. 

In  r^ard  to  the  details  of  construction  of  an  individual  build- 
ing, opinions  differ,  but  because  of  fire  and  the  increased  cost  of 
maintenance,  I  believe  we  should  always  build  of  slow-burning  or 
fire-proof  construction.  That  would  mean  that  the  walls  should  be 
of  brick,  cement  or  stone,  depending  upon  which  is  the  cheaper: 
the  floors  should  be  reinforced  concrete,  covered  with  hard  wood, 
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battleship  linoleum  or  terrazza  whichever  is  preferred ;  the  halls, 
clothes,  bath  and  toilet  rooms  of  terrazza;  the  interior  walls  plas- 
tered with  cement,  excepting  the  ceiling  which  should  be  covered 
with  hard  plaster  on  a  wire  lath.  The  roof  should  be  of  slate  of  a 
color  to  match  the  walls ;  the  comers  of  all  woodwork,  like  newel 
posts,  base  boards,  etc.,  should  be  rounded.  The  whole  building, 
no  matter  for  what  purpose  it  is  to  be  used,  should  be  so  planned 
that  it  is  flooded  with  light  and  sunshine  and  that  there  may  be  the 
minimum  i^umber  of  steps  taken  in  the  performance  of  the  work. 

The  problem  of  heating  an  institution  in  a  cold  climate  is  one 
that  deserves  the  most  careful  consideration.  After  a  verv  care* 
ful  study  on  the  part  of  competent  engineers,  I  have  no  hesitation 
in  saying  that  an  institution  should  be  heated  by  a  central  plant 
rather  than  by  individual  plants  for  the  reason  that  one  central 
heating  unit  can  be  organized  with  a  competent  man  in  charge 
who  will  carefully  control  the  whole  situation  with  the  minimum 
amount  of  labor,  whereas,  with  individual  plants  it  would  be  im- 
possible to  supervise  them  with  the  great  number  of  firemen  that 
would  be  required. 

From  the  same  studies  I  have  no  hesitation  in  advising  hot  water 
heat  as  preferable  to  steam.  The  first  cost  of  installation  of  hot 
water  is  slightly  greater  than  steam,  but  there  is  no  question  but 
the  cost  of  maintenance  is  materially  lessened,  for  the  reason  that 
the  heating  is  entirely  controlled  from  the  central  plajit  and  the 
amount  of  water  pumped  around  depends  upon  the  outside  tem- 
perature so  that  the  wards  are  always  the  same  temperature  no 
matter  what  the  outside  temperature  may  be.  It  is  an  absolutely 
quiet  system.  The  repairs  to  valves  and  joints,  a  considerable 
item  in  steam,  practically  disappears  in  hot  water. 

In  describing  the  plans  for  an  institution  I  am  obliged  of  neces- 
sity to  describe  the  one  that  I  have  had  a  part  in  developing  as 
the  ideal  to  be  followed. 

I  started  out  with  the  idea,  which  I  personally  firmly  believe 
in,  that  an  institution  for  the  feeble-minded  should  not  have  more 
than  about  five  hundred  patients  in  it.  The  reason  why  I  believe 
that  an  institution  should  only  contain  about  five  hundred  inmates 
is,  that  I  do  not  believe  it  is  possible  for  the  average  physician  to 
get  in  close  personal  touch  with  the  inmates  and  employees  of  a

larger  group  than  thaL  I  consider  it  essential  that  he  should  know 
intimately  every  child  and  every  assistant ;  that  he  should,  in  co- 
operation with  others,  direct  the  play,  the  work,  the  instruction, 
(the  diet  and  the  various  activities  of  his  plant ;  that  he  should  know 
fthe  friends  and  relatives  of  his  children ;  that  he  should  have  time 
to  enter  into  their  lives,  getting  in  contact  with  them  in  sickness^ 
on  work,  in  play ;  that  he  should  be  so  close  to  the  assistants  that 
dhcy  feel  that  he  is  one  of  them  with  simply  a  little  more,  respon- 
sibility. I  do  not  believe  that  it  is  possible  to  have  this  relatiooi 
in  an  institution  if  it  is  on  a  very  much  larger  scale. 

I  believe  the  individual  dormitories  in  the  institution  should  be 
•widely  enough  separated  so  that  the  children  cannot  call  back  to 
■one  another  when  in  the  buildings,  and  so  that  when  they  go  out 
fto  play  there  is  ample  room  for  baseball,  basketball,  quoits,  tennis, 
etc.,  without  necessarily  coming  in  contact  with  the  children  of 
another  dormitory.  Rival  games,  of  course,  should  be  arranged 
between  the  different  dormitories,  but  where  every  dormitory-  dif- 
fers somewhat  in  age,  in  intelligence  and  in  charaoler  from  that 
of  the  next,  it  is  important  that  this  separation  shall  be  maintained 
•a  portion  of  the  time.  I  believe  that  this  institution  should  have 
a  conuiion  kitchen  and  dining-room  or  dining  rooms  where  the  chil- 
dren mav  come  together  for  their  meals  rather  than  to  have  their 
dining-rooms  in  their  own  buildings,  because  a  central  kitchen  and 
«dining-room  building  can  be  more  cheaply  administered  than  if 
separate  dining-rooms  are  maintained. 

I  believe  that  the  institution  should  have  an  assembly  hall  where 
the  children  may  gather  for  games,  dancing,  birthday  and  holiday 
parties  and  corrective  gymnastic  Avork,  as  well  as  being  a  meeting 
place  for  such  exercises  as  are  conducted  on  Sunday.  I  believe 
ihe  institution  should  have  one  or  more  industrial  buildings  where 
.the  inmates  may  be  instructed  and  interested  in  a  great  variety 
of  handwork,  such  as  weaving,  rug-making,  basketry,  sloyd  work, 
painting,  shoe  repairing,  domestic  science,  sewing,  etc,  as  it  has 
/been  found  that  the  feeble-minded  of  the  higher  grades  are  ready 
imitators  and  become  reasonably  capable  workers  after  training 
'Of  this  kind  for  several  years. 

I  believe  there  should  be  a  separate  attendants'  home  in  tlie 
institution  with  rooms  for  all  of  the  attendants  who  work  in  the 
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donnitories,  so  that  when  they  are  through  their'  work  they  may 
go  to  a  place  which  takes  them  out  of  the  atmosphere  in  which 
they  spend  a  large  portion  of  their  working  hours.  I  believe  there 
should  be  a  dootor^s  cottage  for  each  institution,  so  that  the  super- 
intendent may  enjoy  the  same  family  life  which  he  might  haye 
were  he  engaged  in  private  practice. 

If  an  institution  is  to  have  more  than  about  five  hundred  in  it 
and  as  ours  int^ided  for  three  thousand,  I  saw  at  once  that  to 
carry  out  my  ideal  for  the  proper  care  and  training  of  defective 
persons  we  must  necessarily  have  six  groups,  each  similar  to  this 
institution  which  I  have  already  described,  and  that  these  six 
groups  should  have  enough  separation  between  them  so  as  to  in 
some  degree  produce  the  effect  of  separate  and  distinct  institur 
tions.  I  felt  as  though  it  were  wise  to  separate  the  male  and 
female  with  as  much  distance  as  possible,  taking  advantage  of  any 
natural  barriers  which  might  exist  on  the  grounds.  Consequently 
a  valley  region  was  selected  for  three  groups  of  girls  and  women, 
which  I  assimied  we  would  admit,  separated  according  to  my  out- 
line above  given,  while  the  hill  region  was  given  to  the  boys  and 
men,  they  being  naturally  a  little  stronger,  and  again  separated 
according  to  my  ideals. 

I  arranged  that  the  administration  group  should  consist  of  a 
one-story  office  building,  because  again  I  felt  that  if  we  removed 
our  office  force,  when  working  hours  were  over,  from  that  environ- 
ment it  would  be  beneficial  both  to  them  and  to  the  institution  in 
the  long  run.  I  provided  officers'  quaiters  near  this  office  buildr 
ing  and  planned  to  bring  to  them  not  only  the  office  force,  but  all 
the  instructors  and  teachers  employed  in  the  various  groups,  in 
school,  industrial  and  gymnasium  buildings  who  had  not  been  pro^ 
vided  for  otherwise. 

Observation  buildings  were  provided  for  the  reason  that  other- 
wise we  could  not  properly  classify  the  inmates  without  a  great 
deal  of  changing,  and  we  would  constantly  be  exposed  to  epidemics 
of  acute  diseases  unless  new  children  were  isolated  for  a  definite 
period.  An  acute  disease  hospital  and  scientific  center  were  planned, 
the  former  to  take  care  of  those  acute  diseases,  not  contagious,  acci- 
dents, etc.,  and  the  latter  in  connection  with  it  so  as  to  pick  out 
all  laboratory,  medical  subjects,  etc.     I  am  firmly  of  the  opinion 
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that  if  we  are  ever  to  know  anything  in  regard  to  causation  of 
feeble-niindediiess,  our  institutions  must  commence  work  of  that 
kind. 

The  boilerhonse,  storehouse  and  shop  building  were  planned 
by  the  railroad  track  so  that  all  the  supplies  could  be  unloaded 
directly  to  these  three  centers,  which  would  either  use  them  or 
check  them  up  for  distribution. 

In  order  to  bring  about  an  institution  which  conforms  with  my 
ideal  of  what  an  institution  should  be,  and  at  the  same  time  utilize 
the  land  which  was  suitable  for  building  purposes,  it  was  necessary 
to  separate  the  groups  widely,  no  two  groups  being  alike  in  plan 
because  of  natural  barriers,  such  as  rolling  and  marshy  ground, 
streams,  ponds,  etc. 

As  to  the  question  of  whether  we  shall  build  of  one,  two  or  more 
stories  there  is  at  present  difference  of  opinion,  largely  because 
comparatively  few  institutions  have  as  yet  been  built  in  one-story, 
but  I  have  no  hesitation  in  venturing  the  opinion  that  the  dormi- 
tory of  the  future  will  be  a  one-story  structure. 

The  reasons  why  I  believe  in  the  one-story  structure  are  as 
follows : 

First. —  The  one-story  dormitory  is  more  economic  of  adminis- 
tration than  the  two-story,  holding  the  saine  number  of  children. 
The  reasons  why  this  is  so,  are,  that  in  the  one-story  dormitory 
there  are  three  wards,  two  toilet  rooms,  two  clothes  rooms  and  one 
hallway,  while  a  two-story  dormitory  would  from  necessity  have 
four  wards,  four  toilet  rooms,  three  clothes  rooms,  a  stairway  and 
much  elaborate  hall  space.  It  is  not  reasonable  at  the  present 
time  to  expect  that  an  attendant  shall  be  on  duty  more  than  nine 
hours  a  days  and  in  some  states  there  are  laws  in  effect  that  they 
shall  not  be  on  duty  but  eight  hours.  With  an  arrangement  of  time 
like  that,  it  would  be  necessary  to  have  two  attendants  in  the  day 
room  constantly,  one  to  have  charge  of  the  children  there  and  to 
keep  them  interested,  and  one  to  spend  her  time  getting  the  chil- 
dren to  and  from  industrial  and  gymnastic  classes,  out-of-door 
work  and  play,  showing  visitors  through  the  building,  getting  chil- 
dren readv  to  see  friends,  etc.  It  would  be  necessai*^*  to  have  an 
attendant  during  the  forenoon  in  each  of  the  wards  working  with 
the  children  in  the  housekeeping  of  those  wards,  bathrooms,  toilets. 
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etc.,  as  well  as  caring  for  the  clothing  in  the  clothes  rooms,  with 
a  night  attendant  on  duty  from  9  p.  m  until  6  a.  m.  A  two-story 
building  would  require  the  same  two  attendants  in  the  playroom 
and  three  attendants  in  charge  of  the  housekeeping  arrangements 
in  the  forenoon  in  order  to  keep  them  to  the  standard  which  I 
believe  the  institution  should  maintain.  Again  in  the  evening 
from  six  to  nine,  when  children  are  to  be  entertained  and  later 
to  be  gott«i  to  bed,  one  attendant  could  perfectly  well  supervise 
in  a  one-story  dormitory  the  children  during  the  retiring  hours, 
while  with  a  two-story  dormitory  it  would  not  be  possible  unless 
there  could  be  an  attendant  on  each  floor  during  that  time  when  the 
children  are  preparing  for  the  night ;  consequently  I  have  no  hesi- 
tation in  saying  that  where  five  attendants  might  care  for  a  one- 
story  dormitory  and  the  children  therein  through  the  twenty-four 
hours,  working  on  a  nine-hour  basis,  it  would  take  six  to  do  the 
work  equally  well  with  a  two-story  arrangem^at*  The  salary  of 
an  attendant  at  the  present  time  is  $25  a  month,  plus  $16  for 
maintenance,  making  $41  which  it  costs  the  institution  for  an 
extra  attendant,  or  $492  a  year.  The  life  of  a  dormitory  such  as 
we  are  expecting  and  such  as  ought  to  be  erected  is  almost  indefi- 
nite, but  in  a  hundred  vears  the  salary  of  this  extra  attendant 
would  be  nearly  $60,000,  or  much  more  than  the  original  cost. 

Second. —  Children  can  bo  cared  for  with  much  greater  comfort 
and  safety  to  themselves  and  ease  to  the  attendants  in  charge  in  a 
building  free  from  stairways  than  in  one  where  steps  are  necessary. 
Our  institution  is  intended  for  the  care  of  feeble-minded  and 
epileptic  persons  of  all  ages  and  of  all  degrees  of  intelligence. 
Epileptic  persons  are  having  their  attacks  at  any  and  all  times 
and  in  any  and  all  conditions.  Feeble-minded  persons,  because  of 
their  impaired  nervous  centers  lacks  the  control  in  co-ordinating 
their  movements  that  the  normal  person  has,  that  loss  of  control 
depending  upon  the  deterioration  which  has  taken  place  in  the 
eentral  cells,  so  that  in  our  lower  grades,  especially,  we  find  that 
they  are  all  awkward  and  clumsy  in  their  movements  and  many 
of  them  suffering  from  paralysis  of  some  portion  of  their  body. 
It  is  not  unusual  to  have  an  epileptic  person  have  an  attack  upon 
the  stairway  and  it  is  not  unusual  to  have  a  clumsy  feeble-minded 
person  slip  and  fall  on  a  stairway.    The  records  of  our  two-story 
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dormitories  are  fiJled  with  accidents  occurring  while  children  oi 
that  type  are  going  up  or  down  stairs.    In  a  hundred  years  I  have 
no  hesitation  in  saying  that  quite  a  percentage  of  children  of  the 
type  described  would  receive  injuries  necessitating  their  going  to 
bed,  necessitating  that  some  shall  go  to  a  hospital,  making  it  neces- 
sary that  they  shall  have  trained  nurses,  that  time  shall  be  given 
by  the  medical  officer  to  dressing  their  wounds  and  properly  caring 
for  them ;  making  it  necessary  that  long  explanations  shall  be  made 
to  the  State  Board  of  Charities  and  other  supervising  bodies  sb  to 
why  and  how  the  accidents  occurred;  making  it  necessary  that 
friends  of  the  children  shall  increase  the  distrust  whidi  they  nat^ 
urally  have  towards  an  institution  because  of  the  injuries  which 
these  children  receive  and  putting  into  their  minds  the  thought 
that  it  was  not  entirely  accidental.     With  our  next  dcHrmitoriee  I 
would  even  go  beyond  the  point  which  we  have  in  these  and  do 
away  entirely  with  outside  steps  leading  to  the  buildings  by  in- 
clined graded   planes,    as   accidents   have   occurred   in   slippery 
weather  to  children  going  up  and  down  the  steps  to  the  entrances.- 
Third. —  The  cost  of  the  one-story  building  over  that  of  the 
two-story  holding  the  same  number  of  children.     There  seems  to 
be  no  way  to  meet  the  argument  that  the  foundation  and  roof  fo» 
the  one-story  building  are  practically  the  same  as  those  for  the  two, 
and  consequently  by  statistics  it  can  be  proven,  as  has  been  stated 
by  a  representative  from  the  State  Architect's  office,  that  a  twor 
story  building  can  be  built  from  30  to  4-0  per  cent  cheaper  than  a 
one-story.    That  would  appear  to  be  so  as  far  as  theoretical  figures 
are  concerned,  but  we  recently  went  to  the  trouble  of  employing 
an  architect  and  drawing  plans  for  a  two-story  dormitory,  redupli- 
cating as  far  as  possible  our  ono-story  dormitory,  but  making  it 
a  two-story  structure  instead  of  a  oiie  and  planned  to  hold  140 
children  instead  of  seventy,  and  then  submitting  these  plans  to 
one  of  our  largest  New  York  construction  companies  for  a  bid.. 
Their  figures  show  that  the  two-«tory  building,  because  of  higher 
ceiling  on  the  first  floor,  because  of  additional  space  for  halls  and 
stairs  and  because  of  heavier  walls  and  foundation,  would  cost  a 
little  in  excess  of  double  the  amount  necessary  to  erect  the  one-story 
building,  holding  half  as  many.     The  statistics,  which  are  very 
easy  for  one  to  obtain  from  the  superintendents  of  institutions 
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doing  construction  work  during  the  past  five  years,  also  show  that 
the  cost  of  the  two-story  building  is  nearly  as  great  or  greater  in 
most  institutions  than  the  one-story  dormitory  which  we  have 
placed  under  contract.  We  cannot  argue  with  those  who  have 
erected  Imildings  ten  or  twenty  years  ago  and  with  those  who 
believe  in  three  and  four-story  buildings  or  with  those  who  believe 
in  buildings  holding  more  than  a  hundred  patients.  Those  are 
relics  of  the  dark  ages  in  institution  construction,  and  the  manage- 
ment of  any  institution  which  sanctions  dormitories  of  more  than 
two  stories  or  a  unit  of  more  than  a  hundred,  consigns  itself  to 
that  epoch  and  will  be  judged  by  an  intelligent  public  accordingly.

Dear  Sir. —  I  am  informed  by  your  landscape  architect,  Mr. 
Bosworth,  tliat  the  general  layout  for  buildings  at  Lotchworth  Vil- 
lage is  nearing  completion  and  it  will,  therefore,  be  necessary  at 
an  early  date  to  give  consideration  to  the  problem  of  heating, 
lighting  and  power  equipment  for  the  institution.  There  is  now 
available  for  the  power  plant  equi]>ment,  electric  lines  and  steam 
conduits  a  sum  of  $125,000.  It  would  be  advisable  to  emjdoy  an 
expert  mechanical  engineer  to  make  a  report  and  recommendations 
as  to  the  general  type  of  the  plant  to  be  installed  before  proceeding 
with  the  preparation  of  the  plans  and  specifications  for  the  work. 
The  fees  for  the  same  would  be  a  proper  charge  against  the  appro- 
priation made  in  1910  for  the  employment  by  the  State  Architect 
of  architectural,  engineering  and  other  exj)ert  assistants.  Should 
your  Board  favorably  consider  this  recomuiendation,  I  would  sug-- 
gest  that  I  be  authorized  to  take  up  the  question  wdth  the  firm  of 
Xygren,  Tenney  &  Ohmes,  87  Xassau  street,  Xew  York  City,  who 
are  experts  in  this  line  of  work.  I  am  not  prepared  to  state  what 
the  charges  will  be  but  can  ascertain  this  at  short  notice. 

I  am  familiar  with  the  work  of  ^lessrs.  Nygren,  Tenney  & 
Ohmcs  and  recommend  them  highly.  They  are  now  employed  by 
the  State  in  connection  with  the  design  and  installation  of  the 
mechanical  equipment  for  the  new  Capitol  power  house,  Albany, 
involving  an  expenditure  of  about  $350,000.  Some  of  the  work 
with  which  ^lessrs.  Xygren,  Tenney  &  Ohmes  have  been  connected 
is  as  follows:  Power  plans  for  Bellevue  Hospital,  New  York 
City;  Metro])olitan  ]\ruseum  of  Art;  Brooklyn  Institute  of  Arts 
and  Science;  American  ifuseum  of  Natural  History  and  the 
Municipal  Building. 
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ilessrs.  ]N'ygren,  Tenney  &  Olinies  are  the  successors  of  the  late 
Alfred  R.  Wolff,  who  stood  at  the  head  of  his  profession  in  Xew 
York  for  many  years.  Voiirs  very  truly,

Dear  Sir. —  Chapter  640  of  the  Laws  of  1916,  part  three, 
makes  an  appropriation  of  five  thonsand  dollars  ($5,000)  for  the 
cuiplovment  of  a  State  Architect,  architectural  engineer  and  other 
assistants.  The  intention  of  this  appropriation  is  to  provide  pay- 
ment during  the  year  1916-lT  for  the  sen'ico:=  of  a  resident  inspec- 
tor under  the  control  of  the  Board  of  ilanagers  of  Letchworth 
Village,  and  to  make  possible  the  continuation  of  the  contract 
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with  Mr.  Werner  Xygi-en,  the  heating  engineer,  who  in  li)10  made 
the  original  studies  and  investigations  regarding  the  design  and 
constrncticMi  of  tlie  mechanical  plan  of  the  institution  in  order  to 
carry  out  the  ideas,  as  I  have  been  informed  by  ^Ir.  Kirkbride, 
of  the  then  Governor  Hughes. 

\  most  thorough  investigation  of  the  whole  situation  upon  my 
taking  up  the  duties  of  the  State  Architect,  demonstrates  the  wis- 
dom of  the  course  that  had  been  followed  by  the  I]oard  of  !Man- 
agers  (sec  the  report  of  public  hearing  1913-14,  Letchworth 
Keport). 

It  was  the  object  of  the  Board  of  ^lanagers  to  place  the  develop- 
ment of  the  mechanical  plan  of  the  institution  in  permanent  and 
skilled  hands  and  to  make  provision  against  possible  shifts  in  the 
personnel  of  the  Architect's  office. 

For  this  reason  a  contract  was  entered  into  with  Xygi-en,  Tenney 
&  Ohmes.  It  being  contrary'  to  the  provisions  of  the  Finance  Law^ 
to  enter  into  contracts  covering  w^ork  for  A\'hich  actual  appropria- 
tion had  not  l)een  made,  it  was  necossarv  to  limit  contractural  rela- 
tions  to  the  parts  of  the  work  provided  for  in  the  current  laws. 

I  believe  the  contract  as  agreed  to  by  all  interested  in  the  insti- 
tution should  l)e  carried  out  and  that  the  interest  of  the  State  will 
be  pi'otected  by  assuring  a  permanency  in  the  development  of  the 
mechanical  plan,  according  to  the  principles  which  govern  its 
original  design. 

For  a  nominal  fee  the  continuation  of  this  contract  luakes  the 
foremost  heating  and  engineering  firm  in  the  country  virtually  an 
engineering  inspector  of  the  IJepartment  of  Architecture,  and  adds 
very  greatly  to  the  control  of  tlie  department,  establishing  a  tech- 
nical clearinc:  house  for  contractural  information. 

I  would,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  contract  be  continued 
with  ^Ir.  Werner  Xygren,  and  the  time  of  the  State  Department 
that  would  he  occupied  by  the  execution  of  this  work  be  used  in 
the  progression  of  other  projects  for  which  current  a])propriatious 
are  available.

We  have  verified  the  general  fund  cash  balance  at  June  30, 
1916,  by  securing  a  certificate  from  the  depositary.  The  petty 
cash  fund  at  the  date  of  our  examination  consisted  of  cash  in  bank 
and  sundry  vouchers  for  expenditures  for  which  the  fund  had  not 
been  reimbursed  from  the  general  cash.  The  cash  in  bank  was 
verified  by  securing  a  certificate  from  the  bank  and  the  vouchers 
constituting  the  balance  of  the  fund  were  inspected.  We  noted 
among  these  vouchers  one  for  $5.00  representing  the  premium  paid 
under  date  of  May  23,  1916,  for  the  surety  bond  of  II.  L. 
Weber,  ste^^ard.  Since  this  amount  was  not  included  in  the  esti- 
mates of  general  expenditures  filed,  it  has  not  been  approved  by 
tlio  Fiscal  Supervisor  and  is  therefore  included  in  the  petty  cash 
balanc^o  pending  such  approval. 

As  heretofore  we  have  made  no  investigation  as  to  the  propriety 
of  or  the  distribution  of  expenditures  since  these  have  been  passed 
upon  by  the  Fiscal  Supervisor  of  State  Charities.  We  have  com- 
pared with  the  books  the  duplicates  of  the  treasurer's  monthly 
repoi-ts  to  the  Fiscal  Supervisor  and  find  the  statements  of  general 
expenditures  to  be  in  agreement  therewith.  Vouchers  for  expenses 
of  tlie  period  under  review  to  the  net  amount  of  $3,031.85  wore 
received  and  entered  on  the  books  during  July  and  August  and 
were  included  as  June  expenditures  in  supplementary  reports  to 
the  Fiscal  Supervisor,  attached  to  the  reports  for  those  months. 
This  amount  has,  accordingly,  been  included  in  the  total  general 
expenditures  shown  in  Exhibits  E  and  F.

GENERAL  INFORMATION 


The  Craig  Colony  for  Epileptics  is  located  at  Sonyea  in  Living- 
ston county,  New  York  State.  Seventy  miles  southeast  of  Buffalo 
and  40  miles  south  of  Koehester.  Including  over  900  acres  of 
woodland,  it  has  a  total  area  of  1898.5  acres. 

The  Colony  is  maintained  solely  by  State  appropriations.  The 
Colony  was  named  in  honor  of  the  late  Oscar  Craig  of  Rochester, 
N,  Y.,  President  of  the  State  Board  of  Charities  at  the  time  it  was 
founded  in  1894.    The  first  patient  was  admitted  in  January,  1896. 

From  New  York  and  Buffalo,  the  Colony  is  best  reached  over 
the  Lackawanna  Railroad  to  Mt  Morris,  thence  by  conveyance  or 
train,  four  and  one-half  miles  to  the  Colony.  From  Rochester  one 
can  reach  Sonyea  either  over  the  Pennsylvania  or  Erie  and  from 
Olean  over  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad.  The  Pennsylvania  and 
Erie  Railroads  have  stations  on  the  Colony  premises. 

Adams  Express,  Western  Union  and  Postal  Telegraph  Offices, 
Long  distance  Bell  and  Independent  Telephones  are  on  the  Colony 
pren;iises. 

Visitors  to  patients  are  admitted  Wednesdays  and  Saturdays 
from  10:00  to  11:30  a.  m.  and  2:00  to  4:00  p.  m.  Sick  patients 
may  be  visited  at  any  time  the  physician  in  charge  of  such  patient 
gives  permission  to  that  effect. 

When  a  patient  becomes  seriously  ill,  the  nearest  relative  of  such 
patient,  whose  address  is  at  hand,  is  notified  as  soon  as  possible 
by  telegraph  or  letter.  All  inquiries  about  patients  are  promptly 
answered.  The  Colony  cannot  undertake  to  write  voluntarily  con- 
cerning a  patient  who  is  not  ill,  but  will  gladly  reply  to  inquiries. 
Relatives  and  friends  of  patients  should  give  prompt  notice  of  any 
change  in  their  address  in  order  that  they  may  be  reached  without 
delay,  if  necessary. 

Address  all  inquiries  regarding  patients  to  the  Medical  Super- 
intendent. Give  your  full  name  and  address  and  the  patient's  full 
name  each  time  you  write. 
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THE  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ELIGIBILITY  FOR 

ADMISSION 


To  be  admitted  to  the  Craig  Colony  for  Epileptics,  the  applicant 
must  be  a  legal  resident  of  New  York  State.  All  patients  are 
admitted  on  the  same  basis  as  indigents.  Once  admitted  their 
financial  standing  is  inquired  into  by  the  Colony's  agent,  and  if  it 
is  found  that  the  relatives  of  the  patient  or  the  patient  can  reim- 
burse the  State  in  whole  or  in  part,  they  are  expected  to  do  so. 

Admissions  are  regulated  in  accordance  with  the  law  which  pro- 
vides that  equal  favor  be  shown  every  county  in  the  State.  Epi- 
leptics of  all  ages  are  received.  The  Colony  has  as  yet  no  proper 
facilities  for  caring  for  those  epileptics  who  are  insane  or  who  are 
markedly  delinquent,  therefore  it  is  useless  to  consider  filing  appli- 
cations for  such  types.  The  first  step  to  secure  a  patient's  admis- 
sion is  to  consult  the  Superintendent  of  the  Poor  of  the  county,  or 
the  Commissioner  of  Charities  of  the  city  in  which  the  applicant 
lives.  This  officer  has  the  necessary  application  papers  which 
must  be  filed  at  the  Colony  in  every  instance  hy  such  officer  before 
applications  can  be  approved.  Applicants  who  are  mentally  in- 
competent  (this  includes  the  majority  of  epileptics)  must  be  com- 
mitied  through  a  Court  of  Record.  Applicants  of  normal  men-- 
tality  are  received  a^  voluntary  patients. 

Leaves  of  absence  are  always  injurious  to  patients,  and  are 
systentaticaily  discouraged  in  every  instance. 

No  person  suffering  from  epilepsy  should  enter  Craig  Colony 
as  a  matter  of  experiment.  None  should  come  here  with  a  view 
of  spending  a  few  weeks  or  a  few  months  only.  Epilepsy  is  the 
most  intractable  of  all  disorders,  and  if  a  person  suffering  from  it 
begins  to  show  improvement  under  two  or  three  years,  he  has  every 
reason  to  feel  encouraged.

Capacity  and  Census 

The  census  of  the  Colony  at  the  time  of  the  closing  of  this 
report,  viz.,  June  30,  1916,  is,  males  783,  females  683,  total  1465. 

There  were  admitted  during  the  year  93  males  and  49  females, 
total  142.  There  were  discharged  107  males  and  46  females,  total 
153. 

We  desire  to  reiterate  our  request  for  appropriations  for  new 
dormitories  and  necessary  accompanying  structures  and  better  ac- 
commodations for  employees  who  serve  in  the  direct  care  of 
patients,  fot  the  Colony  has  for  some  time  exceeded  its  capacity, 
with  constantly  increasing  demands  and  the  accommodations  for 
employees  in  the  direct  care  of  patients  fall  below  what  they  should 
be,  to  invite  service  to  the  Colony. 

The  Board  of  Managers  desires  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Legis- 
lature to  the  operation  of  the  segregated  budget  plan,  as  adopted  at 
the  last  meeting  of  your  body  and  requests  that  a  more  ejastic  sys- 
tem be  established,  to  the  end  that  emergencies  may  be  met  without 
embarrassments  experienced  under  the  present  law.

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REPORT  OF  MEDICAL  SUPERINTENDENT 


SoNYEA,  N".  Y.,  October  10th,  1916. 

To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  Craig  Colony  for  Epileptics: 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Superintendent  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30th,  1916,  being  my  eighth  annual  report,  is 
submitted  herewith : 

Capacity 

Owing  to  the  removal  of  patients  from  the  upper  floors  of  the 
Letchworth  House,  there  resulted,  in  order  to  maintain  the  capa- 
city of  the  Institution,  a  moderate  overcrowding  of  several  cottages 
for  male  patients. 

Most  of  the  beds  transferred  from  the  Letchworth  House  were 
placed  in  the  West  Group  and  in  the  new  sick  ward  in  Loomis 
Infirmary. 

With  the  prospect  of  the  completion  within  another  year  of  the 
two  dormitories,  proposed  to  be  located  in  the  West  Group,  for 
which  money  was  appropriated  by  the  last  Legislature,  some  relief 
will  be  afforded  so  far  as  beds  for  male  patients  of  middle  grade 
and  lower  grade  mentalities  are  concerned. 

There  is  a  crying  need  for  more  cottages  for  the  males  of  higher 
mentality,  both  adults  and  children.  A  logical  procedure  for  the 
State  to  pursue  is  to  erect  additional  small  dormitories  of  similar 
type  in  the  Villa  Flora  Group  for  females.  The  erection  of  a 
nurses  and  attendants'  home  on  the  site  of  Daisy  Cottage  in  that 
Group  would,  when  ready  for  occupancy,  permit  of  the  vacating 
by  employees  of  Hepatica  and  Iris  Cottages,  as  weU  as  a  portion 
of  Orchid  Cottages,  thus  providing  space  for  approximately  sev- 
enty additional  female  patients.  Without  a  sufficient  number  of 
cottages  of  proper  size  and  arrangement,  the  Colony  is  seriously 
handicapped  in  properly  caring  for  its  inmates.  Proper  classifi- 
cation is  not  only  essential  from  the  standpoint  of  treatment,  but 
it  makes  it  easier  for  the  nursing  force  to  carry  out  their  work. 
As  has  so  often  been  stated  in  previous  reports  it  is  increasingly 
difficult,  with  even  the  best  of  facilities,  to  secure  a  conscientious 
nursing  foarce  to  care  for  the  inmates  of  our  various  public  Insti- 
tutionSk 
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The  three  upper  floors  of  the  Letchworth  House  are  at  present 
occupied  by  married  employees  and  a  few  single  male  employees. 
The  large  day  room  on  the  lower  floor  of  this  building  is  for  the 
time  being  used  as  a  ward,  being  occupied  by  patients  who  work 
in  the  Inn  kitchen,  unloading  coal  at  the  power  plant,  etc  A  new 
toilet  room  for  these  patients  was  installed  recently  on  the  same 
floor. 

In  connection  with  the  new  sick  ward  at  Loomis  Infirmary,  there 
was  installed  additional  plumbing,  one  item  of  which  was  a  tub 
for  the  giving  of  continuous  baths.  Six  sanitary  drinking  foun- 
tains have  been  placed  in  the  Loomis  Infirmary  and  later  when 
funds  are  available  similar  fountains  will  be  placed  not  only  in 
Schuyler  Infirmary,  but  in  all  cottages  occupied  by  patients. 

There  is  considerable  overcrowding  in  the  Village  Green  Gioup 
for  males.  The  inadequate  day  room  facilities  in  the  cottages  at 
present  in  this  Group  are  acutely  felt  during  the  winter  months 
when  the  patients  must  per  force  spend  considerable  time  indoors. 
While  in  these  cottages  verandas  are  available  in  part  during  the 
warmer  months  for  patients  to  use  as  a  sitting  room,  nevertheless 
this  space  is  limited  as  several  beds  used  by  patients  sleeping  out 
of  doors  are  kept  on  each  of  these  verandas. 

There  seems  to  me  no  good  argument  can  be  advanced  against 
the  erection  of  simple,  well  arranged,  one  story  brick  dormitories 
for  the  use  of  epileptic  patients,  especially  those  showing  consider- 
able mental  or  physical  defect  or  both.  The  primary  purpose  for 
which  cottages  are  erected  at  the  Colony  is  presumably  to  afford 
proper  means  for  safeguarding  those  epileptics  entrusted  to  its 
care  and  how  can  this  be  better  accomplished  than  in  one  story 
cottages  where  there  are  no  stairways  to  invite  serious  injury  and 
even  death  itself.  In  connection  with  each  of  these  cottages  should 
be  provided  an  abundance  of  veranda  space  so  arranged  that  during 
the  winter  months  glass  sash  may  enclose  it,  thus  adding  to  the 
floor  space  of  the  cottage  at  all  times  of  the  year. 

I  again  urge  the  necessity  for  early  consideration  being  given 
for  the  erection  of  a  separate  Group  on  the  plateau  south  of  the 
Villa  Flora  Group  so  that  the  more  defective  female  patients  may 
reside  therein,  instead  of  as  at  present  being  kept  in  such  dose 
proximity  to  'those  female  patients  who  do  not  show  material 
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mental  defect  or  deterioration.  The  cottages  in  this  proposed 
Group  should  be  one  story  in  type  as  ordinarily,  as  before  men- 
tioned, every  flight  of  stairs  invites  injury,  if  not  death,  to  the 
epileptic.  The  younger  Colonists,  both  male  and  female,  especially 
the  former,  in  order  to  be  properly  separated  from  the  older  pa- 
tients should,  as  mentioned  in  so  many  previous  reports,  have  addi- 
tional space  provided. 

The  upper  floors  of  the  Letchworth  House  at  present  occupied 
by  employees  should,  in  the  not  distant  future^  have  considerable 
repair  work  done  so  as  to  make  this  structure  more  modem  in  its 
equipment.  The  two  one  story  pavilions  to  be  erected  in  the  West 
Group  should,  for  self  evident  reasons^  be  used  for  patients  selected 
from  those  now  residing  in  the  Loomis  Infirmary  and  West  Group. 
In  the  West  Group  there  should  be  erected  a  one  story  kitchen  and 
dining  room  building  with  capacity  to  care  for  not  only  those  pa- 
tients now  residing  in  that  Group  and  to  reside  in  the  proposed 
two  new  dormitories,  but  those  ultimately  to  reside  in  the  Group, 
should  it  be  determined  to  erect  additional  dormitories  therein. 

The  stone  foundation  of  the  old  Six  Nations  Dormitory  was  left 
in  place  when  the  superstructure  was  razed,  as  it  is  in  good  condi- 
tion and  would  permit  the  erection  thereon  of  a  building  which 
might  be  used  for  employees  in  that  Group  and  in  gart  for  a  phy- 
sician, as  ultimately  it  will  be  necessary  to  have  one  reside  in  the 
Group,  when  the  number  of  patients  placed  therein  is  materially 
increased. 

A  reasonable  amount  appropriated  to  the  Colony  annually  for 
the  purpose  of  construction  would  within  a  comparatively  short 
term  of  years  permit  an  enlargement  of  the  Colony  to  care  for 
1,800  or  2,000  patients  as  originally  planned.  As  mentioned  in 
my  last  report  in  arriving  at  the  final  scope  of  development  of  an 
Institution  a  reasonable  allowance  must  necessarily  be  made  for 
such  modifications  to  the  general  plan,  from  time  to  time,  as  ex- 
perience may  dictate. 

Proper  classification  of  patients  according  to  sex,  age^  mentality, 
physical  condition,  occupation,  etc.,  cannot  be  attained  without  a 
bed  capacity  sufficiently  large  to  permit  of  elasticity  in  the  matter 
of  making  transfers  of  patients  from  one  cottage  to  another  as 
change  in  their  physical  or  mental  condition  may  indicata    Cot- 
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tagee  of  small  capacity  are  not  only  required  for  the  reasons  just 
mentioned,  but  are  conducive  to  better  discipline.  Nine  tenths  of 
the  difficulties  encountered  in  the  care  of  the  patients  at  Sonyea 
occur  in  the  large  dormitory  buildings. 

If  a  material  increase  in  the  capacity  of  the  Colony  is  decided 
upon,  there  will  be  required  in  addition  to  various  buildings,  the 
purchase  of  adjoining  tillable  land  and  the  construction  thereon 
of  necessary  farm  buildings  and  equipment  so  as  to  enable  tlie 
Colony  to  raise  all  milk,  vegetables,  etc.,  required. 

Training  School  for  Nurses 

The  work  of  the  Training  School  for  Nurses  has  been  carried 
on  during  the  year  as  outlined  in  the  report  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Nurses  which  is  included  as  a  part  of  my  report.  In  order  to 
encourage  the  entrance  into  the  Colony  service  of  the  best  class  of 
nurses  for  training,  it  is  essential  that  the  means  furnished  the 
Colony  for  caring  for  its  patients  be  placed  on  the  highest  possible 
plane.  In  this  connection  it  becomes  necessary  once  more  to  refer 
to  the  inclusion  in  a  pension  system  of  employees  of  the  State 
Charitable  Institutions,  one  of  which  is  this  Institution.  The  pen- 
sion system,  which  has  operated  in  the  State  Hospitals  for  the  In- 
sane for  several  years  past,  is  beyond  the  experimental  stage  and 
should,  with  perhaps  some  minor  modifications,  be  made  to  apply 
to  the  various  Charitable  Institutions. 

Salaries  and  Wages 

The  pay  for  officers  and  employees  in  the  various  State  Institu- 
tions should  for  like  service  be  placed  on  a  uniform  basis.  With 
the  present  discrimination  in  the  matter  of  salaries  and  wages  it  is 
very  difficult  for  institutions  with  a  lower  grade  of  compensation, 
especially  if  located  in  a  remote  rural  district,  to  maintain  a  proper 
working  force. 

Deaths  Among  Employees 

Mr.  Thomas  L.  Eocke,  who  had  been  employed  at  the  Colony 
for  some  time  as  a  Special  Laboratory  Attendant,  died  in  the 
Colony  Hospital  on  October  20th,  1915,  of  an  acute  uremia. 

Mrs.  George  0.  Gade  and  Mrs.  Fred  Collar,  female  attendants, 
who  had  given  the  Colony  excellent  service,  died  in  the  Colony 
Hospital  of  influenzal  pneumonia  on  January  14th,  1916,  and 
January  Slst,  1916,  respectively.

Needs  of  the  Colony 

The  items  listed  as  follows  are  required  by  the  Colony  in  order 
that  it  may  accomplish  its  work  to  the  fullest  possible  extent.  As 
referred  to  so  frequoutly  in  the  past  the  total  amount  involved  is 
large,  this  being  due  to  deferring  from  year  to  year  the  appropriat- 
ing of  sufficient  funds  so  as  to  permit  of  a  progressive  development 
of  the  Colony  toward  its  ultimate  completion.    If  a  certain  sum, 
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reasonable  in  amount^  was  made  available  annually  it  would  not 
be  many  years  before  the  completion  of  the  project  could  be  ar- 
xived  at 

For  the  maintenance  of  the  Colony  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning 
July  Ist,  19l7y  there  will  be  required  from  present  indications  the 
sum  of  $379^164.00. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  a  less  ambiguous  arrangement  may  be  dcfvised 
for  the  subdivisions  of  the  maintenance  fund.  In  my  opinion  the 
following  would  for  all  practical  purposes  suflSce : 

1.  Salaries  and  wages. 

2.  Food. 

8.  Fuel  and  light. 

4.  Clothing. 

5.  Miscellaneous. 

If  the  practice  of  several  years  preceding  the  current  fiscal  year 
of  purchasing  certain  items  from  the  maintenance  fund  is  no  longer 
continued,  there  should  be  made  available  a  special  fund  sufficiently 
large  in  amount  for  not  only  carrying  on  repairs,  but  the  making 
of  minor  improvements  and  the  purchase  of  a  reasonable  amount 
of  additional  equipment. 

The  continuance  of  the  budget  system,  under  which  the  main- 
tenance appropriation  for  the  current  year  was  made,  will  make 
it  necessary  to  ask  for  additional  sums  under  several  items,  e.  g., 
under  personal  service,  among  other  items:  ISTurses  in  lieu  of 
attendants  and  vice  versa,  additional  attendants  for  the  new  dor- 
mitories in  the  West  Group  providing  the  same  are  completed  dur- 
ing the  coming  fiscal  year,  an  additional  stenographer  in  order  to 
record  medical  histories,  etc.,  of  patients,  the  number  of  steno- 
graphers at  present  available  being  the  same  as  when  the  Colony's 
population  was  much  less. 

Under  the  subdivisions,  food,  fuel  and  light,  etc.,  there  must 
necessarily  be  an  increase  in  amount,  in  order  to  meet  the  rising 
tide  of  .prices  of  various  articles  and  to  provide  for  the  prospective 
increase  of  at  least  100  in  the  population  of  the  Colony.  The 
amount  available  for  food  under  the  current  maintenance  appro- 
priation is  insufficient  to  permit  of  a  full  ration  during  the  entire 
year.    Should  there  be  a  greater  increase  in  population  than  the 
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number  given,  there  should  be  a  proportional  increase  in  the  amount 
of  monej  made  available  for  maintenaDca 

1.  Dining-room  and  kitchen  building  to  be  erected  adjacent  to 

the  proposed  two  new  dormitories  at  the  West  Group.  This 
building  should  have  a  capacity  to  feed  therein  all  patients 
and  employeee  residing  or  employed  in  said  Group  and  so 
-arranged  and  located  as  to  be  later  enlarged,  if  necessary. 
With  the  two  proposed  dormitories  there  will  shortly  be  in 
the  West  Group  approximately  250  patients  with  a  oor- 
Tesponding  number  of  employees.  This  structure  should  be 
imiform  in  type  with  the  proposed  two  dormitories  for 
which  funds  are  at  present  availabla 

2.  MUhing  Machine.    For  sanitary  reasons  and  because  of  the 

increased  difficulty  in  securing  milkers  among  our  patients^ 
this  machine  is  greatly  needed.  For  several  years  past  the 
dairy  has  been  greatly  handicapped  by  reason  of  an  insuffi- 
cient supply  of  milkera.  The  Colony  herd  is  steadily  in- 
creasing each  year  so  that  now  the  providing  of  a  mechani- 
cal means  of  milking  has  become  an  absolute  necessity. 

3.  Nurses  and  Attendants'  Home,  Villa  Flora  Group.     To  be 

erected  on  northeast  comer  of  said  Group  on  site  for  Daisy 
Oottage  and  to  provide  acoommodiations  for  at  least  50 
nurses  and  attendan;ts.  For  several  years  past  it  has  been 
necessary  to  house  employees  in  this  Group  in  three  dormi- 
tories  erected   for    the    use  of   female  patients.     If  a 

KUBSES  AND  attendants'  HOME  WAS  AVAILABLE  THEBB 
WOULD  BE  BEDS  FBEED  FOB  THE  USE  OF  SEVENTY  (70)  AD- 
DITIONAL FEMALE  PATIENTS.  The  buildiugs  at  present  used 
are  not  properly  arranged  for  employees,  being  divided 
mostly  into  wards  and  not  single  rooms.  If  careful  and 
proper  consideration  is  given  to  the  hours  of  duty  and  the 
work  required  of  nurses  and  attendants  at  the  Colony,  es- 
pecially in  the  infirmaries,  it  becomes  at  once  apparent  that 
a  good  single  room,  separate  and  distinct  from  patients'  cot- 
tages, should  be  available  for  such  employees,  when  they  are 
each  day  relieved  from  duty.  Similar  request  made  in  1908, 
1910,  l&ll,  1912,  1913,  1914  and  1915. 
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41.  Development  of  Central  Heating  Plant  to  such  an  extent  as 
to  permit  of  the  heating  of  the  entire  Villa  Flora  Group, 
Catholic  Chapel  and  Rectory,  Schuyler  Infirmary,  Sage 
Pavilion,  Jeanette  R.  Hawkins'  School,  laundry,  etc.,  this 
to  include  not  only  the  hattery  of  boileirs  to  be  installed  at 
the  central  boiler  room  but  also  large  brick  oonduit,  pipe, 
pipe  covering,  etc.,  to  connect  same  with  Villa  Group  and 
such  minor  brick  communicating  conduits,  pipes,  etc,  not 
at  present  installed  in  connection  with  all  of  foregoing 
structuires.     If  funds  are  provided  for  the  installation  of 
the  above  mentioned  items,  there  would  be  a  saving,  con- 
servatively estimated,  of  at  least  $6,000  per  annum  in  the 
operation  of  the  new  plant  as  oompared  with  the  present 
arrangement.     The  main  oonduit  referred  to  should  be  at 
least  6  feet  in  height  and  constructed  of  brick.    In  the  wall 
of  said  conduit  should  be  laid  a  .small  hollow  tile  oonduit 
through  which  the  wires  for  the  Villa  Flora  Group  might 
be  run.    A  request  for  an  appropriation  of  this  kind  has 
been  made  annually  for  over  ten  years  past.    After  the  in- 
stallation of  this  portion  of  the  central  heating  plant  has 
been  accomplished  a  request  should  be  made  for  caring  for 
the  heating  of  various  buildings  on  the  west  side  of  Kisha- 
qua  Creek  in  a  similar  manner. 

5.  Coal  Trestle,     Steel  coal  trestle  of  such  lengtii  and  so  oon- 
structed  as  to  permit  of  storage  of  an  adequate  quantity  and 
for  properly  delivering  bituminous  coal  to  the  main  boiler 
room  for  use  in  the  automatic  stokers  to  be  ultimately  in- 
stalled therein  and  also  to  provide  for  the  storage  in  i^ 
quired  quantities  of  anthracite  of  the  various  sizes  used  in 
the  kitchens  and  the  numerous  small  heating  plants  about 
the  Colony.     The  Colony  has  for  six  tcats  past,  as  ex- 
plained in  recent  reports,  been  without  the  use  of  a  coal 
trestle.    Because  of  this  fact  there  has  necessarily  been  con- 
siderable wasting  of  coal  in  the  process  of  handling  the  same 
from  the  cars  to  the  point  of  consumption.     It  is  desired 
'  that  the  Colony  should  have  available  a  coal  trestle  of  ade- 

quate capacity  to  permit  the  storing  economically  of  a  year's 
supply  of  coal.    It  does  not  seem  proper  that  the  Colony 
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should  be  foarced  to  continue  without  proper  facilities  for 
unloading  coal,  thus  necessitating  patients  and  employees 
•working  out  of  doors  daily  including  oftimes  Sundays,  in 
all  kinds  of  inclement  weather  and  furthermore  oblige  the 
Colony  to  continue  to  pay  a  considerable  sum  each  year  for 
demurrage  because  of  inability,  despite  every  reasonable 
effort,  to  unload  coal  sufficiently  rapidly  to  avoid  a  penalty 
of  this  kind. 

6.  Fire  escapes,  including  enclosed  interior  fireproof  stairways, 

etc.,  where  indicated  in  the  following  structures:  Peter- 
soni  Hospital,  Letchworth  House,  Spratling  Hall,  Chestnut, 
Loomis  Infirmary,  Schuyler  Infirmary,  Aster,  Bluet  and 
Seneca  Cottages.  This  matter  has  been  presented  so  many 
times  that  it  seems  strange  some  relief  has  not  been  af- 
forded when  the  necessity  for  the  item  is  so  apparent.  In 
the  two  Infirmaries  occupied  by  patients  more  defective 
mentally  than  those  in  other  structures  at  the  Colony,  there 
should  be  for  their  ease  in  leaving  the  structure  inside  fire- 
proof stairways  placed  in  the  older  portion  of  these  build- 
ings instead  of  present  wooden  stairwaya

The  old  engine 
which  drives  this  washing  machinery  is 
a  menace  to  those  employees  and 
patients  who  work  in  the  washing  sec- 
tion of  the  laundry.  Electric  power  is 
available  for  the  purpose  of  driving  the 
machines  requested  for  this  departmenit 
of  the  laundry.

8.  For  furmshing  proposed  new  dormitories  in 
the  West  Group  and  placing  additional  fur- 
nishings required  in  various  Colony  dormi-

Unless  this  appropriation  is  made  aviailable  it 
will  be  impossible  to  occupy  the  two  new 
dormitories  for  which,  comtracts  are  shortly 
to  be  awarded,  should  they  be  completed  be- 
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fofre  the  Bummer  of  1918.  Additionftl  fur- 
siiflhings  are  also  reqinred  in.  vvtrious  otiher 
OoloDj  stFuotoreB. 

9«  Addituyiwl  Plumbing  required  in  various  stroc* 

ticpes  at  Colony. 3,000  00 

■Some  years  a^  when  a  request  was  made  for  a 
special  appropriation  for  additional  plumbing, 
about  one-baH  the  amount  desired  was  made 
available,  therefore,  there  is  still  neceesitj  for 
tbe  doing  of  more  work  along  this  line. 

While  the  following  items  are  required,  many  of  them  tat  an 
early  date,  in  order  to  place  the  Colony  in  a  position  to  properly 
caie  for  its  resident  population^  those  previously  mentioned  are 
most  uigently  needed. 

1.  West  wing  to  Peterson.  Hospital,  with  certain  re-anmngememt 
of  present  structure. 
To  compleite  this  impoortant  stnicture  and  to  permit:  (a) 
making  certain  improvements  in  the  operating  room  and 
ixx»ns  connected  therewith,  i.  a,  instrument  room,  steriliz- 
ing room,  ebo. ;  (b)  re-locating  the  hydrotherapy  apparatus 
so  as  to  permit  of  its  being  used  to  more  advantage  by  both 
sexes^  this  mode  of  treatment  being  of  great  value  to  many 
epileptics;  (c)  installation  of  a  special  diet  kitchen,  some- 
thing much  needed;  (d)  erecting  on  the  rear  of  the  entire 
completed  hospital  a  two-story  iron  verauda  of  ample  width, 
for  the  fresh  air  treatment  of  patients  residing  in  the  Hos- 
pital ;  such  porches  would  also  be  very  useful  as  sun  rooms 
during  the  day,  to  be  open  in  suonmer  and  enclosed  with 
glass  and  heated  during  the  cold  months.  Iron  stairways 
in  connection  with  these  porches  would  serve  as  fire  escapes ; 
(e)  installing  an  elevator  for  the  removal  of  sick  patients 
from  one  floor  of  the  hospital  to  another  and  to  receive  them 
from  the  ambulance;  (f)  providing  enlarged  space  for  the 
pharmacy.  All  being  urgently  needed  to  properly  carry 
on  the  work  of  the  Institution.  The  pupil  nurses  of  the 
Colony  Training  School  must  perforce  receive  much  of 
their  training  in  this  building. 
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as  fkequently  ^lentionjsd  in  eablieb  i££pobts  the  hos- 
pital as  it  stands  at  pbesent  is  entirely  inadequatb 

TO  PROVIDE  PfiOPEB  ACCOMMODATIONS  FOE  THE  APPBOXI- 
MATELY  10%  OF  THE  PRESENT  POPULATION  OF  THE  COLONY 

sEQuiHiNo  HOSPITAL  CASE.  In  Other  words,  the  growth  of 
the  Hospital  has  not  kept  pace  with  the  growth,  of  the  Insti- 
tution. This  item  in  conjunction  with  item  2,  would,  if 
granted,  permit  of  there  heing  made  available  at  least  50 
more  ibeds  for  female  patients  and  employees  requiring 
hospital  care.  Similar  request  made  in  1904,  1909,  1910^ 
1911,  1912,  1913,  1914  and  1915. 

2.  House  for  first  assistant  physician,  who  is  the  assistant  super- 

intendent, so  as  to  vacate  space  now  occupied  by  his 
quarters  in  Peterson  Hospital.  This  would  permit  an  in- 
crease of  15  beds  for  female  patients  requiring  hospital 
care  and  attention  in  the  capacity  of  the  building.  This 
pkn  is  more  economical  than  to  erect  a  separate  cottage  for 
this  number  of  patients.  Similar  request  made  in  1909, 
1910,  1911,  1912,  1913,  1914  and  1915. 

3.  Installing  motors  on  thirty  sewing  machines  in  tailor  shop  and 

sewing  room ;  for  electric  cutter  for  tailor  shop  and  sewing 
room;  for  meat  grinder;  for  eight  potato  and  vegetable 
peelers;  for  motor  for  printing  office,  transformers,  etc. 
This  equipment  is  desired  so  as  to  make  availuble  electric 
power  where  such  is  needed  greatly.  If  power  sewing  ma- 
chines were  available  in  the  tailor  shop  and  an  additional 
paid  tailor  employed  at  the  Colony  we  could  then  manu- 
facture all  of  the  suits,  overcoats,  shirts^  overalls,  etc., 
used  by  male  patients.  This  would  be  more  satisfactory 
than  purchasing  the  kind  of  suits  made  in  the  State 
Prisons.    Similar  request  made  last  year. 

4.  Placing  all  tx^lephone  and  transmission  wires  in  conduits,  in- 

stalling lights  in  five  employees'  cottages  now  without  the 
fiame,  etc  Placing  25  lights  about  the  grounds  for  much 
needed  illumination;  line  transformers  and  installation  of 
electric  lights  in  three  employees*  cottages,  near  standpipe, 
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and  the  fanner's  and  butcher'e  cottaga  The  grounds  are 
influfficiently  illuminated  at  preBeat  to  iproteot  confused 
patients  falling  in  seizures,  and  make  it  safe  for  patients 
and  employees  necessarily  going  from  building  to 
building  during  hours  of  darkness.  The  present  pole  lines 
must  be  replaced  as  the  majority  are  rotted  at  the  basa  It 
"would  seem  economy  to  put  all  wires  underground  and  thus 
obtain  a  much  better  service  than  is  possible  under  existing 
circumstances.  The  menace  of  having  high  voltage  and 
telephone  wires  on  the  same  poles  must  also  be  provided  for. 

5.  Motor  truck,  three  ton  capacity.     This  truck  would  take  the 

place  during  the  summer  time  of  several  teams,  thus  enabl- 
ing the  Colony  to  use  these  teams  to  excellent  advantage  on 
the  farm,  and  for  grading  and  similar  work  about  the 
Colony.  During  the  winter  time  when  it  might  be  impos- 
sible to  use  the  truck  these  teams  would  be  available  for  dis- 
tributing the  various  supplies.  Similar  request  made  an- 
nually banning  1910. 

6.  Reception  and  Observation  Cottage,  for  all  incoming  patients. 

This  structure  was  included  in  the  original  plan  of  the 
Colony  dravm  some  19  years  ago.  It  should  have  been  one 
of  the  first  structures  built.  It  is  self-evident  that  patients 
when  admitted  to  the  Colony  should  be  received  in  a  specially 
arranged  structure,  where  they  can  be  kept  under  close  su- 
pervision and  observation  for  a  considerable  period,  so  that 
their  symptoms  may  be  carefully  noted  and  the  outline  of 
their  subsequent  treatment  arranged  for.  Furthermore,  if 
such  a  building  was  available,  all  of  the  incoming  patients 
would  be  kept  from  contact  with  other  parts  of  the  Institu- 
tion and  the  introduction  of  various  contagious  diseases 
would  thus  be  minimized.  This  proposed  structure  should 
be  located  in  the  main  administrative  group  and  should  con- 
tain adequate  rooms  for  the  examination  of  patients,  ample 
clothes  rooms,  toilet  and  shower  baths,  a  hydrotherapy  out- 
fit, kitchen  and  dining  rooms,  accommodations  for  nurses  on 
special  duty  and  living  quarters  for  the  assistant  physician 
who  would  be  placed  in  charge  of  the  building.  Similar  re- 
quest made  annually  beginning  in  1908.

7.  South  FanoBtead  Group.     (For  dormitory,  bam,  shed,  silo, 

etc)  In  the  summer  of  1901,  a  farm  house,  whidi  stood 
on  the  south  farm  was  destroyed  by  fire.  In  190®  the  bam 
standing  on  the  same  Colony  land  was  struck  by  lightning 
and  as  result  burned.  These  structures  have  never  been 
rebuilt  This  part  of  the  Colony's  tillable  land  located  such 
a  long  distance  from  the  present  sole  farm  group  means 
that  it  cannot  be  cared  for  at  present  in  the  intensive  way 
it  could  be  if  workers  resided  on  the  spot  There  is  in  addi- 
tion to  the  land  at  the  site  mentioned  another  large  lot,  con- 
taining 50  acres  located  about  one-half  mile  further  south. 
Bequest  made  in  part  in  1908  and  similar  request  to  present 
in  1912,  1918,  1914  and  1915. 

8.  Roads,  walks,  grading  and  planting.    There  are  many  of  the 

roads  at  the  Colony  still  in  need  of  attention  so  as  to  place 
them  in  a  proper  condition  for  the  use  required  of  them. 
More  cement  walks  are  required.  A  considerable  amount  of 
grading  is  to  be  done,  of  a  kind  which  cannot  be  accom- 
plished vnthout  hiring  teams,  it  being  impossible  to  spare 
the  Colony  teams  from  their  r^ular  work  for  any  great 
length  of  time. 

9.  Purchase  of  ditching  machine,  drain  tile,  etc. 

10.  Two  cottages,  one  for  males  and  the  other  for  females,  who 
are  temporarily  mentally  confused.  The  Colony  has  dur- 
ing each  year  many  patients  who  are  temporarily  un- 
balanced mentally,  requiring  during  such  periods  close  su- 
pervision and  special  treatment.  The  lack  of  facilities  for 
providing  humane  and  proper  care  of  such  patients  has 
long  been  apparent  but  requests  for  relief  of  this  situation 
have  not  met  with  the  prompt  response  which  they  should 
have  had.  When  the  State  assumes  the  care  of  epileptics 
it  should  provide  proper  facilities.  The  placing  of  patients, 
who  are  ordinarily  of  fair  mentality  in  a  building  with  pa- 
tients of  permanently  much  impaired  mentality  because  the 
former  have  a  transitory  mental  change  seems  to  me  not 
exactly  humana  Simple,  well  ventilated,  one  story  struc- 
tures with  brick  interior  walls,  one  for  each  se[x,  with  proper 
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equipment  of  hydrotherapeutic  appliances^  toilet  rooms, 
special  diet  kitchens,  etc.,  would  place  the  Colony  in  a*  x>06i- 
tion  to  provide  the  indicated  care  for  such  of  its  patients 
as  might  be  in  a  state  of  acute  mental  unbalance.  Similar 
request  made  annually  beginning  1909. 

11.  Qeneral  Assembly  Hall.     The  Colony  finds  it  increasingly 

difficult  to  hold  lectures,  entertainments,  dances,  etc.,  for 
those  living  at  the  Colony,  both  patients  and  employees, 
owing  to  the  fact  that  the  only  assembly  hall  available  will 
accommodate  less  than  one-fourth  of  the  total  population  of 
the  Institution.  Entertainments  must  perforce  be  repeated 
three  times  at  least  to  give  all  who  so  desire  an  opportunity 
to  attend.  In  a  community  located  in  such  a  remote  district 
as  is  the  Colony,  it  is  very  essential  that  proper  facilities  be 
available  for  entertainment  and  recreation  during  the  year, 
but  in  particular  during  the  long  winter  months.  The  pres- 
ent assembly  hall  is  a  small  wooden  structure  built  by  the 
Shakers  over  fiftjr  years  ago.  It  is  poorly  ventilated  and 
entirely  inadequate  in  every  respect  It  is  hoped  that  care- 
ful consideration  will  be  given  to  this  need  of  the  Institu- 
tion and  that  soon  an  appropriation  will  be  made  available 
for  such  a  structure.  Similar  request  made  in  1910,  1911, 
1912,  1913,  1914  and  1915. 

12.  Protestant  Chapel.    For  twelve  years  past  there  has  annually 

been  made  a  request  that  an  appropriation  be  granted  for  a 
Protestant  Chapel,  the  old  Shaker  structure,  the  House  of 
Elders,  being  entirely  inadequate  for  the  purpose.  In  a 
neighboring  institution  an  appropriation  for  a  similar  pur- 
pose was  made  some  years  ago. 

13.  Addition  to  Laboratory.     The  present  Laboratory  Building 

should  be  doubled  in  size  so  as  to  provide  proper  accommo- 
dations for  carrying  on  the  work  of  this  department  and  its 
need  becomes  more  and  more  apparent  as  the  years  go  on. 
The  Institution  is  handicapped  very  much  in  carrying  on 
reseaieh  activities  and  the  necessary  laboratory  work  of  a 
routine  nature. 
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14.  Industrial  Building,  to  be  erected  north  of  present  laundry. 

•  At  the  present  time  the  facilities  for  carrying  on  the  indus- 
trial work  of  the  present  Trades'  School  Building,  in  which 
the  majority  of  the  industrial  work  is  carried  on,  are  en- 
tirely too  small.  The  new  structure  would  provide  space 
for  the  sewing  room  and  tailor  shop,  now  in  separate  struc- 
tures, but  which  should,  to  obtain  the  best  results,  be  in  the 
8ame  building;  mattress  shop,  shoe  shop,  basket  and  chair 
caning  shop,  etc.  This  building  should  have  a  high,  dry 
basement  to  provide  additional  storage  space.  The  space 
now  occupied  by  the  tailor  shop  could  be  used  to  very  good 
advantage  as  quarters  for  farm  and  other  employees,  who 
would  in  addition  be  at  hand  at  night  to  man  the  fire  ap- 
paratus, which  is  located  on  the  first  floor  of  this  structure. 
The  space  in  the  store  building  now  occupied  by  these  farm. 
employees  is  very  much  needed  for  general  storage  pur- 
poses.   Similar  request  made  in  1912, 1913,  1914  and  1915. 

15.  Placing  basement  imder  two  south  wings  of  Trades  School,  so 

that  there  may  be  available  greatly  desired  space  for  the 
storage  of  mason's  supplies,  engineer's  supplies,  work  shop, 
etc. 

16.  West  House  Farm  Dormitory.     (Foundation  of  Old  Six  Na- 

tions could  be  utilized.)  This  building  is  desired  to  furnish 
quarters  for  several  farm  hands,  an  assistant  farmer  and 
twenty  male  patients  to  work  on  farm.  This  building  could 
be  made  the  dormitory  building  for  the  West  Farm  Group, 
a  bam  for  which  was  recently  erected. 

17.  Concrete  retaining  wall  to  protect  the  power  plant  and  water 

softening  plant.  Owing  to  the  great  amount  of  erosion  oe- 
curring  annually  at  the  above  mentioned  point  and  also  ad- 
joining  the  site  of  the  water  softening  plant,  it  is  absolutely 
essential,  in  order  to  avoid  great  damage  in  the  not  distant 
future,  to  have  erected  a  permanent  retaining  wall  of  suflS- 
cient  strength  to  prevent  the  creek  from  continuing  to  wear 
away  the  west  shore  from  a  point  some  distance  south  of  the 
water  softening  plant  recently  installed  to  a  point  at  the 
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south  side  of  the  public  highway  bridge  over  Kishaqua 
Creek.  Owing  to  the  building  of  the  water  softening  plant 
on  the  bank  of  Kishaqua  Creek,  immediately  south  of  the 
Colony  highway  and  building  of  the  new  power  plant  and 
stack  north  of  the  same  at  a  point  closer  to  the  creek  channel 
than  the  old  boiler  house  and  stack,  the  erection  of  such  a 
wall  for  protection  is  urgently  needed.  During  a  freshet 
in  May,  1916,  the  Kishaqua  Creek  overflowed  the  top  of 
the  clear  well  of  the  water  softening  plant  in  which  well  is 
kept  purified  water.  The  possible  results  of  an  occurrence 
of  this  kind  are  so  serious  to  the  health  of  the  Colony  that 
a  protective  remedy  in  the'way  of  a  wall  of  the  kind  out- 
lined is  imperative. 

18.  Extending  main,  horse  'bam  and  providing  root  cellar  beneath. 

The  present  horse  bam.  is  insufficieint  in  capacity  to  provide 
space  for  the  proper  shelter  of  the  Colony's  work  horses. 
'An.  extension  and  partial  reoonstruictioni  of  this  bam  and  a 
shed  adjacent  thereto,  would  not  only  provide  additional 
space  for  work  horses  buit  under  the  structure-  a  well  drained 
basement  could  ibe  arranged  so  liuat  the  eaone  might  be 
utilized  for  «ii  additional  root  cellar,  something  the  Colony 
is  very  much  in  need  of. 

19.  East  Wing  to  Central  School  Building.    lAs  requested  in  the 

last  thTce  annual  reports  this  east  wing  is  necessary  in 
order  to  make  the  Central  School  building  sufficiently  large 
to  enable  ub  to  concentmte  all  of  our  school  work  therein. 
Under  existing  conditions  the  bulk  of  our  school  work  for 
male  Colonists  has  to  ibe  given  in  an  old  Sthaker  building 
not  at  all  suitable  and  furthermore  needed  for  other 
purposes. 

20.  Dormitories  for  Younger  Colonists  and  those  of  better  grade 

of  mentality.  Additional  dormitories,  moderate  in  size,  are 
very  much  needed  to  permit  of  proper  classification  of 
Colonista  Under  existing  circumstances  it  is  often  found 
necessary  to  place  patients  of  all  grades  of  mentality  in  the 
same  structure,  a  procedure  not  conducive  to  the  best 
results. 
2 
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21.  Blacksmitih  Shop.    The  preeent  blackBmilih  (shop  is  oocupjing 

space  in  the  Trades  School  Building,  -whieh  is  required  by 
the  Plumbers'  Department  and  furthermore  beoause  of  the 
fire  used  by  the  blacksmith  there  is  afforded  a  constant 
menace  to  the  Trades  School  Building. 

22.  Piling  to  protect  farm  land. 

23.  Reserve  Dynamo  and  Engine^  Power  Plant.    In  the  original 

plan  of  the  central  power  plant  at  the  Colony  a  reserve 
dynamo  and  engine  were  included  but  the  appropriation 
made  was  insufficient  for  the  incrtallatioin  of  the  sama  The 
necessity  for  having  available  ai  all  times  this  reserve 
equipment  is  easily  appreciated. 

24.  New  Standpipa    The  present  standpipe  erected  in  the  early 

days  of  the  Colony,  twenty  years  ago,  is  not  only  beginning 
to  show  signs  of  disintegration  but  it  is  eELtirely  insufficient 
in  capacity  for  the  present  popukitioii.  FundB  should  be 
made  available  very  shortly  for  ibe  construction  of  a  new 
standp-ipe  at  least  three  times  the  capacity  of  the  present 
one. 

25.  liaise  northwest  portion  of  laundry  to  two  stories  and  insrtall 

elevator  therein. 

The  cost  amounts  of  the  above  items,  as  also  those  in  the  urgent 
list  must,  owing  to  rapid  variation  in  cost  of  construction,  etc,  be 
fixed  upon  by  the  State  Architect. 

Constmction 

The  contract  on  the  water  softening  and  filtration  plant  at  the 
Colony  which  was  completed  during  the  fiscal  year,  upon  final 
tests  being  made  showed  conclusively  that  it  did  not  have  the  capa- 
city required  to  meet  the  Colony's  needs.  Plans  and  specifications 
for  a  modification  of  this  plant  with  a  low  dam  in  Kishaqua  creek 
and  extension  of  mains  to  Willow  pond  so  that  the  latter,  upon 
being  deepened,  may  be  used  for  storago  of  raw  water,  have  been 
prepared,  so  that  funds  appropriated  by  the  Legislature  of  1916 
may  be  expended  for  a  further  development  of  this  most  import* 
ant  project. 
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Funds  are  now  •avaikuble  for  tiie  erection  of  the  addition  to  the 
Colony  store  in  which  will  be  located  a  long  needed  refrigeratioa 
plant  Plans  and  specifications  are  practioally  complete  for  this 
work. 

Ivy  Cottage,  the  dwelling  house  on  tlie  small  tract  of  land 
recently  acquired  by  the  Colony,  is  being  reconstructed  and  will 
be  oeeupied  by  a  married  employee. 

Two  new  dormitories,  to  accommodfote  sixty  male  patie^:ts  each, 
are  to  be  erected  in  the  West  Group. 

The  four  employees  cottages  referred  to  in  my  last  report. 
Parsonage,  Narcissus,  Laburnum  and  Hydrangea^  were  completed 
during  the  year  and  at  once  occupied. 

TJ'pon  approval  of  special  fund  estimate  the  old  bam  and  sheds 
in  the  rear  of  Walrath  Cottage  will  be  repaired.

The  Colony,  wben  one  considers  the  great  amount  of  freedom 
allowed  its  patients,  has  but  few  who  leave  without  obtaining 
propeoT  permission.  Failure  to  readjust  themselves  to  their  new 
environoneaiit,  home  sickness^  disoonitentmerut  of  one  kind  or  an- 
other, lihe  wandering  impulses  often  observed  in  epileptics,  false 
or  misleadiiig  statements  made  by  relatives  or  friends  to  induce 
patients  to  come  to  the  Colony,  the  placing  of  a  city-bred  individ- 
ual in  a  rural  environanent  act  separately 'or  in  conjunction  toward 
producing  elopement 

Occasionally  persons  nearby  a  'State  Inetitution  or  at  a  distance 
endeavor  to  induce  patients  to  leave  the  Institution.  In  an  effort 
to  stop  iikis  practice^  ihe  Legislature  of  1916  enacted  the  following 
law: 
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'Chapter  320,  Laws  of  1916. 

To  •ameoid  the  penal  law,  in  relation  to  enticing  inmaites  from  In- 
stitutions. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

•Section  1.  The  penal  law  is  hereby  amended  'by  inserting 
therein,  after  section  twelve  hundred  and  fifty,  a  new  secticm,  to 
be  section  twelve  hundred  and  fifty-a,  to  read  as  follows: 

§  1250-a.  Enticing  inmates  from  public  institutions.  Any  per- 
son who  shall  entice  away  or  assist  to  escape  an  inmate  of  any 
public  charitable  institution  or  custodial  asylum  or  institution  for 
the  feebleminded,  idiots,  epileptics  or  insane,  or  reformatory  or 
reform  school,  or  knowing  such  person  to  be  such  inmate  promises 
to  provide  a  home  for  or  to  pay  for  the  services  of  or  to  marry 
such  inmate;  or  who  shall  keep  or  harbor  any  such  inmate  for 
the  purpose  above  mentioned  without  the  consent  or  approval  of 
the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Institution  in  which  such  inmate  was 
kept^  flihall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately." 

Kitchens 

I  desire  to  again  bring  up  this  important  subject,  not  desiring, 
however,  to  overlook  the  fact  that  while  the  Colony  plan  calls  for 
small  units,  a  part  of  which  would  be  a  kitchen  for  each,  never- 
thelees,  without  materially  interfering  with  this  system,  the 
numiber  of  existing  kitchens  might  'be  materially  red'Uced,  e.  g., 
one  general  kitchen  would  suffice  for  the  Village  Green  Group, 
one  for  the  Farmstead  Group  and  two  geoieral  kitchens  for  a  con- 
siderable portion  of  the  Villa  Flora  Group,  this  being  poesible 
providing  certain  special  buildings  were  erected  for  this  purpose. 
The  space  now  occupied  by  kitchens  and  dining  rooms  in  the 
various  cottages  in  tihe  above  mentioned  Groups  could  well  be 
utilized  as  space  for  wards  and  sitting  rooms,  the  latter  being  at 
present  not  available  in  either  the  Village  Green  or  Farmstead 
Groups,  it  being  necessary  to  utilize  wards  for  combined  sitting 
nnd  sleeping  rooms  for  the  best  type  of  male  colonists. 
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Farm 


For  three  years  past  no  appropriation  has  been  made  for  the 
purchase  of  agricultural  drain  tile,  much  of  which  is  needed  for 
providing  proper  under  drainage  of  the  Colony  farm.  If  the 
machinery,  funds  for  the  purchase  of  which  has  been  repeatedly 
requested  coixld  be  had,  the  Colony  could  itself  make  the  agi-icul- 
taral  drain  tile  which  it  requires. 

High  iwater  in  the  Kishaqua  creek  in  May,  1916,  caused  that 
stream  to  ohange  its  course  just  below  the  north  highway  bridge 
and  also  north  of  the  Bansville  &  Mt.  Morris  railroad  bridge,  as 
result   of    -w^hich  there  was  considerable  temporary  damage  done 
the  CJolony  farm  land  on  the  west  side  of  Kishaqua  creek  as  well 
as  the  deposit  of  from  six  to  eight  inches  of  clay  silt  on  all  the 
filter  beds  for  sewage  disposal  at  a  point  norlih  of  the  Dansville  & 
Mt.  Morris  railroad  bridge.    The  creek  washed  a  new  channel  in 
aeveoral  places  in  the  land  east  of  the  stream,  depositing  gravel  and 
destroying,  some  of  it  permanenitly,  a  considerable  acreage  of  good 
com  land.    If  the  dredging  of  Kishaqua  creek  which  was  to  have 
been  done  by  the  Oonservation  Commission  some  two  years  ago 
had  been  accomplished,  this  last  mentioned  damage  would  prob- 
ably not  have  occurred. 

The  frequent  and  long  continued  heavy  rains  during  the  spring 
and  early  summer  not  only  retarded  the  planting  of  crops  but  pre- 
vented the  placing  of  more  than  half  the  normal  acreage  of 
potatoes  and  a  very  small  acreage  of  com. 

Fire  Protection

Treatment

abnormality  or  defect.    A  small  peroentaee  oii^   f    r 
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observed  show  practically  no  evidence  of  tiheir  affiction  during  the 
inter  paroxysmal  periods,  except  possibly  memory  defects^  some 
irritability,  a  moderate  retardation  of  mental  processes,  the  degree 
of  these  symptoms  varying  in  different  epileptics  and  in  the  indi- 
vidual epileptic  from  time  to  time  are  observed  attacks  of  the 
vidual  epileptic.  From  time  to  time  are  observed  acute  or  sub- 
acute attacks  of  the  various  phases  of  mental  instability,  associated 
with  convulsions  or  independent  thereof.  All  special  institutions 
for  epileptics  should  have  proper  provision  for  all  types  of  the 
disorder,  special  oottages  being  necessary  in  which  those  having 
periods  of  acute  menital  disturbance  or  a  chronic  mental  change 
associated  with  periods  of  excitement,  etc.,  may  be  kept  under 
closer  supervision  than  in  the  ordinary  open  cottage. 

Where  the  land  is  available  epileptics  should  be  so  grouped  as 
to  separate  the  higher  from  the  lower  meutal  grades  -so  that  there 
will  be  little  or  no  association  between  them. 

Because  an  individuitl  has  a  convulsion  it  does  not  necessarily 
follow  tjhat  he  developes  epilepsy. 

One  so  frequently  hears  the  story  of  the  epileptic  who,  as  result 
of  his  symptoons  which  produce  a  mental  or  physical  incapacity 
or  both  is  in  consequence  barred  from  remunerative  employment 
in  the  community,  hence  he  thus  becomes  eitiher  a  burden  to  his 
family  or  the  community  and  if  married,  others  who  are  dependent 
on  him  must  in  turn  also  be  cared  for  by  the  public  In  the  home 
the  epileptic  is  frequently  the  source  of  anxiety  and  special  care, 
whereas  in  institutions,  especially  planned  to  care  for  his  kind, 
he  is  allowed  many  liberties  so  far  as  his  condition  permits 
which  he  otherwise  would  be  deprived  of.  Because  of  his  tendency 
to  complain  a-nd  not  readily  adjust  himself  to  his  environment 
the  average  epileptic  is  out  of  place  in  an  institution  for  the  feeble- 
minded.  It  seems  strange  that  so  many  among  the  general  public, 
even  those  who  have  some  knowledflre  of  the  symptoms  observed  in 
epileptics,  fail  to  realize  that  the  earning  capacity  of  epileptics,  as 
a  class,  has  been  over  estimated.  Because  of  the  recurring  periods 
of  impairment  or  loss  of  consciousness,  more  or  less  prolonged, 
the  often  associated  convulsive  attacks,  frequently  res.ulting  in  the 
occurrence  of  serious  injury  or  disease  such  as  pneumonia,  the  epi- 
leptic is  handicapped  to  such  a  degree  as  to  require  in  an  institution 
for  epileptics  an  allowance  of  from  four  to  five  patients  to  do  an 
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ordinary  day's  work.    The  epileptic,  whose  condition  is  the  excep- 
tion to  the  above  but  proves  the  rule.    Under  no  circumstances  can 
a  community  of  epileptics,  a  great  number  of  whom  are  naturally 
more  or  less  defective  mentally,  be  made  self  supporting.  The  care- 
fully regulated  and  supervised  occupation  of  those  epileptics  able  to 
work  is  of  the  upmost  importance  for  their  general  health.     A 
selected  occupation  of  the  inmates  of  institutions  is  primarily  valu- 
able as  considered  for  its  moral  and  medical  worth  and  secondarily 
for  its  monetary  return  to  the  Stata     The  systematized  occupa- 
tion, the  regular  hours  of  employment  and  recreation,  a  reasonably 
restricted  diet  and  the  carrying  out  of  a  hygienic  life  along  broad 
lines  are  of  fundamental  importance  in  the  treatment  of  this  con- 
dition and  can  best  be  carried  out  in  a  special  Colony  where  every 
action,  if  need  be,  can  be  r^ulated  in  a  reasonable  manner  to 
meet  the  indications  of  the  individual  patient.    In  the  treatment 
of  many  conditions,  but  especially  in  that  of  epilepsy  the  inculcat- 
ing of  habits  of  personal  discipline  and  self  control  are  of  the 
utmost  importance.     In  many  instances  epileptics  previous  to 
their  admission  to  the  special  institutions  have  been  allowed  to  do 
as  they  wish,  the  result  being  a  material  increase  in  the  number  of 
their  seizures  and  progressive  damage  to  their  mentality.     The 
epileptic  of  average  mentality,  who  after  a  brief  residence  at  the 
Colony  properly  readjusts  himself  to  the  simple  rules  of  living 
demanded  of  Colonists,  can  then  co-operate  to  the  best  advantage 
in  the  general  plan  outlined  for  his  treatment.    It  cannot  too  often 
be  stated  that  r^ular  occupation  under  proper  conditions  is  not 
only  of  much  benefit  to  the  general  health  of  a  patient  for  the  phy- 
sical exercise  thus  given,  but  it  also  keeps  healthy  interests  aroused 
and  tends  to  retard,  if  not  stop  for  a  considerable  period,  mental 
deterioration.    Those  epileptics  who  are  congenitally  defective  to 
a  considerable  degree  or  who  are  markedly  demented  cannot  of 
course  be  expected  to  improve  materially  as  result  of  any  treat- 
ment.   The  average  epileptic  however  does,  if  proper  adjustment 
to  Colony  living  conditions  occurs,  show  after  a  reasonable  length 
of  time  a  certain  degree  of  improvement. 

Communicable  Disorders 

The  administration  of  small  pox  and  typhoid  vaccine  to  all  new 
admissions,  as  well  as  the  taking  of  throat  cultures,  has  been  con- 
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tinued  as  in  recent  years.  During  the  late  winter  some  diphtheria^ 
mild  in  type,  occurred  among  some  of  the  boys  residing  in  Tulip 
Tree  Cottage.  About  this  time  a  female  attendant  in  Loomis  In- 
firmary developed  diphtheria,  which  cleared  up  promptly  upon 
energetic  use  of  anti-toxin. 

The  number  of  cases  of  tuberculosie  at  the  Colony,  except  in 
the  Infirmaries  among  the  more  defective,  is  less  than  formerly. 
Such  patients  are,  so  far  as  capacity  pennits,  cared  for  in  Pryor 
and  Sage  Pavilions.  Other  patients  having  less  active  symptoms 
are  treated  by  having  them  sleep  out  of  doors  on  the  verandas  of 
their  respective  cottages.  As  has  been  requested  for  many  years 
past,  funds  should  be  appropriated  for  the  erection  of  larger 
verandas  on  each  infirmary  and-  Peterson  Hospital,  so  that  this 
space  will  be  available  for  out  of  door  treatment  for  not  only 
tubercular  patients,  but  other  patients,  whose  condition  requires 
such  care.  These  verandas  could  during  the  winter  months  be 
closed  in  part,  so  as  to  afford  such  protection  from  prevailing 
winds  as  might  be  necessary. 

During  March  and  April  measles  occurred  in  an  employee's 
family  but  no  cases  developed  among  any  of  the  patients  at  the 
Colony. 

During  the  winter  a  severe  form  of  influenzal  infection  occurred 
at  the  Colony,  as  result  of  which  a  considerable  number  of  male 
patients  residing  at  Loomis  Infirmary  succumbed.  As  mentioned 
elsewhere  two  female  attendants  died  as  result  of  a  similar  condi- 
tion. 

Exhibits 

Exhibits  including  photographs  of  the  Colony  and  various  charts 
pertaining  to  different  phases  of  epilepsy  and  statistical  in  nature 
were  placed  at  the  annual  State  Conference  at  Albany  in  Novem- 
ber, 1915,  and  the  meeting  of  the  American  Medical  Association 
in  Detroit,  Michigan,  in  June,  1916. 

School 

Attention  is  once  more  called  to  the  necessity  for  providing  of 
additional  floor  space  for  school  work,  if  such  is  to  be  developed 
to  the  degree  indicated.  The  carrying  on  of  folk  dancing  as  well 
as  instruction  in  music  is  difficult  under  existing  conditions. 
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On  June  14th,  a  flag  was  presented  to  the  Boys'  School  by  the 
Sons  of  Veterans  Auxiliary  of  New  York  State.  A  delegation 
from  this  oi^nization  visited  the  Colony  on  the  occasion  and  the 
boys'  class  rendered  a  suitable  program.  Exercises  with  the  plant- 
ing of  trees  were  held  on  Arbor  Day.  The  work  of  the  school 
gardens  has  been  continued  on  a  larger  scale  than  ever  before. 

Medical  Staff 

Dr.  James  E.  Haggerty,  who  had  been  a  faithful  member  of 
the  medical  staff  since  February  1st,  1913,  resigned  on  April  1st, 
1916,  to  enter  general  practice. 

Dr.  Charles  A.  Joy  was  appointed  junior  assistant  physician 
on  Juno  18th,  1916. 

Dre.  A.  G.  Bennett,  visiting  opthalmologist  and  Clayton  M. 
Brown,  rhinologist  and  otologist  of  Buffalo,  continued  their  regu- 
lar monthly  visits  to  the  Colony  during  the  year. 

The  Livingston  County  Medical  Society  held  its  regular  meet- 
ing at  the  Colony  on  May  2d  with  presentation  of  papers  by  Dr. 
Wm.  M.  Brown  of  Eochester,  and  Drs.  J.  F.  Munson,  E.  M* 
Thomson  and  G.  J.  Doolittle  of  the  Colony  medical  staff. 

Regular  staff  meetings  thrice  weekly  were  continued  as  in  former 
years. 

Field  Work 

For  six  years  past  the  Colony  has  been  endeavoring  to  have  a 
regular  field  worker  so  that  such  a  representative  could  be  sent 
into  the  various  parts  of  the  State  in  order  to  obtain  first  hand 
information  relative  to  the  family  and  personal  history  of  not  only 
our  patients  already  resident  at  the  Institution,  but  of  applicants 
for  admission  to  the  Colony.  Such  information  is  often  of  great 
value  in  the  compiling  of  data  on  which  to  base  a  scientific  record 
of  conditions  relating  to  the  development,  course  and  treatment  of 
the  various  epilepsies. 

A  field  worker  can  also,  in  the  line  of  duty,  disseminate  in  the 
various  communities  to  which  she  may  be  sent  common  sense  ideas 
r^rding  defectiveness,  its  causes  and  available  means  for  par- 
tial control,  as  also  the  facilities  at  present  existing  in  the  State 
for  the  humane  care  and  treatment  of  the  various  types  of  defec- 
tives.

Miss  Florence  G.  Smith  of  the  Bureau  of  Analysis  of  the  State 
Board  of  Charities,  has  done  further  excellent  work  for  the  Colony 
during  the  fiscal  year  just  ended.  Heredity  charts  aad  consider- 
able detailed  information  regarding  the  families  studied,  as  well 
as  a  reference  to  epilepsy  itself,  have  been  included  in  a  pamphlet 
recently  printed  and  distributed  by  the  above  mentioned  bureau* 

Admissions  During  the  Fiscal  Year 

The  various  symptoms  observed 'including  aura,  types  of  seiz- 
ures, mentality,  alleged  and  probable  cause  have  not  varied  ma- 
terially from  the  average  findings  in  former  years.  As  has  so 
frequently  been  previously  mentioned  the  of  times  essential  definite 
information  regarding  heredity,  prenatal  influences,  birth  injuries 
and  similar  factors  is  in  the  majority  of  instances  incomplete  or 
entirely  wanting.  In  some  of  our  patients  careful  study  reveals 
what  would  seem  as  though  psychogenic  factors  have  had  a  marked 
causative  relationship  to  the  appearance  of  a  subsequent  epilepsy. 
In  cases  of  late  onset,  not  only  must  there  be  considered  a  possible 
specific  basis,  which  perhaps  among  other  changes  has  produced 
an  early  arterio  sclerosis  of  cerebral  vessels,  as  well  as  general 
disturbance  of  the  metabolism  of  the  aflFected  individual,  but  also 
various  business  and  domestic  worries,  ill  health,  etc,  upsetting 
menital  stability  and  thus  perhaps  inducing  mental  deterioration. 
While  many  causes,  frequently  assigned  as  the  actual  ones  respon- 
sible for  the  onset  of  an  epilepsy  are  but  co-incidental,  it  would 
seem  that  in  certain  persons  the  before  mentioned  factors  are  to 
be  considered  as  having  material  influence  in  the  development  of 
either  an  epilepsy  or  certain  related  conditions. 

While  a.  considerable  number  of  epileptics  can  readily  be  classed 
as  organic,  our  present  limited  knowledge  as  to  etiology  and  patho- 
logy must  necessarily  force  us  to  continue  to  place  a  considerable 
percentage  in  the  idiopathic  class. 

A  considerable  series  of  patients  are  being  examined  by  X-ray 
for  abnormalities  of  the  pituitary  body,  checking  same  subse- 
quently if  they  come  to  autopsy.  The  structural  arrangement  of 
the  gastro-intestinal  tract  is  also  similarly  observed. 

There  is  also  now  under  way  an  intensive  study  of  male  admis- 
sions as  regards  mental  stability,  deterioration,  original  endow- 
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meaisy  personality,  types  of  seizures,  value  of  classification  and 
therapy  of  a  proper  and  carefully  adjusted  environment,  including 
occupation.  In  the  next  annual  report  an  extended  statenaent  re- 
garding these  phases  of  Colony  effort  will  be  appended. 

Research 

In  ccmnection  with  the  work  in  the  Laboratory  at  the  Colony^ 
considerable  investigation  along  the  lines  of  neuro-pathology  could 
be  carried  on  to  great  advantage  if  sufficient  funds  were  available 
for  a  larger  working  staff  and  the  erection  of  an  addition  to  the 
existing  structure.  Under  present  circumstances  this  important 
branch  of  research  has  to  remain  practically  untouched,  whereas 
STstematic  study  in  careful  detail  along  these  lines  might  ultim- 
ately bring  to  light  much  of  value  to  neurology.  Pathological 
states  of  organs,  other  than  the  gross  changes  in  the  brain,  e.  g., 
the  kidneys,  the  gastro  intestinal  tract  and  the  various  secreting 
glands  connected  or  associated  therewith;  the  internal  secreting 
or  endocrine  glands,  the  blood,  etc.,  are  sought  for  so  far  as  pres- 
ent facilities  will  permit. 

Although  more  than  twenty  years  have  elapsed  since  the  first 
pati«it  was  admitted  to  the  Colony,  there  has  not  b<5en  made  avail- 
able, as  mentioned  elsewhere  in  this  report  and  in  previous  reports, 
a  sufficient  amount  of  money  to  permit  of  progressive  development 
of  the  Colony  along  the  lines  of  scientific  research  referred  to  in 
the  fundamental  law  establishing  the  Colony  as  one  of  the  prime 
purposes  for  which  the  Colony  was  organized.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  in  the  not  distant  future  a  reasonable  amount  may  be  made 
available  annually  for  developing  along  up  to  date  ways,  this  very 
important  branch  of  the  Colony's  work  toward  bringing  to  light, 
if  such  is  possible,  the  factors  which  have  a  causative  relation  to 
the  appearance  and  recurrence  of  the  poly-phase  symptoms  of  the 
disorder,  thus  leading  perhaps  ultimately  to  the  discovery  of 
niethods  of  relief  and  prevention,  permitting  of  a  wide  application 
in  overcoming  this  distressing  affection  of  the  human  race. 

The  X-ray  findings  of  the  structural  arrangement  of  the  gastro- 
intestinal tract,  as  observed  in  epileptics,  reveal  oftentimes  the 
existence  of  abnormalities  similar  in  type  to  those  frequently  seen 
in  non-epileptics  and  which  are  adduced  as  the  cause  of  various 
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disorders  in  such  individuals  as  such  a  finding  is  similarly  held 
responsible  by  some  for  the  occurrence  of  epilepsy  when  the  condi- 
tion is  observed  in  epileptics. 

While  the  majority  of  epileptics,  either  because  of  some  chronic 
disturbance  of  the  gastro-intestinal  tract,  an  unduly  restricted 
diet  or  long  continued  bromide  or  similar  medication  present  a 
more  or  less  marked  constipation,  it  does  not  necessarily  follow 
that  said  constipation  is  always  an  active  causative  factor  in  the 
production  of  the  symptoms  of  epilepsy,  although  such  is  fre- 
quently the  case. 

The  records  of  the  Craig  Colony  for  Epileptics^  covering  thou- 
sands of  observations,  show  that  while  an  occasional  epileptic  may 
manifest  a  markedly  sub-normal  temperature,  as  an  epileptic  may 
have  at  times  an  extreme  hyper  pyrexia,  on  the  whole  the  body 
temperature  of  the  average  epileptic,  except  at  the  time  of  an 
intercurrent  disease  or  some  acute  phase  of  his  epilepsy,  presents 
the  same  range  as  does  the  ordinary  non-epileptic  individual,  there 
being  no  general  tendency  in  epileptics  to  present  a  sub-normal 
temperature. 

While  many  epileptics,  especially  subsequent  to  seizures,  mani- 
fest evidence  of  more  or  less  marked  disturbance  of  the  kidneys, 
as  shown  by  an  albuminuria,  etc,  it  has  not  been  observed  that 
there  is  any  evidence  of  a  localized  or  a  general  edema  of  face, 
ankles,  etc.,  xmless  there  exists  a  well  marked  nephritis  or  cardio- 
vascular disorder  such  as  would  tend  to  produce  a  similar  edema 
in  the  non-epileptic  person. 

Eelative  to  the  question  of  relation  between  disturbance  of 
kidney  function  and  occurrence  of  seizures,  it  is  interesting  to 
note  that  observations*  made  in  states  of  complete  uraemia  do  not 
present  the  ordinary  symptoms  understood  to  be  included  under  the 
term  uraemia,  nervous  phenomena  being  conspicuously  wanting,  i. 
e.,  convulsive  seizures  do  not  occur.  In  advanced  chronic 
nephritis  with  a  cardiac  dilatation  and  insufficiency  when  the  heart 
breaks  down  under  its  burden,  the  volume  of  urine  falls  and  with 
it  the  nitrogen  excretion,  thus  leading  to  nitrogen  retention  as  lu 
urinary  poisoning.  In  this  condition  symptoms  indicating  dis- 
turbance of  the  motor  senses  are  seldom  observed. 


« 
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In  uraemia  with  convulsions  tlie  condition  has  usually  been 
considered  as  toxemia,  although  a  definite  toxin,  has  not  been 
mentioned.  Foster  states  that  a  crytalline  substance,  the 
chemical  nature  of  which  he  cannot  mention  at  this  time, 
Las  been  separated  from  the  blood  in  a  series  of  cases  where 
convulsions  accompanied  uraemia.  This  substance  which  proved 
highly  toxic  to  guinea-pigs  could  not  be  detected  in  normal  blood 
or  in  blood  in  any  diseased  state  except  in  this  particular  type  of 
uraemia.  Further  investigations  tend  to  show  that  in  the  con- 
vulsive type  of  uraemia  there  is  an  abnormal  metabolism  as  well 
as  a  nitrogen  retention. 

In  maniy  thousand  observations  made  on  epileptics  at  the  Colony, 
it  has  been  observed  that  there  is  no  general  tendency  among  them 
to  show  a  brady-cardia.  In  but  a  small  percentage  of  the  several 
hundred  autopsies  thus  far  held  at  the  Colony  have  the  abdominal 
lymphatic  glands  been  found  enlarged. 

Unless  an  epileptic,  as  may  be  the  case  with  a  non-epileptic,  is 
much  below  par  physically  or  has  been  under  a  long  oontinued 
bromide  medication  improperly  administered,  there  is  no  special 
tendency  toward  a  disturbance  of  the  peripheral  circulation  as 
may  be  manifested  by  cold  hands  and  feet.  The  average  epileptic 
as  observed  at  the  Colony  when  placed  under  similar  conditions, 
so  far  as  exercise,  season,  etc.,  are  concerned,  perspires  just  as 
freejy  as  does  a  non-epileptic.  In  a  series  of  575  patients,  in  exami- 
nations recently  made  at  the  Colony  by  Dr.  W.  H.  Beach,  resident 
dentist,  in  r^ard  to  the  reaction  of  saliva,  it  was  found  in  the  636 
tests  made  that  628  were  alkaline,  2  acid  and  6  neutral.  In  some 
patients  examined  just  before,  during  and  after  seizures,  it  was 
found  that  alkalinity  at  such  periods  was  intensified,  returning  to 
a  slightly  alkaline  reaction  as  soon  as  the  patient  had  recovered 
from  the  seizure.  In  numerous  examinations  at  autopsy  of  the 
large  and  small  intestine,  there  has  occasionally  been  found  an 
enteritis  but  in  the  majority  of  instances  where  such  did  exist,  a 
tubercular  infection,  a  long  continued  constipation,  gross  errors 
in  diet,  etc.,  were  basic  causative  factors. 

As  shown  in  the  appended  table  and  graphic  chart,  it  was  found 
at  the  Colony,  that  the  average  blood  pressure  in  over  500  epilep- 
tics was  on  the  whole  slightly  higher  than  the  average  non-epileptio 
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individual,  this  being  contrary  to  the  findings  reported  by  other 
observers.

The  Limited  Value  of  Bromides  in  the  Treatment  of  Epilepsy 

Since  the  use  of  bromides  in  the  treatment  of  epilepsy  was  first 
advocated,  some  sixty  years  ago,  benefit  has  been  obtained  in  some 
epileptics  by  its  intelligent  use,  whereas  an  untold  amount  of  harm 
has  resulted  in  the*  vast  number  of  epileptics,  consequent  upon 
indiscriminate  administration  of  various  bromine  preparations. 

Tn  comparing  the  results  of  treatment  of  epileptics  as  seen  in 
the  various  special  institutions  with  those  in  the  outside  world,  it 
should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  majority  of  the  former  have  had 
their  epilepsy,  as  a  rule,  for  many  years  previous  to  their  coming 
under  its  cara  On  the  other  hand  many  of  those  seen  outside  the 
Institution  are  early  cases,  consequently  a  more  favorable  type 
for  successful  treatment.    A  careful  study  of  the  individual  epi- 
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leptic  will  sometimes  reveal  conditions,  a  successful  removal  of 
which,  will  improve  the  general  health  of  the  patient  to  such  an 
extent  that  the  symptoms  of  epilepsy  are  subsequently  much  less 
in  evidence  if  not  permanently  in  abeyance. 

The  finding  of  the  exact  exciting  cause  of  the  epileptic  pheno- 
mena is  often,  as  a  rule,  diflScult  or  impossible.  The  predisposing 
cause  of  an  epilepsy  may  be  seemingly  apparent,  such  as,  e.  g., 
heredity,  transmission  of  a  defective  nervous  system,  but  in  many 
instances  no  such  predisposing  cause  can  be  definitely  established. 

That  bacterial  infection  might  play  a  causative  role  in  the  pro- 
duction of  epilepsy  was  considered  years  ago  and  is  again  being 
brought  forward  by  a  writer  in  one  of  our  medical  journals.  There 
must  be  much  more  convincing  evidence  produced  before  such 
alleged  direct  infection  described  can  be  accepted' as  the  causative 
factor  producing  epilepsy.  The  epilepsies  are  seemingly  due  to 
so  many  underlying  factors  that  one  would  feel  almost  convinced 
that  there  are  multiple  causes  in  action  to  produce  the  symptoms 
of  this  disorder. 

It  has  long  been  a  recognized  fact  that  in  the  treatment  of  those 
epileptics  of  normal,  or  approximately  normal  mentality,  it  is 
essential  to  secure  their  active  co-operation  in  the  carrying  out  of 
the  treatment  prescribed  thus  arousing  confidence  in  the  results  to 
be  obtained,  before  the  improvement  hoped  for  can  be  had.  To 
quote  from  a  former  paper  presented  by  the  writer:  "  It  has  been 
well  said  that  the  subject  of  epilepsy  is  one  that  embraces,  perhaps 
more  than  any  other  limited  department  of  medicine,  the  whole 
range  of  therapeutics."  Sieveking,*  a  writer  of  sixty  years  ago, 
stated :  "  In  epilepsy  the  results  have  been,  if  not  barren,  yet 
unsatisfactory;  and  still  the  disorder  constantly  attracts  new  in- 
quirers, each  anxious  that  he  may  succeed  in  lifting  the  veil  that 
shrouds  the  mystery.  We  are  justified  in  expecting  more  decided 
benefit  from  a  full  development  of  our  hygenic  resources  in  com- 
bating than  by  reiterated  experiments  with  drugs.  Epilepsy  is  a 
disease  of  the  whole  man  and  not  of  any  one  organ  or  system  of 
organs  alone.  In  many  instances  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  result 
of  treatment  is  merely  a  temporary  arrest  or  postponement,  which 
is  erroneously  regarded  as  a  cure."     Sieveking  also  tells  us  that

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"  there  is  not  a  eubstance  in  the  materia  medica,  there  is  scarcely 
a  substance  in  the  world,  capable  of  passing  through  the  gullet  of 
man,  that  has  not  at  one  time  or  other  enjoyed  the  reputation  of 
being  anti-epileptic  I"  The  moral  treatment,  including  self  control, 
personal  discipline  and  strict  rules  of  conduct,  is  of  essential  im- 
portance in  the  treatment  of  epileptics.  This  has  again  been  es- 
pecially brought  forth  by  recent  writers,  among  them  Clark,  Mac- 
Curdy,  MaeRoberts,  etc,  the  treatment  being  based  upon  careful 
analysis  of  the  personal  history  of  the  individual  epileptic  so  as  to 
readjust  his  attitude  toward  society  and  his  particular  environ- 
ment. With  the  vast  majority  of  all  cases  of  epilepsy,  presenting 
their  symptoms  early  in  life,  lending  great  weight  to  the  theory 
that  the  condition  is  as  a  rule  the  result  of  a  primary  defect  in  the 
J^tructure  of  the  central  nervous  system  with,  in  consequence,  un- 
stable nerve  cells,  one  could  not  expect  by  administration  of  seda- 
tives, such  as  bromides,  to  do  away  with  the  effect  of  such  struc- 
tural incompleteness  in  this  vital  part  of  the  human  economy.  It 
has  long  been  held,  and  in  my  opinion  justly,  that  the  majority 
of  epilepsies  indicate  that  the  individuals  so  afflicted  are  sub-nor- 
lual.  If  in  certain  epileptics  the  symptoms  are  the  result  of  a  dis- 
turbance of  the  proper  relationship  of  various  internal  secreting, 
the  so-called  endocrine  glands,  with  consequent  upset  of  the  entire 
hidividual^  how  can  the  administration  of  bromides  bring  about 
permanent  readjustment  to  the  normal  state  ? 

It  is  frequently  observed  by  the  average  physician  that  any  new 
treatment  of  an.  epileptic,  no  matter  what  it  may  consist  of^  pro- 
diices  benefit  in  consequence  of  the  hope  aroused  in  the  individual, 
thus  securing  a  better  co-operation,  and  also  the  more  careful 
J^lation  on  the  part  of  the  physician  of  the  patient's  mode  of  life. 

Many  patients  are  reported  as  cured  of  epilepsy  when  there 
has  been  but  a  temporary  remission  of  a  few  weeks  or  months,  a 
condition  commonly  observed  irrespective  of  any  or  no  particular 
treatment  in  those  having  the  disorder. 

As  an  illustration  of  the  general  result  obtained  from  bromide 
medication  it  is  a  matter  of  record  that  at  the  Craig  Colony  for 
Epileptics  the  average  amount  of  bromine  and  bromide  salts  used 
per  patient  during  the  year  1902  was  10.8  oz.  and  the  average 
number  of  seizures  during  that  period  98.    In  the  year  1904,  the 
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average  annual  dosage  of  bromides  per  patient  was  15.6  oz.  with 
the  average  number  of  seizures  124.  In  1906  the  average  dosage 
of  bromides  per  patient  during  the  year  was  12.2  oz.  and  the 
average  number  of  seizures  136.  From  1908  there  was  a  marked 
lessening  of  bromides  administered,  so  that  from  1909  to  date  the 
average  dose  for  the  entire  year  has  been  less  than  on&-half  oz. 
per  capita.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  with  the  material  reduc- 
tion in  the  amount  of  bromides,  there  has  not  been  an  increase  in 
the  average  number  of  seizures,  on  the  contrary  the  latter  during 
1915  was  95,  with  the  average  per  capita  dosage  of  broniides  .45 
of  an  ounce.  The  patients  under  treatment  during  this  period, 
over  4,000  in  number,  were  of  both  sexes,  about  equally  divided, 
of  all  ages  from  infancy  to  advanced  senility;  early  onset  and 
late;  organic  and  idiopathic  types;  brief  and  long  duration,  etc 
In  the  early  years  of  the  Colony  the  majority  of  its  inmates  re- 
ceived bromine  in  one  form  or  another,  but  in  recent  years  those 
receiving  such  medication  are  rather  the  exception. 

Menstruation,  Puberty  and  the  Menopause  in  Relation  to  Seizures 

in  Female  Epileptics 

At  my  request.  Dr.  E.  M.  Thomson,  woman  physician  at  the 
Colony,  again  reviewed  this  subject  and  the  following  is  the  report 
made  by  her.  Several  times  previously  this  matter  was  investi- 
gated at  the  Colony  with  similar  findings,  thus  tending  to  estab- 
lish the  fact  that  the  alleged  close  causative  relationship  of  men- 
struation, puberty  and  the  menopause  to  seizures  is  in  our  ex- 
perience largely  overdrawn. 

*'  In  reviewing  the  histories  and  interviewing  the  female  patients 
at  the  Colony,  who  are  within  the  menstrual  epoch,  it  is  quite 
astonishing  to  find  the  stress  that  is  laid  on  the  connection  of  this 
function  with  their  epileptic  attacks.  It  is  the  exceptional  patient, 
who  will  not  tell  one  on  questioning,  that  her  seizures  are  more 
frequent  at  the  menstrual  period  or  occur  only  at  that  time.  This 
is  true  also  of  the  relatives  who  observed  them  prior  to  admission 
and  in  many  cases,  of  the  attendant  in  charge  after  admission; 
whereas  a  comparison  of  tiie  catemenial  charts  and  seizure  records 
will  show  that  there  is  seldom  any  connection.

In  the  effprt  to  associate  the  two  they  will  often  state  that  the 
seizures  occur  about  one  week  prior  to  or  one  week  following  the 
menses;  while  in  reality  they  may  occur  at  any  timje  during  the 
month. 

In  many  cases  the  statement  is  made  that  mental  disturbance 
occurs  only  at  this  time  and  in  a  few  cases  this  is  true,  but  in  so 
few  ^at  it  is  the  exception  and  not  the  rule.  In  some  cases  there 
is  quite  marked  irritability  of  disposition  and  the  patient  is 
quarrelsome  and  more  abusive  to  the  patients  about  her.  It  is  well 
e3tabli€hed  that  in  the  non-epileptic  female  there  is  often  an  in- 
creased nervous  tension  and  feeling  of  irritability  at  the  men- 
strual period  which,  by  exercising  self-<5ontrol,  she  is  able  to  sup- 
press. In  the  epileptic  there  is  a  lack  of  inhibition  vrith  no  con- 
trol of  the  emotions  and  she  makes  no  effort  to  restrain  her  im- 
pulses. 

As  the  epileptic  appears  to  be  naturally  hopeful  and  each  one 
thinks  tiiat  their  own  case  is  essentially  different  from  any  of 
their  fellow  patients,  they  seldom  give  up  hope  of  an  ultimate 
cure.  In  the  female,  still  in  the  menstrual  epoch,  this  hope  centers 
around  the  menopause.  Unfortunately,  prior  to  admission,  this 
hope  is  frequently  encouraged  and  in  many  instances  has  its  origin 
with  some  physician  who  has  virtually  promised  an  arrest  of  their 
seizures  at  the  "  change  of  life,"  which  hope  is  seldom  realized. 

In  an  effort  to  obtain  some  data  on  the  possible  relationship  at 
the  menstrual  function  to  epilepsy  in  the  female,  the  records  of 
679  females  now  at  the  Colony  have  been  gone  over  and  those  cases 
noted,  in  which  the  onset  of  epilepsy  and  puberty  were  coincident 
or  nearly  so  and  in  many  of  which  *'  puberty  "  was  the  cause  as- 
signed. The  records  of  these  patients  have  also  been  examined 
to  determine  whether  any  influence  has  continued  since  Colony 
residence. 

Of  46-9  females,  still  of  the  child-bearing  age  there  are  20  whose 
onset  was  at  or  near  puberty  and  in  no  case  was  it  found  that 
seizures  occurred  only  at  the  menstrual  period.  Of  the  144  females 
who  have  passed  the  menopause,  either  natural  or  artificial,  there 
are  6  whose  onset  was  at  or  near  puberty  and  in  none  of  these 
cases  has  there  been  any  appreciable  improvement  since  the  meno- 
pause.   Of  the  total  number  of  cases,  who  no  longer  menstruate, 
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there  is  only  one  case  which  has  shown  marked  improvement.  This 
case,  Helen  W. ,  3504,  age  35  years,  onset  of  epilepsy  at  25  years, 
attacks  grand  mal  in  type  and  ascribed  to  "  lowered  vitality."  In 
July,  1912,  about  one  month  after  an  abortion,  she  had  a  double 
salpingo-oophoreetomy  and  appendectomy  performed.  Following 
this  operation  her  attacks  continued  at  infrequent  intervals  for  18 
months,  but  for  the  past  two  and  one-half  years  she  has  been  en- 
tirely free  from  attacks. 

Case  1.  Anna  H.  No.  112.  Age  45  years.  Onset  of  epilepsy 
at  14  years.  Seizures  grand  mal  in  type.  Menses  established  at 
14  years  and  prior  to  admission  seizures  were  said  to  occur  only 
at  menstrual  periods.  Since  admission  to  the  Colony  there  has 
been  no  apparent  relation. 

Case  2.  Anna  C.  No.  229.  Age  37  years.  Onset  of  epilepsy 
at  13  years.  Seizures  grand  mal  in  type.  Menses  established  at 
13  years  and  seizures  were  said  to  be  more  frequent  at  this  period. 
No  apparent  influence  has  continued  since  Colony  residence. 

Case  3.  Delia  S.  No.  327.  Age  35  years.  Onset  of  epilepsy 
at  13  years.  Seizures  grand  mal  in  type.  Menses  established  at 
13  years.  Cause  of  epilepsy  given  as  "  shock."  Seizures  said  to 
bo  more  frequent  at  menstrual  periods.  There  is  a  history  of  a 
double  oophorectomy  in  1902,  but  patient  continues  to  menstruate 
at  irregulai'  intervals.  While  it  is  true  that  she  nearly  always  has 
a  series  of  attacks  at  that  time  she  has  them  during  periods  of 
amenorrhoea  as  well. 

Case  4.  Ellen  E.  No.  1212.  Age  42  years.  Onset  of  epilepsy 
at  14  years.  Seizures  are  both  grand  and  petit  mal,  the  latter  pre- 
dominating. Menses  established  at  13  years,  and  seizures  are  said 
to  have  occurred  just  previous  to  onset  of  menstruation.  During 
Colony  residence  her  severe  attacks  occur  several  times  weekly  and 
she  complains  of  numerous  petit  mal  attacks  daily. 

Case  5.  Ella  H.  No.  1285.  Age  36  years.  Onset  of  epilepsy 
at  14  years.  Seizures  are  both  grand  and  petit  mal  in  type.  On- 
set of  puberty  at  14  years.  Her  seizures  said  to  have  occurred 
once  monthly  prior  to  admission.  The  Colony  records  do  not 
bear  this  out. 

Case  6.  Anna  H.  No.  1496.  Age  57  years.  Epilepsy  de- 
veloped at  14  years  coincident  with  the  establishment  of  the  mens^. 
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Seizures  are  both  grand  and  petit  mal  in  type.  A  double  oopho- 
rectomy was  performed  prior  to  admission  and  there  has  been  no 
noticeable  improvement  in  either  the  character  or  frequency  of  her 
attacks. 

Case  7.  Pauline  J.  No.  1754.  Age  43  years.  Epilepsy  be- 
gan at  15  years.  Seizures  are  grand  mal  in  type  and  nearly  al- 
ways occur  at  in  series.  Menses  established  at  15  years.  Patient 
had  a  *'  pelvic  operation  "  15  months  before  admission ;  the  na- 
ture of  this  operation  is  unknown.  The  patient  continues  to  men- 
struate. Seizures  have  not  improved  and  her  series  of  attacks 
occur  at  any  time  during  the  month  and  not  solely  at  the  men- 
strual dates. 

Case  8.  Tillie  M.  No.  1865.  Age  36  years.  Onset  of  epi- 
lepsy at  14  years.  Seizures  are  both"  grand  mal  and  petit  mal  in 
type  and  previous  to  her  admission  were  said  to  occur  once 
monthly  just  following  the  menses;  age  at  puberty  unknown. 
There  has  been  no  connection  between  this  function  and  her  seiz- 
ures since  her  residence  at  the  Colony. 

Case  9.  Eose  P.  No.  2457.  Age  29  years.  Onset  of  epilepsy 
at  14  years  coincident  with  the  first  menstrual  period.  Her  seiz- 
ures are  both  grand  and  petit  mal  in  type.  This  patient  has  a  great 
noinber  of  seizures  during  her  menstrual  periods,  but  they  occur 
daily  as  well. 

Case  10.  Mary  K.  No.  2462.  Age  38  years.  Onset  of  epi- 
lepsy at  sixteen  and  a  half  years  and  her  attacks  are  all  grand  mal 
in  type;  they  are  rather  infrequent.  Puberty  reached  at  16V^ 
years.  A  double  oophorectomy  was  performed  in  1910,  but  there 
has  been  no  change  in  the  character  or  frequency  of  her  attacks. 

Case  11.  Marcella  D.  No.  2492.  Age  33  years.  Onset  of 
epilepsy  at  14  years.  Seizures  grand  mal  in  type.  Menses  not 
established  until  18  years  of  age  and  it  was  thought  that  seizures 
were  due  to  delayed  menstruation.  There  has  been  no  cessation 
of  attacks  since  the  establishment  of  the  menstrual  function  and 
seizures  have  not  been  more  frequent  at  the  time  of  the  periods. 

Case  12.  Catherine  M.  No.  2636.  Age  27  years.  Onset  of 
epilepsy  at  13  years.  Seizures  grand  and  petit  mal  in  type. 
Menses  established  at  13  years  and  seizures  were  said  to  occur 
at  the  beginning  and  again  at  the  end  of  the  period.    The  record 
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show  no  apparent  connection.    Mental  disturbance  occurs  during 
moat  series  of  attacks  independent  of  menstruation. 

Case  13.  Catherine  McE.  No.  2726.  Age  68  years.  Onset 
of  epilepsy  at  14  years.  Seizures  both  grand  and  petit  mal  in 
typa  Menstruation  began  at  14  years  and  puberty  was  the  cause 
assigned  for  epilepsy.  There  has  been  no  relation  since  her  Colony 
residence  and  there  has  been  no  improrement  since  the  menopause. 

Case  14.  Mary  S.  No.  2805.  Age  45  years.  Onset  of  epi- 
lepsy at  14  years.  Seizures  both  grand  and  petit  mal.  Puberty, 
which  was  reached,  was  the  cause  assigned,  but  seizures  have  never 
had  any  apparent  relation  to  menstrual  periods. 

Case  15.  Mary  E.  No.  2824.  Age  53  yeare.  Onset  of  epi- 
lepsy at  13  years.  Cause  assigned  to  "  puberty  and  scarlet  fever." 
Seizures  both  grand  and  petit  mal  in  type.  Menses  established 
at  13  years  and  seizures  said  to  occur  only  at  menstrual  periods. 
Since  residence  this  has  not  beeen  the  case  and  there  has  been  no 
improvement  since  the  menopause  four  years  ago. 

Case  16.  Genevra  I.  No.  2942.  Age  27  years.  Onset  of  epi- 
lepsy at  14  years.  Seizures  are  all  grand  mal  in  type  and  said 
to  occur  just  prior  to  and  just  following  the  menstrual  period. 
Menses  established  at  13  years.  Since  admission  it  is  true  that 
attacks  occur  in  series  only  at  that  time  and  there  is  marked  mental 
confusion  with  delusions  in  regard  to  sex  organs.  Isolated  attacks 
occur  occasionally  at  other  times  not  accompanied  by  mental  aber- 
ration. 

Case  17.  Lizzie  B.  No.  2452.  Age  37  years.  Onset  of  epi- 
lepsy at  12  years.  Seizures  grand  and  petit  mal  in  typa  The 
assigned  cause  was  puberty,  although  the  first  menstrual  period 
did  not  occur  imtil  she  was  13  years  of  age.  At  first  her  seizures 
were  said  to  occur  at  times  of  menses  only.  A  double  oophorectomy 
was  performed  in  1902.  There  has  been  no  change  in  the  fre- 
quency or  character  of  her  attacks  since  this  artificial  menopause. 

Case  18.  Carrie  M.  No.  3294.  Age  30  years.  Onset  of  epi- 
lepsy at  14  years.  Attacks  all  grand  mal  in  type  and  usually  occur 
in  series  with  some  mental  confusion.  Puberty  was  reached  at  14 
years  and  the  attacks  were  said  to  occur  only  at  her  periods.  This 
has  not  been  true  since  admission.

Case  19.  Isabdle  R  No.  3821.  Age  24  years.  Onset  of 
epilepsy  at  14  years.  Attacks  were  all  grand  mal  in  type  and 
paberty,  which  was  the  assigned  cause^  was  reached  at  14  years. 
Since  admission  seizures  have  been  very  frequent  and  bear  no  ap- 
parent relation  to  menstrual  periods. 

Case  20.  Margaret  H.  No.  3904.  Age  45  years.  Onset  of 
epilepsy  at  14  years.  Seizures  both  grand  and  petit  mal  in  char- 
acter. Puberty  reached  at  14  years.  There  is  now  no  apparent 
connection  between  seizures  and  menstrual  periods. 

Case  21.  Anna  D.  No.  3924.  Age  22  years.  Onset  of  epilepsy 
at  16  years.  Seizures  all  grand  mal  in  type  and  puberty  was  the 
eause  assigned.  Age  of  puberty  unknown.  Seizures  are  more 
frequent  at  her  menstrual  periods,  but  mental  confusion  is  more 
marked  at  this  time. 

Case  22.  Msltj  O'N.  No.  4154.  Age  25  years.  Onset  of 
epilepsy  at  13  years.  Seizures  all  grand  mal  in  type,  and  never 
occur  in  series.  Puberty  was  the  cause  assigned,  although  patient 
states  that  the  menses  were  not  established  until  20  years  of  age. 
The  records  do  not  show  any  connection  between  this  function  and 
her  seizures. 

Case  23.  Clara  K.  No.  4265.  Age  41  years.  Onset  of  epi- 
lepsy at  14  years.  Seizures  are  all  grand  mal  in  character  and 
never  occur  in  series.  Assigned  cause  '*  menstruation."  Puberty 
reached  at  14  years.  Patient  has  not  menstruated  since  admission 
and  has  no  doubt  passed  the  menopause.  There  has  been  no  im- 
provement in  the  number  or  character  of  her  attacks. 

Case  24.  Elida  M.  H.  No.  4362.  Age  44  years.  Onset  of 
epilepsy  at  10  years  and  seizures  were  all  grand  mal  in  tyi>e. 
Puberty  reached  at  12  years  and  since  the  establishment  of  the 
menses  seizures  were  said  to  occur  at  the  time  of  her  periods. 
Since  admission  she  has  menstruated  irregularly  and  there  has 
been  no  apparent  connection  between  this  function  and  her  attacks. 

Case  25.  Lena  M.  No.  4361.  Age  29  years.  Onset  of  epi- 
lepsy at  13  years.  Seizures  are  all  grand  mal  in  type  and  do  not 
occur  in  series.  Puberty  reached  at  14  years  and  since  establish^ 
ment  of  menses  her  seizures  were  said  to  occur  only  at  the  men- 
strual dates.  It  is  also  stated  that  she  was  entirely  free  from 
seizures  during  her  three  successive  pregnancies.     Since  admis- 
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sion  this  patient  has  had  one  seizure  at  each  period,  but  she  has 
them  at  other  times  as  well.

A  fact  to  be  remembered  in  the  epileptic  is  that  because  of  his 
disorder  sudden  death  is  frequently  imminent.  The  poor  physical 
condition  of  many  patients  when  received  at  the  Colony  and  in 
some  to  whom  bromides  and  sedatives  have  been  given  over  quite  a 
long  period  of  time  their  administration  is  in  some  instances 
abruptly  stopped  previous  to  admission  and  no  information  being 
at  hand  to  show  that  such  medication  had  been  made  use  of  the 
tintoward  effect  of  an  action  of  this  kind  cannot  in  all  instances 
be  prevented.  It  is  a  well  established  fact  that  an  individual  be- 
low par  physically  or  mentally  or  both  if  placed  in  a  new  environ- 
ment may  not  always  readjust  himself  physiq^lly  in  a  proper 
manner  to  his  new  living  conditions  although  careful  attention  is 
given  to  his  needs.

Appended  to  this  report  are  very  short  abstracts  of  the  cases 
completed  by  autopsy.  These  are  necessarily  brief  and  cover  only 
the  essential  facts  recorded  about  the  patient.  An  attempt  has 
been  made  to  classify  these  completed  cases  from  an  etiological 
standpoint;  no  attempt  has  been  made  at  an  elaborate  classifica- 
tion —  rather  the  greatest  simplicity  has  been  aimed  at  Later, 
when  data  of  more  completely  studied  cases  comes  to  hand,  greater 
refinement  in  classification  will  be  possible..

It  is  thus  seen  that  in  a  classification  based  only  on  anatomical 
findings  visible  to  the  naked  eye,  that  the  organic  cases  are  in 
excess  over  all  others  combined.     However,  the  writer  must  not 
be  understood  as  saying  that  the  organic  lesions  in  these  cases  are 
the  cause,  or  rather  the  sole  cause  of  these  epilepsies.     Similar 
gross  lesions  are  to  be  found  in  individuals  showing  mental  defect 
or  naore  rarely,  psychoses.     The  gross  lesion  alone,   therefore, 
cannot  be  considered  as  the  cause  of  the  epilepsy  in  any  given 
case.     Rather,  we  must  assume  that  there  exists  some  factor  or 
condition  in  the  individual  with  organic  lesion  and  convulsions, 
which  is  not  present  in  an  individual  with  a  similar  lesion  but  who 
is  without  convulsions.    What  this  factor  is,  no  one  today  can  say ; 
the  writer  ventures  to  predict  that  its  action  is  intracellular,  alter- 
ing either  the  physical  or  the  chemical  structure  of  the  nerve  cell. 
If  we  accept  the  assumption  that  protoplasm  is  in  a  state  of 
colloidal   solution,   then  the  recent   work   with   such   solutions, 
especially  the  alteration  of  colloidal  solutions  by  various  agents, 
becomes  significant  for  us. 

The  unknown  factor  above  referred  to  is  assumed  by  some  to 
be  of  gastro-intestinal  origin  and  even  of  an  infectious  nature. 
Of  the  latter,  we  have  seen  no  evidence  at  autopsy  and  we  expect 
to  report  on  this  more  definitely  in  the  future  on  the  basis  of 
blood  cultures.  As  to  anatomical  defects  or  mal-formations  of  the 
iive  tract,  it  may  be  said : 
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A  dilated  duodenum  is  very  rarely  aeen  at  autopsy  in  Omr 

cases. 
Diverticula  from  the  intestinal  tract  are  exceptional. 
Lanes's  bands  and  Jackson's  veils  are  not  infrequently  found 

and  '^ kinks"  of  the  small  intestine  are  also  sometimes 

seen. 
Modifications  of  the  position  of  the  colon,  espedally  of  the 

transverse  colon  and  sigmoid  flexure,  are  frequently  seen. 

* 

The  same  comment  may  be  made  here  that  is  made  in  regard  to 
anatomical  lesions  of  the  brain  —  such  changes  are  also  found  in 
non-epileptic  individuals.  No  one  can  deny  that  gastro-intestinal 
conditions  have  a  great  role  in  producing  individual  attacks,  and 
especially  in  producing  serial  attacks  and  status  epilep- 
ticus  —  but  to  say  they  are  the  sole  etiological  factor  is 
impossible  in  the  present  state  of  our  knowledge.  Dogmatic 
statements  of  such  importance  are  to  be  decried,  unless  accom- 
panied by  adequate  scientific  proof  and  by  independent  control 
research. 

The  reaction  of  the  urine  among  our  epileptics  is  uniformly 
acid. 

A  report  on  the  systematic  examination  of  all  our  patients  by 
the  Wasserman  reaction  has  appeared  elsewhere.  The  percentage 
of  positive  sera  is  surprisingly  small,  but  is  not  unexpected  when 
compared  with  the  few  cases  in  which  syphilis  is  to  be  suspected. 

Luetin  tests  have  been  done  on  a  considerable  number  of 
patients,  during  this  and  the  last,  fiscal  year.  These  will  be 
worked  up  in  the  near  future  for  publication.  The  test  has  not 
given  satisfaction  and  the  writer  feels  little  confidence  in  the  re- 
sults obtained.  So  many  cases  have  shown  atypical  reactions  that 
many  times  the  writer  has  been  at  a  loss  to  determine  whether  the 
test  was  positive  or  negative.  Several  writers  have  referred  to 
the  pseudo-positives  resulting  from  iodide  administration.  Few 
of  our  cases,  if  any,  can  be  doubted  from  this  standpoint,  unless 
bromides  should  have  a  similar  action  to  iodides.  If  this  were 
true,  the  numerous  positive  and  atypical  reactions  might  be  ex- 
plained. 

The  water-softening  plant  has  been  supervised  at  frequent  inter- 
vals and  such  modification  of  the  dosage  of  chemicals  as  needeJ 
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has  been  suggested.  On  the  small  amount  of  water  that  is  being 
passed  through  the  plants  the  results  have  been  exceptionally  good, 
as  shown  by  analysis.  The  condition  of  the  power-boilers,  in 
which  this  softened  water  is  used,  shows  that  the  purification  is 
very  great.  However,  the  writer^s  opinion  that  the  plant  is  inade- 
quate for  the  amount  of  water  for  which  it  was  designed  is  un- 
changed. Modifications  of  the  plant  must  be  carried  out  if  the 
softened  and  filtered  effluent  is  to  be  materially  increased. 

The  change  from  spring  water  to  creek  water  is  recommended, 
if  adequate  storage  is  provided. 

An  exhibit  was  prepared  and  presented  in  the  Scientific 
Exhibit  of  the  American  Medical  Association  at  Detroit.  Con- 
^derable  interest  was  shown  by  the  attending  physicians. 

Among  the  questions  mostly  commonly  asked  at  Detroit,  was 
one  regarding  the  findings  in  the  bony  structures  surrounding  the 
pituitary  gland.  It  seems  to  be  the  general  idea  that  there  is  a 
uniform  bony  over-growth  affecting  this  region,  with  a  "  roofing 
over  "  to  a  greater  or  less  extent  of  the  sella.  This  is  supposed  to 
produce  pressure  on  the  pituitary  gland  resulting  ini  failure  to  de- 
liver its  secretion.  Many  radiographers  have  shown  increased 
shadows  in  this  region  but  from  the  standpoint  of  the  autopsy 
prosector,  the  writer  can  only  say  that  he  has  never  seen  a  ^^  roofed 
over  "  sella.  Bony  over-growths  do  occur  in  epileptics,  but  not  uni- 
formly nor  do  they  materially  close  the  opening  of  the  sella.  It 
Biust  be  recalled  that  the  X-ray  shadow  is  a  lateral  view,  so  that 
any  over-growth  of  the  clinoid  processess  will  appear  very  clearly, 
if  in  the  antero-posterior  direction.  At  autopsy,  with  the  base  of 
the  skull  exposed  to  view,  one  sees  the  opening  of  the  sella  rarely 
even  modified  by  clinoid  change. 

A  notable  change  during  the  year  has  been  the  taking  over  by 
the  Laboratory  of  a  service  of  about  143  beds. 

In  the  latter  part  of  the  year.  Dr.  A.  L.  Shaw,  who  had  been 
with  me  for  several  years,  was  to  my  regret,  shifted  to  the  male 
admission  servica  Dr.  C.  A.  Joy  was  assigned  to  fill  the  vacancy. 
To  both  these  gentlemen  my  thanks  are  due  for  their  co-operation. 

To  the  Superintendent  my  thanks  are  due  for  unfailing  sym- 
pathy and  support.    To  such  of  the  members  of  the  Staff  as  have 
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co-operated  with  the  Pathologist,  thanks  and  appreciation  are 
gratefully  tendered.

Abstracts  of  Autopsies  for  the  Fiscal  Year  Ending  June  30,  1916 

ISTo.  664.  H.  C.  L.  Xo.  3145.  Male,  admitted  at  the  age  of  17 
years.  Died  at  the  ago  of  23  years.  Mother  tubercular  and  had 
several  miscarriages.  One  grandparent  died  of  hemorrhage.  Con- 
vulsions occurred  during  teething;  had  frequent  nose  bleed;  at- 
tended school  at  the  age  of  6,  but  made  poor  progress.  During  his 
school  days  he  received  a  cut  over  the  frontal  bone;  he  has  had  a 
diseased  ear  since  infancy.  He  had  diphtheria,  measles,  and 
whooping  cough  between  5  and  8  years  of  age. 

Epilepsy  began  at  10  years.  Partially  controlled  by  regulating 
diet.  Seizures  both  G.  M.  and  Jacksonian,  involving  the  right  aide 
especially.  Amnesia  lasting  a  half  hour  after  seizures.  Face 
triogonocephalic ;  appeared  mentally  defective.  Undeveloped. 
Vision  imperfect.  Heart  showed  slight  apical  thrill,  but  no  mur- 
mur. Knee  jerks  somewhat  exaggerated  on  both  sides.  Thought 
processes  slow,  attention  good,  but  retention  impaired.  Binet  age 
— 10  vears. 

At  the  Colony  he  had  many  P.  M.,  easily  overlooked.  His  hear- 
ing became  poorer  and  a  discharge  from  the  right  ear  developed. 
Wassermann  negative.  His  progress  in  school  was  poor,  but  he 
was  well  behaved.  He  was  later  suspected  of  perverted  practices. 
Mental  disturbances  were  fairly  frequent.  The  terminal  event  was 
a  pneumonia,  possibly  tubercular,  with  renal  changes.  The  patient 
died  after  a  long  illness. 

Brain  was  negative  except  for  subarachnoid  hydrops  and  con- 
gestion. Choroids  cystic  Weight  1270  grams.  There  was  a  left 
pleural  exudate  and  the  left  lung  showed  consolidation  with  miliary 
tuberdes  ^iid  broncho-pneumonia.  Right  fibrinous  pleurisy. 
Heart  small,  mitral  wide.  Perihepatitis  over  diaphragmatic  sur- 
face.   Chronic  nephritis.

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Xo.  665.  J.  S.  Ko.  4033.  Male.  Admitted  at  28  years  of  age, 
died  at  29.  Grandmother  died  of  tuberculosis;  a  great  grand- 
motiier  supposedly  epileptic.  Mother  had  nervous  prostration  and 
a  sister  periodic  headaches.  The  patient  was  constipated 
and  iiad  convulsions  during  infancy  and  teething,  at  the 
age  of  6  months.  Walking  and  talking  were  delayed.  Began 
school  at  5  and  was  considered  bright.  Epilepsy  began  at  6  months 
and  continued  till  death.  An  aura  consisting  of  dizziness  was 
present  and  the  seizures  apparently  presented  no  localizing  fea- 
tures. There  was  facial  asymmetry,  and  a  few  stigmata.  Gait 
shuffling.  Is  under  weight,  with  signs  of  tuberculosis.  Mentally 
apathetic  and  part  of  the  time  confused.  Attention  gained  and  held 
with  difficulty.  School  knowledge  poor.  Orientation  fair.  Speech 
alow  and  fairly  distinct    Binet  age  9  years. 

Fallowing  admission  he  was  disturbed  for  several  days,  and  be- 
lieved that  he  was  to  be  poisoned.  Attempted  to  leave  the  house 
nude  and  to  jump  from  the  window.  He  also  suffered  pulmonary 
edema.  Later  disturbed  and  sustained  frost  bites  of  both  feet. 
Long  condition  improved  and  he  worked  fairly  well  under  super- 
vision. Seizures  followed  by  ambulatory  automatism  and  by  ex- 
haustion. Bead  a  good  deal,  and  did  not  associate  much  with  the 
other  jMitieoits  with  whom  he  occasionally  had  a  wordy  altercation. 
Following  a  G.  M.  attack  he  was  confused ;  this  continued  for  some 
days  and  he  died  with  pulmonary  edema  and  a  few  scattered  areas 
of  dulnees  in  the  lungs. 

The  brain  weighed  1365  grams  and  was  n^ative  except  for 
slight  thickening  of  the  leptomeninges  over  the  left  temporal  tip ; 
deep  sella;  stalk  of  the  pituitary  congested.  There  was  slight 
pulmonary  congestion  and  edema  of  one  lung.  The  mitral  and 
tricuspid  flaps  were  thickened  and  the  kidneys  showed  acute  par- 
enchymatous change. 

No.  666.  P.  D.  No.  3573.  Female,  widow.  Aged  45  at  ad- 
mission and  48  at  death.  She  had  swollen  cervical  glands  during 
infancy  due  to  catarrh.  She  began  school  at  5  years  with  good 
piX)gre6S.  Scarlet  fever,  with  ear  complication,  at  an  unknown  age. 
Had  three  children.  Husband  was  an  alcoholic.  Onset  at  6  vears, 
supposedly  due  to  fright  Was  slightly  confused  after  seizures. 
Patieoit  presented  as  a  neurotic  woman,  slightly  deaf,  thyroid  small

on  right  side,  pupils  unequal,  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  reflexes  ex- 
aggerated. School  knowledge  poor,  not  oriented  for  place.  Binet 
age  8  years. 

Colony  life  uninteresting,  aside  from  pulmonary  .tuberculosis 
which  caused  her  death.  The  brain  showed  intense  hydrops  of 
subarachnoid  space.  Old  adhesions,  resembling  Pacchionian 
granulations  over  the  right  Sylvian  fissure.  Convolutions  atrophic 
Edema  of  brain  substance  and  dilated  ventricles.  Right  foramem 
of  Munro  dilated.    Septum  lucidum  perforated.    1270  grams.

No.  667.  A.  K.  Nos.  397  and  2520.  Female,  first  admitted 
at  17,  died  at  33  years.  Father  alcoholic  and  had  severe  headaches. 

Patient  was  mentally  defective  and  showed 
several  stigmata.  Industrious  under  supervision.  Improved  some- 
what  and  was  discharged  after  5  years.  She  was  later  readmitted ; 
mentally  an  imbecile^  able  to  do  small  sums  and  to  write  a  little. 

She  died  following  seizures 
with  pulmonary  edema.  There  was  a  large  defect  in  the  left  cere- 
bral hemisphere,  just  posterior  to  the  motor  area,  and  reaching  the 
occipital  cortex.

He  had  a  large  head,  very  broad  between  malars,  which  are  un- 
BSiially  prominent.  Eyes  far  apart.  Deep  reflexes  abolished.  Low 
grade  imbecile.  Patient  has  a  twin  brother  who  greatly  resembles 
him  in  face.  At  the  Colony  he  was  dull  and  stupid  and  had  to  be 
kept  in  bed.  Type  of  facies  suggested  acromegaly.  X-ray  of 
sella  negative.  Failed  during  residence  here,  and  finally  fractured 
jaiv  in  seizure,  followed  by  a  terminal  pneumonia.

Salvarsan  and  neo-salvarsan  given  without  strik- 
ing improvement.  Died  following  influenza.  Autopsy  on  head 
negative  aside  from  bleeding  points  in  the  white  matter.

No.  713.  M.  A.  C.  3287.  Female,  aged  at  death  58,  admitted 
at  53.  Family  history  n^ative.  First  attack  at  18,  caused  by 
scarlet  fever  and  fright.  Was  married  at  20,  and  had  two  mis- 
carriages, said  to  have  been  caused  by  fits.  Colony  life  negative. 
Was  feebleminded,  quarrelsome,  grew  weaker  and  died  from 
cardio-renal-vascular  disease.  Brain  showed  sub-arachnoid  edenna, 
and  cauliflower  appearance  of  the  frontal  lobe.  Marked  arterio- 
sclerosis. Left  ventricle  enlarged.  Histological  examination 
shows  that  the  cortex  above  mentioned  contains  no  pyramidal  cells 
some  small  cells,  many  dilated  and  tortuous  vessels.

No.  714.  M.  D.  2403.  Female,  admitted  at  29  and  died  at  87, 
Fall  at  13  years,  onset  of  epilepsy  at  19.  Poorly  nourished  woman 
on  admission,  with  many  scars.

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rachitic  rosaiy.  Left  knee  jerk  exaggerated.  Feebleminded. 
Terminal  event  was  a  pneumonia.  Left  sided  pachymeningiliSi 
one  ecchymosis  in  frontal  region,  congestion,  and  decidedly  firm 
texture  of  brain.

No.  715.  V.  M.  2160.  Male,  colored,  admitted  at  15  and  died 
at  25.  Father  tubercular  and  a  brother  said  to  have  been  tuber- 
cular in  youth.  Onset  of  epilepsy  at  birth.  Patient  showed  a  left 
hemiplegia,  on  admission,  together  with  slight  facial  and  palatal 
asymmetry  and  some  malformation  of  the  skull.  He  showed  in- 
definite lung  signs.  Mentally  he  rated  as  an  imbecile.  His  at- 
tacks prostrated  him  very  much.  He  developed  a  definite  pul- 
monary tuberculosis  and  finally  died  with  lung  signs  and  an  ele- 
vated temperature.  The  autopsy  showed  a  pachymeningitis,  a 
small  hemorrhagic  spot  on  the  archnoid.  The  septum  lucidum 
divided  into  two.  Nodules  on  the  mitral.  Intestinal  tuberculosis. 
Some  intimal  thickening  in  the  aorta.  The  supra-renal  medulla 
unusually  large  and  contains  alveolar  structures  lined  by  endothe- 
limn  and  having  radially  placed  cells.

Female,  aged  16  on  admission  and 
28  at  death.  Father  moderately  alcoholic,  had  convulsive  attacks 
and  asthma.  Brother  had  infantile  paralysis  and  convulsive  at- 
tacks. Onset  at  4  years.  Eight  side  most  affected.  Initial  ex- 
amination shows  epitrochlear  gland  somewhat  enlarged,  the  right 
knee  jerk  exaggerated.  Mental  status  imbecile.  Death  was  sud- 
den, following  a  mild  attack  while  being  fed.  She  had  been  fail- 
ing- Autopsy  showed  left  cerebral  hemiatrophy,  dilated  vessels 
and  right  sided  cardiac  dilatation,  slight  pulmonary  congestion  and 
bronchitis.    Pituitary  showed  "  islands."

His  history 
mentions  malingering,  attacks  of  furor,  frequent  altercations, 
seborrhea  sicca;  many  mental  disturbances.  Was  found  dead. 
Autopsy  showed  arachnoid  thickening  and  some  brown  softening 
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of  the  cortex.    Weight  1405  grams    Dilated  right  heart.    Some 
congeetion.

No.  718.  F.  M.  3150.  Male,  admitted  at  34  and  died  at  40 
years  of  aga  Father  was  alcoholic  and  sister  was  goiterous.  On- 
set given  as  2  years,  and  also  as  at  about  26,  following  an  accident. 
Previous  to  this  he  had  been  free  from  attacks  for  15  ye&rs.  Ini- 
tial examination  negative  except  for  over-developed  breasts  and 
some  stigmata.  His  mental  status  on  admission  recorded  as  fair. 
He  failed  progressively,  had  many  attacks  of  confusion  and  finally 
died  of  broncho-pneumonia.  Autopsy  showed  a  left  hemiatrophy, 
with  arachnoid  clouding  greater  on  the  left  than  on  the  right.  The 
left  ventricle  dilated  more  than  the  right.  Heart  dilated  on  the 
right  side  and  the  lungs  congested  and  show  pneumonic  foci.

No.  719.  H.  B.  3767.  Male,  admitted  at  the  age  of  20  and 
died  at  23.  Onset  of  epilepsy  at  14,  due  to  fall  at  9  years.  Showed 
facial  asymmetry  and  a  scar  on  the  penis  when  admitted.  Ex- 
amination otherwise  negative.  Bdnet  age  12  years.  At  the  Colony 
he  was  an  unruly  patient  in  sexual  matters,  and  eloped  twice.  He 
had  mental  confusion  and  frequent  attacks  at  least  onca  Opera- 
tion was  done  on  the  right  testicle,  excision  and  the  other  cord  was 
tied.  Died  of  a  pneumonia.  Autopsy  showed  left  temporal 
atrophy,  cerebellar  hemiatrophy.  There  seemed  to  be  a  purulent 
deposit  on  the  choroids  and  some  swelling  of  the  internal  capsules.

She 
is  said  to  have  made  good  progress  at  school.  She  fell  and  hurt 
her  spine  at  10  and  the  attacks  are  said  to  have  followed  this,  but 
constipation  also  given  as  a  cause.  She  had  meningitis.  Her 
examination  was  negative  except  for  strabismus.  She  passed  the 
Binet-Simon  at  10.  Her  brain  was  negative  except  for  sclerosis 
of  the  comu  ammonis.    Weight  1240  grams.

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No.  721.  E.  D.  3860.  Female,  admitted  at  50  and  died  at 
53.  Onset  at  35  was  said  to  have  been  due  to  family  troubles  and 
to  suppressed  menses  following  labor.  Initial  ecsamination  showed 
poor  vision  and  complaint  of  frontal  headaches.  Binet  age  8. 
Colony  life  uneventful.  Died  of  myocardial  degeneration  and 
foroneho-pneumonia.  Brain  showed  atypical  vein  on  lateral  as- 
pect.   Brown  softening.    Weight  1090  grams.

No.  722.  E.  S.  W.  3283.  Male^  admitted  at  18  and  died  at  22. 
Patient  is  said  to  have  been  born  out  of  wedlock,  at  a  precipitate^ 
instrumental  labor.  As  a  child  he  was  operated  on  for  hernia. 
Oneet  of  epilepsy  at  18.  He  was  a  diptheria  carrier  and  showed 
severe  constipation.  Had  frequent  series.  Died  of  tuberculosis 
of  peritoneum.  Brain  negative,  1,235  grams.  Intestinal  and 
peritoneal  tuberculosis,  and  old  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  Ascites. 
m  liver  showed  fat  L  the  center  of  Zacinus.  The  pituitary 
Illative.  Sections  from  the  thalamus  showed  gliosis  in  small  but 
Biimerous  areas,  sometimes  associated  with  the  vessels.

No.  723.  L.  S.  2525.  Female,  aged  at  admission  23,  and  died 
at  31.  Mother  tubercular,  father  alcoholic  and  a  grandmother  in- 
sane. Patient  had  convulsions  at  teething  and  sustained  a  cut  on 
the  head  with  an  axe  at  5  or  6  years.  Onset  at  6  years.  Initial  ex- 
amination negative  and  showed  a  middle  grade  imbecile.  During 
her  Colony  life  she  had  one  attack  of  broncho-pneumonia  and 
finally  died  of  tuberculosis.  The  autopsy  showed  pachymenin- 
gitis>  marked  hydrops,  slight  dilatation  of  ventricles,  weight,  1,360 
^ams.

No.  724.  W.  L.  P.  851.  Male,  admitted  at  13  and  died  at  29. 
The  mother  was  epileptic.  The  patient  had  measles  and  menin- 
gitis at  4.  Onset  of  epilepsy  was  at  4.  He  is  described  as  morally 
I)erverse,  but  bright  and  active  on  admission.  He  eloped  fre- 
quently and  also  had  frequent  mental  disturbances.  Also  was  said 
to  have  had  psychic  attacks  and  serial  seizures.  He  was  a  quarrel- 
some patient  Had  typhoid  fever.  His  mentality  progressively 
deteriorated  and  he  died  of  pneumonia.     The  brain  was  small, 
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lyl20  grams^  with  moderate  hydrops.     The  temporal  lobes  wei^ 
small  and  hard*  There  was  also  pleuritis  and  left  lobar  pneumonia.

No.  725.  E.  L.  W.  4229.  Female^  admitted  at  age  of  12  and 
died  at  13  years.  She  was  born  at  a  rapid  labor,  was  a  puny  baby 
and  had  indigestion  as  an  infant.  Adenoids  were  removed  at  5^ 
improving  her  previously  poor  hearing.  Onset  of  epilepsy  at  6. 
On  admission!,  her  figure  was  mature.  Her  eyes  were  Mongolian 
in  type,  her  heart  sounds  were  accentuated  over  both  aortic  and 
pulmonary  valves.  She  was  a  low  grade  idiot  who  could  not  talk. 
Binet  age  2  years.  The  examination  showed  only  a  slight 
strabismus,  with  poor  vision.  She  died  of  tuberculosis.  The 
autopsy  confirmed  a  deformed  skull.  The  brain  was  small,  1,025 
grams.  The  lungs  showed  tuberculosis  and  a  gelatinous  pneu- 
monia. The  spleen,  intestines  and  pelvic  organs  were  tubercular. 
The  kidneys  were  small  and  white.

No.  726.  F.  C.  3808.  Female,  admitted  at  21,  died  at  24. 
Heredity  was  bad.  She  was  bom  at  an  instrumental  labor.  Her 
father  was  worried  and  alcoholic  previous  to  the  patient's  birth. 
She  is  said  to  have  attended  school  first  at  12,  at  which  age  she  had 
an  accident.  The  onset  was  either  at  2  or  8.  She  presented  as 
an  idiot  with  a  right  hemiplegia,  with  right  Babinski  and  ankle 
clonus.  During  her  residence  at  the  Colony  she  suffered  from  a 
purulent  otitis.  Gradually  a  general  debility  became  marke'd  and 
she  died  without  acute  symptoms.  At  autopsy  she  showed  a  right 
cerebral  hemi-atrophy,  and  small  brain  (910  grams)  with  325 
grams  difference  between  the  two  hemispheres.  The  great  atrophy 
in  the  region  of  the  left  Island  of  Reil,  appeared  as  a  porencephaly 
filled  with  fluid.  The  left  side  was  sclerotic  and  the  ventricle  was 
dilated.

Female,  admitted  at  age  of  63 
and  died  at  71.  Her  mother  had  fits  as  a  child.  Patient's  first 
attacks  occurred  at  14.  Few  stigmata  appeared  at  the  initial  ex- 
amination. She  was  a  dement,  garrulous,  stone-deaf,  and  emotion- 
aly  unstable.  She  was  at  times  stubborn.  Life  at  the  Colony 
was  uneventful.     She  developed  an  ilecMsolitis  with  ulcers  about 
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the  anus  and  died*  The  brain  showed  hydrops  and  atrophy, 
especially  in  the  frontal  regions.

No.  728.  F.  F.  R  3255.  Male,  admitted  at  84  and  died  at 
39.  His  fraternity  had  faints  and  convulsions.  The  mother  was 
tubercular.  Two  cousins  were  insane.  The  onset  of  his  epilepsy 
was  at  3  months.  He  failed  mentally  before  admission  and  also 
showed  violence  in  periods  of  mental  disturbance.  His  examina- 
tion was  negative.  At  one  time  he  was  acutely  ill  with  food 
lodged  in  the  larynx.  Later,  he  fell  downstairs  during  a  series  of 
attacks  and  received  a  fracture  of  the  skulL  He  died  following 
this,  with  a  broncho-pneumonia.  The  autopsy  showed  an  extra- 
dural hemorrhage  and  an  area  of  hemorrhagic  softening.  The 
sutures  were  opened  posteriorly.    Weight  of  brain  1,340  grams.

No.  729.  H.  F.  2254  and  3186.  Male,  admitted  at  34  and 
died  at  40.  This  patient  had  convulsions  during  teething  and  also 
had  some  difficulty  in  learning  to  walk.  Seizures  began  when  he 
entered  school  at  the  age  of  7.  The  initial  examination  showed  a 
pterygiimi  of  both  eyes,  facial  asymmetry,  hypertrophy  of  the 
heart,  exa^erated  left  knee  jerk,  mental  status,  feebleminded. 
Automatic  at  times,  noisy  and  hallucinated.  He  would  strike  his 
heels  on  the  floor  in  attacks,  causing  chronic  ulcers.  The  Colony 
life  contains  reference  to  a  positive  (tuberculosis)  sputum,  an  in- 
fected knee  and  a  terminal  pneumonia.  Brain  showed  two 
hemorrhagic  foci,  in  which  softening  had  taken  place.  There  were 
surrounded  with  punctate  hemorrhages.  Weight,  1,450  grams. 
Cerebral  cortex  shows  minute  hemorrhages  about  the  small  blood 
vessels,  one  vessel  shows  a  marked  perivascular  lymph  space.  The 
foci  in  the  spleen  show  margins  of  hyaline  foundation  in  which 
nuclei  are  disappearing.  Many  fibro-blasts.  No  evidence  of 
tuberculosis.

730.  S.  F.  1971.  Female,  aged  at  admission,  24  and  at  death 
34.  The  onset  was  at  12  or  13  years.  She  presents  as  an  infantile, 
appearing  individual,  of  low  mentality,  irritable  and  quarrelsome 
at  times.  Clinical  diagnosis  of  tuberculosis  made.  Death  was 
due  to  this  cause.    Autopsy  showed  tuberculosis  and  broncho-pneu- 
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monia.  The  brain  showed  slight  left  hemi-atrophy  and  cartilagin- 
ous nodules  on  the  tip  of  the  right  temporal  lobe.  There  were 
also  dense  cauliflower  like  masses  in  the  posterior  velum.  Thyroid 
marked  by  colloid.  Lung  showed  edema  and  broncho  pneumonia. 
Supra-renal  showed  fatty  change  in  f asicular  zone.  Liver  divided 
into  small  densely  packed  lobules.

"No.  731.  C.  G.  3199.  Female,  aged  at  admission,  27,  and  at 
death,  32.  Mother  and  son  of  patient  were  blind.  Onset  at  22, 
six  months  after  her  marriage.  She  showed  only  a  systolia 
murmur  at  the  apex  of  the  heart,  her  mentality  was  fair.  She  was 
disturbed  following  seizures.  Was  sometimes  quarrelsome  and 
obstinate,  refusing  to  eat.  Following  a  grand  mal  attack  she  be- 
came stuporous  and  was  kept  in  bed  some  days.  The  terminal 
event  was  a  confusion  following  grand  mal  attacks.  After  the 
last  attack  she  did  not  rally  and  died  in  15  minutes  after  the  con- 
vulsion. The  autopsy  showed  a  cerebral  hemorrhage  with  left 
hemiatrophy.    Aortic  valves  thickened.

No.  732.  A.  H.  J.  1966,  3792.  Female,  colored,  aged  at  ad- 
mission, 50  years,  and  at  death,  60.  There  was  tuberculosis  in  the 
family  and  her  mother  had  mental  symptoms  at  the  climacteric. 
Patient's  personal  history  uneventful  except  that  she  was  un- 
happily married  and  had  two  children,  said  to  be  well.  The  onset 
of  epilepsy  was  at  45.  Physical  examination  showed  only  some 
slight  nystagmus  and  some  lung  signs.  It  was  stated  that  numb- 
ness of  the  left  lower  extremity  constituted  an  aura.  Later,  numb- 
ness of  the  third  finger  of  the  right  hand  was  observed,  after  a 
seizure.  Early  in  her  residence  she  suffered  from  hemorrhage 
from  the  genital  tract.  Nothing  was  apparently  found  except  that 
the  uterus  was  retroverted  and  enlarged,  and  of  firmer  consistence 
than  normal.  Anaemia  accompanying  this  was  extreme,  reds 
descending  to  about  one-half,  and  hemoglobin  percentage  usually 
somewhat  greater  in  proportion  than  the  red  count.  She  cleared 
up  from  this.  She  also  had  a  mitral  murmur,  systolic,  which  was 
variously  entered  as  systolic,  regurgitant,  and  stenotic.  She  was 
discharged  and  later  readmitted.  This  second  admission  speaks 
of  rheumatism  in  connection  with  the  heart  condition,  which  gave 
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aome  trouble.  A  nodule  was  also  obsen^ed  in  the  breast.  She 
finally  had  a  stroke  of  apoplexy  from  which  she  recovered.  Term- 
inal event  a  second  stroke.  Both  these  affected  the  left  side. 
Autopsy  showed  cerebral  atheroma;  hemorrhage  into  the  right 
basal  nuclei ;  old  connective  area^  stained  brown,  in  the  right  half 
of  the  cerebellum.  The  lungs  were  congested  and  edematous.  The 
mitral  orifice  was  small,  and  the  posterior  flap  and  the  aortic  cusps 
were  all  thickened.  Ovaries  fibrous,  uterus  enlarged,  fibroid  in 
posterior  wall,  polyp  in  cavity.  Kidney  shows  marked  arterio- 
sclerotic change.  Pituitary  much  congested.  Breast  tumor 
fibrous  and  showed  some  change  suggesting  early  malignancy. 
Ovary  fibrous  and  contained  empty  Graffian  foUicla 
Classification:  Arterio-dclerotic. 

No.  733.  A.  E.  C.  3851.  Female,  admitted  at  19  years  and 
died  at  22.  A  paternal  uncle  was  epileptic.  The  patient  had  a 
fall,  injuring  the  base  of  the  spine,  and  four  months  after  this, 
at  about  16  or  17,  she  had  an  attack.  The  examination  was  en- 
tirely negative,  her  mental  rating  was  15  years.  There  was  ap- 
parently nothing  in  her  Colony  life  to  note,  except  confabulation. 
Her  mentality  was  apparently  not  so  good  as  the  above  rating 
would  indicate.  Following  a  period  of  confusion,  the  latter  part 
of  which  was  violent,  she  had  a  high  temperature  and  the  retinal 
vessels  were  congested.  Lumbar  puncture  brought  a  bloody  fluid. 
She  died,  cerebral  edema  and  possible  hemorrhage  being  the 
assigned  cause.  Autopsy  showed  the  cortex  to  be  greatly  con- 
gested and  there  were  two  small  clots  on  the  convexity  and  one 
over  the  sella.  There  was  a  slight  right  hemiatrophy.  Weight, 
1,370  grams.  She  had  a  small  focus  of  pneumonia  and  much 
pulmonary  congestion.  There  was  parenchymatous  nephritis  and 
a  persistent  thymus.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  STEWARD 

SoNYEA^  N.  Y.,  July  1,  1916. 

To  Db.  Wm.  T.  Shanahan,  Medical  Superintendent: 

I  have  the  pleasure  to  submit  to  you  herewith,  for  the  twenty- 
third  annual  report  of  the  Craig  Colony  for  Epileptics,  the  nine- 
teenth annual  report  made  by  me. 

This  report  has  very  little  value  for  comparison  with  former 
reports  either  in  the  cost  of  maintenance  or  amount  of  home  pro- 
ducts from  industries  or  products  from  the  farm,  garden  or  brick- 
yard, for  the  reason  that  it  covers  only  three-fourths  of  the  year 
which  is  the  portion  of  the  year  that  the  farm  and  garden  and 
brickyard  produce  but  little  and  the  expenditures  are  the  highest^ 
However,  the  report  covers  the  cost  of  maintenance  for  nine  months 
and  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  farm,  garden  and  dairy, 
these  expenditures  being  greater  than  the  receipts.  There  prob- 
ably would  be  very  little  difference  if  the  farm  and  garden  pro- 
ducts that  will  be  harvested  in  July  and  August  and  September, 
could  be  counted. 

The  total  value  of  real  and  personal  estate,  July  1,  1916,  is 
$1,817,712.98.  The  value  of  real  estate  has  increased  $13,300.00 
by  the  completion  of  four  cottages  for  employees. 

The  value  of  personal  estate  has  increased  over  last  year  $10,- 
383.74.  This  increase  is  largely  due  to  new  X-ray  apparatus  in 
the  hospital,  new  pump  and  additional  machinery  in  power  house 
and  additional  new  machinerv  in  laundrv. 

During  the  past  year,  we  have  purchased  out  of  the  maintenance 
appropriation,  two  all  metal  brass  cylinder  washing  machines, 
motor  driven.  We  need  more  washing  machines  motor  driven, 
motors  for  extractors  and  other  laundry  machinery. 

Maintenance 

It  is  an  impossibility  to  give  any  comparative  figures  covering 
the  cost  of  maintenance  for  the  reason  that  the  departments  in 
Albany,  through  legislative  enactment,  have  changed  not  only  the 
time  of  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year  from  October  first  to  July 
first,  but  have  changed  the  subdivisions  of  the  estimate  in  such  a 
way  that  no  comparison  of  subdivision  expenditure  can  be  mada 
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From  the  time  the  legislature  passed  the  first  estimate  law  up 
to  and  including  the  fiscal  year  beginning  October  1,  1912,  the 
estimates  of  the  Charitable  Institutions  were  subdivided  twelve 
times  which  was  in  my  judgment,  six  or  seven  subdivisions  more 
than  was  practial,  or  in  any  way,  subserved  the  best  interests  of 
the  patients  or  taxpayers,  however,  these  subdivisions  of  mainten- 
ance expenditures  remained  the  same  for  nearly  twelve  years, 
which  made  the  records  very  valuable  for  reference  and  comparison. 

The  year  beginning  October  1,  1913,  the  Fiscal  Supervisor, 
State  Commission  in  Lunacy  and  State  Prison  Commission,  re- 
arranged the  subdivisions  of  the  estimates  so  there  could  be  a  com- 
parison of  expenditures  made  with  each  of  these  groups  of  State 
Institutions.  This  arrangement  called  for  fourteen  subdivisions 
changing  the  names  of  some  of  the  former  subdivisions  and  chang- 
ing the  numbers  on  several  of  them.  This  change  was  so  radical 
that  it  was  impossible  to  make  comparisons  of  expenditures  except 
in  three  or  four  of  the  subdivisions,  but  if  left  alone  long  enough, 
would  be  valuable. 

Our  report  of  cost  of  maintenance  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning 
October  1,  1913,  and  the  year  beginning  October  1,  1914,  was 
made  on  the  basis  of  fourteen  subdivisions  and  this  report  ban- 
ning October  1,  1915,  is  made  on  the  basis  of  fourteen  subdivi- 
sions, but  is  for  only  nine  months,  as  the  legislature  has  changed 
the  fiscal  year  to  begin  July  first  instead  of  October  first.  Conse- 
quently there  can  be  no  comparison  made  of  the  cost  of  main- 
tenance for  this  year  with  last  year,  or  any  other  year  since  the 
first  estimate  law  was  passed. 

Under  the  present  law  and  rules  made  by  the  State  Comptroller, 
it  will  be  impossible  for  the  charitable  institutions  to  make  any 
comparison  of  the  subdivisions  of  the  cost  of  maintenance  for  at 
least  two  years  to  come,  as  the  subdivisions  of  the  cost  of  main- 
tenance have  again  been  arbitrarily  changed,  not  only  in  number 
but  in  items  that  go  to  make  up  each  subdivision.  There  are  now 
fifteen  subdivisions  and  number  one  of  these  subdivisions,  "  Per- 
sonal Service  "  is  again  subdivided  fifteen  times. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing  that  there  are  now  and  will 
be  until  the  wisdom  of  a  future  Legislature  makes  another  change, 
fifteen  subdivisions  of  expenditures  and  fifteen  divisions  of  one  of 
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the  fifteen  subdivisions,  making  it  necesearj  to  keep  an  account 
with  thirty  subdivisions  of  the  cost  of  maintenance. 

On  the  face  of  it,  this  is  ridiculoois  and  would  not  be  tolerated 
bj  any  business  corporation.  We  would  suggest  that  you  ask  the 
Legislature  to  again  take  up  this  matter  with  a  view  of  reducing 
the  cumbersome  unwieldy  system  of  accounting  tp  simple  accounts 
of  the  expenditures  by  subdividing  the  expenditures  of  the  cost  of 
maintenance  as  follows : 

1.  Salaries  and  wages. 

2.  Provisions. 

3.  Clothing. 

4.  Fuel  and  light. 

5.  Miscellaneous.

Farm 

It  is  unknown  at  this  time,  what  the  products  of  the  farm  will 
be.  The  farm  account  on  June  30th,  1916,  shows  a  debit  of  $22,- 
721.83  and  a  credit  of  $12,162.69,  so  that  by  closing  the  books  on 
June  30th,  the  farm  is  $10,559.14  in  debt.  At  best,  we  have  no 
reason  to  expect  a  very  prosperous  year,  the  long  continued  wet 
weather  and  floods  not  only  delayed  seeding  but  destroyed  many 
of  the  crops  that  had  been  planted,  as  well  as  permanently  injured 
the  farm. 

We  have  less  than  one-half  of  the  acreage  of  potatoes  and  only 
one-fourth  the  acreage  of  com  as  the  planting  of  each  of  these 
crops  was  delayed  so  that  we  cannot  expect  very  much  and  we  will 
probably  be  obliged  to  purchase  two  to  four  thousand  bushels  of 
potatoes  the  coming  year.

To  the  Medical  Superintendent: 

1  herewith  submit  to  you  mj  seyenth  annual  report  as  Eesidfint 
Protestant  Chaplain  of  the  Craig  Colony  for  Epileptics. 

This  year  has  been  no  exception  to  the  former  ones  in  that  it 
has  been  a  most  pleasant  and  profitable  one.  Our  services  have 
been  well  attended,  and  the  interest  manifested  has  been  most 
gratifying.  Every  service  has  been  blessed  with  many  tokens  of 
Divine  favor.  Could  those  in  authority,  or  those  blessed  with  large 
measures  of  this  world's  goods  see  from  time  to  time  how  much 
these  people  appreciate  these  religious  services,  and  what  great 
amount  of  good  oomes  from  them,  I  am  sure  that  in  a  very  short 
time  a  suitable  building  would  be  provided  for  our  services.  We 
can  only  keep  praying,  as  we  have  for  so  many  years  in  the  past, 
that  the  relief  we  so  much  long  for,  and  so  greatly  need,  may  soon 
be  forthcoming. 

Our  services  were  held  as  last  year  with  the  exception  that  we 
resumed  the  Sabbath  school,  holding  it  on  Wednesday  evening  in 
place  of  our  former  mid-week  prayer  meeting.  This  arrangement 
is  not  ideal,  but  it  is  the  best  we  can  do.  Our  Sabbath  school  for 
employee's  children  is  held  during  nine  months  of  the  year,  and  is 
well  attended.  The  two  Sunday  schools  in  unison  have  rendered, 
during  the  year,  three  most  excellent  programs  which  were  greatly 
appreciated. . 

Many  of  the  employees  attend  our  services  and  greatly  add  to 
the  interest.  The  patients'  choir  is  doing  splendid  work,  one  does 
not  often  hear  anthems  better  rendered  anywhere  than  we  are 
privileged  to  listen  to  every  Sabbath.  It  would  be  difficult  to  ex- 
press how  the  patients  enter  into  and  enjoy  the  congr^ational 
singing. 

We  endeavor  to  hold  before  them  constantly  the  necessity  for 
living  clean,  Qodly  lives,  and  we  feel  sure  that  our  labors  in  the 
Lord  are  not  in  vain. 
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At  the  present  time  there  are  residing  at  the  Colony  768 
Protestant  patients,  4:54  males  and  314  females.  During  the  year 
there  were  57  deaths  among  the  Protestant  patients,  39  males  and 
18  femalea. 

We  might  add  that  the  new  parsonage  is  greatly  appreciated,  and 
makes  an  ideal  home  for  the  Chaplain  and  his  family. 

We  thank  God  for  every  mercy  of  the  past,  and  take  courage  for 
the  future.

Medical  Superintendent: 

Herewitli  I  offer  my  first  report,  as  Resident  Catholic  Chaplainy 
at  Craig  Colony,  covering  an  incumbency  of  nine  months. 

The  census  of  Catholic  patients  remained  close  to  600  since  last 
October.  The  number  of  deaths  was  less,  and  the  number  of  ad- 
missions more,  than  for  a  corresponding  period  during  the  past 
few  years. 

The  time  of  public  services  in  the  chapel  on  Sundays  and  holy 
days  is  the  same  as  formerly  and  the  same  regular  intervals  obtain 
for  the  reception  of  the  sacraments  by  the  patients.  A  retreat  was. 
held  at  Easter  time,  and  the  results  were  quite  gratifying.  The 
last  sacraments  were  administered  to  all  who  died,  with  two  excep- 
tions, in  which  cases  death  was  quite  unexpected.  Burial  services 
of  the  unclaimed  were  conducted  in  the  chapel  and  at  the  cemetery 
as  the  ritual  prescribes. 

Communications  received  from  relatives  and  guardians  manifest 
a  deep  interest  in  the  spiritual  welfare  of  the  patients.  Taking  it 
for  granted  that  physical  and  material  well  being  of  the  patients 
is  looked  after  it  is  a  source  of  consolation  to  them  that  their 
spiritual  interests  are  provided  for. 

A  word  of  gratitude  is  due  to  patients  who  gave  willingly  of 
their  free  time  to  rehearsals  and  in  the  care  of  the  chapel.  The 
singing  of  thj  patients'  choir  receives  favorable  comment  from 
visitors. 

I  wish  also  to  thank  those  who  assisted  when  the  sacraments 
were  administered  to  the  dying.  I  appreciate  the  friendly  regard 
of  all.

As  our  commencement  exercises  occur  on  or  about  September 
ISthy  we  have  not  graduated  a  class  since  our  last  annual  report, 
Oct  1st,  1915, 

During  the  past  year  we  have  made  a  special  effort  to  stimulate 
the  mentality  of  our  infirmary  patients  and  not  altogether  from 
an  altrustic  spirit  but  because  we  would  make  the  very  low  grade 
epil^tic  less  unattractive  to  care  for.  To  spend  twelve  hours 
daily  in  a  ward  with  forty  or  more  who  are  unable  to  care  for  them* 
selves  to  a  greater  degree  than  so  many  infants  calls  for  more  than 
good  health,  education  or  tact  It  demands  great  unselfishness, 
forgetfulness  of  one's  own  feelings  and  a  desire  to  make  good  in 
whatsoever  the  hand  finds  to  do.  Our  efforts  in  many  cases  have 
been  crowned  with  success  and  in  others  with  an  encouraging  de- 
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gree  of  success.  The  greatest  obstacle  has  been  a  shortage  of  nurses 
and  attendants.  To  give  special  training  calls  for  an  increased 
force  of  assistants  and  these  could  not  be  supplied  without  crip- 
pling other  services. 

One  hundred  and  thirty-six  lectures  have  been  given  during  the 
year,  two  hundred  demonstrations,  ten  lessons  and  eleven  quizzes. 
Pupil  nurses  have  attended,  all  told,  eighty  autopsies  and  this 
work  has  been  rendered  very  interesting  to  them  because  of  the 
lectures  given  by  the  pathologist.  Three  pupil  nurses  have  re- 
turned to  us  after  taking  nine  months'  training  at  Fordham  Hos- 
pital, New  York  City,  and  three  others  have  replaced  them  for  a 
similar  term.  Seven  nurses  have  been  sent  out  on  special  duty 
during  the  year  and  we  regard  this  experience  as  being  very  valu- 
able to  the  young  nurse.  This  nursing  has  been  done  either  in  the 
families  of  oiBScers  or  employees  so  the  supervision  came  directly 
under  our  own  physicians. 

Equipment  added  to  the  school :    The  Frohse  series  of  life-size 
anatomical  charts,  a  set  of  dental  charts  and  about  twenty  books 
to  our  library  which  now  numbers  seventy-three  volumes  and  from 
which  books  have  been  drawn  fifty  times  for  collateral  study. 
Needs  of  the  school : 

1.  A  nurses'  home  somewhat  removed  from  cottages  occupied  by 
patients  so  that  the  time  spent  off  duty  may  be  in  a  different 
atmosphere. 

2.  A  well  equipped  diet  kitchen  from  which  we  might  send 
special  diets  to  any  part  of  the  Colony. 

3.  Student  chairs  for  the  lecture  room  to  replace  the  beaches 
now  in  use. 

4.  Equal  pay  for  equal  work.  It  is  conceded  that  women  are 
better  nurses  than  men  and  yet  throughout  the  State  service,  men 
receive  the  higher  remuneration.  In  all  cases,  of  married  men 
in  the  nursing  service  at  the  Colony,  the  wives  are  self-supporting 
so  that  the  argument  of  man's  greater  responsibility  in  the  home 
is  not  logical. 

The  results  of  both  the  midwinter  and  year  end  examinations 
have  shown  the  pupils  to  have  attained  a  high  average  and  the 
practical  work  has  shown  increased  efficiency. 
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We  acknowledge,  with  thanks,  the  gift  to  the  school  of  a  picture 
of  the  class  of  1915,  piettilj  framed. 

To  the  Medical  Superintendent  and  all  others  who  are  interested 
to  make  Craig  Colony  Training  School  for  Kurses  one  of  the  best

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AMUSEMENTS 

The  Colony  still  labors  under  great  difficulty  in  attempting  to 
carry  on  essential  indoor  amusements  for  which  a  general  as- 
sembly hall  is  required  as  the  old  structure,  the  House  of  Elders, 
which  belonged  to  the  Shakers,  has  a  seating  capacity  for  but 
about  one-sixth  of  the  population  of  the  Colony.  The  matter  of 
amnsement  in  the  life  of  an  isolated  community,  such  as  the 
Colony,  is  of  the  greatest  importance,  especially  during  the  winter 
montha  A  request  has  been  made  year  after  year  for  over  a  decade 
past  for  relief  from  the  present  situation]  but  such  is  stiU  un- 
granted. 

On  Thanksgiving  day  the  usual  turkey  and  oyster  dinner  was 
given  all  at  the  Colony.  On  Christmas  there  was  the  usual  distri- 
bution of  presents  and  Christmas  trees  in  the  individual  cottages, 
so  that  every  patient  who  could  appreciate  it  received  a  gift  of 
eomekind. 

In  December  an  indoor  concert  was  given  by  the  patients'  band 
and  orchestra. 

In  May  a  vaudeville  performance,  repeated  two  evenings,  was 
given  by  some  of  the  Colony  employees  and  talent  from  the  outside, 
the  majority  of  the  latter  donating  their  services.  During  the 
winter  in  several  of  the  cottages,  for  male  Colonists,  smokers  were 
given  in  the  evening. 

During  the  year  the  school  children  had  several  parties  and  the 
school  boys  a  picnic  before  the  closing  of  the  school  year. 

On  June  22nd,  over  400  patients  attended  a  circus  in  Mount 
Morris. 

During  the  summer  months  band  concerts,  which  all  patients 
attended,  were  held  out  of  doors  and  dances  for  female  patients 
were  held  weekly  during  the  winter. 

Baseball,  basketball,  etc.,  are  enjoyed  as  much  as  in  other  years. 
As  has  80  frequently  been  mentioned,  the  matter  of  recreation  for 
our  patients  is  of  great  value,  not  only  for  the  exercise  given  and 
the  enthusiasm  and  interest  aroused  but  with  the  majority  for  the 
rCTiedial  importance  to  those  participating  in  the  various  sports. 
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Moving  pictures  were  given  in  the  Asaemblj  Hall  every  tvo 
weeks  during  the  winter  months,  two  sessions  each  time,  so  as  to 
permit  as  many  patients  as  possible  to  witness  the  same. 

On  May  27th,  Carl  Akeley,  an  African  traveler,  gave  an  inter- 
esting illustrated  lecture  on  "  Hunting  Wild  Animals  in  Africa." 

In  closing  I  desire  to  again  subscribe  my  appreciation  of  the 
uniform  courtesy  extended  to  me  at  all  times  by  your  Board  and 
of  the  continued  co-operation  of  my  co-workers  at  the  Colony, 
ofiScers,  employees  and  patients.

REPORT 


To  the  Legisldlure: 

The  period  since  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  September 
30,  1915,  has  witnessed  the  most  wonderful  expansion  in  the 
biisiness  and  commerce  of  the  State  which  history  records. 
Although  largely  due  to  opportimities  created  by  the  European 
war,  it  has  been  accompanied  and  furthered  by  an  almost  equally 
remarkable  growth  in  the  resources  of  our  financial  institutions 
and  the  exercise  of  the  additional  powers  conferred  on  them  by 
the  revised  Banking  Law  of  this  State  and  the  Federal  Reserve 
Act. 

On  September  25,  1915,  the  total  resources  of  the  trust  com- 
panies of  this  State  were  $2,155,537,274.  On  September  20, 1916, 
these  resources  had  increased  to  $2,626,431,407,  a  gain  of  $470,- 
'^94,133.  The  capitalization  of  these  institutions  increased  from 
$79,100,000  to  $94,200,000,  a  gain  of  $15,100,000.  The  num- 
ber of  trust  companies  increased  from  eighty-one  to  eighty-nine. 

During  the  same  period,  the  total  resources  of  State  banks 
increased  from  $671,142,322  to  $840,704,210,  an  increase  of 
$169,561,888,  while  their  total  capitalization  increased  from 
$34,238,000  to  $35,326,000,  a  gain  of  $1,088,000.  Tne  aggregate 
surplus  increased  from  $52,396,967  to  $56,140,292,  a  gain  of 
$3,743,325.  There  were  202  State  banks  as  compared  with  200  a 
year  ago. 

From  September  25,  1915,  to  Xovember  29,  1916,  the  date  of 
the  last  bank  call  for  1916,  the  total  resources  of  trust  companies 
increased  from  $2,155,537,274  to  $2,744,317,081,  a  gain  of 
$'>88,779,807.  During  the  same  period  the  resources  of  the  State 
banks  increased  from  $671,142,322  to  $901,845,248,  a  gain  of 
$230,7Q2,926. 

The  increase  in  the  total  resources  of  all  institutions  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Superintendent  of  Banks,  from  September  30, 
1014,  to  November  29,  1916,  is  approximatelv  $1,500,000,000.

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During  the  period  from  July  1,  1915,  to  July  1,  1916,  the 
aggregate  resources  of  the  mutual  savings  banks  of  the  State 
increased  from  $1,930,596,230.13  to  $2,053,171,981.23,  and 
the  surplus  of  these  corporations,  upon  estimated  market  values, 
increased  from  $138,020,085.12  to  $168,986,926.06,  althaugli 
only  one  savings  bank  was  authorized  during  this  period. 

Nor  have  tlie  opportunities  afforded  by  the  revised  Banking 
Law  of  the  State  to  organize  co-operative  financial  institutions 
been  neglected.  Since  September  30,  1915,  four  savings  and 
loan  associations  and  nineteen  credit  unions  have  been  organized 
for  the  purpose  of  encouraging  thrift  among  different  classes  of 
our  people  and  enabling  borrowers,  whether  living  in  urban  or 
rural  sections  of  the  State,  to  obtain  loans  upon  moderate  terms 
by  co-operative  methods. 

During  this  period  of  expansion  and  development,  it  has  been 
necessary,  from  time  to  tinie,  for  the  more  conservative  bankers 
and  for  those  charged  with  the  supervision  of  financial  institu- 
tions to  call  attention  to  the  dangers  attendant  upon  too  rapid 
growth,  if  not  based  upon  absolutely  sound  conditions,  to  restrain 
popular  enthusiasm  and  to  refer  to  the  possible  financial  results 
of  the  establishment  of  peace. 

While  it  is  belie\'ed  that  these  warnings  have  been  heeded, 
that  the  foundations  of  our  State  financial  svstem  are  firm  and 
secure  and  that  even  the  new  powers  conferred  upon  our  insrtitu- 
tions  hav^e  not  been  unwisely  exercised,  too  great  care  can  not  be 
exerted  in  preparing  for  that  much  desired  event.  As  in  the  days 
of  panic  the  most  stable  securities  become  almost  unmarketable, 
so  in  the  days  of  stress  that  may  follow  the  ending  of  the  greatest 
and  most  destructive  w^ar  in  history,  strong  and  conservative 
institutions  may  experience  more  or  less  strain  from  the  failure 
of  credit  that  may  result  from  the  trials  of  less  wisely  managed 
institutions,  even  those  located  in  war-worn  countries.  The  mere 
destruction  of  so  large  a  part  of  the  world's  material  wealth  as 
has  already  occurred,  without  reference  to  the  many  readjust- 
ments that  will  be  necessary  at  the  close  of  the  war,  cannot  but 

affect  the  businrss  of  the  world  and  of  this  countv  as  well  for 

t- 

many  years.     But,  while  caution  and  foresight  are  necessary,  I 
am  no  prophet  of  evil  and  do  not  anticipate  any  general  collapse 
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of  credit  in  this  country,  for  I  have  faith  in  the  wisdom  and 
courage  as  well  as  in  the  genius  of  the  American  husiness  man 
and  the  American  banker  and  there  are  times  when  courage  is 
not  the  least  essentiaL  In  whatever  crises  may  occur  and  without 
regard  to  time,  place  and  circumstance,  I  believe  that  that  coui> 
age  and  wisdom  not  untried  by  past  experiences  will  be  vindicated. 

Since  the  outbreak  of  the  European  war  this  country  has  been 
transformed  from  a  debtor  to  a  creditor  nation ;  and,  according  to 
the  annual  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  the  stock  of 
gold  coin  and  bullion  in  this  country  on  November  1,  1916,  was 
$2,700,136,976,  an  increase  of  $714,597,804,  in  sixteen  months. 

There  were  imder  the  supervision  of  this  department  on  Sep- 
tember 30,  1916,  1,065  institutions,  with  total  resources  of 
$5,641,564,619,  an  increase  over  the  previous  year  of  $770,- 
299,693. 

It  is  with  conmderable  satisfaction  that  I  report  to  you  that  it 
was  unnecessary  for  me  to  close  any  institution  or  private  banker 
under  my  supervision  during  the  past  year. 

Amendments  to  Banking  Law 

Six  amendments  to  the  Banking  Law  were  adopted  at  the  last 
session  of  the  Legislature  and  received  the  approval  of  the 
Governor. 

By  chapter  90  of  the  Laws  of  1916,  agencies  incorporated  for 
philanthropic  purposes  were  authorized  to  conduct  thrift  funds 
for  the  children  or  persons  under  the  direction  or  guidance  of 
such  agencies  in  the  same  manner  that  principals  or  superintend- 
ents of  public  schools  had  previously  been  authorized  to  conduct 
sy&tems  of  school  savings  banks. 

Chapter  139  clarified  and  perfected  the  law  with  reference  to 
the  Land  Bank  of  the  State  of  New  York  and  its  relations  to 
Savings  and  Loan  Associations,  and  chapter  363  authorized  sav- 
ings banks  to  invest,  under  certain  conditions,  in  the  promis^ry 
notes  of  savings  and  loan  associations  and  in  the  bonds  of  the 
Land  Bank  of  the  State  of  New  York. 

The  other  amendments  were  of  minor  importance,  although 
apparently  needed  in  order  to  render  the  statute  more  definite  or 
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to  relieve  some  of  the  institutions  under  supervision  of  unneces- 
sary labor. 

I  believe  that  the  Banking  Law  should  be  amended  so  as  to 
give  small  State  banks  substantially  the  same  additional  powers 

«  

that  have  recently  been  conferred  on  the  smaller  National  banks 
by  the  National  Legislature  and  that  some  extension  of  the  power 
to  open  and  occupy  branch  offices  of  financial  institutions  in  the 
large  cities^  under  proper  restrictions,  might  well  be  considered. 
A  number  of  minor  amendments  to  the  Banking  Law  can  very 
properly  be  made,  in  order  to  correct  typographical  errors  and 
remove  ambiguities.  They  are  not,  however,  of  sufficient  impor- 
tance to  require  specific  mention  of  them  at  this  time. 

Condition  of  State  Banks 

Of  the  eight  new  State  banks  authorized  by  the  Superintend- 
ent of  Banks  during  the  year,  two,  the  Bank  of  Cuba  and  the  M. 
Berardini  State  Bank,  were  formerly  under  the  supervision  of 
this  Department,  the  first  as  an  agency  of  a  foreign  banking  cor- 
poration and  the  latter  as  a  private  banker.  Of  the  banks  which 
ceased  to  do  business,  the  Citizens  Bank  of  Buffalo  was  convei'ted 
into  the  Citizens'  Commercial  Trust  Company  of  Buffalo,  and  the 
Black  Rock  Bank  was  merged  witib  it.  The  Mechanics  Bank  of 
Groton  sold  the  major  portion  of  its  assets  to  the  First  National 
Bank  of  Groton,  and  the  Farmers  and  Merchants  State  Bank, 
Oneida,  went  into  voluntary  liquidation. 

The  total  number  of  State  banks  reporting  to  this  Department 
at  the  close  of  business  September  20,  1916,  was  202.  The 
reports  of  these  institutions,  showing  their  condition  on  that  date, 
clearly  indicate  that  they  have  enjoyed  a  period  of  remarkable 
growth.  Total  resources  aggregated  $840,704,210,  an  increase 
during  the  year  of  $169,501,888  as  compared  with  an  increase  of 
$12,373,957  during  the  previous  year.  Total  deposits  were 
$739,038,716,  a  gain  for  the  year  of  $162,785,646,  tlie  largest 
increase  ever  reported  in  a  single  year. 

The  prosperity  of  the  country  has  been  reflected  in  the  earn- 
ings of  these  institutions  they  having  increased  their  surplus  dur- 
ing the  year  by  $3,743,325,  making  their  total  surplus  $56,140,- 
292.     The  ratio  of  capital  and  surplus  to  total  deposits  on  Sep- 
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tember  20,  1916,  was  about  12%  per  cent  as  compared  with  15 
per  cent  in  1915.  This  decrease  in  percentage  is  due  entirely  to 
the  phenomenal  increase  in  the  deposit  liabilities  and  does  not  in 
any  way  indicate  an  unhealthy  condition.  During  the  same  period 
many  banks  have  taken  advantage  of  large  earnings  to  reduce  book 
vdues  of  real  estate,  furniture  and  fixtures,  etc.,  and  to  charge  off 
many  loans  of  doubtful  value,  all  of  which  tend  to  improve  their 
condition,  but  is  not  reflected  in  the  comparative  statement  of 
resources  and  liabilities. 

As  a  medium  for  investment,  commercial  paper  and  short  term 
notes  still  remain  popular.  The  power  granted  banks  to  accept 
drafts  payable  at  a  future  date  is  gradually  becoming  more  popu- 
lar, this  item  amounting  to  $3,006,469  on  September  20,  1916, 
as  compared  with  $1,835,613  on  September  25,  1915. 

A  consolidated  statement  of  the  condition  of  State  banks  on 
September  20,  1916,  in  comparison  with  their  condition  at  the 
close  of  business  on  September  25,  1915,     follows:

Private  Bankers'  Bureau 

At  the  close  of  business  September  20,  1916,  there  were  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Private  Bankers'  Bureau  of  this  Depart- 
ment 76  private  bankers,  exclusive  of  11  claiming  partial 
exemption.  The  total  resources  of  these  76  private  bankers  were 
$15,077,577.  On  this  date  this  Bureau  also  had  under  super- 
vision 20  personal  loan  companies,  2  personal  loan  brokers,  and  24 
credit  unions,  making  a  total  of  133,  an  increase  of  14  over  the 
number  under  supervision  a  year  ago.  The  increase  is  due  to 
the  authorization  of  13  additional  credit  unions,  3  personal  loan 
companies  and  1  personal  loan  broker.  The  authorization  certifi- 
cates of  2  personal  loan  companies  and  1  personal  loan  broker  were 
revoked  diu-ing  the  same  period; 

In  addition  to  the  regular  examinations,  totaling  209,  required 
by  statute,  an  increase  of  15  over  last  year,  this  Bureau  made  131 
special  investigations  during  the  past  year  in  reference  to  viola- 
tions of  the  Banking  Law  and  othei*  matters. 

A  marked  increase  in  the  number  of  credit  unions  is  to  be 
noted.  These  unions  are  the  simplest  fonn  of  co-operative  credit 
organizations  and  in  large  centers  of  population  are  well  adapted 
to  the  beneficial  use  of  members  who*  are  in  the  same  employ. 
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The  total  number  of  private  bankers  reporting  to  this  Depart- 
ment at  the  close  of  business  September  20,  1916,  was  seventy- 
six  (76).  A  summary  of  the  condition  of  private  bankers  on 
September  20,  1916,  in  comparison  \vith  their  condition  at  the 
close  of  business  on  September  25,  1915,  follows:

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Tbust  Companies 

During  the  twelve  months  ending  September  20,  1916,  eight 
new  trust  companies  were  authorized,  making  a  total  of  eighty- 
nine  trust  companies  reporting  to  the  Superintendent  of  Banks 
at  the  close  of  business  on  September  20,  1916.  The  resources 
on  that  date  show  an  increase  during  the  year  of  $470,894,133, 
the  total  being  $2,62^6,431,407  while  total  deposits  during  the 
same  period  increased  to  $2,241,832,017,  a  gain  of  $403,897,993 
—  a  truly  remarkable  record.  Loans  and  discounts  increased 
$353,149,626  and  stock  and  bond  investments  $85,749,846. 

That  these  companies  have  prospered  is  shown  by  the  increase 
in  surplus  of  $24,606,825  and  a  gain  of  over  $15,000,000  in 
capital.  There  has  been  a  tendemcy  of  late  on  the  part  of  trust 
companies  tp  increase  their  capital  stock,  the  largest  trust  com- 
pany under  the  supervision  of  this  Department  having  doubled 
its  capital  during  the  past  year.

For  the  fii'st  time  since  March  16,  1910,  a  new  savings  bank 
was  authorized,  making  tlie  total  nimiber  of  such  institutions  141. 

During  the  year  the  resources  of  the  savings  banks  of  the  State 
increased     $122,575,751,     while    the    amount    djUo    depositors 
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shows  a  gain  of  $91,717,602.  The  reports  of  these  savings  banks 
on  the  morning  of  July  1,  1916,  as  filed  with  this  Department 
show  the  following  interesting  statistics :

Inchiding  the  national  banks  of  this  State,  the  combined  resourcea  of  1542  banking 
institutions  under  supervision  is  over  nine  billion  dollars,  not  considering  the  enormous 
resources  of  the  private  bankers  and  brokers  not  under  supervision,  especially  those 
of  international  reputation. 
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Co-Operation    with     Other    Departments    and    Baxkixg 

Associations 

The  Fifteenth  Annual  Convention  of  the  National  Association 
of  Supervisors  of  State  Banks  was  held  at  Louisville,  Kentucky, 
on  the  12th,  13th  and  14th  days  of  June,  1916.  Owing  to  my 
inability  to  be  present,  this  Department  was  represented  by  First 
Deputy  George  I.  Skinner.  The  meeting  was  largely  attended 
by  supervising  officers  from  different  states  and  was  characterized 
by  the  general  excellence  of  the  papers  presented  and  the  very 
able  discussions  that  followed.  Some  of  them  were  of  such  excep- 
tional interest  that  they  were  ordered  printed  for  distribution 
among  the  examiners  of  the  states  represented. 

By  request,  Mr.  Skinner  explained  to  the  Convention  the  oper- 
ation of  the  Land  Bank  of  the  State  of  New  York,  the  laws  of 
that  State  with  reference  to  Savings  and  Loan  Associations  and 
Credit  Unions  by  which  it  is  hoped  to  encourage  saving  and  to 
enable  the  farmers  as  well  as  the  wage-earners  of  the  villages  and 
cities  to  obtain  loans  at  reasonable  rates  either  upon  real  estate 
security  or  personal  credit  and  the  latest  amendments  to  the 
statute  by  which  Savings  Banks  and  Savings  and  Loan  Associa- 
tions are,  to  some  extent,  co-ordinated  and  the  resources  of  the 
Savings  Banks  made  available  for  loans  to  borrowers  from  the 
Savings  and  Loan  Associations.  He  also  addressed  the  Conven- 
tion upon  the  subject  of  co-operation  between  supervising  officers 
and  the  institutions  supervised  and  the  adoption,  through  their 
combined  efforts,  of  laws  affording  the  gi'eatest  opportunity  to 
banking  institutions  consistent  with  security,  and,  at  the  same 
time,  insuring  the  safety  of  depositors  and  creditors.  He  called 
attention  to  the  relations  existing  between  the  Banking  Depart- 
ment of  the  State  of  New  York  and  the  various  associations  of 
trust  companies,  savings  banks,  State  banks  and  savings  and  loan 
associations,  and  advocated  the  organization  of  similar  associations 
not  only  in  other  states  but  throughout  the  country  for  the  pur- 
pose of  encouraging  the  adoption  of  proper  laws  in  all  the  states 
and  securing  proper  relations  between  State  institutions  and 
proper  recognition  by  the  National  Government.  Among  the 
resolutions  adopted  at  the  close  of  the  Convention  was  the 
following : 
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"  Resolved,  That,  in  view  of  the  great  need  of  organiza- 
tion for  the  strengthening  and  betterment  of  our  State  bank- 
ing system,  we  recommend  that  a  strong  effort  be  put  forth 
by  this  Association  for  the  organization  of  State  Bankers 
Associations  in  those  States  where  no  such  organizations 
have  heretofore  existed. 

We  also  further  recommend  that  a  National  Association 
of  State  Banks  be  organized,  and  that  this  Association  lend 
encouragement  and  work  to  that  end  through  the  various 
State  organizations." 

Mr.  Skinner  also  addressed  the  Twenty-ninth  Annual  Con- 
vention of  the  State  League  of  Savings  and  Loan  Associations, 
held  in  Elmira,  on  the  15th,  16th  and  I7th  days  of  June,  1916, 
upon  the  Land  Bank  of  the  State  of  New  York  and  the  opportu- 
nities for  an  extension  of  the  system  among  farmers  afforded  by 
recent  amendments  to  the  Banking  Law.  He  called  especial  atten- 
tion to  the  desirability  of  co-operation  between  the  two  great  mutual 
systems  of  the  State, —  Savings  Banks  and  Savings  and  Loan 
Associations, —  in  extending  proper  facilities  to  worthy  borrow- 
ers throughout  the  State  and  the  extent  to  which  the  farmer  as 
well  as  the  residents  of  villages  and  cities  could  be  aided  by  such 
co-operation.  His  address  was  ordered  printed  separately  from 
the  minutes  of  the  meeting  and  a  copy  sent  to  the  directors  of  all 
the  Savings  and  Loan  Associations  of  the  State. 

Credit  Bureau 

The  Credit  Bureau  continues  to  gather  valuable  data  which  has 
not  only  proven  useful  to  the  Department,  but  also  to  the  institu- 
tions under  its  jurisdiction.  One  of  the  important  duties  added 
to  this  Bureau  is  the  pricing  or  valuing  of  securities  owned  by 
institutions  under  the  Department's  supervision  at  each  regular 
examination. 

In  a  number  of  instances  I  felt  it  necessary  to  bring  to  the 
attention  of  banks  of  discount  and.  trust  companies,  the.. necessity 
of  having  on  file  signed  financial  statements  of- borrowers .  and 
general  credit  information,  which  is  deemed  highly  essential. 
The  Department  feels  encouraged  by  the  ready  responses  which 
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have  been  made  by  such  institutions,  resulting  in  a  benefit  not 
only  to  the  institutions,  but  proving  of  material  assistance  to  the 
examiners  of  this  Department. 

State  Fair 

Through  the  friendly  co-operation  of  a  number  of  State  banks 
and  trust  companies,  it  was  possible  in  1915  for  this  D€partmeiit 
to  place  its  exhibit  at  the  State  Fair  at  Syracuse  upon  a  more 
interesting  basis  than  in  previous  years.     This  year  still  further 
advances  were  made  by  reason  of  the  better  understanding  of  the 
merits  of  the  exhibit  spreading  among  the  institutions  under  our 
jurisdiction.     In  the  past  it  was  felt  that  good  results  would 
accrue  from  the  publication  of  banking  statistics,  both  in  the 
form  of  large  exhibition  posters  and  attractive  pamphlets  for 
public  distribution.      It  was  deemed  advisable  to  change  this 
system  this  year  and  the  Department  presented  a  large  exhibit 
comprising  mechanical  devices  in  actual  operation,   tending  to 
show  eflScient  and  economical  methods  of  conducting  the  banking 
business.     Our  leading  State  banks  and  trust  companies  now 
evince  eager  willingness  to  take  a  part  in  the  exhibit,  realizing 
that  through  this  means  a  personal  point  of  contact  is  established 
between  the  Banking  Department  and  the  people  of  the  State. 

The  National  Banks 

The  Comptroller  of  the  Currency  reports  that  six  national 
banking  corporations,  having  a  combined  capital  of  $200,000, 
were  authorized  in  the  State  of  New  York  between  October  1, 
1915  and  September  30,  1916.  During  the  same  period  two  such 
institutions,  with  a  combined  capital  of  $125,000,  consolidated 
with  other  national  banks,  and  eight  such  institutions,  having  a 
total  capital  of  $1,450,000,  went  into  voluntary  liquidation.  Dur- 
ing the  same  period  no  national  bank  in  the  State  of  New  York 
was  placed  in  the  hands  of  receivers. 

The  whole  number  of  national  banks  in  the  State  of  New  York 
reporting  to  the  Comptroller  of  the  Currency  on  September  12, 
1916,  was  four  hundred  seventy-eight  (478),  with  a  total  capital 
of  $167,911,000;  surplus  and  xmdivided  profits  of  $254,028,000; 
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total    deposits   of    $3,006,349,000,    and    respources    aggregating 
$3,603,303,000. 

In  addition  to  domestic  State  and  national  banks  and  domestic 
trust  companies,  nineteen  national  banks  located  in  the  cities  of 
Chicago,  Philadelphia  and  Boston,  and  twelve  State  institutions 
located  in  the  same  cities,  have  been  approved  and  designated  by 
the  Superintendent  of  Banks  as  depositaries  for  the  reserves  on 
deposit  of  banks  of  deposit  and  discount  and  trust  companies 
under  his  jurisdiction.

Liquidation  Bureau 

It  is  with  a  great  deal  of  satisfaction  tliat  the  Department 
reports  that  during  the  twelve  months  ending  September  30,  191(3, 
it  found  it  unnecessaiy  to  dose  any  incorporated  institution  or  pri- 
vate banker.  On  the  contrary,  considerable  progress  was  made 
in  connection  with  the  liquidation  of  the  various  institutions  and 
private  bankers  under  the  supervision  of  this  Bureau.  Dividends 
were  paid  to  creditors  of  nine  liquidations,  including  the  final 
dividend  to  the  Greenpoint  Polish  Co-operative  Savings  &  Loan 
Association,  which  had  been  in  liquidation  since  September,  1911. 

Following  out  the  policy  of  centralizing  the  work  of  liquida- 
tion with  a  view  to  reducing  the  cost  of  liquidation,  the  affairs 
of  Adolf  Mandel,  Private  Banker,  previously  administered  by  a 
special  deputy,  w^ere  transferred  to  this  Bureau.  In  connection 
with  the  affairs  of  Max  Kobre,  Private  Banker,  closed  August  4, 
1914,  a  composition  approved  by  the  creditors  and  the  United 
States  District  Court  resulted  in  turning  over  all  books,  records 
and  assets  from  the  custody  of  the  Liquidation  Bureau  to  the 
Kobre  Assets  Corporation,  which  corporation  was  organized  in 
accordance  with  the  offer  of  composition  for  the  purpose  of 
liquidating  the  assets  of  this  private  banker  for  the  benefit  of  the 
creditors. 

The  Liquidation  Bureau  is  supervising  the  assets  of  twenty- 
fivQ  incorporated  institutions  and  private  bankers  with  total  book 
assets  as  of  date  of  closing  of  $19,054,815.45  and  having  approxi- 
mately 57,900  creditors.  These  institutions,  wdth  the  date  of 
closing  and  the  percentage  of  dividends  paid  follow:

Payment  of  Dividends 

During  the  past  year  I  have  continued  to  use  every  effort  to  pay 
dividends  to  depositors  of  closed  institutions  and  private  bankers 
as  fast  as  conditions  permitted.  As  a  result  of  these  efforts  divi- 
dends aggregating  approximately  $2,000,000  were  paid  to  cred- 
itors of  institutions  and  private  bankers  which  were  closed  by 
this  Department. 

.Since  I  assumed  office  I  have  disbursed  over  $3,500,000  in 
dividends.  The  following  table  shows  a  list  of  dividends  paid 
from  September  30,  1915,  to  September  30,  1916,  but  do«3  not 
include  dividends  paid  to  dejwsitors  of  Max  Kobre's  bank  or  A. 
L.  Kass's  bank,  as  the  assets  of  these  two  private  bankers  are 
being  liquidated  by  corporations  formed  for  that  purpose  and  in 
accordance  with  composition  plans  approved  by  the  creditors  of 
those  private  bankers:

Union  Bank  ov  Bbookltn 

For  the  first  tune  since  the  bank  closed  in  1910  the  creditors 
of  the  Union  Bank  of  Brooklyn  were  paid  a  dividend  during  the 
past  year,  tiie  initial  dividend  being  5  per  cent.  Efforts  are  now 
being  directed  to  aceamnlate  enough  cash  to  pay  another  dividend 
in  this  liqxddation.  The  payment  of  the  5  per  cent  dividend  was 
made  to  about  12,000  depoaitors  and  resulted  in  the  diBbursement 
of  approximately  $200,000.  Upon  application  for  tbe  payment 
of  this  dividend,  the  Court  required  a  complete  accounting  of  the 
administration  of  the  present  Superintendent  and  that  of  his 
predecessors  and,  at  the  end  of  its  inquiry,  ordered  the  Superin- 
tendent to  sell  at  once  all  of  the  assets  of  the  bank  of  every  sort 
and  description.  This  order  was  made  without  any  notice  to 
the  Superintendent  that  thia  question  waa  under  consideration.

Believing  that  the  order  was  in  itself  most  inexpedient  and  that  it 
would  result  only  in  unnecessary  loss  to  the  liquidation,  an  appeal 
was  taken  both  on  the  ground  that  it  was  improvidentlj  made  and 
also  because^  in  the  opinion  of  the  Superintendent,  the  Courti 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Banking  Law,  did  not  have  the  power 
to  make  sudx  an  order.  The  appeal  has  been  argued  in  the  Appel- 
late Division  but  no  decision  has  as  yet  been  reached. 

Vigorous  efforts  have  been  made  during  the  year  to  dispose  of 
large  real  estate  holdings  without  sacrifice,  with  the  result  that 
sales  aggr^ating  over  $600,000  were  consummated.  However, 
fhere  were  mortgage  liens  against  the  property  sold  of  nearly 
$500,000.  The  property  disposed  of  consisted  of  factories,  farms, 
vaoant  lands,  apartment  houses,  tenements^  and  one  and  two- 
family  dwellings. 

During  the  year  two  preferred  claims,  aggregating  over  $24,000 
were  settled.  One  held  by  the  Peoples  Surety  Company  for 
$10,803.70  was  liquidated  through  a  settlement  made  by  the 
Superintendent  of  Banks  whereby  this  company  was  required  to 
pay  its  stockholders'  liability,  amounting  to  $13,000.  The  other 
claim  was  held  by  the  National  Surety  Company  and  totaled 
$13,204.52. 

During  the  year  this  liquidation  was  successful  in  several 
important  litigations.  In  March  the  Court  of  Appeals  handed 
down  a  decision  sustaining  the  lower  courts  and  holding  that  the 
Superintendent  of  Banks  had  a  valid  cause  of  action  against  the 
stockholders  of  the  Union  Bank  to  enforoe  their  statutory  liabil- 
ity. This  decision  disposed  of  the  last  technical  objection  to  the 
claim  and  opened  a  way  for  the  trial  of  the  case  upon  the  merits. 
In  the  same  case  the  Appellate  Division  recently  handed  down  a 
decision  that  the  Banking  Law  of  1914  iapplied  to  pending  litiga- 
tions, thus  extending  from  three  to  six  years  the  time  in  whidli 
an  action  against  stockholders  cotdd  be  brought.  As  a  result  of 
this  decision  the  action  of  the  Superintendent  in  suing  a  large 
number  of  the  stockholders  who  claimed  that  the  Statute  of 
Limitations  had  run  against  them,  was  sustained. 

During  this  year  the  case  of  the  Union  Bank  against  the 
Heinze  administrator  was  argued  in  the  Appellate  Division  and 
die  judgment  whidi  the  bank  had  against  the  Heinze  estate  was 
affirmed.    This  judgment  was  originally  for  $45,000  but,  on  the 
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appeal  by  the  bank,  was  reversed  in  the  Appellate  Division  and 
a  new  trial  ordered.  Upon  the  new  trial  the  bank  increased  the 
judgment  to  $215^000  and  it  is  this  latter  judgment  which  was 
affirmed.  This  large  increase  in  the  judgment  was  of  great  value 
to  the  bank  for  the  reason  that  it  had  as  collateral  security 
$100,000  par  value  of  bonds  of  the  Ohio  Copper  Company. 

Another  successful  litigation  was  that  against  the  Americaa 
Bonding  Company  of  Baltimore  which  has  resulted  in  the  collec- 
tion of  upwards  of  $14,000  on  two  old  undertakings  on  appeal. 

In  addition  to  these  matters  a  considerable  number  of  claims 
have  been  settled  resulting  in  an  increase  of  funds  in  the  liquida- 
tion. Constant  efforts  are  being  made  to  realize  upon  old  judg- 
ments and  the  general  work  of  litigation  is  proceeding  with 
success. 

Continued  efforts  have  been  directed  with  success  looking  to 
the  reduction  of  the  indebtedness  of  the  bank.  A  saving  of 
approximately  $4,000  a  year  was  made  in  the  current  expense  of 
the  liquidation. 

BoBouQH  Bane  of  Beooklyn 

As  a  result  of  our  efforts  to  dispose  of  the  assets  of  the 
Borough  Bank  of  Brooklyn,  a  second  dividend  of  6  per  cent 
was  paid  during  the  year  to  the  creditors  of  this  institution, 
making  a  total  of  sixteen  per  cent  paid  in  dividends  to  date. 
During  1916  this  liquidation  paid  $31,633.32  to  preferred 
creditors  and  $56,535.60  to  creditors  who  received  the  6  per  cent 
dividend. 

Strenuous  efforts  have  been  made  to  dispose  of  the  real  estate 
holdings  of  this  liquidation  vsdth  very  pronounced  success.  The 
action  against  the  stockholders  to  recover  the  assessment  of  100 
per  cent  made  upon  the  outstanding  capital  stock  of  $200,000  is 
being  pushed  and  as  a  result  of  these  efforts,  it  is  the  hope  of 
the  Superintendent  of  Banks  that  another  dividend  will  be  paid 
in  the  near  futura

NoETHEBN  Bank  of  New  Tobk 

With  a  view  to  facilitating  the  final  closing  of  the  liquidation 
of  the  Northern  Bank,  efforts  were  made  during  the  past  year  to 
dispose  of  its  especial  remaining  assets. 
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With  the  approval  of  the  Supreme  Court,  the  major  holdings 
of  the  bank,  consisting  of  first  and  second  mortgages,  real  estate, 
judgments,  notes,  claims,  stocks,  bonds,  etc.,  were  offered  for  sale 
at  public  auction  in  June  last,  netting  approximately,  $71,000. 
With  that  and  the  cash  on  hand  an  additional  5  per  cent  dividend 
was  paid  to  the  creditors  on  November  14,  1916. 

Dividends  aggregating  $3,882,358.56,  or  a  total  of  70  per  cent, 
have  now  been  paid  to  the  creditors.  In  addition,  $127,977.04, 
has  been  paid  upon  preferred  claims,  making  a  total  payment  to 
creditors  of  over  $4,000,000.  There  are  a  number  of  claims 
against  the  Northern  Bank  which  are  still  in  litigation.  These 
oases  will  be  brought  to  as  speedy  a  conclusion  as  possible,  as  it 
is  the  hope  of  the  Superintendent  of  Banks^  that  the  affairs  of 
this  liquidation  will  be  finally  completed  in  the  course  of  the 
next  year. 

When  the  Northern  Bank  of  New  York  was  closed  by  the 
Superintendent  of  Banks  on  December  27,  1910,  the  liabilities 
upon  the  books  totaled  $6,291,587.06.  Claims  have  been  filed 
upon  all  these  book  liabilities,  vnth  the  exception  of  $38,584.07, 
for  which  no  claims  have  been  filed.  In  addition  to  the  liabili- 
ties appearing  upon  the  books  of  the  bank,  claims  aggregating 
$329,598.75,  have  been  filed  and  accepted. 

The  capital  stock  of  the  bank  amounted  to  $700,000.  Action 
was  begun  to  enforce  the  full  statutory  liability  of  stockholders 
and  on  June. 24,  1915,  judgment  was  entered  in  such  action 
against  all  stockholders  who  had  not  previously  paid  their  assess- 
ments. As  a  result  of  this  litigation  and  of  demands  made  by  the 
Superintendent  of  Banks,  $221,834.54  has  been  collected  from 
stockholders.  Unfortunately  a  very  considerable  proportion  of 
the  stock  of  the  bank  was  owned  by  parties  who  were  insolvent  and 
from  whom  it  was  impossible  to  collect.

The  total  expenses  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1916, 
amoonted  to  $182,975.41,  as  against  $227,920.40  the  previous 
year.     However,  because  of  the  change  in  the  fiscal  year  of  the 
Stat9^  the  expenditures  for  this  year  are  for  only  nine  months. 

The  total  number  of  institutions  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Department  at  the  dose  of  the  fiscal  year  was  1,071  as  compared 
with  1,024  in  1915.  During  the  year  the  resources  of  institu- 
tions tuider  the  supervision  of  the  Department  increased  over 
$770,000,000. 

The  expenses  of  the  Department  are  paid  in  the  first  instance  out 
of  the  State  Treasury,  and  reimbursement  therefor  made  through 
assessment  by  the  Superintendent  of  Banks  upon  the  various  insti- 
tutions which  are  subject  to  his  supervision.  The  account  of  the 
Banking  Department  on  the  books  of  ihe  State  Comptroller  shows 
that  from  date  of  the  Departments  organization,  in  1851,  to  June 
30,  1916,  the  Department  has  received  from  the  State  Treasurer 
an  aggregate  of  $3,563,576.18  and  paid  into  the  State  Treasury 
in  the  same  time  a  total  of  $3,471,046.87.  The  balance  which  was 
due  the  State  Treasurer  on  July  1,  1916,  has  since  been  paid  into 
the  Treasury.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  cost  of  running  this 
Department  since  its  organization  in  1851  has  been  paid  entirely 
by  the  institutions  under  its  supervision.

Carrying  out  the  policy  I  inaugurated  at  the  beginning  of  my 
term  to  reward  meritorious  and  faithful  service,  I  promoted  dur- 
ing the  year  Guernsey  R.  Jewett  from  third  deputy  to  second 
depuly,  to  succeed  the  late  Edward  J.  Graham,  and  appointed 
Frank  S.  Kenyon,  of  Adams,  as  third  deputy  to  fill  the  vacancgr 
caused  by  Mr.  Jewett's  promotion. 

To  fill  the  vacajicy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Edward  S. 
Brogan,  Private  Secretary,  I  appointed  Michael  M.  Monahan, 
heretofore  acting  as  my  confidential  stenographer. 

During  the  year  death  removed  John  D.  Moriarty,  chief  clerk 
of  the  Department,  and  Examiner  Walter  S.  Allen,  of  Buffalo. 
Mr.  Moriarty  had  been  in  the  employ  of  the  Department  contin- 
ually for  over  a  period  of  thirty  years,  and  was  eligible  for  a  pen- 
sion at  the  time  of  his  death.  It  is  my  purpose  not  to  appoint  a 
successor  to  Mr.  Moriarty,  having  rearranged  the  work  in  the 
Albany  ofiice  of  this  Department  in  such  a  way  as  to  make  it,  in 
my  opinion,  unnecessary  to  fill  the  vacancy.  Mr.  Allen  was  con- 
nected with  the  Department  as  an  examiner  for  over  twenty  years. 
Charles  W.  Hermans,  after  many  years  of  service  as  an  examiner 
in  thia  Department,  resigned  on  account  of  ill  health. 

The  training  and  experience  received  by  examiners  in  the 
course  of  their  work  make  them  so  valuable  that  their  services  in 
many  instances  are  sought  by  financial  institutions.  Prior  to 
January  1,  1916,  Examiners  Roger  P.  Kavanagh,  Daniel  W. 
Quinn,  Jr.,  and  A.  L.  Dutton  resigned  to  accept  positions  with 
financial  institutions.  Examiner  E.  K.  Satterlee  has  since 
resigned  to  accept  an  important  ofiice  in  one  of  the  large  savings 
banks  in  New  York  City.  To  fill  the  vacancies  caused  by  these 
resignations,  I  appointed  the  following  from  the  State  Civil 
Service  eligible  list :  John  M.  Kinney,  Chas.  E.  Blackford,  Jr., 
Gilbert  R.  Hendrickson  and  Adolph  F.  Johnson. 

There  were  some  changes  in  the  minor  positions  in  the  Depart- 
ment.

But  messages  from  the  Governor  and  Assembly^  commuiiieations 
and  reports  from  State  officers,  reports  from  the  Committee  on 
Privileges  and  Elections  involving  the  right  of  a  Senator  to  his 
seat,  and  reports  from  the  Committee  on  Engrossed  Bills,  on  Re- 
vision and  on  Rules  shall  be  received  at  any  tima  The  Commit- 
tee on  Rules  may  sit  at  any  time ;  consideration  of  its  report  shall 
always  be  in  order,  debate  on  its  adoption  shall  not  exceed  one 
hour,  one-half  hour  for  and  one-half  hour  against,  such  time  to 
be  allotted  by  the  Temporary  President  and  minority  leader,  and 
no  other  motion  shall  be  in  order  imtil  the  vote  of  the  Senate  is 
had  thereon. 

OF  THE  FBESIDEHT 

2.  (1)  The  President  shall  preserve  order  and  decorum;  in 
case  of  disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct  in  the  lobby  or  galleries, 
he  may  cause  the  same  to  be  cleared ;  he  shall  decide  all  questions 
of  order,  .subject  to  appeal  to  the  Senate.  On  every  appeal  he 
shall  have  the  right,  in  his  place,  to  assign  his  reasons  for  his 
decision;  he  shall  appoint  all  committees,  except  when  the  Senate 
shall  otherwise  order.  When  the  Senate  shall  be  ready  to  go  into 
committee  of  the  whole,  he  shall  name  a  chairman  to  preside 
therein. 

(2)  He  shall  assign  to  the  doorkeepers  their  respective  duties 
and  stations. 

(3)  Immediately  upon  the  final  passage  of  any  bill  by  the  Sen- 
ate, he  shall  certify  that  the  same  has  been  duly  passed,  with  the 
date  thereof,  together  with  the  fact  whether  passed  as  a  majority, 
three-fifths  or  two-thirds  bill,  as  required  by  the  Constitution 
and  Laws  of  the  State,  and  deliver  said  bill  to  the  Clerk. 

OF  THE  TEMPOEABY  PKESIDENT 

3.  The  Temporary  President,  when  acting  as  President,  shall 
be  invested  with  all  the  powers  and  duties  conferred  by  these  rules 
upon  the  President 
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OF  THE  CLESE 

4.  (1)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  have  the  Journal 
of  each  day's  proceedings  printed,  and  copies  thereof  placed  on  the 
files  of  the  President,  Senators  and  reporters  within  three  days 
after  approval  by  the  Senate. 

(2)  He  shall  also  furnish  each  Senator  daily  with  a  printed 
list  of  the  general  orders,  which  shall  be  kept  on  file  by  the  Super- 
intendent of  Documents,  in  the  same  manner  as  other  documents, 
and  he  shall  also  prepare  a  daily  calendar  of  all  bills,  engrossed 
or  printed,  for  a  final  reading,  and  place  and  keep  the  same,  to- 
gether with  printed  copies  of  such  bills,  on  the  desks  of  each  Sen- 
ator ;  he  shall  see  that  all  bills  shall  be  acted  upon  by  the  Senate 
in  the  order  in  which  they  are  reported  and  stand  upon  the  cal- 
endar, unless  otherwise  ordered  by  two-thirds  of  the  Senate. 

(3)  He  shall  present  to  the  Governor,  and  enter  upon  the 
Journals,  such  bills  as  shall  have  originated  in  the  Senate  and 
been  passed  by  both  Houses.  He  shall,  subject  to  the  rules  of  the 
Senate,  transmit  to  the  Assembly  all  bills  or  concurrent  resolu- 
tions which  have  passed  the  Senate. 

(4)  He  shall  designate  the  persons  entitled  to  admission  to  the 
floor  as  reporters  for  the  public  press,  not  exceeding  thirty-five 
in  number,  and  may  revoke  any  such  designations,  but  no  person 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  the  floor  of  the  Senate  as  a 
legislative  reporter  of  a  newspaper  who  is  interested  in  pending 
or  contemplated  legislation,  or  who  is  employed  or  receives  com- 
pensation for  influencing  legislation. 

OF  THE  SEKOEANT-AT-ABMS 

5.  The  Sergeant-at-Arms,  except  when  absent  in  the  discharge  of 
his  duties,  shall  be  in  constant  attendance  upon  the  sessions  of  the 
Senate,  and,  under  the  direction  of  the  President,  aid  in  enforc- 
ing order  on  the  floor  of  the  Senate,  in  the  lobbies,  and  in  the 
rooms  adjoining  the  Senate  Chamber,  and  also  see  that  no  per- 
son remains  on  the  floor  unless  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  the 
same. 

OF  THE  EIGHTS  AND  DITTIES  OF  SENATORS 

6.  (1)  Immediately  after  the  announcement  of  committees, 
seats  shall  be  assigned  to  Senators  as  follows :    The  majority  shall

occupy  the  seats  at  the  ri^t  hand  of  the  Piesidenty  and  the  minor- 
ity at  the  left  hand  of  the  President  beginning  at  the  center  aisle. 
The  Temporary  President  of  the  Senate  shall  occnpy  the  middle 
Feat  on  the  aisle,  and  the  minority  leader  the  middle  seat  opposite. 
Afembers  of  the  majority  who  cannot  be  seated  to  the  right  of  the 
center  aisle  shall  occupy  seats  on  the  last  row  to  the  left  of  the 
center  aisle  beginning  with  the  seat  on  the  aisle,  and  if  more  seats 
are  required  for  the  majority,  then  on  the  next  to  the  last  row  com- 
mencing at  the  seat  on  the  east  aisle.  The  chairman  of  Finance. 
Judiciary  and  Cities  shall  be  assigned  seats  on  the  center  aisle. 
Senators  who  occupied  seats  at  the  preceding  session  may  occupy 
the  same  seats  if  they  desire,  or  exchange  their  seats  to  any  seat 
left  vacant  by  a  retiring  senator.  Senators  not  assigned  to  seats 
as  above  provided  shall  choose  seats  bv  lot  as  drawn  bv  the  Clerk 
in  the  presence  of  the  Senata 

(2)  A  Senator  presenting  a  paper  shall  indorse  the  same;  if  a 
petition,  memorial,  or  report  to  the  L^slature,  with  a  brief  state- 
ment of  the  subject  of  its  contents^  adding  his  name;  if  a  notice  or 
resolution,  with  his  name;  if  a  report  of  a  committee,  a  statement 
of  such  report,  with  the  name  of  the  committee  and  Senator  mak- 
ing the  same. 

(3)  Senators  shall  not  speak  to  each  other  or  otherwise  inter- 
rupt the  business  of  the  Senate,  or  read  any  newspaper  while  the 
Journals  or  public  papers  are  being  read ;  or  walk  out  of  or  across 
the  Chamber  when  the  President  is  putting  a  question,  or  when  a 
Senator  is  speaking  pass  between  him  and  the  chair. 

(4)  A  Senator  rising  to  debate  or  to  present  a  petition  or  other 
paper,  to  give  a  notice,  make  a  motion  or  report,  shall  address  the 
President  and  shall  not  proceed  further  until  recognized  by  the 
chair ;  he  shall  speak  on  the  same  subject  but  twice  the  same  day 
without  leave  of  the  Senate ;  and  where  two  or  more  Senators  ad- 
dress the  chair,  the  President  shall  name  the  Senator  who  is  first 
to  speak. 

(6)  Every  Senator  shall  be  present  within  the  Senate  Chamber 
during  the  sessions  of  the  Senate,  unless  duly  excused  or  neces- 
sarily prevented,  and  shall  vote  on  each  question  stated  from  the 
chair  unless  excused  by  the  Senate,  or  unless  he  has  a  direct  pei> 
sonal  or  pecuniary  interest  in  the  event  of  such  question  If  any 
Senator  refuses  to  vote,  unless  he  be  excused  by  the  Senate,  or 
unless  he  be  interested,  such  refusal  shall  be  deemed  a  contempt. 
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(6)  A  Senator  deBiring  to  be  excused  from  voting  may,  when 
his  name  is  called,  make  a  brief  statement,  not  occupying  over  five 
minutes,  of  the  reasons  for  making  such  request,  and  the  question 
on  excusing  him  shall  then  be  taken  without  debate,  and  any  Sen- 
ator desiring  to  explain  his  vote  upon  a  bill,  may,  when  his  name 
is  called,  be  allowed  a  like  opportunity. 

(7)  In  case  a  less  number  than  a  quorum  of  the  Senate  shall 
convene,  those  present  are  authorized  to  send  the  Sergeant-at- 
Arms,  or  any  other  person,  for  the  absent  Senators. 

(8)  In  all  cases  of  absence  of  Senators  during  the  sessions  of 
the  Senate  the  Senators  present  may  take  such  measures  aB  they 
deem  necessary  to  secure  the  presence  of  the  absentees,  and  in 
addition  to  suspension  for  a  given  period,  may  in£ict  such  censure 
or  penalty  as  they  may  deem  just  on  those  who  shall  not  render 
sufficient  excuse  for  their  absence. 

7.  There  shall  be  the  following  standing  committees: 

To  consist  of  eleven  members  each : 

Finance. 

Judiciary. 

Affairs  of  cities. 

Affairs  of  the  City  of  New  York. 

Public  service. 

Internal  affairs  of  towns  and  counties  and  public  highways. 

To  consist  of  nine  members  each: 

Agriculture. 

Canals. 

Codes. 

Insurance. 

Taxation  and  retrenchment. 

Conservation. 

Public  education. 

To  consists  of  seven  members  oncli: 

Banks. 

Military  affairs. 
Civil  service. 
Public  health. 
Penal  institutions. 
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Revision. 

Affairs  of  villages. 
Labor  and  industry. 
Privileges  and  elections. 

To  consist  of  five  members  each : 

Printed  and  engrossed  bills. 

Public  printing. 

Rules. 

The  Committee  on  Public  Service  shall  have  the  jurisdiction 
heretofore  exercised  bv  the  Committee  on  Railroads,  the  Commit- 
tee  on  Miscellaneous  Corporations,  and  over  legislation  affecting 
the  Public  Service  Commissions  Law. 

The  Committee  on  Affairs  of  the  City  of  Xew  York  shall  have 
the  jurisdiction  heretofore  exercised  by  the  Committee  on  Affairs 
of  Cities  over  all  legislation  affecting  the  city  of  New  York  only. 
When  legislation  affecting  the  city  of  Xew  York  in  common  with 
one  or  more  other  cities  is  considered,  the  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Affairs  of  the  Citv  of  New  York  shall  sit  as  meml)ers 

t/ 

of  the  Committee  on  Affairs  of  Cities.  A  senator  who  is  a  mem- 
ber of  both  committees  shall  in  such  case  have  but  one  vote.  A 
bill  affecting  a  city  and  territory  outside  of  the  county  or  counties 
in  which  such  citv  is  located  shall  not  be  treated  as  a  citv  bill. 

The  Temporary  President  and  the  Minority  Leader  shall  l)e 
ex-officio  members  of  the  Committees  on  Finance,  Judiciary,  Af- 
fairs of  Cities,  Affairs  of  the  Citv  of  New  York,  Public  Service. 
Internal  Affairs  and  Public  Education,  and  the  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Affairs  of  Cities  shall  be  an  ex-officio  member  of 
the  Committee  on  Affairs  of  the  City  of  NeW  York,  but  a  report 
mav  be  made  by  six  members  of  either  of  such  committees,  with 
the  chairman  of  the  committee  voting  therefor  and  less  than  six 
members  opposed.  But  in  case  the  Committee  on  Affairs  of  the 
City  of  New  York  sits  with  the  Committee  on  Affairs  of  Cities 
it  shall  require  ten  votes  for  such  report. 

8.  The  Committee  on  Printed  and  Engrossed  Bills  shall  examine 
all  bills,  amendments  and  resolutions  which  are  required  to  be 
printed  or  engrossed,  before  they  go  out  of  the  possession  of  the 
Senate,  and  make  report  when  they  find  them  correctly  printed  or 
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engroesed  before  they  are  read  the  third  time;  they  shall  also  com- 
pare such  amendments  as  may  be  made  in  the  Assembly  to  Senate 
bills,  and  that  are  concurred  in  by  the  Senate  after  they  shall 
have  been  reprinted  or  re-engrossed  in  the  Senate  for  the  purpose 
of  seeing  if  they  are  correctly  printed  or  engrossed.  And  no  bill 
shall  be  passed  unless  it  shall  have  been  printed  and  upon  the 
desk  of  each  Senator  in  its  final  form  at  least  three  calendar  legis- 
lative days  prior  to  its  final  passage,  imlese  the  Governor  or 
acting  Governor  shall  have  certified  to  the  necessity  of  its  im- 
mediate passage,  under  his  hand  and  ^  the  seal  of  the  State,  nor 
unless  the  Committee  on  Printed  and  Engrossed  Bills  shall  have 
reported  that  such  bill  is  correctly  printed  or  engrossed.  All  bills 
recalled  from  the  Governor  for  the  purpose  of  amendment,  if 
amended,  and  all  Senate  bills  amended  by  the  Assembly,  and 
returned  to  the  Senate  for  its  concurrence,  and  all  bills  amended 
by  the  report  of  a  conference  committee,  shall  be  subjected  to 
the  provisions  of  this  rule  and  the  second  clause  of  Rule  4. 

9.  The  Committee  on  Revision  shall  examine  and  correct  bills 
referred  to  it,  for  the  purpose  of  avoiding  repetitions  and  ensur- 
ing accuracy  in  the  text  and  references.  It  shall  also  report 
whether  the  object  sought  to  be  accomplished  can  be  secured  with- 
out a  special  act  under  existing  laws,  or  by  enactment  of  a  gen- 
eral law. 

10.  Every  report  of  a  committee  made  otherwise  than  by  a 
majority  of  the  committee  present  at  the  time  the  report  is  made, 
shall  give  the  names  of  the  members  of  the  conamittee  favoring 
such  report.  Every  report  of  a  committee  upon  a  bill  which  shall 
not  be  considered  at  the  time  of  making  the  same,  or  laid  on  the 
table  by  a  vote  of  the  Senate  shall  stand  upon  the  general  orders 
with  the  bill  and  be  entered  upon  the  Journal. 

OF  OENEKAL  OBDEBS  AND  SPECIAL  OBDEBS 

11.  The  matters  referred  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  Senate 
shall  constitute  the  general  orders,  and  the  business  of  the  general 
orders  shall  be  taken  up  as  follows,  viz. :  When  the  chairman 
named  bv  the  President  has  taken  the  chair,  the  Clerk  shall  an- 
nounce  the  title  of  each  bill,  with  the  printed  number,  or  other 
matter,  as  it  shall  be  reached  in  its  order,  when  it  may  be  taken 
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up  on  the  motion  of  any  Senator  without  the  putting  of  any 
question  therefor,  and  be  considered  immediately,  and  so  on  until 
the  calendar  is  exhausted,  or  a  motion  is  carried  that  the  com- 
mittee arise.  Any  bill  not  so  moved  shall  lose  its  preference  for 
the  day. 

12.  Whenever  any  bill  or  other  mattei*  is  made  a  special  order 
for  a  particular  day,  and  it  shall  not  be  completed  on  that  day, 
it  shall,  unless  otherwise  ordered,  retain  its  place  on  the  calendar, 
as  a  special  order  in  the  order  of  business  in  which  it  was  con- 
sidered ;  and  when  a  special  order  is  under  consideration,  it  shall 
take  precedence  of  any  special  order  for  a  subsequent  hour  of 
the  same  day;  but  such  subsequent  special  order  may  be  taken 
up  immediately  after  the  previous  special  order  has  been  dis- 
posed of. 

OF  THE  COMMITTEE  OF  THE  WHOLE 

13.  The  rules  of  the  Senate  shall  be  observed  in  the  Committee 
of  the  Whole,  so  far  as  they  may  be  applicable,  excepting  limiting 
the  number  of  times  of  speaking,  and  except  that  the  ayes  and 
noes  shall  not  be  taken.  Such  committee  may  strike  out  the 
enacting  clause  of  a  bill  and  report  that  fact  to  the  Senate;  and 
if  the  report  be  agreed  to  by  the  Senate,  it  shall  be  deemed  a  re- 
jection of  the  bill.  But  whenever  the  committee  is  engaged  in 
the  investigation  of  any  charges  against  any  of  its  members  the 
rules  of  the  Senate  shall  apply. 

14.  Bills  committed  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  Senate 
shall,  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  be  read  through  by  sections. 
The  report  shall  state  whether  or  not  said  bill  has  been  am^ided 
in  Committee  of  the  Whola  After  the  report  the  bill  shall  be 
subject  to  debate  and  amendment  before  the  question  to  print  or 
engross  it  is  put;  but  such  amendments  only  shall  be  in  order  as 
were  oiFered  and  decided  in  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  Senate, 
except  by  unanimous  consent. 

15.  A  motion  that  the  committee  rise  and  report  progress  on 
any  bill  shall  always  be  in  order,  and  shall  be  directed  without 
debate. 

OF  BILLS 

16.  Every  bill  shall  be  introduced  by  a  Senator  or  on  the  r^)ort 
of  a  committee,  or  by  message  from  the  Assembly,  and  after 
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its  first  and  second  reading,  shall  be  referred  to  a  standing  or 
select  committee,  to  consider  and  report  thereon.  When  a  bill  is 
received  as  a  message  from  the  Assembly,  and  a  Senate  bill, 
identical  therewith,  is  on  the  order  of  third  reading  in  the  Senate, 
or  in  the  Committee  of  the  Whole,  the  Assembly  bill  may  be  sub- 
stituted for  the  Senate  bill  upon  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  Sen- 
ate. A  motion  for  such  substitution  shall  be  in  order  under  the 
order  of  business  of  messages  from  the  Assembly,  motion  and 
resolutions,  or  the  order  of  business  in  which  the  Senate  bill  is. 
Xo  private  bill  shall  be  introduced  by  a  Senator,  or  on  a  report  of 
a  committee,  unless  accompanied  by  a  memorial  or  petition  signed 
and  verified  by  the  party  or  parties  praying  for  the  passage  of 
the  same,  except  by  order  of  the  Senate. 

Bills  introduced  by  Senators  shall  be  deposited  at  any  time  in 
a  box  to  be  known  as  the  bill  box,  which  shall  be  under  the  imme- 
diate charge  of  the  Clerk,  and  which  shall  be  kept  securely  locked 
until  all  bills  so  deposited  are  removed  by  him,  or  by  the  deputy 
clerk  authorized  by  him.  Bills  so  deposited  shall  be  given  to  the 
President  of  the  Senate  at  his  convenience  before  or  at  the  opening 
of  the  session.  They  shall  have  their  first  and  second  reading  in 
the  order  of  business  immediately  after  the  presentation  of  peti- 
tions and  be  referred  by  the  President  of  the  Senate  to  the  appro- 
priate committees  with  the  consent  of  the  Senate.  The  box  shall 
\ye  opened  at  any  time  during  the  session  and  the  bills  therein 
given  to  the  President  of  the  Senate  on  request  of  the  Temporary 
President,  when  they  shall  have  their  first  and  second  reading  at 
any  time  prior  to  adjournment  and  be  so  referred.  Bills  may  by 
unanimous  consent  be  introduced  from  the  floor  of  the  Senate. 

Every  bill  introduced  by  a  Senator  shall  be  in  duplicate  and 
shall  have  indorsed  thereon  a  statement  of  its  title,  with  his  name. 

The  titles  of  all  bills  proposing  amendments  to  the  Greater 
New  York  Charter,  or  the  Penal  Code,  the  Code  of  Criminal 
Procedure,  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  the  Revised  Statutes, 
the  Consolidated  Laws,  or  to  any  existing  laws  having  a  short 
title,  when  introduced,  must  quote  the  descriptive  name  of  the 
Code  or  the  short  title  of  the  Consolidated  Laws,  or  Revised 
Statutes,  or  law  to  be  amended,  with  some  brief  reference  to  the 
subjectrmatter  of  the  proposed  amendment,  and  the  Clerk  of  the 
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Senate  is  hereby  directed  to  return  aay  bill  to  the  Senator  intro- 
ducing the  same,  when  this  rule  has  not  been  complied  with. 

At  the  request  of  the  Temporary  President,  or  in  his  absence, 
of  the  Chairman  of  Finance,  a  bill  creating  or  increasing  a  charge 
upon  the  State  Treasury  reported  by  any  committee  other  than 
the  Finance  Conmiittee,  shall  at  any  time  before  it  is  on  the  order 
of  third  reading,  or  after  it  is  on  the  order  of  third  reading,  if  it 
has  been  advanced  without  consideration  by  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole,  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance  which  may  con- 
sider and  report  upon  any  features  in  the  bill  creating  or  increas- 
ing such  a  charge.  If  it  be  so  referred,  such  report  must,  unless 
the  time  is  extended  by  the  Senate,  be  made  within  one  week  from 
the  time  it  is  referred  to  the  Finance,  Conunittee.  If  not  reported 
by  the  Finance  Conamittee  within  one  week,  it  shall  be  surren- 
dered by  the  Committee  on  Finance  and  restored  to  the  place  upon 
the  calendar  it  had  before  such  reference. 

17.  When  a  bill  shall  be  reported  by  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole,  and  not  otherwise  disposed  of,  the  question  shall  l)e, 
"  Shall  the  report  be  agreed  to  ?  "  And  when  the  report  of  such 
committee,  if  favorable,  shall  be  agreed  to  and  the  bill  not  other- 
wise disposed  of,  the  bill  shall  be  ordered  printed  and  engrossed 
for  a  third  reading.  Upon  such  question  the  merits  of  the  bill 
may  be  debated,  and  a  motion  to  commit,  or  recommit,  or  tc> 
amend,  as  provided  in  the  fourteenth  rule,  or  lay  on  the  table,  or 
to  postpone  to  a  future  day,  shall  be  in  order.  Should  the  report 
be  not  agreed  to,  the  bill  shall  then  lie  upon  the  table  and  be 
subject  to  any  further  action  of  the  Senate  and  may  be  called 
up  at  any  time  in  the  order  of  Reports  of  Conmiittees  or  Motions 
and  Resolutions. 

18.  Every  bill  shall  receive  three  readings  previous  to  iis 
being  passed,  and  the  President  shall  give  notice  at  each,  whether 
it  be  the  first,  second  or  third.  Xo  bill  shall  be  amended  or  com- 
mitted until  it  shall  have  been  read  twice,  and  no  bill  shall  1^ 
read  a  third  time  out  of  its  regular  order,  unless  on  a  vote  of  t\v»>- 
thirds  of  all  the  Senators  present  voting;  and  all  resolutioib 
which  propose  any  amendment  of  the  Constitution,  or  ratify  am 
proposed  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States, 
shall  be  treated  in  the  form  of  proceedings  on  them,  in  a  similar 
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manner  with  bills^  and  no  bills  shall  be  ordered  to  a  third  reading 
without  having  been  acted  upon  in  Committee  of  the  Whola 

The  Calendar  of  bills  on  the  order  of  third  reading  shall  con- 
sist of  all  bills  which  have  been  ordered  to  a  third  reading  by  vote 
of  the  Senate,  and,  as  well,  all  Assembly  bills  which,  having 
passed  the  Senate,  have  been  subsequently  reconsidered  upon  re- 
call from  the  Governor  and  thereupon  amended  by  the  Assembly. 

19.  After  a  bill  or  resolution  to  amend  the  Constitution  shall 
be  ordered  to  a  third  reading,  no  motion  to  amend  the  same  shall 
be  in  order  without  unanimous  consent;  but  any  such  bill  or 
resolution  may  be  committed  prior  to  the  final  reading  thereof. 

20.  When  any  bill  requiring  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of 
the  Senators  is  imder  consideration,  such  concurrence  shall  not 
be  requisite  except  on  the  question  of  its  final  passage. 

21.  The  question  on  the  final  passage  of  every  bill  shall  be 
taken  by  ayes  and  noes,  which  shall  be  entered  on  the  Journal, 
and  unless  the  bill  receives  the  number  of  votes  required  by  the 
Constitution  to  pass  it,  it  shall  be  declared  lost,  except  in  cases 
provided  for  by  the  twenty-fourth  rule,  and  such  question  shall 
be  taken  immediately  after  the  third  reading  and  without  debate. 

22.  Every  bill  immediately  upon  its  introduction  shall  be 
printed  and  placed  on  the  files  of  the  Senators.  It  shall  retain 
its  original  printed  number  when  reprinted,  together  with  its 
new  number  thereafter  during  all  stages  of  its  progress.  All  bills 
reported  favorably  or  for  consideration,  if  reported  with  amend- 
ments, shall  be  immediately  reprinted. 

Every  bill  when  introduced,  and  every  amendment  thereafter 
made  to  such  bill  amending  existing  law,  must  have  all  new  mat- 
ter underscored,  and  all  matter  eliminated  by  amendment  from 
existing  law  must  appear  in  its  proper  place  inclosed  in  brackets. 
In  the  printed  biU  such  new  matter  shall  be  italicized  and  all 
matter  eliminated  from  existing  law  shall  be  inclosed  in  black- 
faced  brackets.  Where  a  printed  bill  is  amended  by  eliminating 
new  matter  from  such  bill,  the  same  shall  be  omitted  in  the  re- 
print of  the  original. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  direct  the  Clerk  to 
cause  any  bill  appearii^  on  the  calendar  and  not  complying  with 
this  rule  to  be  immediately  amended  and  reprinted  so  as  to  com- 
ply with  the  same. 
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There  shall  be  printed  for  the  use  of  the  Senate  as  authorized 
by  section  seven  of  the  State  Printing  Law,  three  hundred  addi- 
tional copies  of  such  general  Senate  bills  as  may  be  designated 
bv  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate. 

23.  The  vote  on  the  final  passage  of  any  bill  appropriating 
moneys  or  property,  or  creating,  oontinuing,  altering  or  removing 
any  body  politic  or  corporate,  shall  not  be  reconsidered  whenever 
any  such  bill  shall  be  lost,  unless  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  all  the 
Senators  elected,  but  all  other  bills,  when  the  same  shall  have 
been  lost,  may  be  reconsidered  by  «,  vote  of  a  majority  of  all  the 
Senators  present  and  voting. 

24.  If,  on  taking  the  final  question  on  a  bill,  it  shall  appear 
that  a  constitutional  quorum  is  not  present,  or  if  tiie  bill  requires 
a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  Senators  elected  to  pass  it,  and  it 
appears  that  such  number  is  not  present,  the  bill  shall  retain  its 
place  on  the  calendar  and  be  again  taken  up  in  its  regular  order. 

ON  MOTIONS  AND  THEIE  PRECEDENCE 

25.  When  a  question  is  before  the  Senate,  only  the  following 
motions  shall  be  received,  and  such  motions  shall  have  precedence 
in  the  order  here  stated,  viz. : 

1.  For  an  adjournment. 

2.  For  a  call  of  the  Senate. 

3.  To  lay  on  the  table. 

4.  To  postpone  indefinitely. 

5.  To  postpone  to  a  certain  day. 

6.  To  commit  to  a  standing  conmiittee. 

7.  To  commit  to  a  select  committee. 

8.  To  commit  to  the  committee  of  the  whole. 

9.  To  amend. 

The  motion  to  adjourn,  or  for  a  call  of  the  Senate,  or  to  lay  on 
the  table,  shall  be  decided  without  debate,  and  shall  always  be  in 
order  except  as  provided  in  Rules  1,  32  and  47.  The  motion  to 
discharge  a  committee  from  consideration  of  a  bill  or  resolution 
or  question  shall  only  be  made  in  the  order  of  business  of  reports 
of  standing  conmiittees  or  select  conmiittees  (if  the  biU  or  reso- 
lution or  question  has  been  so  referred),  and  motions  and  reeoln- 
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tions*     The  motion  to  sufipend  the  rules  shall  only  be  made  in 
the  order  of  business  of  motions  and  resolutions. 

26.  All  motions  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  desired  by  the 
President  or  any  Senator,  delivered  to  the  Clerk,  and  read  before 
the  same  shall  be  debated ;  any  motion  may  be  withdrawn  at  any 
time  before  decision  or  amendment. 

27.  If  the  question  in  debate  contains  several  points,  a  Senator 
may  have  the  same  divided,  provided  the  division  called  for  em- 
bodies a  distinct  principle  or  statement  of  fact. 

28.  A  motion  to  postpone,  commit  or  refer,  until  it  is  decided, 
shall  preclude  all  debate  of  the  main  question. 

29.  When  a  blank  is  to  be  fiUed,  and  different  sums  or  time 
shall  be  proposed,  the  question  shall  be  first  taken  on  the  highest 
sum  and  the  longest  time. 

30.  When  a  question  has  once  been  put  and  decided,  it  shall 
be  in  order  for  any  Senator  to  move  for  the  reconsideration 
thereof;  but  no  motion  for  the  reconsideration  of  any  vote  shall 
be  in  order  after  tiie  bill,  resolution,  message,  report,  amendment 
or  motion,  upon  which  the  vote  was  taken,  shall  have  gone  out  of 
the  possession  of  the  Senate;  and  before  the  first  day  of  March 
no  bill  or  resolution  shall  be  sent  from  the  Senate  on  the  day  of 
its  passage;  nor  shall  any  motion  for  reconsideration  be  in  order 
unless  made  on  the  same  day  on  which  the  vote  was  taken,  or 
within  the  next  three  days  of  the  actual  session  of  the  Senate 
thereafter.  Nor  shall  any  question  be  reconsidered  more  than 
once.  But  when  a  biU  or  resolution  shall  have  been  recalled  from 
the  Governor  or  from  the  Assembly,  a  motion  for  reconsideration 
may  be  made  at  any  time  thereafter  while  the  same  is  in  the  pos- 
session of  the  Senate,  and  all  resolutions  recalling  a  bill  or  reso- 
lution from  the  Governor  or  Assembly  shall  be  regarded  as  priv- 
ileged. No  vote  shall  be  reconsidered  upon  either  of  the  follow- 
ing motions: 

To  adjourn. 

To  lay  on  the  table. 

31.  All  concurrent  resolutions  shall  lie  on  the  table  at  least 
one  day,  except  as  otherwise  directed  by  Kules  18  and  30,  and 
except  concurrent  resolutions  referring  to  adjournment. 
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ON  CLosnro  debate 

32.  When  any  bill,  resolution  or  motion  shall  have  been  under 
consideration  for  six  hours  it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  Senator  to 
move  to  close  debate,  and  the  President  shall  recognize  the  Senator 
who  wishes  to  make  such  motion.  Such  motion  shall  not  be 
amendable  or  debatable  and  shall  be  immediately  put,  and  if  it 
shall  receive  the  affirmative  votes  of  a  majority  of  the  Senators 
present,  the  pending  measure  shall  take  precedence  over  all  other 
business.  The  vote  shall  thereupon  be  taken  upon  such  bill, 
motion  or  resolution,  with  such  amendments  as  may  be  pending 
at  the  time  of  such  motion  according  to  the  rules  of  the  Senate, 
but  without  further  debate,  except  that  any  Senator  who  may 
desire  so  to  do  shall  be  permitted  to  speak  thereon  not  more  than 
once  and  not  exceeding  one-half  hour.  After  such  motion  to 
close  debate  has  been  made  by  any  Senator  no  other  motion  shall 
be  in  order  until  such  motion  has  been  voted  upon  by  the  Senate. 
Aftei'  the  Senate  shall  have  adopted  the  motion  to  close  debate, 
as  hereinbefore  provided,  no  motion  shall  be  in  order  but  one 
motion  to  adjourn  and  a  motion  to  commit.  Should  said  motion 
to  adjourn  be  carried,  the  measure  under  consideration  shall  be 
the  pending  question  when  the  Senate  shall  again  convene,  and 
shall  be  taken  up  at  the  point  where  it  was  at  the  time  of  such 
adjournment.  The  motion  to  close  debate  may  be  ordered  upon 
a  single  motion,  a  series  of  motions  allowable  under  the  rule?,  or 
an  amendment  or  amendments,  or  may  be  made  to  embrace  all 
authorized  motions  or  amendments  and  include  the  bill,  resolution 
or  motion  to  its  passage  or  rejection.  All  incidental  questions  cf 
order,  or  motions  pending  at  the  time  such  motion  is  made  to 
close  debate,  whether  the  same  be  on  appeal  or  otherwise,  shall  be 
decided  without  debate. 

33.  If  at  any  time  during  the  session  of  the  Senate  a  question 
shall  be  raised  by  any  Senator  as  to  the  presence  of  a  quorum. 
the  presiding  officer  shall  forthwith  direct  the  Clerk  to  call  the 
roll,  and  shall  announce  the  result,  and  such  proceedings  shall  be 
without  debate;  but  no  Senator  while  speaking  shall  be  inter- 
rupted by  any  other  Senator  raising  the  question  of  a  lack  of  a 
quorum,  and  the  question  as  to  the  presence  of  a  quorum  shall 
not  be  raised  oftener  than  once  in  every  hour  unless  the  lack  of  a 
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quorum  shall  be  disclosed  upon  a  roll  call  of  the  ayes  and  noes* 
AVhenever  upon  a  roll  call  any  Senator  who  is  upon  the  floor  of 
the  Senate  chamber  refuses  to  make  response  when  his  name  is 
called,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  presiding  officer,  either  upon  his 
own  motion  or  upon  the  suggestion  of  any  Senator,  to  request  the 
Senator  so  remaining  silent  to  respond  to  his  name,  and  if  such 
Senator  fails  to  do  so,  the  fact  of  such  request  and  refusal  shall 
be  entered  in  the  Journal,  and  such  Senator  shall  be  counted  as 
present  for  the  purpose  of  constituting  a  quorum. 

OF  aUESTIONS  OF  OBJDEB 

34.  All  questions  relating  to  the  priority  of  business  shall  be 
decided  without  debate. 

35.  When  the  reading  of  a  paper  is  called  for,  except  petitions, 
and  the  same  is  objected  to  by  any  Senator,  it  shall  be  determined 
by  a  vote  of  the  Senate,  without  debate. 

36.  When  a  Senator  shall  be  called  to  order,  he  shall  take  hia 
.seat  until  the  President  shall  have  determined  whether  he  is  in 
order  or  not ;  and  if  decided  to  be  out  of  order,  he  shall  not  pro- 
ceed without  the  permission  of  the  Senate ;  and  every  question  of 
order  shall  be  decided  by  the  President,  subject  to  an  appeal  to 
tlie  Senate  by  any  Senator.  No  second  appeal  shall  be  determined 
until  the  original  appeal  shall  be  decided;  and  if  a  Senator  shall 
l)e  called  to  order  for  words  spoken,  the  words  excepted  to  shall 
be  immediately  taken  down  in  writing. 

37.  Upon  a  division  in  the  Senate,  the  names  of  those  who 
vDted  for  or  against  a  question  shall  be  entered  alphabetically  on 
the  Journal,  if  any  Senator  requires  it,  except  on  motion  to  excuse 
a  Senator  from  voting,  which  shall  be  decided  by  count;  and  each 
Senator  called  upon,  unless  for  special  reasons  he  be  excused  by 
the  Senate,  shall  declare  openly  and  without  debate  his  assent  or 
dissent  to  the  question. 

OF  EXECTTTIVE  SESSION 

38.  On  motion  to  close  the  doors  of  the  Senate,  on  the  discus- 
sion of  business  which  in  the  opinion  of  any  Senator  may  require 
secrecy,  and  during  the  consideration  of  all  business  in  executive 
session,  the  President  shall  direct  all  persons,  except  the  Senators 
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and  Clerk  of  the  Senate,  his  messengery  the  Journal  Clerk  and 
Sergeant-at-Ajins  of  the  Senate  to  withdraw ;  and  during  the  dis- 
cussion of  said  motion  the  doors  shall  remain  shut;  and  every 
Senator  and  officer  of  the  Senate  shall  keep  secret  all  such  mat- 
ters, proceedings  and  things  which  shall  transpire  while  the  doors 
remain  closed. 

39.  The  proceedings  of  the  Senate  upon  executive  business 
shall  be  kept  in  a  Journal  separate  from  its  proceedings  upon 
legislative  business. 

40.  The  Senate  shall  go  into  consideration  of  executive  busi- 
ness at  such  times  as  may  be  ordered  by  a  vote  of  the  majority  of 
the  Senators  present.  All  nominations  sent  by  the  Governor  for 
the  appointment  of  any  officer  (except  notaries  public)  shall  be 
referred,  unless  the  Senate  otherwise  orders,  to  a  standing  com- 
mittee of  the  Senate.  A  nomination  shall  not  be  confirmed  with- 
out reference  on  the  day  on  which  it  is  received  except  by  unani- 
mous consent.  Nominations  of  persons  for  the  office  of  notary 
public  shall  be  referred  to  the  Senator  from  the  district  in  which 
the  nominee  resides,  except  that  when  the  nominee  resides  in  the 
city  and  county  of  New  York,  the  reference  shall  be  to  the  Sena- 
tors from  that  city  and  county ;  and  when  the  nominee  resides  in 
the  county  of  Kings,  the  reference  shall  be  to  the  Senators  from 
that  county. 

laSCELLAirEOTrS  PEOYISIONS 

41.  None  but  the  President,  Senators  and  Clerks  shall  be 
allowed  to  take  books  belonging  to  the  Senate  library;  and  ou 
taking  books,  each  of  the  persons  above  mentioned  shall  furnish 
to  the  Librarian  a  list  of  those  taken  and  his  name,  and  shall  be 
responsible  for  them ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Librarian  to 
have  a  book  in  which  to  enter  the  delivery  of  the  books  so  taken 
and  their  return,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  see  that  the  books  in 
the  library  are  kept  in  order  and  in  their  place  at  the  opening  ot 
each  morning  session. 

42.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  of  Documents 
and  his  assistants  to  have  the  documents  and  bills  promptly  placed 
on  the  files  of  the  President  and  Senators  in  the  order  of  their 
numbers,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  postmaster  to  see  that  the 
mails  are  punctually  delivered. 
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43.  The  Senate  library^  postroffice  and  document  rooms  shall 
be  opened  every  morning  during  the  session  of  the  Legislature  at 
8.30  o'clock  and  remain  open  until  5.30  p.  m.^  and  shall  also  be 
open  during  all  the  hours  the  Senate  is  in  session,  except  that  on 
Sundays  the  postrofSice  shall  be  open  from  12  noon  to  1  o'clock 

P.M. 

44.  A  rule  of  the  Senate  shall  not  be  altered,  suspended  or 
rescinded  without  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  all  the  Senators  elected; 
and  a  motion  to  suspend,  alter  or  rescind  any  such  rule,  or  any 
joint  rule  of  the  two  Houses,  shall  not  be  in  order,  without  the 
unanimous  consent  of  the  Senate,  unless  one  day's  previous  notice 
thereof  in  writing  shall  be  given;  specifying  the  purpose  of  the 

'  proposed  suspension,  alteration  or  rescission,  such  notice  to  be 
given  in  the  order  of  business  of  reports  of  standing  committees ; 
provided  that  nothing  in  this  rule  shall  limit  the  provisions  of 
the  first  and  thirty-second  rules. 

45.  Whenever  a  claim  is  referred  to  a  committee,  and  the  com- 
mittee reports  that  the  claim  ought  not  to  be  allowed,  and  the 
report  is  adopted  by  the  Senate,  it  shall  not  be  in  order  to  move 
to  take  the  papers  from  the  files  for  the  purpose  of  referring  them 
to  a  subsequent  session,  unless  the  claimants  shall  present  a 
memorial  for  that  purpose,  stating  in  what  manner  the  commit- 
tee have  erred  in  their  report,  or  that  new  evidence  had  been  dis- 
covered since  the  report,  and  setting  forth  the  same  in  the  me 
morial. 

46.  All  resolutions  calling  for  the  expenditure  of  moneys  must 
be  decided  by  a  majority  vote  of  all  the  members  elected  to  the 
Senate,  upon  a  call  of  the  roll. 

47.  For  the  purpose  of  securing  the  attendance  of  Senators,  a 
call  of  the  Senate  may  be  ordered  at  any  time,  but  such  call  shall 
not  be  in  order  after  the  voting  on  any  question  has  begun,  nor 
after  the  third  reading  of  a  bill  has  been  completed,  nor  after  the 
motion  to  close  debate  has  been  ordered  pursuant  to  Bule  32, 
unless  it  shall  appear  upon  an  actual  count  by  the  President  that 
a  quorum  is  not  present. 

48.  Persons  not  members  of  the  Senate,  or  oflScers  or  employees 
thereof,  shall  be  admitted  to  the  floor  of  the  Senate  only  as  fol- 
lows: 
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1.  The  Governor^  his  seeretary  and  messeng^; 

2.  The  members  and  Clerk  of  the  Assembly^  and  clerks  and 
messengers  of  the  Assembly  in  the  exercise  of  an  official  duty 
directly  connected  with  the  business  of  the  Senate. 

3.  The  elected  State  officers^  heads  of  departments  and  their 
deputies. 

4.  Reporters  of  the  Senate  and  of  the  Assembly  designated 
under  the  rules,  unless  a  designation  theretofore  given  them,  has 
been  revoked. 

5.  Ladies,  and  members  of  a  Senator's  family  or  of  the  family 
of  the  President  of  the  Senate,  on  the  card  of  a  Senator,  or  of  the 
President  of  the  Senate. 

6.  Former  members  of  the  Senate. 

7.  Any  person  not  hereinbefore  named  may  be  admitted  to  the 
parlor  of  the  Senate. 

8.  During  the  sessions  of  the  Senate,  no  person  other  than  a 
Senator  shall  occupy  the  chair  of  a  Senator. 

49.  An  officer  or  employee  of  the  Senate  shall  not  solicit  sub- 
scriptions, for  any  purpose,  from  any  other  officer  or  employee 
thereof,  nor  from  any  Senator.  Nor  shall  any  person  be  per- 
mitted to  solicit  or  receive  subscriptions  or  contributions  for  any 
purpose  on  the  floor,  or  in  the  lobby  of  the  Senate*

REPORT 


Albany,  X.  Y.,  January  8,  1917. 
The  Ilonorahle,  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York: 

The  work  of  this  department  during  the  past  year  has  greatly 
iiioreased  and  the  results  obtained  have  increased  more  than  pro- 
portionally. The  A\'ork  of  the  department  is  of  so  special  and 
technical  a  nature  that  no  man  can  enter  upon  it  fully  equipped, 
ami  speaking  personally  I  feel  that  I  am  daily  gaining  in  knowl- 
erlge  and  experience  from  the  exhaustive  study  I  have  tried  to 
make,  and  I  am  in  that  way  able  to  be  of  better  service  to  the  peo- 
ple of  the  state  than  in  the  past. 

When  it  is  considered  that  this  department  has  jurisdiction  over 
practically  every  sale  of  personal  property  made  within  the  State 
of  Xew  York,  a  few  facts  and  figures  showing  the  great  size  of 
this  State  and  of  its  industries  are  pertinent.  Such  facts  and 
figures  are  given  in  Appendix  "  A,"  hereto  annexed. 

Our  main  handicap  has  been,  as  in  previous  years,  the  lack  of 
sufficient  funds.  I  have  but  recently  lost  one  of  my  most  valuable 
inspectors,  who,  through  his  thorough  technical  knowledge,  largely 
acquired  in  the  department,  was  able  to  better  himself  financially 
in  the  pursuit  of  private  business.  I  believe  there  is  no  other 
•lepartment  in  which  the  inspectors  require  so  high  a  degree  of 
expert  knowledge,  yet  the  inspectors  in  this  department  are  receiv- 
ing the  same  salary  as  and  even  less  than  inspectors  in  depart- 
ments where  but  little  intelligence  or  knowledge  is  required. 

I  have  not  requested  at  any  time,  since  I  have  been  in  office, 
any  raise  in  salary  for  myself  or  my  deputies,  although  the  salarj' 
remains  the  same  as  when  the  work  and  responsibility  of  the  heads 
of  the  department  were  less  than  one-fourth  of  that  which  they  are 
now,  I  have  felt  that  as  the  work  of  this  department,  in  its  present 
phases,  is  more  or  less  new,  it  was  my  duty  to  devote  all  available 
funds  in  building  up  the  department  rather  than  in  increasing  the 
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salaries  of  the  heads  thereof.  I  believe  this  is  in  line  witfi  the 
attitude  of  many  weights  and  measures  officials  throughout  the 
country,  who  have  been  and  are  giving  more  or  less  altruistic  devo- 
tion to  the  advancement  of  a  subject  which  they  have  felt  was  of 
vast  importance  to  the  public. 

The  real  work  being  done  is  hardly  realized  by  the  public  or 
even  by  the  legislative  bodies.  Unlike  many  other  governmental 
activities,  the  activities  of  the  weights  and  measures  department 
yield  a  definite  monetary  return  to  the  people  of  the  state,  which 
gives  back  to  them  many  times  over  every  dollar  spent.  Every 
additional  dollar  devoted  in  this  way  means  additional  pro  tit  to 
the  public.  One  of  the  leading  merchants  in  the  citv'  of  Xew 
York,  who  has  made  a  careful  and  exhaustive  study  of  this  subject 
said  to  me  only  recently  that  he  felt  and  was  convinced  that  one 
of  the  most  economical  moves  that  could  ]ye  made  by  the  legislature 
would  be  to  increase  to  a  great  extent  the  api)ropriation  for  this 
department.  "  For,"  he  said,  "  every  thousand  dollars  spent  on 
Weights  and  Measures  means  at  least  one  hundred  thousand  <lol- 
lars  saving  to  the  people  of  the  State.'' 

I  have  already  suggested  that  the  inspectors  of  this  department 
should  be  given  a  higher  salar>\  The  work  also  requires  a  niinilior 
of  additional  inspectors.  The  office  force  is  also  insufficient. 
There  is  only  one  stenographer  and  during  the  vacation  period 
last  summer  there  was  no  appropriation  for  the  hiring  of  tem- 
porary help.  The  work  of  this  stenographer  takes  up  her  entire 
time,  even  though  I  have  had  more  than  1,500  letters  and  much 
miscellaneous  matter  written  outside  of  the  office  at  my  own 
expense,  and  leaver  much  work  still  to  be  done.  There  is  no  facil- 
ity for  maintaining  a  proper  filing  system;  by  reason  of  this  the 
valuable  records  of  this  office  are  abnost  useless.  Xo  facilitv  has 
been  granted  for  conveying  the  heavy  apparatus  necessary  f(^r 
testing  large  scales  and  I  am  this  year  asking  for  a  motor  truck, 
which  I  believe  will  effect  a  great  economy. 

The  appropriation  for  issuing  bulletins  of  instruction  has 
proved  insufficient  and  we  have  been  able  to  do  very  little  printing 
although  this  is  of  much  importance  and  value.  During  the  past 
year  we  have  issued  two  bulletins  in  particular,  one  addressed 
"  To  the  Purchasing  Public  "  and  the  other  "  To  the  Retail  ]VIrr- 
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chant/-  Copies  of  these  are  submitted  herewith  in  Appendix 
"  B."  They  were  widely  circulated  and  met  with  great  and  grati- 
fying approval,  especially  from  the  public  prints.  One  of  the 
leading  newspapers  of  the  state  remarked  that  there  was  more 
valuable  information  in  the  twenty-two  pages  of  these  tAvo  book- 
lets than  in  many  volumes  of  the  usual  public  documents  and 
asked  leave  to  reprint  the  same  at  its  own  expense. 

In  my  report  last  year,  I  endeavored  to  show  that  the  local  offi- 
cials Avere  not  properly  paid.  There  have  been  some  slight 
improvements  along  this  line  during  the  past  year,  but  miu'h  is 
still  to  be  desired. 

In  the  following  sections,  I  shall  endeavor  to  set  forth  a  little 
more  specifically  some  of  the  problems  with  which  this  dej)art!nent 
has  been  faced  during  the  past  year. 

False  Advertisincj 

Ey  chapter  569,  Laws  of  11)15,  important  amendments  were 
made  to  the  law  relating  to  false  advertising,  which  had  thereto- 
fore been  practically  valueless. 

Under  the  advice  of  the  Attorney-General  this  dei)artment  has 
endeavored  to  compel  the  enforcement  of  said  law  but  has  been 
unable  to  handle  any  except  the  most  open  cases.  We  have,  in  a 
number  of  instances,  succeeded  without  legal  proceedings  in  doing 
away  with  improper  advertisements.  The  results  were  ol)tained 
speedily  and  without  cost  to  the  State.  Our  limited  facilities, 
however,  have  not  permitted  of  investigations  along  this  line  as 
thev  should  be  conducted. 

Net  Container  Law 

The  observance  of  the  provisions  of  this  law,  (chapter  81  of  the 
Laws  of  1912)  has  become  nuich  more  nearly  universal.  It  has 
not  been  necessary  to  bring  a  gi'eat  number  of  prosecutions,  as  the 
merchants  or  manufacturers  generally  have  voluntarily  complied 
therewith.  Several  of  the  meat  packers,  however,  especially  those 
located  without  the  State,  refused  to  mark  the  net  contents  upon 
the  wrappers  of  their  hams  and  bacons.  (  onvictions  in  the  loAvor 
court  resulted  in  a  hard-fought  legal  fight  which  was  ended  within 
the  last  few  weeks  by  an  opinion  of  the  Appellate  Division,  Second 
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Department,  upholding  the  necessity  of  net  weight  marking. 
According  to  the  testimony  of  the  defendants  on  the  trial,  this  one 
item  alone  will  save  to  the  people  of  the  State  several  million  dol- 
lars a  year.  Certain  of  the  bakers  have  also  fought  the  law  in 
question  and  a  number  of  convictions  have  been  obtained. 

In  these  days  of  high  prices,  the  law  in  question  has  been  effi- 
cacious in  establishing  good  trade  conditions  and  has  formed  a 
considerable  cheek  on  improper  price  fixing. 

A  great  deal  of  time  and  study  has  been  given  to  the  various 
industries  in  order  to  formulate  proper  rules  and  r^ulations 
under  this  law,  as  provided  for  by  section  18  thereof.  In  making 
these  rules  and  regulations,  we  have  to  consider  how  the  object  of 
the  Legislature,  to  secure  to  the  purchaser  knowledge  of  what  he 
is  buying,  can  best  be  carried  out  w4th,  at  the  same  time,  the  least 
possible  inconvenience  to  manufacturers  and  producers.  This 
necessitates  a  thorough  study  of  the  conditions  of  the  manufacture 
and  production  of  every  article  in  regard  to  which  rules  or  regula- 
tions are  to  be  promulgated. 

Daily  opinions  have  been  given  to  officials  and  the  public  in 
regard  to  these  matters  and  thousands  of  Avamings  have  been 
served  upon  those  Avho  have  failed  to  comply  with  the  law.  Thc>e 
warnings  have  in  almost  every  case  had  the  desired  effect. 

Commercial  Appabatus 

Besides  the  ordinaiy  examinations  of  weighing  and  measuring 
devices  used  in  trade  and  the  state  institutions,  we  have  had  to 
pass  upon  the  types  of  various  devices.  The  manufacturers  of 
one  device  belonging  to  a  class  which  is  in  my  opinion  conducive 
to  the  perpetration  of  fraud  has  taken  exception  to  our  activities, 
and  brought  an  action  in  the  United  States  Federal  Court  to 
enjoin  them.  The  plaintiff  was  unsuccessful  in  this  action  and 
has  taken  an  appeal.  This  concern  also  brought  a  similar  action 
in  the  Supreme  Court  in  Albany  County,  where  the  complaint  was 
dismissed.  I  desire  here  to  acknowledge  my  indebtedness  to  the 
Attorney-General  Hon.  Egburt  E.  Woodbury,  and  to  his  deputy, 
Hon.  E.  G.  Griffin,  who  have  been  of  the  utmost  service  to  me  in 
all  litigation  connected  with  my  department. 


The  use  of  gasoline  pumps  has  been  a  very  serious  source  of 
difficulty.  The  use  of  these  pumps  is  desirable  not  only  by  reason 
of  their  convenience  but  also  on  account  of  their  added  safety  from 
fire  risks.  The  main  trouble  has  arisen  from  the  fact  that 
although  these  machines  may  be  mechanically  correct,  the  quality 
of  gasoline  is  so  uncertain  and  so  variable  that  they  cannot  be 
adjusted  to  one  point  and  left  there.  We  have  conducted  most 
voluminous  investigations,  including  the  study  of  the  experiments 
made  by  others  and  the  immense  literature  on  the  subject,  and 
after  many  days  of  constant  work,  we  have  formulated  and  pro- 
mulgated instructions  to  sealers  which,  in  the  opinion  of  those 
interested  has  solved  the  problem  insofar  as  it  is  capable  of  solu- 
tion. The  pumps  are  now  inspected  to  ascertain  whether  they  are 
mechanically  correct,  and  a  notice  is  then  placed  upon  them  direct- 
ing the  owner  to  procure  proper  certified  measure  and  to  test  the 
results  at  least  once  a  day  and  upon  starting  to  use  every  new  con- 
signment of  liquid.  In  this  way  the  correctness  of  the  pump  is 
constantly  ascertainable  and  the  owner  and  operator  can  be  held 
responsible  for  any  failure  to  deliver  the  proper  amount. 

Labohatory  Appaeatus 

The  laboratory  has  been  much  improved  during  the  last  year 
and  the  work  of  testing  can  now  be  carried  on  with  much  greater 
speed  and  accuracy. 

The  running  water  has  been  introduced,  and  a  still  set  up  for 
distilling  the  city  water  instead  of  purchasing  distilled  water  as 
previously.  New  liquid  testing  devices  have  been  devised  in  con- 
ference with  the  manufacturers ;  these  have  not  yet  been  returned 
from  the  National  Bureau  of  Standards,  where  they  were  sent  for 
the  purpose  of  certification ;  upon  their  return  it  is  contemplated 
that  they  will  prove  of  much  value. 

Metal  tables  of  a  new  pattern  with  slate  and  felt  tops  have  been 
invented  and  installed  by  the  department,  to  hold  the  precision 
balances  without  vibration.  The  object  is  attained  with  probably 
greater  success  than  by  means  of  any  other  device  heretofore  used. 
All  the  vibration  is  taken  up  with  the  exception  of  about  1/100  of 
one  per  cent. 
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The  apparatus  for  testing  dry  meastires  had  in  the  past  been 
most  unsatisfactory.  We  have  devised  a  new  hopper  funnel  for 
this  purpose,  which  is  radically  different  from  anything  before 
used  and  which  is  giving  excellent  results. 

We  have  also  foiroulated  plans  for  an  automobile  truck  of  a 
new  nature  which  I  have  asked  the  legislature  to  authorize  for  the 
coming  year,  and  which  will  save  much  time  and  expense. 

COKTEMPLATED   LEGISLATION 

As  I  suggested  last  year,  the  public  weigh-masters  should  be 
placed  under  the  supervision  of  the  department,  and  a  further  law 
should  be  passed  to  the  effect  that  no  weighing  or  measuring 
devices  should  be  offered  for  sale  or  sold  within  the  state  unless 
the  type  has  first  been  approved  by  the  State  Superintendent  of 
Weights  and  Measures. 

In  addition  to  these,  the  law  should  be  changed  so  as  to  make 
violations  of  the  Weights  and  Measures  Laws  not  only  a  misde- 
meanor, but  so  as  to  render  the  violator  also  liable  to  civil  penaltj'. 
In  this  way  those  cases  which  were  of  minor  importance  could  be 
handled  much  more  speedily  and  with  much  less  expense  to  the 
State. 

Various  other  minor  changes  should  be  made  in  the  law  which 
wiU  be  recommended  by  me  from  tinie  t6  time. 

Office  Tests 

The  following  list  of  apparatus  was  tested  in.  the  laboratory 
during  the  past  year.  As  the  time  expended  on  these  tests  will 
vary  from  fifteen  minutes  to  two  hours  for  a  weight  to  several 
days  for  an  intricate  balance,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  work  entailed 
in  this  item  alone  was  considerable.

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APPENDIX  "  A." 

New  York  State — Its  Size  and  Industries 

The  population  of  New  York  State  (census  of  1910)  was  9,- 
113,614,  approximately  ten  per  cent  of  the  entire  United  States 
and  its  possessions. 

As  regards  manufactures.  New  York  is  by  far  the  largest  state 
in  the  Union  (the  figures  according  to  the  1910  census,  appear  in 
the  table  following  this  appendix).  At  the  time  of  the  1910  cen- 
sus the  number  of  manufacturing  establishments  in  this  state 
formed  16.7  per  cent  of  the  total  for  the  United  States,  while  the 
number  of  people  engaged  was  15.67  per  cent,  the  capital 
employed  was  15  per  cent,  the  value  of  products  16.3  per  cent  and 
the  value  added  by  manufacture  17.7  per  cent  of  the  total  for  the 
entire  country. 

In  agriculture  this  state  occupies  a  prominent  position.  Its 
hay  crop  alone  for  the  year  1914  amounted  to  5,584,000  tons  of  a 
farm  value  of  $81,526,000.  Pennsylvania,  its  nearest  rival,  pro- 
duced over  one  and  a  half  million  tons  less,  and  the  value  of  the 
crop  was  more  than  $23,000,000  smaller  than  the  value  of  the 
New  York  crop.  The  hay  is,  with  the  exception  of  com,  the  most 
valuable  crop  of  this  country. 

In  the  production  of  vegetables.  New  York  also  leads  the  other 
states.  It  is  second  in  the  production  of  forest  products  on  farms; 
first  in  the  production  of  potatoes,  and  first  in  the  production  of 
apples. 

It  is  also  the  largest  dairy  state  in  the  Union. 

No  figures  are  at  present  available  showing  the  amount  of  com- 
modities shipped  into  this  state,  from  other  states  and  countries 
and  marketed  here.

This  Bulletin  is  published  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  pur- 
chasers, and  in  order  to  inform  them  in  a  general  way  what  they 
are  entitled  to  and  how  to  get  it.  The  following  words  of  advice 
are  addressed  directly  to  them. 

Oeqanization  of  Depaetment 

The  Department  of  Weights  and  Measures  of  the  State  of  Xew 
York  is  organized  on  the  basis  of  a  sealer  in  each  county,  or  city, 
who  has  direct  charge,  and  the  State  Superintendent,  who  has 
general  supervision,  and  whose  deputies  and  inspectors  oversee  and 
assist  the  work  of  the  local  sealers. 

The  sealer  in  any  county  or  city  will  gladly  instruct  the  citizens 
within  his  territory  in  the  method  of  using  weighing  or  measuring 
devices,  and  how  to  purchase  such  apparatus  for  their  own  use  in 
checking,  and  will  freely  answer  the  call  of  any  organization  inter- 
ested therein  to  speak  to  them  about  matters  relating  to  weights 
and  measures. 

Find  out  who  your  local  sealer  is,  and  go  to  see  him. 

You  will  be  glad  to  know  him,  and  he  will  be  glad  to  know  you, 
and  you  will  be  able  to  assist  one  another.

Inspection  and  Sealing 

No  charges  are  made  for  inspecting  weighing  and  measuring 
devices.  When  these  devices  are  inspected  and  found  correct  a 
seal  is  affixed,  but  this  does  i^ot  mean  that  these  devices  are  correct 
for  all  time;  they  may  be  changed,  either  accidentally  or  on  pur- 
pose, after  the  inspection,  so  that  the  seal  means- only  that  the 
device  was  correct  when  inspected.

WATCH  CAREFULLY! 

We  can  only  help  You  Effectively  when  You  tsy  to  help 

Yourselves 

Watch  carefully  the  weighing  and  measuring  of  everything  you 
buy.  Do  not  start  out  with  the  idea  that  checking  up  the  quantity 
received  implies  dishonesty  on  the  part  of  the  person  you  are  deal- 
ing with.  You  count  money  when  you  receive  it,  even  at  a  bank, 
as  a  matter  of  course ;  why  should  you  be  less  careful  in  counting 
(or  weighing  or  naeasuring)  what  you  get  in  exchange  for  your 
money  ? 

Representations  of  Quantity 

When  you  buy  anjiihing  make  sure  that  you  receive  a  written 
representation  of  the  weight,  measure  or  numerical  count. 
Whether  the  articles  are  weighed  or  measured  in  your  presence 
and  then  packed  up,  or  whether  they  are  already  packed  ("  in 
container  ")  at  the  time  you  buy  them,  the  written  representation 
must  be  made. 

If  the  goods  are  in  a  container  when  sold  the  representation  must 
be  on  the  top  or  side  of  the  container,  or  on  a  tag  or  label  attached 
thereto.  If  they  are  not  in  containers  when  sold  the  representa- 
tion must  be  made  on  a  tag  or  label  attached  to  the  goods,  or  where 
it  is  impracticable  to  tag  or  label  a  sales  slip  showing  the  name  of 
the  seller,  identifying  the  commodity'  sold  and  showing  the  weight, 
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measure  or  numerical  count  may  be  delivered  to  the  purchaser  at 
the  time  of  the  sale  or  delivery.  In  all  cases  the  markings  must  be 
plain  and  conspicuous. 

Reasonable  variations  are  allowed  from  the  quantity  marked. 
That  means  that  the  seller  is  not  held  responsible  for  unavoidable 
errors  due  to  expansion  or  contraction,  or  to  absorption  or  loss  of 
moisture,  caused  by  atmosphere  conditions;  to  different  conditions 
in  packing  conducted  in  accordance  with  good  business  usage,  etc. 
These  variations  are  always  comparatively  small,  and  if  they  are 
found  to  be  always  below  the  amount  marked  it  is  time  to  notify 
the  weights  and  measures  of&cials. 

In  a  few  cases  only  a  written  representation  is  unnecessary. 
These  are:  (1)  Goods  in  containers  whose  sizes  are  provided  by 
statute,  as  milk  in  one-half-gallon,  three-pint,  quart,  pint,  one-half- 
pint,  and  gill  bottles;  ve^tables,  produce,  or  fruit  in  containers 
of  sizes  of  barrel,  half-barrel,  or  multiples  of  the  barrel,  or  two- 
bushel,  bushel,  half-bushel,  peck,  half-peck,  quarter-peck,  quart, 
pint  or  half -pint ;  grapes  in  baskets  of  standard  four-pound,  eight- 
pound  and  twenty-pound  sizes;  (2)  goods  in  containers  with  orna- 
mentations, exclusively  for  gifts;  (3)  commodities  dispensed  for 
consumption  on  the  premises;  (4)  receptacles  used  merely  for 
delivery  purposes;  (5)  goods  which  may  be  sold  by  numerical 
count  (as  vegetables,  eggs,  etc.)  when  the  number  of  units  is  six 
or  less;  (6)  in  case  of  liquids,  when  contents  is  two  fluid  ounces  or 
less;  (7)  when  weight  of  contents  is  three  avoirdupois  ounces  or 
less. 

When  in  doubt,  it  is  well  to  assume  that  a  written  representa- 
tion should  have  been  made,  and  to  ask  the  dealer  to  explain  why 
it  was  not.  If  he  cannot  explain  satisfactorily,  then  ask  a  weights 
and  measures  official. 

Meat,  Meat  Products  and  Butter 

These  must  be  sold  by  weight.  Be  sure  that  you  get  a  written 
representation  as  to  the  weight  and  that  the  quantity  you  pay  for 
does  not  include  wrappings,  trays,  dishes,  etc. 

When  buying  butter,  wooden  trays  and  paper  must  not  be 
included  in  the  weight.  This  has  been  a  very  common  practice, 
and  as  some  of  these  trays  weigh  two  ounces  or  more,  the  loss  to 
the  purchaser  is  apparent. 
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The  butcher  is  allowed  to  charge  for  the  meat  at  its  uutrimmed 
weight,  but  you  should  watch  him  to  see  that  not  too  much  trim- 
miug  is  done.  Always  have  the  trimmings  sent  home  with  your 
meat ;  you  can  use  them  as  well  as  the  butcher  can,  and  when  he 
keeps  them  you  can  never  tell  what  was  the  actual  weight  of  the 
meat  you  bought.  This  is  especially  true  if  you  order  by 
telephone. 

When  your  butcher  sells  you  live  poultry,  which  he  then  kills 
and  dresses,  great  care  must  be  taken.  It  is  almost  impossible  to 
check  up  what  you  receive  in  such  a  case.  Make  sure  that  the  crop 
has  not  been  stuflFed  unduly. 

Remember  that  if  you  are  willing  to  pay  for  stones  at  the  price 
of  gold  we  cannot  protect  you;  all  we  can  do  is  to  make  the  seller 
tell  you  just  what  he  is  selling  you.  If  a  packer  tells  you  that  he 
is  charging  you  meat  prices  foi*  burlap  that  costs  him  only  four 
cents  a  pound,  you  can  protect  yourself.  Our  aim  is  to  lei  you 
deal  with  your  eyes  open. 

Vegetables,  Produce  and  Feuit 

Vegetables  may  be  sold  by  the  head  or  bunch.  Many  of  these 
commodities  are  customarily  sold  by  heap  measure.  The  results  ^ 
by  this  method  are  very  inaccurate,  and  the  law  has  tried  to  correct 
this  by  providing  that  in  the  absence  of  special  agreement,  a  bushel 
of  various  commodities  shall  weigh  as  folloAvs:  lime  or  coarse  salt, 
70  lbs ;  wheat,  peas,  potatoes,  clover-seed  or  beans,  60  lbs. ;  onions, 
57  lbs. ;  Indian  corn,  rye  or  fine  salt,  56  lbs. ;  flax-seed,  55  lbs. ; 
sweet  potatoes,  54  lbs. ;  corn  meal,  rye  meal  or  carrots,  50  lbs. ; 
barley,  apples  or  buckwheat,  48  lb. ;  rough  rice,  45  lbs. ;  dried 
peaches,  33  lbs. ;  oats,  32  lbs. ;  dried  apples,  25  lbs.,  and  bran  or 
shorts,  20  lbs. 

This  is  rather  confusing,  but  the  easy  way  out  of  it  is  to  insist 
on  buying  by  iveight,  instead  of  by  dry  measure.  "  60  pounds  of 
potatoes  "  is  something  definite,  but  "  a  bushel  of  potatoes ''  is 
not.  Xo  two  men  will  put  the  same  amount  into  a  dry  measure, 
especially  when  the  commodity  has  to  be  heaped.  Both  the  pur- 
chasing and  selling  public  should  insist  on  the  dry  measure  going 
into  the  discard  wherever  possible. 
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Always  ask  for  a  definite  quantity,  never  for  "  a  basket,"  "  a 
box,"  or  "  a  pail."    These  means  absolutely  nothing. 

Coal,  Coke  and  Chabcoal 

You  must  always  receive  a  ticket  at  the  time  of  delivery  of  the 
coal  showing  the  amount  received ;  where  baskets,  bags  or  pails 
containing  less  than  100  pounds  are  used  the  amount  must  be 
marked  on  the  baskets,  bags  or  pails.  Charcoal  or  coke  in  quanti- 
ties less  than  100  pounds  may  be  sold  by  dry  measure,  but  the  con- 
tents of  the  container  must  be  marked  on  the  outside  thereof. 

The  purchaser  has  the  right  to  insist  on  the  coal  being  reweighed 
on  a  scale  which  has  been  tested  and  sealed.  (See  also  page  38.) 
• 

Ice 

You  should  receive  a  slip  with  ice  delivered  indicating  amount 
delivered.  See  that  you  get  it,  or  that  the  quantity  delivered  is 
written  by  the  iceman  on  a  card  provided  for  that  purpose.  (See 
also  page  22.) 

False  Adveetisements 

Certain  legislation  has  been  passed  making  untrue  and  mislead- 
ing advertisements  unlawful.  These  laws  can  stop  some  of  the 
worst  abuses,  but  the  surest  check  to  this  evil  lies  with  the  pur- 
chasing public. 

Beware  of  any  advertised  article  for  which  clearly  excessive 
claims  are  made.  Do  not  be  led  astray  by  price  comparisons,  such 
as  "  Worth  $5.00,  our  price  $1.98."  It  is  not  worth  the  higher 
price,  as  is  proved  by  the  very  fact  that  it  is  sold  for  the  lower. 

It  is  a  mistake  to  look  for  price  only :  quality  and  quantity  must 
also  be  considered. 

Checking  up  Your  Puechases 

There  are  two  times  to  check  up  your  purchases:  (1)  When 
you  buy;  (2)  When  you  get  them  home. 

In  the  case  of  goods  in  containers  which  are  not  weighed  or 
measured  in  your  presence  when  you  buy  them,  look  at  the  mark- 
ing on  the  container.  Make  sure  that  you  are  getting  as  much  as 
possible,  quality  considered,  for  your  money.    When  you  get  them 
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home  make  sure  that  the  marking  ia  correct.  There  are  several 
ways  of  doing  this :  In  case  of  commodities  sold  hy  liquid  or  dry 
measures,  you  can  either  dump  the  goods  out  and  measure  them, 
or  you  can  make  a  note  of  how  full  the  container  is,  and  when 
empty  fill  it  up  from  a'  standard  measure;  or  if  the  representation 
is  in  terms  of  weight,  either  dump  the  goods  out  and  weigh  them 
or  you  can  weigh  the  container  when  full  and  again  when  empty: 
the  diflFerence  will  be  the  weight  of  the  contents. 

It  is  Most  Impobtant  to  Check  up  Commodities  When 
the  Dealeb  who  Sold  Them  was  Busy  ob  Appaeently  so; 
IN  Paeticular  Just  Before  Feast  Days  Like  Thanksgiving^ 
Christmas,  etc.,  and  on  Saturday  Xights. 

In  the  Store 

^\Tien  goods  are  weighed  or  measured  in  your  presence  in  the 
store,  watch  the  merchant  carefully.  He  is  probably  honest,  but 
he  may  be  careless.  View  xvith  suspicion  the  weighings  made  on  a 
scale  with  the  dial  not  in  full  view  of  the  purchaser.  More 
Cheating  is  Brought  About  by  Carelessness  Than  by  Dis- 
honesty. 

Scales 

See  that  the  merchant  does  not  keep  his  hand  on  the  scale,  and 
that  there  is  no  foreign  substance  on  it.  There  should  be  no  extra 
hooks,  or  strings,  or  chains  connected  to  the  scale.  If  the  scale  is 
on  a  counter,  and  you  cannot  see  under  it,  be  sure  that  the  mer- 
chant is  not  pulling  a  wire  or  pressing  a  lever  underneath  the 
coHnter. 

Do  not  let  him  hurrj'  too  much  in  weighing.  See  that  the  indi- 
cator on  a  dial  scale  comes  to  rest  before  he  takes  the  object 
weighed  oif  the  pan,  and  in  a  beam  scale  see  that  the  beam  comes 
to  equilibrium. 

See  that  the  scale  is  clean,  and  well  taken  care  of.  An  unclean 
scale  is  cause  for  suspicion.  If  weigh|:s  are  used  see  that  these  are 
dean,  and  show  no  marks  of  having  been  tampered  with. 

Be  sure  that  a  scale  which  shows  the  weight  on  a  dial  reads  zero 
when  there  is  no  weight  on  it.  This  applies  equally  to  computing 
scales.  The  mere  fact  that  the  zero  reading  is  correct  does  not  mean 
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that  the  scale  is  correct  throughout  its  range ;  hut  if  the  zero  read- 
ing is  incorrect  the  scale  cannot  he  correct.  Where  the  weighing 
is  done  hy  means  of  outside  weights  or  sliding  poises,  see  that  all 
the  weights  are  taken  off,  and  that  the  poise  is  put  back  at  zero, 
and  that  then  the  scale  balances.  A  scale  is  tiot  necessarily  correct 
because  it  does  balance  without  any  load  on  it,  but  it  is  incorrect 
if  it  does  not  so  balance. 

Insist  upon  seeing  the  figures  on  the  scale  clearly.  If  they  are 
hidden  from  you,  there  is  some  reason  for  it.  On  computing 
scales  the  customer  ordinarily  s^s  only  the  weight  indication, 
while  the  merchant  sees  both  the  weight  indication  and  the  money 
value.  The  ordinary  method  of  construction  permits  of  the  money 
value  being  seen  on  one  side  only.  Do  not  take  the  merchant's 
word  for  the  money  value,  but  multiply  the  number  of  pounds 
and  ounces  as  shown  on  your  side,  and  as  sho^Ti  by  the  written 
representation  he  makes  on  the  package,  by  the  price  per  pound. 

On  scales  which  indicate  automatically,  the  indicating  hand 
or  line  it  at  a  certain  distance  from  the  figures.  To  read  cor- 
rectly you  must  stand  directly  in  front  of  the  dial,  and  where, 
as  in  many  computing  scales,  the  reading  is  made  by  means  of  a 
horizontal  line,  the  eye  must  be  on  a  level  with  that  line. 

Ask  your  merchant  to  explain  his  scale  to  you;  this  will  give 
you  some  understanding  of  it,  and  will  also  let  you  judge  whether 
he  is  using  it  intelligently.  Distrust  a  man  who  does  not  undei^ 
stand  the  practical  workings  of  his  scale  as  much  as  you  would  a 
dishonest  one. 

Dry  and  Liquid  Measures 

Be  sure  that  liquid  measures  are  not  used  for  dry  measures. 
They  are  about  fifteen  per  cent  smaller  than  the  corresponding 
dry  measures.  This  practice  is  particularly  prevalent  in  the  sale 
of  peanuts,  beans  and  seeds. 

See  that  the  measures  used  are  not  dented  or  battered.  See 
that  the  sides  have  not  been  cut  down.  See  that  the  measures 
have  not  been  taken  apart  and  fastened  together  again.  See  that 
the  bottom  has  not  been  raised.  Be  sure  the  bottom  or  sides  are 
not  double.  See  that  there  is  no  foreign  substance  on  the  bottom. 
Inaist  on  seeing  the  inside  and  bottom  of  all  measures  before  they 
are  used.

Whenever  possible  buy  by  weight  instead  of  by  dry  measure, 
but  where  a  dry  measure  is  used  make  sure  it  is  well  packed  and 
filled  to  the  top.  By  careful  packing  of  large  articles,  like 
potatoes,  a  dishonest  merchant  can  create  large  air  spaces,  and 
give  much  less  than  the  proper  amount.  Toy  pails,  or  pails  of 
any  sort,  are  not  proper  dry  measures.  Dry  measures  must  never 
have  a  great  slope  to  the  sides.  The  bottom  must  be  nearly  as 
great  in  diameter  as  the  top.  Be  sure  after  the  commodity  is 
measured  that  it  is  all  dumped  out  of  the  measure.  Vegetables 
sold  by  dry  measure  should  not  only  be  filled  up  to  the  brim 
of  the  measure,  but  must  be  heaped  in  the  shape  of  a  cone  as 
high  as  the  commodity  will  permit. 

Linear  Measures 

Do  not  allow  your  dry  goods  to  be  measured  by  cheap  cloth 
tapes  or  wooden  rules  made  for  advertising  purposes.  See  that 
all  rules  are  unbroken,  and  have  not  some  of  the  ^id  missing. 
Where  counter  tacks  are  used  these  should  not  be  more  than  one- 
eighth  of  an  inch  across  the  head. 

Do  not  allow  this  measuring  to  be  done  in  a  hurrj'  any  more 
than  any  other  measuring.  When  the  goods  are  cut,  see  that  they 
are  cut  in  a  line  perpendicular  to  the  edge,  and  at  the  point 
measured  to. 

At  Home 
All  purchases  should  be  cheched  up  at  home. 

Invest  a  few  dollars  in  a  scale,  in  a  set  of  dry  and  liquid 
measures,  and  in  a  steel  tape,  or  a  good  yard  stick.  Your  invest- 
ment will  pay  you,  but  do  not  try  to  buy  these  too  cheaply.  It 
is  not  fair  to  a  merchant  to  have  you  check  up  his  weights  or 
measures  with  poor  weighing  devices.  A  few  dollars  will  buy 
a  very  fair  scale,  and  the  rest  of  the  utensils  can  be  bought  for  a 
few  more  dollars.  If  your  merchant  knows  you  are  checking  him 
up  the  results  quickly  make  your  expenditure  worth  while. 

When  you  buy  a  scale  or  any  other  weighing  or  measuring 
device  tell  the  person  from  whom  you  buy  it  that  your  purchase 
is  made  on  the  condition  that  the  local  weights  and  measures 
ofBcial  will  pass  the  device,  and  that  if  he  does  not  do  so,  you  can

return  it  and  get  your  money  back.  Your  city  or  county  sealer 
will  inspect  it  for  you  without  charge.  He  will  also  instruct  you 
how  to  use  it. 

Coal  and  ice  are  usually  too  bulky  to  be  weighed  on  household 
scales.  The  amount  delivered  can  be  judged  approximately,  how- 
ever, by  the  use  of  the  following  figures : 

Ice  weighs  about  57.5  lbs.  per  cubic  foot,  and  one  {K)und  of 
ice  measures  30  cubic  inches.  The  number  of  cubic  inches  in  a 
regularly  shaped  block  is  obtained  by  multiplying  the  length,  by 
the  width,  by  the  height,  all  in  inches.  To  obtain  the  number  of 
cubic  feet,  divide  the  number  of  cubic  inches  by  1728. 

The  various  kinds  of  coal  vary  in  weight.  The  figures  given 
below  show  the  approximate  weight  per  cubic  foot,  and  also  the 
number  of  cubic  feet  per  ton  (2000  lbs.)  :

If  your  coal  is  placed  in  a  rectangular  bin,  multiply  the  length 
by  the  width  by  the  height  of  the  coal  in  the  bin  (all  inside 
dimensions),  and  then  multiply  this  result  in  feet  by  the  figure 
found  in  the  first  column  of  figures  above.  The  result  will  be  the 
amount  of  coal  in  the  bin,  within  a  slight  amount  of  error.  If 
there  is  a  wide  discrepancy  notify  the  sealer. 

When  your  coal  is  delivered  make  sure  that  the  wagon,  or  the 
compartment  of  the  wagon  which  is  supposed  to  hold  your  coal,  is 
completely  emptied.     If  he  drives  away  with  two  or  three  full 
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bags,  find  out  why.  Beware  of  hidden  boxes  under  the  seat,  or 
elsewhere  about  the  wagon,  in  which  part  of  your  coal  may  be 
retained. 

The  seller  should  not  wet  the  coal  more  than  enough  to  prevent 
its  dusting;  you  are  not  paying  for  water. 

Complaints 

If  you  do  not  think  you  are  getting  the  proper  quantity  do  not 
hesitate  to  complain  to  your  merchant,  and  if  he  does  not  explain 
satisfactorily  communicate  with  a  weights  and  measures  oflSciaL 
A  complaint  to  us  does  not  necessarily  mean  that  the  party  com- 
plained of  is  going  to  be  prosecuted.  If  we  find  he  is  willing  to 
do  right  we  help  him  to  do  so. 

It  is  not  fair  to  your  merchant  to  suspect  him  and  to  say  noth- 
ing about  it.  Give  him  a  chance  to  explain.  The  honest  mer- 
chant welcomes  honest  criticism.

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FOR  RETAIL  MERCHANTS 


FOREWOED 

A  previous  bulletin  issued  by  this  department  contained  some 
advice,  which  we  considered  timely,  For  the  Purchasing  Public. 
The  present  bulletin  is  directed  to  the  retail  merchant. 

There  is  some  tendency  today  to  regard  supervision  by  State 
officials  as  bothersome  interference  with  individual  liberty.  In 
some  cases  this  feeling  may  be  justified,  but  merchants  should 
remember  that  the  object  of  weights  and  measures  regulation, 
and  its  result  when  properly  conducted,  is  the  protection  of  the 
merchant  as  well  as  the  purchaser,  the  manufacturer,  the  farmer, 
and  every  other  person  who  buys  or  sells  commodities  of  any  sort. 
The  aim  of  our  work  is  constructive,  not  destructive. 

Some  of  the  matters  dealt  with  herein  are  not  strictly  matters 
relating  to  the  work  of  this  department,  but  in  order  to  deal 
adequately  with  our  subject,  we  have  been  forced  at  times  to  go 
slightly  afield. 

The  Department  of  Weights  and  Measures 

The  general  supervision  of  weights  and  measures  in  the  State 
of  Xew  York  is  entrusted  by  law  to  the  State  Superintendent  of 
Weights  and  Measures.  There  is  in  each  city  and  county  a  local 
official,  usually  bearing  the  title  of  "  Sealer,"  but  in  some  few 
cities  the  title  of  "  Commissioner,"  who  is  entinisted  with  the 
immediate  inspectional  work  and  .enforcement  of  the  laws. 

It  is  especially  for  the  benefit  of  the  merchant  to  know  and 
freely  consult  the  county  or  city  weights  and  measures  official  in 
his  locality.  He  need  not  expect  any  favors,  in  the  sense  that 
he  will  be  preferred  over  any  other  person;  on  the  other  hand,  he 
need  not  consider  that  he  is  asking  a  favor  when  he  requests  aid 
from  the  sealer  along  the  line  of  the  latter's  duties. 

Beneficial  RrstrLTs  of  Weights  and  Measures  REOtrLATioK 

We  shall  not  consider  here  the  benefits  to  any  one  except  the 
merchant,  and  in  using  the  word. "  merchant "  only  the  honest 
dealer  is  meant.     For  the  dishonest  merchant  there  is  only  one 
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benefit;  and  that  is  that  he  may  be  forced  into  honest  ways,  or 
else  out  of  business,  before  he  is  sent  to  jaiL  It  may  be  said  here, 
that  this  Department  has  found  that  the  vast  majority  of  mer- 
chants are  honest ;  we  must,  nevertheless,  recognize  as  a  fact  that 
there  are  a  number  who  are  dishonest,  whether  wilfully  or  through 
ignorance. 

Weights  and  measures  r^ulations  means  free  and  fair  compe- 
tition. This,  in  a  few  words,  is  the  advantage  to  the  merchant 
If  one  man  is  allowed  to  sell  fourteen  ounces  as  a  pound  he  can 
undersell  his  neighbor  who  is  delivering  a  full  pound.  The  mer- 
chant giving  full  measure  cannot  hope  to  compete  v/ith  the 
shortweighter. 

But  the  merchant  is  not  only  protected  against  his  neighbor, — 
he  is  protected  against  himself  as  well.  The  seller  is  compelled  to 
give  full  measure;  he  is  also  discouraged  from  giving  more  than 
full  measure.  There  is  no  warrant  or  justification  for  "  something 
for  good  measure."  The  purchaser  has  to  pay  for  this  seeming 
generosity  of  the  merchant  in  the  long  run,  or  the  merchant  can- 
not continue  in  business.  Prices  can  qnly  be  properly  fixed  when 
the  merchant  is  able  to  judge  accurately  how  many  seven  pound 
bags  of  sugar,  let  us  say,  he  can  get  out  of  a  barrel.  If,  through 
carelessness,  or  for  any  other  reason,  he  adds  an  ounce  to  two  to 
each  bag,  there  is  an  immediate  reduction  in  his  profits,  or  he 
has  to  add  to  his  price  to  make  up  for  the  leakage. 

The  man  who  weighs  and  measures  carefully  at  all  stages  of  the 
j)assjige  of  commodities  through  his  establishment  is  able  to  fix 
his  prices  so  that  he  shall  receive  the  proper  amount  of  profit,  and 
at  the  same  time  so  that  his  competitor  cannot  undersell  him. 

The  merchant  who  is  compelled  to  make  a  representation  to 
his  customer  of  the  quantity  delivered  must  in  doing  so  gain  cer- 
tain information  which  is  very  useful  to  him.  He  is  forced  to 
measure  and  weigh  carefully  and  receives  the  benefits  which 
accompany  such  weighing  and  measuring.  He  cannot  be  sub- 
jected to  unjust  claims  for  shortages.  Under  the  old  careless  sys- 
tem of  carrying  on  business  many  such  claims  had  to  be  adjusted, 
although  the  merchant  was  morally  certain  that  they  were 
unfounded;  he  had  not  used  sufficient  care  in  weighing  and  meas- 
uring to  be  able  to  say  positively  that  the  weight  or  measure  was 
not  short. 
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Laws  Affecting  the  Mebchant 

It  is  not  our  intention  here  to  enter  into  a  detailed  exposition 
or  discussion  of  the  laws  referring  to  weights  and  measures.  The 
laws  themselves,  together  with  the  regulations  adopted  pursuant 
to  such  laws,  have  been  published  in  a  separate  pamphlet  and  may 
be  obtained  upon  application  to  the  State  Superintendent.  Any 
specific  question  which  may  arise  will  be  answered  upon  similar 
application. 

The  merchant  tvho  is  iiot  fa-yniliar  with  the  laws  affecting  his 
hu^i^iess  is  just  as  unprepared  to  do  himriess  as  one  who  does  not 
Jcnow  the  goods  he  handles. 

There  are  a  few  essential  rquirements  for  the  merchant  who 
would  keep  within  the  law.     These  are: 

Make  Sure  that  your  weighing  and  raeasuring  devices  are 
accurate.  Do  not  even  keep  inaccurate  ones  in  your 
possession. 

Make  Sure  that  the  correct  weight  or  measure  is  given. 

Make  Sure  that  all  sales  are  accompanied  by  a  written 
representation  of  the  correct  weight  or  measure.  Even  in 
the  few  cases  where  such  representatives  arc  not  required 
(see  page  51),  such  representation  should  usually  be  made 
for  your  own  protection,* 

Make  Sure  that  all  containers  are  correctly  marked.  You 
are  only  relieved  from  responsibility  for  the  correctness  of 
the  marking,  even  though  you  have  nothing  to  do  with  the 
packing,  when  the  name  of  the  wholesaler,  jobber,  or  manu- 
facturer, residing  in  the  State  of  New  York,  from  whom  you 
bought  the  commodity,  together  with  a  representation  of  the 
weight  or  measure,  appears  on  the  container. 

Make  Sure  that  all  advertisements  and  all  labels  and  signs 
contain  only  correct  statements  of  fact. 

Make  Sure  that  you  are  complying  with  any  special  law 
relating  to  your  specific  industry.  Your  trade  organization 
should  keep  you  advised  of  these. 


*  Repreeentstions  should  be  in  definite  terms,  such  as  "  Net  weight  2  pounds,"  or  "  Contents  1 
liquid  x»int,"  and  not  qualified  in  any  way,  by  such  words  as  minimum,"  "not  less  than," 
"  average,"  etc.  Reasonable  variations  from  the  amount  indicated  are  allowed,  suoh  variations 
being  only  those  caused  by  loss  or  absorption  of  moisture  owing  to  atmospherio  conditions,  unavoid- 
iible  errors  in  weighing,  meaeuring  or  counting,  and  unavdidable  diiferenoe  in  the  oapadty  of 
eontaiaers. 
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Do  not  hesitate  to  refer  any  qnestion  to  the  Department  We 
much  prefer  preventing  people  from  violating  the  law  to  prosecut- 
ing them  after  they  have  done  so. 

Weighing  and  Measuring  Devices 

Weighing  and  measuring  devices  should  not  only  be  accurate, 
but  should  also  be  adequate  for  the  purpose  for  which  they  are  to 
be  used.  This  is  especially  true  of  scales.  Before  buying  a  scale 
determine  just  what  the  requirements  of  your  business  are.  Your 
scale  should  be  able  to  weigh  the  smallest  amount  required  in  your 
ordinary  business,  and  should  not  have  a  greater  capacity  than 
such  business  requires ;  the  exact  degree  of  accuracy  and  the  speed 
with  which  it  should  work  must  also  depend  upon  the  character 
of  the  business  in  which  it  is  used.  A  coal  scale  would  not  be 
used  for  weighing  precious  stones,  nor  a  butter  scale  for  weigh- 
ing iron  casting;  a  scale  used  for  other  purposes  than  those  for 
which  it  was  designed  will  not  give  proper  results. 

When  you  buy  your  weighing  and  measuring  devices,  make  it 
a  condition  of  the  sale  that  such  devices  should  be  approved  by  the 
weights  and  measures  officials.  There  is  at  present  no  State  law 
which  enables  us  to  prevent  the  sale  of  improper  devices ;  we  can 
only  condemn  incorrect  ones  when  in  use.  This  has  put  con- 
siderable burden  on  the  merchant  who  may  have  been  deceived 
by  an  unscrupulous  salesman ;  it  is  hoped  that  the  next  Legislature 
will  extend  the  powers  of  the  Department  so  that  no  scale  or  other 
device  can  be  sold  within  the  State  unless  it  is  a  proper  one.  In 
the  meantime,  merchants  should  protect  themselves  by  making  the 
condition  referred  to  above. 

As  soon  as  you  get  a  scale  or  other  device  for  weighing  or  meas- 
uring, request  the  weights  and  measures  official  to  inspect  it  and 
have  this  done  as  often  as  possible  thereafter.  The  seal  on  a  scale 
means  only  that  it  was  correct  -at  the  time  it  was  inspected.  It  is 
no  guarantee  of  future  accuracy. 

The  ordinary  liquid,  dry,  or  linear  measure,  when  it  is  once 
correct,  remains  correct  for  all  time,  unless  it  is  mishandled. 
This  is  not  true  of  scales.  A  scale's  accuracy  may  be  affected  bv 
the  scale's  position  on  the  counter,  by  temperature,  and  by  numer- 
ous other  conditions.     The  merchant  should  learn  something  of 
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the  operation  of  his  scales,  with  special  reference  to  those  matters 
which  are  apt  to  create  errors,  and  he  should  know  how  to  test 
them.  He  should  make  the  person  who  sells  him  a  scale  inform 
him  thoroughly,  and  should  supplement  such  information  by 
advice  from  the  weights  and  measures  oflScials.  It  is  well  to  keep 
on  hand  a  set  of  test  weights  which  have  been  sealed.  The  cost  of 
these  is  not  great  and  it  is  not  only  profitable  for  the  merchant  to 
be  able  to  test  his  own  scales,  but  it  is  also  good  business  policy  to 
be  able  to  demonstrate  in  the  presence  of  a  customer  that  the  scales 
are  correct. 

All  weighing  and  measuring  devices  should  be  carefully  kept 
and  well  cleaned.  A  customer  seeing  carelessly  maintained  scales 
and  measures  is  warranted  in  believing  that  the  business  is  con- 
ducted in  a  careless  manner. 

Bememher  that  you  are  the  main  loser  by  having  improper 
scales  and  measures.  If  you  give  less  than  the  proper  weight  or 
measure,  you  are  sure  to  lose  customers  sooner  or  later  and  leave 
yourself  liable  to  prosecution;  if  you  give  more,  you  are  losing 
on  every  sale. 

In  all  businesses  where  scales  are  used  the  profits  depend 
entirely  upon  correct  weighing.  Yet  many  merchants  are  com- 
pletely unable  to  tell  whether  they  are  getting  correct  results  or 
not.  A  few  examples  of  the  cflFect  of  such  ignorance  may  be 
instructive: 

One  concern  sold  heavy  castings,  of  an  expensive  composition, 
at  40c  a  pound.  The  scale  they  used  failed  to  show  a  difference 
between  2000  and  2200  pounds,  or  between  2200  and  2400 
pounds,  and  so  on.  They  did  not  realize  that  they  were  losing 
possibly  $80  on  each  sale. 

A  coal  concern  had  several  scales,  some  of  them  insensitive  to 
over  100  pounds  on  a  ton,  and  all  of  them  inaccurate,  mostly  in 
favor  of  the  customer.  These  scales  were  "  kept  in  order  "  by  an 
ordinary  carpenter,  who  had  no  real  knowledge  of  scale 
construction. 

Many  butchers,  grocers  and  others  keep  their  scales  set  to  give 
more  than  correct  weight,  because  they  want  "  to  be  on  the  safe 
side,"  and  do  not  know  how  to  keep  them  just  right. 

A  few  general  questions  should  be  asked  of  the  man  who  uses 
a  scale.    These  are: 
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DO  YOU  KNOW 

—  that  a  scale  which  is  correct  at  zero  is  not  necessarily  correct 
at  capacity  or  at  intermediate  hods? 

—  that  very  few  standing  scales  will  operate  correctly  if  they 
are  not  pUbced  absolutely  level? 

—  that  for  every  load  on  a  scale  it  takes  a  definite  amount  of 
additional  load  to  cause  an  appreciable  difference  in  the  amount 
of  weight  indicated?  and  how  much  this  additional  load  is  on 
your  scale  at  zero,  and  near  capacity? 

—  that  different  scales  require  different  lengths  of  time  to  come 
to  equilibrium,  and  that  on  many  scales  the  time  may  be  regulated 
to  a  certain  extent?  also,  whether  your  scale  is  regulated  so  as  to 
give  you  the  quickest  possible  weighing  ivithout  having  its  sensi- 
tiveness or  accuracy  affected? 

—  that  a  scale  should  give  the  same  result  irrespective  of  the 
position  of  the  load  on  the  pan  or  platform? 

—  thai  a  rusted  or  worn  bearing-point  or  other  part  makes  a 
scale  inaccurate? 

—  that  a  scale  must  be  kept  clean? 

—  that  oil  should  not  be  put  on  the  bearings? 

—  thai  a  scale  is  a  delicate  piece  of  mechanism,  and  must  he 
handled  carefully? 

—  that  a  scale  will  not  last  forever? 

Some  of  the  matter  covered  by  these  questions  is  so  self-evident 
that  the  asking  of  them  almost  seems  childish.  But  it  is  an  aston- 
ishing fact  that  many  people  who  use  scales  have  just  as  little 
knowledge  of  what  they  are  doing  as  the  March  Hare  who  justi- 
fied putting  butter  into  the  works  of  his  friend's  watch  by  the 
remark,  "  It  was  the  best  butter !  " 

Linear,  liquid  and  dry  measures  should  be  approved  before 
being  put  in  use.  These  must  be  properly  constructed  in  order  to 
give  correct  results.  Care  should  be  taken  not  to  confuse  dry 
and  liquid  measures;  there  is  considerable  difference  in  size 
between  the  two. 

Buying  and  ScLLiNa 

The  subject  of  proper  buying  and  selling  is  so  vast  that  we  ciin 
do  nothing  more  in  this  Bulletin  than  set  forth  a  few  principles 
which  are  practically  axiomatic.    As  even  axioms  are  not  always 
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self-evident  (although  they  are  meant  to  be),  a  few  words  demon- 
strating the  principles  are  added,  together  with  a  little  advice  on 
how  to  apply  them. 

"  Customs  op  the  Tbade  " 

Certain  practices  have  sprung  up  in  different  industries  which 
many  merchants  insist  on  following  slavishly  even  though  they 
are  often  without  warrant.  The  only  justification  for  such  prac- 
tices is  that  they  are  "  Customs  of  the  Trade."  The  merchant 
who  is  hide-bound  by  these,  regardless  of  whether  they  are  good, 
bad  or  indifferent,  is  short-sighted,  to  say  the  least.  They  should 
be  allowed  to  exist  only  when  they  tend  to  promote  fair  and 
honest  competition  and  dealing.  The  old-time  Yankee  felt  that 
he  could  not  sell  nutmegs  unless  a  large  proportion  were  made  of 
wood;  the  old-time  butter-dealer  thought  it  necessary  to  include 
the  wooden  tray  in  the  weight ;  the  old-time  hay-presser  was  accus- 
tomed to  get  rid  of  old  horseshoes  by  putting  them  in  with  the 
hay;  and  the  old-time  advertiser  felt  warranted  in  stating  grossly 
exaggerated  claims  and  values.  They  became  so  used  to  these  cus- 
toms  that  they  were  sure  they  would  have  to  go  out  of  business  if 
they  could  not  continue  them.  Some  concerns  have  said,  "  We 
will  have  to  quit  business  if  we  are  forced  to  tell  the  net  weight." 
Yet  they  are  now  selling  in  that  way,  and  find  that  they  are  able 
to  fix  their  selling  price  much  more  accurately  than  formerly,  and 
have  benefited  generally. 

Many  similar  customs  survive  today  which  are  equally  without 
proper  basis.  One  of  these  that  exists  in  many  lines  is  the  sale  of 
"  gross  for  net."  The  law  now  compels  the  seller  to  notify  the 
purchaser  of  the  net  weight,  but  it  has  not  prevented  the  seller 
from  charging  the  same  price  for  the  wrappings  as  for  the  com- 
modity itself,  although  the  value  of  such  wrappings  per  pound 
is  only  a  small  fraction  of  the  value  of  the  commodity.  If  the  seller 
has  to  charge  this  unwarranted  price  for  the  wrappings  in  order 
to  make  a  proper  profit,  his  price  for  the  commodity  is  too  small ; 
if  this  extra  charge  for  the  wrappings  gives  an  excessive  profit, 
then  he  is  unfair  to  the  purchaser. 

Another  custom  that  has  survived,  and  has  even  been  given 
recognition  by  law,  is  the  sale  by  heap  measure.    Those  commodi- 
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ties  which  cannot  satisfactorily  be  soW  by  stricken  measure  (that 
is,  a  definite  number  of  cubic  inches  to  the  bushel,  quart,  or  pint) 
are  not  such  as  should  be  sold  by  dry  measure.  The  laws  of 
most  states  have  recognized  this  and  have  provided  a  weight 
equivalent  for  a  dry  measure  of  such  commodities.  (These 
equivalents  in  Xew  York  are  given  on  papes  51-2.)  This  is  inac- 
curate and  improper.  A  dry  measure  should  be  represented  by 
a  certain  number  of  cubic  inches  and  by  nothing  else.  The  heap- 
measure  custom  should  be  done  away  with,  and  such  commodities 
should  be  sold  exclusively  by  weight. 

In  certain  industries  it  has  become  customary  to  disregard  sig- 
nificant fractions  of  weight;  on  some  articles  weighing  as  little 
as  thirty  pounds,  and  costing  30c  or  more  per  pound,  no  fraction 
of  a  pound  is  taken  into  account.  Such  a  practice  cannot  be  con- 
demned too  strongly. 

Manv  other  instances  could  be  cited,  but  these  few  are  sufficient 
to  indicate  the  point  we  desire  to  make,  which  is:  Do  not  accept 
on  faith  all  the  methods  which  niay  have  become  customary;  thinl- 
for  1/ourself  whj/  you  do  a  thing,  and  continue  to  do  it  only  if  it  is 
justified  hy  sound  business  policy.  Short  Cuts  to  Convenience 
Are  Oi'Tkn  Shorter  (\'ts  to  Failure, 

The  Retailer  as  a  Purchaser 

The  retailer,  like  every  other  purchaser,  should  carefully  weigh 
and  measure  everything  he  receives.  Doing  so  does  not  mean 
that  he  questions  the  honesty  of  the  concern  from  which  he  is  buy- 
ing.   In  our  Bulletin,  '*  For  the  Purchasing  Public,''  we  said: 

*'  Do  not  start  out  with  the  idea  that  checking  up  the  quantity 
received  implies  dishonesty  on  the  i>iirt  of  the  person  you  are  deal- 
iuix  with.  You  count  monev  when  vou  reieive  it,  even  at  a  bank 
as  a  matter  of  course*;  why  should  you  be  less  careful  in  counting 
(or  weiijjhing  or  measuring)  what  you  get  in  exchange  for  your 
monov  i  '* 

Tlie  rt^tailer  also  should  War  this  in  mind. 

The  wholes;der  owe*?  something  further  to  the  retailer  than 
nieivly  givin*:!:  him  the  quantity  he  is  entitleil  to,  and  making  cot- 
ivct  ivproseutation  of  the  siune.  The  g^xnls  must  be  in  such  shupe 
that  they  can  n\uUlv  In*  ros^dd.     Where  commodities  are  in  con- 
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tainers,  the  retailer  cannot  very  well  ascertain  the  correct  net 
wet  or  measure;  it  is  incumbent  upon  the  packer  to  do  this  for 
him.  Where  standard  sizes  are  prescribed  by  law,  the  wholesaler 
must  protect  the  retailer  from  the  consequences  of  using  illegal 
sizes. 

Merchants  should  have  printed  on  their  order  slips  or  contracts, 
preferably  in  red  ink,  the  following  clause: 

"  This  order  is  placed  with  the  special  understanding  and  upon 
the  condition  that  the  seller  comply  in  all  respects  with  the  laws 
of  the  State  of  New  York,  governing  weights,  measures,  and  sizes, 
and  that  all  statements  made  on  any  label,  tag,  notice  or  circular, 
attached  to  the  goods  or  packed  therewith  are  correct." 

If  a  wholesaler  is  unwilling  to  sell  on  these  terms,  his  goods  are 
such  as  the  conscientious  retailer  should  be  unwilling  to  handle. 

The  merchant  who  buys  on  the  basis  of  price  only,  is  doing  an 
injustice  to  himself  as  well  as  to  his  customers.  He  should  con- 
sider whether  the  quality  and  quantity  of  the  goods  offered  him 
by  the  competing  wholesalers  are  proportionate  to  the  prices.  The 
retailer  can  pass  poor  quality  or  short  weight  goods  on  to  his  cus- 
tomer at  a  low  price,  but  he  is  the  one  who  will  have  to  bear  the 
blame  and  the  punishment  (consisting  of  loss  of  trade,  if  nothing 
more)  which  follow. 

The  Merchant  as  a  Seller 

The  merchant  in  selling  should  act  fairly  to  three  people:  (1) 
his  customer,  (2)  his  competitor  and  (3)  himself.  Fairness  to 
himself  can  only  be  gained  by  fairness  to  the  first  two.  All  mer- 
chants realize  that  they  should  be  just  to  themselves  and  that  they 
owe  something  to  their  customers;  but  they  do  not  always  realize 
the  debt  to  their  competitors. 

Xo  branch  of  industiy  can  be  conducted  on  a  sound  basis  if  its 
component  elements  are  unsound.  A  merchant  who  tries  to  take 
unfair  advantages  will  only  cause  his  competitors  to  fight  him  with 
like  tactics,  until  he  meets  one  strong  enough  to  expose  his  wrong- 
doing. Dishonesty,  false  advertising,  giving  improper  quality,  or 
insufficient  weight  or  measure  on  the  part  of  any  merchant  tends 
to  disorganize  the  entire  line  of  business  in  which  he  is  engaged. 
Any  business  can  be  profitably  conducted,  in  the  long  run,  only 
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when  the  competition  is  fair  and  founded  on  proper  conditions. 
Of  course,  the  man  who  can  turn  out  a  better  article  at  the  same 
price  as  his  competitor's  poorer  one,  or  an  article  equally  as  good 
as  his  competitor's  at  a  less  price,  is  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  his 
industry  and  skill ;  but  the  man  who  competes  with  another  on  the 
basis  of  misrepresentationj  poor  quality  or  insufficient  qiuintity 
is  founding  his  business  on  a  quicksand  which  will  ir^vitably 
overwhelm  him.  A  merchant  is  only  doing  his  full  duty  to  him- 
self when  he  considers  the  rights  of  his  competitors  and  insists 
that  his  competitors  respect  his  rights. 

It  is  not  fitting  nor  proper  for  merchants  to  combine  to  fix 
prices,  but  it  eminently  fitting  and  proper  for  them  to  organize  to 
regulate  the  matters  which  fix  prices.  Some  of  the  matters  that 
should  be  brought  about  by  concerted  action  are: 

(1)  All  weighings  or  measurements  of  the  same  commodity 
should  be  made  by  the  same  fixed  standards.  For  instance,  until 
a  few  years  ago  the  carat  as  a  measure  for  precious  stones  varied 
all  the  way  from  188.5  milligrams  in  Bologna,  Italy,  to  254.6  mg. 
in  Arabia.  Upon  the  initiative  of  the  dealers  in  precious  stones 
we  now  have  an  international  carat  of  200  mg.  which  is  in  force 
practically  throughout  the  world. 

(2)  All  competitors  should  fix  upon  either  weight,  measure  or 
count  as  the  basis  by  which  all  will  sell  the  same  commodity.  To 
illustrate,  until  quite  recently  some  dealers  in  oil  were  selling  by 
liquid  measure,  others  by  weight.  This  left  no  means  of  compari- 
son between  the  amounts  offered  by  the  different  sellers.  "  The 
box,"  "the  basket,"  "the  piece,"  etc.,  are  not  proper  bases  for 
sales,  as  they  have  no  definite  meaning. 

(3)  All  terms  used  in  the  trade  should  have  definite  fixed 
meanings.  Such  words  as  "  all  wool,"  "  chemically  pure,"  "  first 
quality,"  etc.,  should  mean  one,  and  only  one,  thing. 

Every  merchant  realizes  that  it  is  dishonest  to  give  short  change, 
or  short  weight  or  measure ;  most  merchants  realize  the  dishonesty 
or  false  representations;  but  many  merchants  do  not  realize 
the  dishonesty  of  silence,  A  merchant  should  reveal  to  his  cus- 
tomer the  reason  for  the  price  he  is  asking.  This  includes  the 
quantity  and  the  quality  of  the  article.  The  old  maxim  "let 
the  buyer  beware !  "  does  not  meet  modem  business  conditions. 
When  a  customer  buys  with  his  eyes  open  he  has  only  himself  to 
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Mame  for  any  defects  in  his  purchase;  but  when  the  dealer  is 
silent  such  defects  may  justly  be  attributed  to  him.  The  merchant 
who  desires  to  be  successful  should  handle  only  goods  in  regard 
to  which  he  can  tell  the  prospective  purchaser  the  truth,  the  whole 
truth,  and  nothing  but  the  truth.  If  subsequently  he  finds  out 
that  what  he  considered  the  turth  at  the  time  he  made  the  sale  was 
not  really  so,  he  should  be  in  a  position,  and  ready,  to  render 
satisfaction  to  his  customer. 

Advertisements  should  be  strictly  accurate  and  should  conceal 
nothing.  Where  advertisements  aim  to  gain  trade  through  the 
low  prices  at  which  the  goods  are  offered  they  should  reveal  the 
reason  for  such  prices.  They  should  not  set  forth  that  the  value 
is  different  from  that  at  which  the  goods  are  offered;  the  lowest 
pricq  at  which  the  goods  can  be  bought  is  the  correct  value  of  the 
goods.  If  a  dealer  has  secured  standard  goods  at  a  particularly 
advantageous  price,  he  should  say  so,  but  not  that  the  price  at 
which  some  less  fortunate  competitor  is  offering  them  is  the  true 
value.  When  reductions  are  made  in  price  because  the  goods  are 
no  longer  generally  desirable,  as,  for  instance,  in  the  case  of  gar- 
ments whjich  have  gone  out  of  fashion,  the  customer  is  entitled  to 
know  this.  Statements  of  fact  should  be  made  with  great  care 
as  to  their  accuracy.  The  advertiser  should  take  pains  not  only 
not  to.  deceive,  but  also  not  to  give  any  chance.for  misconstruction. 
For  instance,  an  advertisement  which  offers  in  large  type  a  "1-lb 
box,''  and  in  another  place  in  small  type  states  that  the  weight 
includes  the  container,  may  be  literally  true,  but  the  prospective 
purchaser  is  apt  to  overlook  the  qualifying  statement,  and  even 
when  he  does  not  he  is  uninformed  of  just  what  is  being  offered 
him. 

Advertising  in  the  manner  recommended  creates  confidence  on 
the  part  of  the  customer.  The  same  principles  apply  to  advertis- 
ing and  to  oral  statements  made  to  customers. 

Wherever  possible,  customers  should  be  encouraged  to  verify 
the  statements  made.  They  should  be  given  an  opportunity  to 
see  what  the  merchant  is  doing  with  his  scale  or  measure,  and 
sufficient  time  should  be  allowed  them  to  reckon  the  total  price. 
The  customer  who  weighs  and  measures  goods  after  he  gets  them 
home  is  a  valuable  asset  for  the  honest  merchant.  Sometimes, 
however,  housekeepers  try  to  weigh  on  scales  that  are  so  cheap 
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that  they  cannot  possibly  give  proper  results.  This  is  not  fair 
to  the  merchant,  and  the  latter  should  realize  it  is  to  his  advan- 
tage to  advise  his  customers  to  check  up  his  weights,  but  to  do  this 
on  an  adequate  scale.  The  subject  of  checking  up  representations 
of  quality  need  not  be  pursued  further;  the  mere  statement  of 
the  advisability  of  this  will  give  sufficient  food  for  thought  to  the 
keen  business  man. 

Complaints  made  in  good  faith  should  be  welcomed.  A  com- 
plaint will  often  reveal  some  constructive  improvement  that  can 
be  made.  A  dissatisfied  customer  who  says  nothing  causes  a 
serious  injury,  whereas  the  one  who  voices  his  grievance  gives  an 
opportunity  to  the  merchant  to  set  the  matter  right. 

When  Representations  of  Quantity  Not  Requieed 

In  most  jurisdictions  representations  of  weight  or  measure  need 
only  be  made  on  food  products  and  dinigs.  In  New  York  the  law 
is  general  and  applies  to  all  commodities. 

The  following  are  the  only  instances  in  which  any  commodity 
may  be  sold,  or  offered  for  sale,  without  having  plainly  and  con- 
si)icuously  marked  on  the  container,  or  on  a  tag  or  label  attached 
thereto,  or  on  a  tag  or  label  attached  to  the  commodity,  the  net 
weight,  or  the  gross  and  tare  weights: 

Milk  and  cream  bottles  and  jars,  which  may  only  be  of  half- 
gallon,  three-pint,  one-quart,  one-pint,  half-pint,  and  one-gill  sizes. 

Small-fruit  baskets  and  containers,  which  may  only  be  of  bar- 
rel, bushel,  16-quart,  8-quart,  4-quart,  2-quart,  quart,  pint,  and 
half -pint  sizes. 

Vegetable,  produce  and  fruit  (other  than  small  fruit)  con- 
tainers when  of  sizes  of  one-barrel,  half-barrel,  bushel,  multiples 
of  the  bushel,  or  sub-multiples  of  the  bushel  divisible  by  two. 

Grape  baskets  of  standard  four-pound,  eight-pound,  twenty- 
pound  sizes. 

Commodities  in  decorated  containers  exclusively  for  gifts  or 
favors. 

Commodities  dispensed  for  consumption  on  the  premises. 

Receptacles  used  merely  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  or  deliver- 
ing. (The  commodities  contained  in  such  receptacles  must,  how- 
ever, be  properly  marked.) 

Less  than  six  of  a  commodity  which  may  be  sold  by  count. 
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Contents  two  fluid  ounces  or  less  of  a  commodity  which  may  be 
sold  by  liquid  measure. 

Contents  three  avoidupois  ounces  or  less  of  a  commodity  which 
may  be  sold  by  weight. 

IfotFE. — As  it  was  found  impracticable  to  attach  a  tag  to  some 
commodities,  permission  has  been  granted  to  deliver  a  sales  slip 
with  those  commodities,  instead  of  having  the  marking  on  a  tag. 
Such  sales  slip  must  show  the  name  of  the  seller,  identify  the  com- 
modity sold,  and  show  the  required  weight,  measure,  or  count, 
with  equal  clearness  and  distinctness  as  if  marked  on  or  attached 
to  the  commodity. 

NuMBEE  OF  Pounds  to  the  Bushel 
The  following  weights  must  be  given  in  New  York  State  when- 
ever the  commodities  named  are  sold  by  the  bushel  and  no  special 
agreement  is  made.     For  fractions  of  bushels,  like  fractions  of 
weight  are  requisite.
